A Brave Engineer Saves His Pas- 
sengers by Forcing His En- 
gine Through Fire. 


PINE CITY, Minn., Sept. 2.—Minnesota 
has never known a calamity accompanied 
by such loss as that brought by the fire 
which wiped out Hinckley, Mission Creek, 
Sandstone, Sandstone Junction, Pokegama 
and the other settlements in that vicin- 
ity. A conservative estimate places the 
loss of life at not less than 355, while 
many others have sustained serious in- 
juries and unknown others are among 
the missing. By some the loss is esti- 
mated at 500. 

To this horror of death in its most hor- 
rible form must be added the utter deso- 
lation and devastation that has come upon 
thousands of others whose all has been 
Swept away in the face of impending 
winter. There is a peculiar horror about 
the fatality in the admitted impossibility 
of identification in a very large propor- 
tion of the deaths.

The Destruction of Hinckley. 

The walls of the school house, t 
fence about the town hall DrOwerte: tee 
bank vault and one absolutely uninjured 
outhouse is all that is left to mark the 
site of Hinckley, where yesterday stood 
a score of buildings and a dozen times 
as many dwelling houses, 

The story of the catastrophe is a short 
one. The town was built of wood. The 
School house erected last year at @& cost 
of $10,000 and one-half of the Duluth 
roundhouse were the only brick strucr- 
ures in the city. 

By one of those peculiar freaks for 
which there is no accounting, the Hast- 
ern Minnesota roundhouse and’ water 
tank, on the southwestern edge of the 
town, almost in the woods, escaped the 
flames, a circumstance the more remark- 
able from the fact that it stood directly 
in the path of the flames, which seem 
to have jumped it as cleanly as if play- 
ing leapfrog. 

All yesterday forenoon the townspeople 
were apprehensive. ‘ 

Fanned by Wind. 

The fire kept advancing, fanned by the 
wind, which was blowing a gale. About 
11 o’clock the fire company got out their 
engine and laid an 1,800-foot line of hose 
to the southern outskirts of the town. 

The hose was too short for the meas- 
ure of protection desired and a telegram 
was sent to Rush City for more. One 
hundred feet was sent, but it never 
reached Hinckley. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
fire literally jumped into the town, It 
did not eat its way along, devouring 
everything in its path, but came in huge 
leaps, as to take everything before 
it. It appeared as if it was forced along 
by eyelones of its own generation. The 
intense heat would develop a veritable 
Whirlwind of flame that carried huge 
blazing firebrands high in the air, and 
carrying them forward for from forty to 
eighty rods, let them fall and begin the 
work of devastation anew. 

The fire first struck Hinckley on the 
east side of the Duluth track and the 
brave fire fighters for the first time gave 
up the unequal battle and already too 
late in many instances turned their at- 
tention to their personal safety. 
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less, He could not see the train behind 
him. Burning trees lay across the track 
and were being tossed aside by the en- 
gine. i 

Suddenly the track gave way and the 
train toppled off to one side. No one was 
injured, and they pressed on to the Poke~ 
Sama station, a few rods ahead. But a 
few feet in front of the engine was dis- 
eovered a gorge sixty feet wide and forty 
feet deep, where the trestle had been 
burned away. They succeeded in reach, 
ing the clearing about the station and 
escaped with a few burns and bruises. 
There were burned along the track, how- 
ever, four or five people. F 

The people who were left in the city 
were in what seemed to be-an almost 
helpless condition. Egress by the only 
means of transportation that could hope 
to distance the swiftly advancing flames 
Was out of the question. 

Through the Fire. 

The men had been fighting the fire for 
hours and the women and children were 
in a panic stricken condition. Horses 
Were harnessed to wagons and_ buggies, 
Women and children were hurriedly 
loaded. 

Probably 200 of them left town on foot 
or in vehicles, plunging into the woods 
north across the Grindstone river, which 
skirts the town on the north. They 
were literally fleeing before the pursu- 
ing demon. 

Over the hill that rises beyond the 
Gridstone is a swamp, and to this most 
of the people with, teams headed, "but it 
proved no protection. The fire gave them 
no opportunity to go further. 

Some abandoned their teams and ran 
into the lower portions of the morass, 
but the fire sought them out. 

Scores Burned to Death. 

Not one was left to tell the tale, and 
this morning in a space of a little more 
than five acres were counted over 130 
corpses. There were many families of 
five, six and seven, and there they lay, 
the men generally a little in advance, 
the mother surrounded by her little ones, 
cut off by the most horrible of deaths. 

Nearly all the bodies were nude, the 
fire having burned every vestige of their 
clothing and blackened and charred many 
of the corpses so as to be unrecognizable, 

Those who fied to the north on foot 
followed the Duluth track, and so rapid 
was the progress of the flames that many 
of them were actually burned as_ they 
fled, falling on the right of way for a 
distance of three miles or more. Nearly 
thirty bodies were recovered along here. 

Some of the foremost of the escaping 
citizens met the Duluth train coming in 
from the north. It was due at Hinkley 
at 4:05. Engineer Jim Root was at tha 
throttle. He stopped the train and took 
on board about 125 of the refugees. ; 

By this time the woods were blazing 
on each side of the track, and as Root 
reversed his engine and started back the 
cars scorched and crackled in the heat. 
Root ran the train back about three miles 
to Skunk lake and the people escaped 
from the burning cars to the water and 
no lives were lost. 


Root’s Bravery. 
From the passengers on the train 
the entire train. crew deserve 


to be placed on the roll of honor for per- 
sonal heroism. WHngineer James Root of 
White Bear heads the list. He was badly 
burned and almost blinded and fell from 
his seat unconscious immediately on get- 
ting out of the fires. 

When about two miles north of Hinck- 
ley Root first discovered the fires, which 
had been raging on both sides of the 
track, and were racing him for his life 
and the lives of his passengers. Cinders 
were flying in every direction and the 
smoke was so dense it was well nigh im- 
possible to see beyond the cab windows, 
even with the aid of the powerful head- 
light. He thought to outrun the flames, 
which were coming after and bearing 
down upon him at a sixty-mile_ gait. 
When about a mile and a half from 
Hinckley he discovered the fire was too 
fast for him and overtook the train and 
overleaped it so that it was literally sur- 
rounded with flames. The air was 
stifling and the clothes of both engineer 
and fireman caught fire. Fireman Mc- 
Gowan leaped into the water tank and 
then, seizing a bucket, dashed the water 
several times over the burning engineer. 
Root steadily kept at his post, although 
searcely able to sit upright. 

A Sea of Fire. 

In the meantime the passengers could 
see nothing, but heard the roaring of the 
oncoming tornado of fire, and soon the 
glare outside was too much for the rea- 
son of a number of them. The rear car 
caught fire, and as the flames overtook 
it the passengers rushed headlong into 
the forward cars. The shrieks of the 
women and children, as well as the ter- 
rified shouts of the men, increased, and 
the terrible feelings aroused by the up- 
roar of the flames on every hand, 

Several of the male passengers, too ter- 
rified for further self-control, leaped head- 
long through broken windows and were 
swallowed up in the flames outside. 
Others, seeing this act, quickly followed, 
and altogether in the next ten minutes a 
dozen men leaped to death in the flames 
in a like manner. The women, whose 
terror had been pitiful a few minutes be- 
fore, now came heroically to the help of 
the trainmen in endeavoring to sooth the 
frightened chidren, 

Engineer Root saw there was no out- 
look, apparently, for his train ahead, and 
concluded to turn back, through the dis- 
tance already burned over, rather than 
encounter possibly greater perils before 
him. He backed at a fast speed to 
Skunk Lake, five miles from Hinckley. 
The passengers deserted the train there 
and took refuge in a swamp, where they 
spent the night. 

This morning a relief train from the 
north brought them to this city. The re- 
lief train carried a supply of hand cars 
which were used in picking up the bodies 
of the dead along the track. 

Engineer Root lies at his home at White 
Bear, too badly injured to be interviewed. 
He was badly cut by broken glass, but 
his worst injuries were from inhaling the 
hot air and smoke, 

Rushed to Water. 

The people who remained in Hinckley 
fared the best of all. The Eastern Min- 
nesota tracks mark the eastern edge 
of the city proper. Just beyond the edge 
was a tract of land probably embracing 
at least ten acres. The whole area had 
been eveavated to a depth of thirty or 
forty feet and in its center was. a stag- 
nant pool of rain water three feet deep, 
To it fled a hundred citizens who were 
willing to trust to its friendly depths. 

They remained four hours, while the 
smoke and flames rolled over their heads. 
They dashed water over each other and 
covered their heads with wet cloths to 
prevent suffocation, and all were saved. 

Others of the citizens sought refuge in 
the Grindstone river, under the abut- 
ments of the two railway bridges and at 
the foot bridge. The exact number can- 
not be known. That many escaped and 
Some were drowned is known. Mrs. Mar- 
tin Martinson and her four little babes 
were taken, drowned, from the water this 
morning. 

In the meantime Hinckley was burning 
with the utmost rapidity and in a few 
hours nothing was left but ruins. The 
total loss to the city will exceed $1,000,- 
000, with a comparative light insurance, 

As night closed in the people began to 
come out from their hiding places and 
made their way over the hot embers of 
their burned city. They were absolutely 
dazed by the catastrophe, and the night 
was spent in endeavoring to find relatives, 
The fire had spent itself, and the air was 
flll@l with smoke, shrough which gleamed 
the blaze of smouldering fire. Two huge 
heaps of coal which marked the location 
of the Duluth coal sheds were blazing, 
and by the fitful light people wandered 
about, picking out the places where but

my absence Hast. In only returned to my 
office day before yesterday and take the 
first opportunity to write you. I for one 
am not disposed to do any ‘“indorsing.’’ 
As between the imbecility and maniacal 
ravings of Waiteism and the ruffianism 
and robbery of the old gang Republicans 
who appear to be still in control of that 
organization, self-respecting men can have 
but little choice. I regret that the folly 
and chicanery of the first should have 
made possible the success of the second. 
For the people of Colorado to return the 
Republican party to power would be the 
supremest piece of inconsistency of which 
universal suffrage has ever been guilty. 
It means the abandonment of every prin- 
ciple for which the state has contended 
in the councils of the nation. After such 
an event there could not be even a pre- 
tense of sincerity upon the silver question; 
it would be placing Colorado in political 
line with Ohio, Massachusetts, Maine, 
Vermont, Rhode Island and Connecticut;

turning her back upon Missouri and Ala-

stood up loyally for the silver cause; it 
means turning the cold shoulder to Bland 
and Vest and Morgan and George and all 
the other brave friends of silver, whom 
neither threats could drive away or pa- 
tronage seduce from devotion to the peo- 
ple’s cause and ours. It means turning 
over the political power and destiny of 
this state to a party that will if it can 
cast its electoral vote for Benjamin Har- 
rison, Reed, McKinley or any other 

“goldbug’’ in 1896; it means the election 
to congress of representatives who will, 
Should the next presidential election be 
thrown in the house of representatives 
(an event that seems more probable now 
than at any time since the election of 
John Quincy Adams), cast the sovereign 
vote of Colorado, a vote there equal to 
that of New York, for the monometallic 
nominee of the Republican national con- 
vention; it means an  indorsement by 
Colorado of the confidence game perpe- 
trated by the Republican party when it 
enacted the Sherman law and a ratifica- 
tion of its act in voting solidly for its re- 
peal. 

Into the Hands of Knemies. 

Tt means throwing ourselves bodily into 
the arms and upon the merey of the party 
that in secret fraud and crime demone- 
tized silver in 1873 and that for twenty- 
one years has with practical unanimity 
fought the restorauon of its money func- 
tion. I say the Republican party has al- 
ways fought silver with practical unanim- 
ity, for in no proper sense can the men 
called Republicans who have been sent 
from the mining states be credited to that 
party when we come to scan the record 
and cast up the score of its disaffection, 
It is true that a Republican senator from 
Colorado cast what was practically a de- 
cisive vote against a free coinage bill in 
1879, killing the bill by his one vote. It 
is true that in the long fight that was 
waged in the senate before this result 
Was reached Senator Teller never uttered 
a single sentence in favor of silver; it is 
true that upon an important amendment 
the Congressional Record shows that the 
Goldbug Cameron of Wisconsin announced 
Mr. Teller as being paired with Johnston, 
a free coinage senator from Virginia, and 
that if Teller were present and Johnston 
were present Teller would vote against 
free coinage; it is true that even Judge 
Belford in the fight over the same War- 
ner free coinage bill in the house, that 
Same year, offered an amendment chang- 
ing free coinage to coinage of the Ameri- 
can product; but all this was before the 
people of Colorado were aroused upon 
this question. 

It is true that as late as June, 18, 1890, 
the sole representative of Colorado in the 
national house voted against a motion of 
Mr. Bland to take up a free coinage bill 
which had just passed the senate, and 
that the Republican party afterwards 
renominated and re-elected him, but even 
at that time partisanship blinded many 
to their own interests who have since had 
the scales removed from their eyes, and 
So I thnk it safe to assume that so far 
the future fight for the double standard 
may be conducted in the open political 
necessity will keep any Colorado Repub- 
lican who may be elected to either house, 
voting, as in the past four years, om the 
right side, whatever secret sympathy they 
may have with the others We may to be 
Sure, again be betrayed by their votes, as 
Wwe were when our two senators and one 
representative, under the dictates of their 
party caucus, voted to repeal Bland’s law 
and pass Sherman’s law, and thus aided 
to compass our final downfall, but they 
will never vote against silver except when 
they can fool the people, asi they did then. 
The well known predictions of the party; 
their utter subserviency to its dictates; 
their doughfaceism, as shown jn the recent 
votes of our senators in favor of a pro- 
tective tariff in spite of the threats which 
they so eloquently made during the fight 
over the repeal of the Sherman law that 
the Republicans of the West would no 
longer stand with the Republicans of the 
East upon this question; all these things 
Would make a Republican victory in Colo- 
rado this year or any other year a defeat 
of the free conage cause. b 

Plan for Redemption. 

It is true that the maudlin maunderings 
of that ancient vagary whom accident 
precipitated upon us two years ago have 
been seized upon by our enemies and made 
use of to injure the credit of the state. 
The prestige we had achieved owing to our 
natural wealth and boundless resources 
has been in a measure destroyed, but it 
is not alone to the vapid vaporings of an 
intellect, feeble at best, weakened by age 
and inebriated by elevation to a, position 
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| der whose standard you and I are en- 
| rolled, has proved its patriotism and at- 
tested its loyalty to the. interests of this 
people by refusing to be bound by the 
action of the national convention when 
that action was inimical to the interests 
of our citizens. I have no doubt that its 
deliberations this year will evolve a plan 
which will again signalize its fealty to the 
fortunes of the commonwealth and point 
out a safe path to be followed by all those 
who rejoice im its prosperity and hope for 
its future.

A LARGER ARMY. 


China Will March a Large Force to 
Corea Before Winter—The Struggle 
with Japan to Be Prosecuted Vig- 
orously.

Hon. A. T. Stewart, Pueblo, Colo.: 

My Dear Sir—Yours of July 25 came in 
my absence Hast. In only returned to my 
office day before yesterday and take the 
first opportunity to write you. I for one 
am not disposed to do any “indorsing.’’ 
As between the imbecility and maniacal 
ravings of Waiteism and the ruffianism 
and robbery of the old gang Republicans 
who appear to be still in control of that 
organization, self-respecting men can have 
but little choice. I regret that the folly 
and chicanery of the first should have 
made possible the success of the second. 
For the people of Colorado to return the 
Republican party to power would be the 
sSupremest piece of inconsistency of which 
universal suffrage has ever been guilty. 
It means the abandonment of every prin- 
ciple for which the state has contended 
in the councils of the nation. After such 
an event there could not be even a pre- 
tense of sincerity upon the silver question; 
it would be placing Colorado in political 
line with Ohio, Massachusetts, Maine, 
Vermont, Rhode Island and Connecticut; 
Standing her people up to be counted in 
elbow touch with John Sherman and Mc- 
Kinley, Hoar, Lodge, Tom Reed, Morrill, 
Aldrich and Plau. It means Colorado 
turning her back upon Missouri and Ala- 
bama and Mississippi and the other states 
that, in both houses of congress, have 
stood up loyally for the silver cause; it 
means turning the cold shoulder to Bland 
and Vest and Morgan and George and all 
the other brave friends of silver, whom 
neither threats could drive away or pa- 
tronage seduce from devotion to the peo- 
ple’s cause and ours. It means turning 
over the political power and destiny of 
this state to a party that will if it can 
cast its electoral vote for Benjamin Har- 
rison, Reed, McKinley or any other 
“goldbug’”’ in 1896; it means the election 
to congress of representatives who will, 
should the next presidential election be 
thrown in the house of representatives 
(an event that seems more probable now 
than at any time since the election of 
John Quincy Adams), cast the sovereign 
vote of Colorado, a vote there equal to 
that of New York, for the monometallic 
nominee of the Republican national con- 
vention; it means an indorsement by 
Colorado of the confidence game perpe- 
trated by the Republican party when it 
enacted the Sherman law and a ratifica- 
tion of its act in voting solidly for its re- 

eal.

Tt means throwing ourselves badily into 
the arms and upon the mercy of the party 
that in secret fraud and crime demone- 
tized silver in 1873 and that for twenty- 
one years has with practical unanimity 
fought the restora.on of its money func- 
tion. I say the Republican party has al- 
ways fought silver with practical unanim- 
ity, for in no proper sense can the men 
called Republicans who have been sent 
from the mining states be credited to that 
party when we come to scan the record 
and cast up the score of its disaffection. 
It is true that a Republican senator from 
Colorado cast what was practically a de- 
cisive vote against a free coinage bill in 
1879, killing the bill by his one vote. It

Into the Hands of Knemies. 

Tt means throwing ourselyes bodily into 
the arms and upon the mercy of the party 
that in secret fraud and crime demone- 
tized silver in 1873 and that for twenty- 
one years has with practical unanimity 
fought the restora.ion of its money func- 
tion. I say the Republican party has al- 
ways fought silver with practical unanim- 
ity, for in no proper sense can the men 
called Republicans who have been sent 
from the mining states be credited to that 
party when we come to scan the record 
and cast up the score of its disaffection.

A Confession of the Dark Deed 
Obtained from the Man Who 
Fired the Fatal Shot. 


Kent Was a Society Man of Minneapo- 
lis, but His History Is Filled 
with Crime.

It Was to Get Her Share of the 


Estate That Murder Was 
Planned. 


Myron R. Kent, who is charged with 
being a murderer, a forger and an emn- 
bezzler, was brought to the county jail 
yesterday by Detective Walter Hhrlich- 
man of Minneapolis and Sheriff G. H. 
Bingenheimer of Norton county, North 
Dakota. 

On the night of March 13 last a hor- 
rible murder was committed in the little 
town of Mandan, N. D., and until two 
weeks ago the facts were concealed by 
the perpetrators of the deed. On the 
night mentioned Mrs. Myron R. Kent was 
instantly killed by Thomas Swedinsky, 4 
farm hand. Swedinsky fired a load of 
buckshot at Mrs. Kent, blowing off the 
top of her head. 

The coroner's jury decided that the 
shooting was accidental and exonerated

Swedinsky from blame. The confession of 
the farm hand made two weeks ago to 
Detective Ehrlichman brought to light a 
terrible tragedy, in which he was the 
chief actor. Swedinsky confessed that he 
killed the woman at the request of her 
husband, who agreed to pay him $18,000 
for the commission of the deed. Now 
both principals are in the clutches of the 
law. 

The victim, whose maiden name was 
Julia Laird, was the only daughter of a 
millionaire lumber merchant in Minne- 
apolis. The motive of the crime was the 
desire on the part of Kent to get pos- 
session of his wife’s estate and the in- 
surance upon her life. Kent was once a 
society leader in Minneapolis, but his 
career is checkered by many wild es- 
capades. He visited England and, al- 
though born and raised in this country, 
always posed as a subject of the queen 
of Great Britain. His education is fin- 
ished and his manners highly agreeable. 
Fifteen years ago he married Miss Laird 
and with her he received a big amount 
of her father’s money. Laird took his 
son-in-law into partnership, but after 
two years the head of the concern found 
that his new partner had embezzled $25,- 
000. After giving young Kent a check 
for $25,000 and some good advice his 
father-in-law refused to have anything 
further to do with him. 

Kent and his wife traveled about the 
country for a year and then settled down 
in Minneapolis. Kent squandered the $25,- 
000 and had to look about and use his 
wits to gain a livelihood. He chose the 
law as a profession and became the trust- 
ed agent of a number of large concerns, 
who are now awaiting an accounting. 
Two years ago the Kents bought a farm 
in Mandan, N. D., and it was here where 
the murder of Mrs. Kent occurred in 
March last. 

Gathering Up the Clues. 

Two weeks ago Detective Ehrlichman 
took the case in hand. He worked sys- 
tematically, retaining clearly within his 
mind every feature of the case. His ef- 
forts were rewarded by the confession of 
Swedinsky and the arrest of Kent. On 
Saturday last Kent was taken in custody 
at Arlington, Douglas -county. 

The story told by Detective Ehrlichman, 
who used every means within his power 
to run to earth the murderers of Mrs, 
Kent, is thrilling and romantic. Bhrlich- 
man, who yesterday entered his name 
upon the register of the Oxford hotel, 
told this story at length to a News re- 
porter. The detective is a young man 
and by no means has the appearance of 
an ideal sleuth. His features are dark 
and his eyes are black and piercing, <A 
heavy dark moustache hides a row of 
pearly teeth, His demeanor is quiet and 
unassuming. He speaks eight different 
languages and this linguistic ability aided 
him greatly in clearing the mystery which 
surrounded the horrible murder. 

His attention to the case was! first at- 
tracted by reading a newspaper account. 
Fourteen days after there appeared in 
the Minneapolis police station Frank 
Laird, son of the deceased millionaire, 
Young Laird said that he was not satis- 
fied with the work of the Morton county 
officials and wanted a man who under- 
stood detective work detailed on the 
case. He was referred to Bhrlichman, 
who is interpreter and detective on the 
force, and the detective at once started 
to work, first paying a visit to the scene 
of the crime, taking accurate notes and 
drawings of the house and surroundings, 

The ais with much difficulty had in- 
duced ths bheriff of Morton county to 
hold Swedinsky, and the prisoner wag 
then locked up in the jail at Mandan. 
Kent, it was currently reported, had gone 
to England to look after a $30,000 estate, 
which he said was left him by his mother. 
Ehrlichman began his task with two ob- 
jects in view. First, to induce the pris- 
oner, Swedinsky, to tell all he knew about 
the matter; and, second, to locate Kent, 

Clever Detective Work. 

He found that Swedinsky had a brother, 
Joe Swedinsky, a farmer in Richmond. 
Iowa. This brother was an ignorant Bo- 
hemian and became a ready tool in the 
hands of the smooth officer. Fhriichman 
paid him a visit and told him that his 
brother was charged with murder and 
that he, the detective, was a member of 
the law firm of “Wyman, McIntesh & 
Dublinowski,” engaged te defend the 
prisoner. The detective was Mr. Dublin- 
owski and he simply wanted information 
about the prisoner. He did not want 
money, as the state was bound to pay 
the prisoner’s aH Orne: teen: Joe Swedin- 
sky was greatly alarmed at ms 
mation, the infor.

A Brave Engineer Saves His Pas- 
sengers by Forcing His En- 
gime Through Fire, 


PINE CITY, Minn., Sept. 2.—Minnesota 
has never known a calamity accompanied 
by such loss as that brought by the fire 
which wiped out Hinckley, Mission Creek, 
Sandstone, Sandstone Junction, Pokegama 
and the other settlements in that vicin- 
ity. A conservative estimate places the 
loss of life at not less than 355, while 
many others have sustained serious in- 
juries and unknown others are among 
the missing. By some the loss is esti- 
mated at 500. 

To this horror of death in its most hor- 
rible form must be added the utter deso- 
lation and devastation that has come upon 
thousands of others whose all has been 
Swept away in the face of impending 
winter. There is a peculiar horror about 
the fatality in the admitted impossibility 
of identification in a very large propor- 
tion of the deaths. 

An estimate of the dead is as follows: 
Hinckley, 200; Sandstone, 46; Sandstona 
Junction, 25; Pokegama, 25; Skunk Lake, 
29; miscellaneous, 30; total, 355.

The Destruction of Hinckley. 
The walls of the school house, the iron 
fence about the town hall property, the 
bank vault and one absolutely uninjured 
outhouse is all that is left to mark the 
site of Hinckley, where yesterday stood 
a score of buildings and a dozen times 

as many dwelling houses. 

The story of the catastrophe is a short 
one. The town was built of wood. The 
school house erected last year at a cost 
of $10,000 and one-half of the Duluth 
roundhouse were the only brick strucr- 
ures in the city. 

By one of those peculiar freaks for 
which there is no accounting, the East- 
ern Minnesota roundhouse and’ water 
tank, on the southwestern edge of the 
town, almost in the woods, escaped the 
flames, a circumstance the more remark- 
able from the fact that it stood directly 
in the path of the flames, which seem 
to have jumped it as cleanly as if play- 
ing leapfrog. 

All yesterday forenoon the townspeople 
were apprehensive. ; 

Fanned by Wind. 

The fire kept advancing, fanned by the 
wind, which was blowing a gale. About 
11 o’clock the fire company got out their 
engine and laid an 1,800-foot line of hose 
to the southern outskirts of the town. 

The hose was too short for the meas- 
ure of protection desired and a telegram 
was sent to Rush City for more. One 
hundred feet was sent, but it never 
reached Hinckley. 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
fire literally jumped into the town. It 
did not eat its way along, devouring 
everything in its path, but came in huge 
leaps, as if to take everything before 
it. It appeared as if it was forced along 
by cyclones of its own generation. The 
intense heat would develop a veritable 
whirlwind of flame that carried huge 
blazing firebrands high in the air, and 
carrying them forward for from forty to 
eighty rods, let them fall and begin the 
work of devastation anew. 

The fire first struck Hinckley on the 
east side of the Duluth track and the 
brave fire fighters for the first time gave 
up the unequal battle and already too 
Jate in many instances turned their at- 
tention to their personal safety. 

A Seramble for Safety. 


The Eastern Minnesota train from the 
south had just come in and the people 
of the panic stricken city flocked to it 
for safety. A number of box cars ‘were 
eoupled on and filled and covered with 
men, women and children. Some were 
bareheaded, some were coatless, some 
few clutched a pitiful bundle of the more 
precious of their portable possessions. 
Families were separated. 

Jn all this was a motley crowd of about 
400 or more people. The train pulled out 
just ahead of the fire and succeeded ulti- 
mately in reaching Duluth. 

This circumstance, while fortunate in 
a degree that cannot be estimated, has 
made the confusion greater, for it is 
not known who escaped in this way and 
many people are reported dead who may 
be in safety. Had not this number of 
people—largely women and children—left 
the doomed city when they did, the loss 
of life would have been increased in a 
geometrical ratio, for their presence 
would have added immeasurably to the 
subsequent doi\f\sion. 

About tle same hour the accommoda- 
tion trai on the Hinckley and St. Cloud 
biunwh left the latter place with about 
twenty-five passengers. Its path lay 
irectly across the path of the fire and 


their situation speedily became desper- 
ate. 
Fleeing for Their Lives. 
The ties were burning, the rails were 
Marping and the trestles were sagging 
‘ander the train. The smoke had in- 


this morning in a space of a little more 
than five acres were counted over 130 
corpses. There were many families of 
five, six and seven, and there they lay, 
the men generally a little in advance, 
the mother surrounded by her little ones, 
eut off by the most horrible of deaths, 

Nearly all the bodies were nude, the 
fire having burned every vestige of their 
clothing and blackened and charred many 
of the corpses so as to be unrecognizable, 

Those who fied to the north on foot 
followed the Duluth track, and so rapid 
was the progress of the flames that Many 
of them were actually burned as_ they 
fled, falling om the right of way for a 
distance of three miles or more. Nearly 
thirty bodies were recovered along here, 

Some of the foremost of the escaping 
citizens met the Duluth train coming in 
from the north. It was due at Hinkley 
at 4:05. Engineer Jim Root was at the 
throttle. He stopped the train and took 
on board about 125 of the refugees. 

By this time the woods were blazing 
on each side of the track, and as Root 
reversed his engine and started back the 
cars scorched and crackled in the heat. 
Root ran the train back about three miles 
to Skunk lake and the people escaped 
from the burning cars to the water and 
no lives were lost. 

Root’s Bravery. 

From the passengers on the train 
the entire train. erew deserve 
to be placed on the roll of honor for per- 
sonal heroism. Engineer James Root of 
White Bear heads the list. He was badly 
burned and almost blinded and fell from 
his seat unconscious immediately on get- 
ting out of the fires. F 

When about two miles north of Hinck- 
ley Root first discovered the fires, which 
had been raging on both sides of the 
track, and were racing him for his life 
and the lives of his passengers. Cinders 
were flying in every direction and _ the 
smoke was so dense it was well nigh im- 
possible to see beyond the cab windows, 
even with the aid of the powerful head- 
light. He thought to outrun the flames, 
which were coming after and bearing 
down upon him at a sixty-mile gait. 
When about a mile and a half from 
Hinckley he discovered the fire was too 
fast for him and overtook the train and 
overleaped it so that it was literally sur- 
rounded with flames. The air was 
stifling and the clothes of both engineer 
and fireman caught fire. Fireman Mc- 
Gowan leaped into the water tank and 
then, seizing a bucket, dashed the water 
several times over the burning engineer. 
Root steadily kept at his post, although 
searcely able to sit upright. 

A Sea of Fire. 

In the meantime the passengers could 
see nothing, but heard the roaring of the 
oncoming tornado of fire, and soon the 
glare outside was too much for the rea- 
son of a number of them. The rear car 
caught fire, and as the flames overtook 
it the passengers rushed headlong into 
the forward cars. The shrieks of the 
women and children, as well as the ter- 
rified shouts of the men, increased, and 
the terrible feelings aroused by the up- 
roar of the flames on every hand. 

Several of the male passengers, too ter- 
rified for further self-control, leaped head- 
long through broken windows and were 
swallowed up in the flames outside. 
Others, seeing this act, quickly ‘followed, 
and altogether in the next ten minutes a 
dozen men leaped to death in the flames 
in a like manner. The women, whose 
terror had been pitiful a few minutes be- 
fore, now came heroically to the help of 
the trainmen in endeavoring to sooth the 
frightened chidren, 

Engineer Root saw there was no out- 
look, apparently, for his train ahead, and 
concluded to turn back, through the dis- 
tance already burned over, rather than 
encounter possibly greater perils before 
him. He backed at a fast speed to 
Skunk Lake, five miles from Hinckley. 
The passengers deserted the train there 
and took refuge in a Swamp, where they 
spent the night. 

This morning a relief train from the 
north brought them to this city. The re- 
lief train carried a supply of hand cars 
which were used in picking up the bodies 
of the dead along the track. 

Engineer Root lies at his home at White 
Bear, too badly injured to be interviewed. 
He was badly cut by broken glass, but 
his worst injuries were from inhaling the 
hot air and smoke. 

Rushed to Water. 

The people who remained in Hinckley 
fared the best of all. The Eastern Min- 
nesota tracks mark the eastern edge 
of the city proper. Just beyond the edge 
was a tract of land probably embracing 
at least ten acres. The whole area had 
been evcavated to a depth of thirty or 
forty feet and in its center was a stag- 
nant pool of rain water three feet deep, 
To it fled a hundred citizens who were 
willing to trust to its friendly depths. 

They remained four hours, while the 
smoke and flames rolled over their heads. 
They dashed water over each other and 
covered their heads with wet cloths to 
prevent suffocation, and all were saved. 

Others of the citizens sought refuge in 
the Grindstone river, under the abut- 
ments of the two railway bridges and at 
the foot bridge. The exact number can- 
not be known. That many escaped and 
some were drowned is known. Mrs. Mar- 
tin Martinson and her four little babes 
were taken, drowned, from the water this 
morning. 

In the meantime Hinckley was burning 
with the utmost rapidity and in a few 
hours nothing was left but ruins, The 
total loss to the city will exceed $1,000,- 
000, with a comparative light insurance. 

As night closed in the people began to 
come out from their hiding places and 
made their way over the hot embers of 
their burned city. They were absolutely 
dazed by the catastrophe, and the night 
was spent in endeavoring to find relatives. 
The fire had spent itself, and the air was 
fill@l with smoke, phrough which gleamed 
the blaze of smouldering fire. Two huge 
heaps of coal which marked the location 
of the Duluth coal sheds were blazing, 
and by the fitful light people wandered 
about, picking out the places where but 
six hours before their happy homes had 
stood. The fact that so many had es- 
caped by train added to tne anxiety of 
those whose friends and relatives were 
not to be found, while it furnished at the 
same time a basis for hope that they were 

afety. 
mipese “Recovering the Dead. 

When the morning broke a few ener- 
getic spirits began to organize the work 
of the recovery of the bodies. 

J. W. Sarget, a passenger conductor on 
the Duluth road, organized a volunteer 
crew, who manned two hand cars, whose 
capacity was increased by the use of a 
plank. They went up the Duluth track 
to the north and picked up _ thirty-one 
bodies between the river and Skunk lake, 
The bodies were wrapped up in blankets 
and such cloth a® could be obtained and 
laid out by the side of the track where 
the depot had stood. 

Citizens volunteered and harnessed up 
the available vehicles saved in the gravel 
pit and went out to the swamp across 
the grindstone. They brought in ninety- 
six bodies, which were carried out to the 
desolate burying ground, a mile east of 
town. . 

Interment in a Pit. 

There was neither time nor opportunity 
to observe the sacred formalities usually 
surrounding death. The excitement of the

Into the Hands of Hnemies.

free coinage; it is true that even Judge 
Belford in the fight over the same War- 
ner free coinage bill in the house, that 
Same year, offered an amendment chang- 
ing free coinage to coinage of the Ameri- 
can product; but all this was before the 
people of Colorado were aroused upon 
this question. 

It is true that as late as June, 18, 1890, 
the sole representative of Colorado in the 
national house voted against a motion of 
Mr. Bland to take up a free coinage bill 
which had just passed the senate, and 
that the Republican party afterwards 
renominated and re-elected him, but even 
at that time partisanship blinded many 
to their own interests who have since had 
the scales removed from their eyes, and 
so I thnk it safe to assume that so far 
the future fight for the double standard

Plan for Redemption. 

It is true that the maudlin maunderings 
of that ancient vagary whom accident 
precipitated upon us two years ago have 
been seized upon by our enemies and made 
use of to injure the credit of the state. 
The prestige we had achieved owing to our 
natural wealth and boundless resources 
has been in a measure destroyed, but it 
is not alone to the vapid vaporings of an 
intellect, feeble at best, weakened by age 
and inebriated by elevation to a, position 
for which neither nature nor circumstances 
had fitted it, that has brought about this 
result, 

The riotous extravagances of Republican 
administrations which plunged the state 
into debt beyond the constitutional limit 
and compelled the repudiation of obliga- 
tions bearing its great seal, has done its 
share. If good citizens would,to use a term 
how so popular, ‘‘redeem the state,’ it is 
not by reopening its treasury to the nim- 
ble fingers of thieves who had previously 
pilfered it, or placing its property within 
the grasp of the plunderers who have 
heretofore despoiled it, that this end can 
be accomplished. It can only be done by 
the election to office of men who are dis- 
associated wth the lunacies of the present 
or the larcenies of the past. Should Waite 
be renominated by the Populist party, 
no self-respecting Democrat can lend 
either to him or his followers support or 
encouragement. Te experience of the past 
shows that we cannot turm to the Repub- 
lican organization with any hope of there 
obtaining decent government.

The banking field in Phoenix being al- 
ready occupied by five strong and well 
established institutions, there was little 
opening for further competition.

Swedinsky, the prisoner, had better con- | HOW 


fess evetything to his attorney. 

Armed with this letter, Ehrlichman re- 
turned to Mandan, obtained permission 
to interview the prisoner, whom he had 
never seen before, and introduced himself 
as an attorney retained by Joe Swedinsky 
to defend him. Swedinsky was greatly 
surprised, as it was the ‘first intimation 
he had received that he was accused of 
murder. Ehrlichman gave the prisoner 
the letter from his brother, but did not 
succeed until the following day in in- 
ducing ‘him to confess. At first he told 
the same story he told before the 
eoroner’s jury—to the effect that the 
weman’s death was the result of an ac- 
cident. But the detective discovered sev- 
eral flaws in this and told the victim 
that the best way out of the affair would 
be to tell fully the details, This the pris- 
oner did in the presence of District At- 
torney Welsh, Sheriff Bingenheimer, Po- 
lice Officer Clark and two stenographers. 
The confession covers six pages of closely 
typewritten foolscap and the details are 
fully set forth. 

The Murder Confessed. 

He began with the statement: “I am 
going to tell the truth from the bottom of 
my heart,” and went on to say that 
about the middle of February last, Kent 
came to him and told him to hitch up a 
horse and buggy as he wanted to see 
him on important busines. It was dusk 
and the 'two drove along a lonely highway 
near Mandan. Kent began the conversa- 
tion by asking his hired man if he wante- 
ed to earn a big pile of money. 

“I will make you rich if you want to 
and if you will do as I tell you,” said 
Kent. 

He then offered Swedinsky $18,000 if 
he would kill Mrs. Kent. The Bohemian 
at first declined, but at last accepted the 
offer. Everything was arranged by Kent 
and it was agreed to make the killing 
appear an accident. For this purpose 
Kent drew up a written statement to be 
memorized by Swedinsky and told to 
the coroner’s jury. This statement it 
was agreed, should be written by Swed- 
insky at the dictation of his employer. It 
is now in the posession of Detective Eh- 
lichman. There are numerous interline- 
ations.upon the statement. These inter- 
lineations are in the handwriting of Kent. 

The day before the murder Kent left 
his home saying that he was going to 
England to look after his estate. He 
went across the river to Bismarck, how- 
ever, and remained there until he heard 
that the bloody work was well done. 
Swedinsky in the meantime prepared 
for the terrible deed. On the night of 
March 13, when Mrs. Kent and her son 
Harl were asleep, Swedinsky awoke from 
his bed and awoke them, telling the 
woman that there were burglars about 
the house. He picked up a double-bar- 
reled shotgun and when the woman’s 
back was turned he fired at her, the 
charge tearing off the top of her head 
and scattering her blood and brains upon 
the wall. The murderer then ran to the 
house of a neighbor named Haucke and 
told him that Mrs. Kent had been killed 
by accident. At the coroner’s inquest a 
few days later Swedinsky repeated the 
story he had memorized from his written 
Statement. It was believed by all who 
heard it. Earl Kent’s testimony was of 
little value as he could not give a tan- 
gible account of the occurrence. 
Running Down ent. 

To locate Kent was the next question. 
The detective found that Attorney J. GC. 
Pope of Mora, Minn.,, was a personal 
friend of Kent. He visited Mr, Pope 
and engaged that gentleman to obtain 
evidence regarding Swedinsky’s crime, 
paying him a retaining fee. Pope ac- 
cepted and incidentally Bhrlichman found 
that Pope held a correspondence with 
Kent. One day the detectives picked up 
a letter which Pope had just received 
and saw that it was written by one “J, 
C. Pope, Arlington, Colo.” The hand- 
writing was that of Kent. This was all 
that Ehrlichman wanted and he packed 
his grip and started West, arriving at 
Arlington last Friday night at 9:30 o’c ock, 
He visited Postmaster Patton the follow- 
ing morning. The detective was under a 
new mask. He was an agent for 500 Rus- 
sian Mennonites, who desired to leave the 
old country and start a colony in the vi- 

ity of Arlington. During the previggt 

ht, however, he lost little) time. mie 

= covered that a Mr. Pope occupied’ a 
room in the hotel adjoining his. About 
2 o'clock in the morning the detective 
arose, took a dark lantern from his grip- 
sack, stealthily entered Pope’s room, the 
door of which was open, and threw the 
light upon the sleeping figure. He was 
fully satisfied that the occupant was 
Kent, and during the remainder of the 
night kept a close watch upon the room. 

The following day the town was agog 
over the arrival of Joseph Toblinski, the 
agent for the Mennonites and by clever 
questioning the detective, gained all the 
information that he wanted about Mr. 
Pope. A deputy sheriff, Putnam, two 
Stout farm hands, whose names are 
Hughes and Foster were pressed into ser- 
vice to aid in the arrest and Mr. Kent, 
alias Mr, Pope was arrested. They ex- 
pected a big fight, but there was no re- 
sistance. 

“Mr. Kent, I guess the play is over 
now,” said the detective after the hand- 
euffs were placed on the prisoners’s 
wrists. 

“T am as innocent of t 
are, my boy,’ exclaimed Kent, who was 
very pale. He was not told what he was 
arrested for at this time. 

Long Oriminal Career. 

Kent is 46 years old, 5 feet 10 inches 
high and of medium build. His eyes aro 
Small, dark and sunken. He is partly 
bald and his moustache is quite gray: 
His hands were large, his neck long and 
thin and his shoulders narrow. A re- 
markabie feature is his nose, which is 
long, thin and straight. His manners 
have been polished by a splendid edu- 
eation and his intercourse in the best 
Society in the land. 

When seen at the county jail yester- 
day afternoon he spoke freely upon some 
features of the case, but regarding his 
whereabouts during the past few months 
he refused to say a word. He is a fluent 
talker. When interviewed he was en- 
tirely ignorant of the fact that Swedin- 
sky had made a confession. 

“I understand that I am charged with 
murder,” Kent said. “I cannot tell who 
is behind the prosecution; I was not at 
home when the death of my wife occur- 
red and the inquest showed that it was 
accidental. I was in Ingham county, 
parties came to my house, and my wife, 
thinking they were burglars, called to 
Tom to get a gun and fire it off to frigh- 
ten them away. By accident my wife 
was shot, and so far-as I can learn my 
son Harl, who is only 10 years old, testi- 
fied at the inquest that the killing was 
acidental. I was in Ingham _ county, 
Michigan, at the time and was going 
through to Chicago to attend to some bus- 
iness. My law practice was large and I 
incurred the enmity of some of my neigh- 
bors as I was highly successful. They 
may be responsible for my arrest. 1 
don’t wish to say anything about my dis- 
appearance from home. That will come 
out later.” 

Ehrlichman has much information re- 
garding the history of Kent.. In fact, the 
detective has labored night and day since 
he undertook to find the murderers of 
Mrs.; Kent, and his success has been re- 
markable. The correct name of the pris- 
oner is Pancoast, and he was born in 
Burbank, Ohio. His parents are highly 
respectable and they still live in Bur- 
bank, His father, W. W. Pancoast, is 
86 years old, and his mother has passed 
her 80th year. 

Through a girl’s photograph found at 
Kent's home the detective obtained much 
information. The picture was taken in 
London, and immediately upon finding 
it the detective wrote a letter to the 
Scotland Yard officials, asking them to 
find the woman and get from her such

Tt Will Be Opposed in the Irrigation 
Congress. 


THE WYOMING COMMISSION 
WAS PACKED IN CALIFORNIA, 


—t-— 


William Penn Rogers, Appointed by 
Governor Osborne by Wire, De- 
posed and Another Selected in 
His Stead, Favorable to the Ces- 
sion of Lands to the States—An 
Effort to Further the Movement 
Aided by the Officers of the Con- 
gress—Official Correspondence on 
the Subject. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Sept. 2.—The ques- 
tion as to whether or not the irrigation 
congress which is to meet September 3 
at Denver is packed in favor of the 
movement for ceding tne arid lands to 
the various states and _ territories in 
Which they are located, is one that has 
attracted considerable attention in this 
locality. Whether it is or whether it is 
not, there is no doubt in the minds of 
many that an attempt to pack it has 
been made, and the work was commenced 
immediately after the adjournment of 
the Los Angeles congress last fall. At 
that congress, owing to various causes, 
the state of Wyoming was unrepresented. 
Mr. Fred L. Alles, the secretary, wired 
Governor Osborne of this fact and re- 
quested that he should appoint Mr. Wil- 
liam Penn Rogers of? Messina, Cala., to 
represent the state. Governor Osborne 
promptly responded to this request and 
wired Mr. Rogers authority to do so, 

During the entire session Mr, Rogers 
continued to act as the representative 
from Wyoming. When it came to the 
election of the national executive com- 
mittee Mr. Rogers was elected as a mem- 
ber of that committee, stating at the 
time that he would serve in such capacity 
only so long a time as it would require 
to communicate with Governor Osborne 
and have him appoint a resident of the 
state to that positibn. 

Mr. Regers was recognized as a mem- 
ber of that committe: by the whole com- 
mittee. This is shown by the report of the 
proceedings of the committee, published 
in connection with the official report of 
the proceedings of the congress. This 
meeting was held at Los Angeles, Sat- 
urday, October 14. 

Rogers Deposed. 

days later a minority 
the committee met at San 
vala, At this minority meeting, 
without previous notice to anyone, Mr. 

Rogers, who was not present, was bounc- 
ed from the committee and Mr. Edward 
Mead of Wyoming was declared elected 
in his stead. 

In the meantime Mr. Rogers had com- 
municated with Governor Osborne and 
was waiting for the latter to nominate a 
citizen of the state whose name he could 
bresent to the committee along with his 
own resignation. 

The above is a plain statement of the 
facts in the case, and from the peculiar 
circumstances one would naturally sup- 
pese that there was some reason for the 
unseemly haste upon the part of that 
portion of that committee which was 
called together while on a junketing trip 
to San Diego. If Mr. Rogers, a few days 
before, had been acceptable to the whole 
committee, why was he not acceptable to 
that portion which met a few days later 
at San Diego, is a pertinent inquiry and 
one which is susceptible of an intelligent 
answer. 

Mr. Rogers had stated at the time of 
‘his election by the congress and at the 
organization of the committee that he 
would at once report to Governor Osborne 
and request him to appoint a successor 
to himself. This duty he at once per- 
formed, and it was to head off Governor 
Osborne’s appointee which hurried the 
committeé into the action it took at San 
Diego. 

Osborne Against Cession. 

Governor Osborne’s well known posi- 
tion as antagonistic to the scheme of 
ceding the arid lands rendered it neces- 
sary that this should be done, or the Wy- 
oming’ commission would be under the 
control of the anti-cessionists. Prof. Mead, 
who was selected by the coterie at San 

iego, was, on the contrary, a well 
known cessionist, and to him would’ fall 
the duty of appointing the irrigation com- 
mission of the state, all of whom would 
be members of the next congress and 
whose workin the meantime would be 
advantageous to the cession movement. 

This action naturally caused considera- 
ble dissatisfaction and especially upon 
the part of Mr. Rogers, the deposed com- 
mitteeman, who_ considered that under 
the circumstances he had been unfairly 
treated and that the executive of Wyo- 
ming had been grossly insulted, and it 
drew out from hiry and others a number 
of communications which go a long ways 
to explaining the situation and the cause 
for the action of the members of the 
committee who happened(?) to be at San 
Diego, from which he made the following 
extracts:

Rogers’ Letter. 
MESSINA, Cala., Noy. 10, 1893. 
Fred L, Alles, Esq., Secretary Executive Com- 
mittee, National Irrigation Congress: 

My Dear Sir—Your favor of the 7th instant, 
with information concerning the informal meet- 
ing of the national executive committee at San 
Diego, came duly at .hand and I beg to thank 
you for the same. Your letter fully confirms 
what I had before suspected, namely, that the 
meeting at San Diego of a few members of 
the national executive committee who hap- 
pened to be on a junketing tour to that city, 
was not a legal meeting. By your own show- 
Ing there was not a majority of the commit- 
tee present—only ten out of twenty-one mem- 
bers. According to the rules of the commit- 
tee, these ten members might have transacted 
legitimate business if the meeting had heen 
regularly and legally called. This you admit 


was not done, inasmuch as no notices were 
sent to absent members, But, according to 
your statement, it appepars that these ten 


members did undertake to transact important 
business at that informal and illegal meeting. 
Among other things they undertook to declare 
that the state of Wyoming had no represen- 
tatively om the national executive committee, 
in defiance of the fact that the trrigation con- 
gress in open session did regularly and legally 


appoint me to represent that state, and with 
full knowledge on their part that I had not re- 
signed that position. I had stated at the 


organization of the committes that as soon as 
I could make my report to the governor of 
Wyoming, who appointed me to represent his 
state in the congress, that I would resign my 
position on the committee in order that the 
Place might be filled by a resident of Wyo- 
ming. To say nothing of the legality, was it 
not rather unseemly haste for these ten mem- 
bers of the committee to arbitrarily declare 
my place vacant, and to go through the farce 
of electing my successor? It was not only 
grossly insulting to me, but it was an insult 
also to the governor of Wyoming, whom you 
admit was ‘‘not consulted at all in the mat- 
ter.’ They also defied the authority of ‘the 
congress itself. The congress having appoint- 
ed me to represent the state of Wyoming on 
the executive committee, and then having ad- 
jJourned sine die, that committee cannot de- 
clare my position vacant except on charges 
duly preferred and proven, till at my own op- 
tion I choose to resign that position. Much 
less could it be done at an informal and ill~ 
gal meeting of the excursionists at San Diego, 
* * * s » . * 


You state that Mr. Mead will send you at an 
early date the names of four commissioners 
for Wyoming. This he cannot legally do and 
I respectfully request that no publication of 
such names be made by the committee. TI ask 
this, not only in justice to myself, but also in 
deference to the rights of Governor Oshorne 
and the congress itself.

He opened his correspondence 
letter of November 20) by advising me to lie 
to you about the appointment of Mr. Mead at 
San Diego, and lead you to infer that Mead 
was appolnted with my knowledge and con- 
sent. On my refugal to repay your confidence 
with deceit and treachery he has since bent 
every effort to make it appear that the San 
Diego meeting was legal and proper. 

I am willing to remain om the executive com- 
mittee as long as I can be of any service to 
you or to the people of Wyoming, but my res- 
ignation is at your disposal whenever you de 
sine it.

Later on Mr. Alles, the secretary of the 
convention, wrote Governor Osborne as 
followsin at attempt to explain the mat- 
ter, but in which he admits fully the 
charges made so far as their arbitrary 
action is concerned: 

Tried to Explain. 
LOS ANGDLES, Cala., Dec. 12, 1893. 
Hon. John E. Osborne, Governor, Cheyenne, 

Wyo, : 

Teas Sir—I have your favor of December 8 
and hasten to reply. 

Mr. Rogers was kindly named by you as a 
delegate from Wyoming, and on my request, 
for which I thank you. Mr, Rogers was made 
a member of the national committee, by the 
congress, again at my request, because he was 
the only representative from Wyoming and it 
Was desirable to have all states represented in 
the organization of that committee. It was 
understood by all members and was so 
Stated by Mr. Rogers in committee, that he 
Was only acting temporarily. Three states 
were so represented at our meeting, 

The committee organized at Los Angeles, Mr. 
Rogers attending. It adjourned to meet at the 
call of the chairman. Some days after the 
chairman called a meeting at San Diego by 
personal notice upon all members in that elty. 
Some ten members were represented and much 
business was transacted. 

Deeming it of vital importance that the state 
commissions should all be immediately organized 
and knowing that neither Mr, Rogers nor the 
other gentlemen representing the two states 
who had no delegates from within their own 
borders, could intelligently appoint commis- 
sioners, as they had no personal acquaintance 
in the states they were representing, the com- 
mittee declared their places vacant and at once 
filled them by naming Elwood Mead for Wyo- 
ming, M. F. Merchant for North Dakota, and 
John H. Cotteral for Oklahoma. 

The committee was authorized by the con- 
eress to create vacancies—if any members did 
not give good service—and to fill any vacancies 


which might occur.

secretary admits a whole lot iw his letter 
to Governor Osborne. First, that Mr. 

Rogers was elected by ‘the \congress 
itself; second, that a minority of the com- 
mittee only was notified of the meeting 
at San Diego; and third, that the action 
was taken without consultation with any- 
one from Wyoming or elsewhere, although 
it was known that Mr. Rogers had no- 
tified Governor Osborne of the action of 
the congress and was awaiting the name- 
ing of a Wyoming citizen before resigning 
his position. 

It was well known to Mr. Smythe, the 
president of the national executive com- 
mittee that Governor Osborne's appoin- 
tee would be an anti-Cessionist and 
it was also well known that 
Mr. Mead was a thoroughbred cessionist. 
Here is the explanation of the illegal 
action at San Diego. In proof of this 
the following letter from William 
BH. Smythe to Elwood Mead is sufficient: 

Smythe’s Letter. 
LOS ANGELES, Cala., Oct, 20, 1893. 

My Dear Mr. Mead—I sent you a few days 
ago a newspaper containing a faim report of 
the irrigation congress, but not until you re- 
ceive the complete official report will you ha 
able to fully understand precisely how results 
were reached. I will tell you briefly that all 
the pins were set up for the burial of the 
cession movement; that I was the only per- 
son here prominently identified with that idea; 
that the leadership involved upon me, and that 
the situation was full of perils. I devised the 
plan of the state commissions as a, means of 
ascertaining the real opinions of the people of 
the various states and gathering material for 
a national and state policy. I told them that 
we would not ask the convention to pronounce 
in favor of cession, but we would insist that it 
should not pronounce against it, but would 
leave the whole matter open to patient, impar- 
tial study, without favor or prejudice, This 
plan was enthusiastically accepted, with the 
result that discord was eliminated and a 
mighty interest aroused in the future of the 
movement. It now remains for the state com- 
missions to do their work honestly and well. 
Te Wyoming wants is reclamation and peo- 
ple. 

That was the reason that she asked for the 
lands, but if a better and surer method can 
be devised to attain the same result, I am gure 
Wyoming will support it with enthusiasm, My 
own views are changing to this extent; I do 
not believe the American people will allow the 
lands to pass from them until they know pre- 
cisely what is to be done with them, Further- 
more, I think inter-state waters that must be 
administered under federal authority, and that 
Storage works at the sources of such streams 


will have to he built as national works. But 
I still believe that all the work of practical de- 
velopment and administration of waters and 
lands lying Wholly within individual states 
must be entrusted to the states themselves. 
If the states are given the power to work out 
their own Problem, so that a progressive peo- 
ple may reap a greater reward than their 
slower neighbors, ,I see no harm in allowing 


the lands to remain 


the property of the na- 
tional fovernment unt 


il the settler is ready to 


occupy it with the congent and encouragement 
and under the supervision of the state. I 
think the result will be wise compromises, 


great and harmonious national and state poll- 
eles and the realization of that mighty future 
which we all desire to see under way. 


I regretted keenly your absence from the 


congress, but I feel sure that you will not re- 
gret the attitude in which I placed my friends, 
Address me at box 1019, Chicago. 

I succeeded In getting you reelected member 
of the national committee for Wyoming. It 
devolved upon you to name the commission 
called for in the ‘‘address to the people.’’ The

FOREIGN MONEY MARKET. 


Settlement of the American Tariff 
Question on International Trade— 
Stacks of Gold Held by the Bank 
of England. 


LONDON, Sept. 2.-Money rates during 
the week were a shade easier. It is not 
expected that they will strengthen for 
Some time. The enormous stock of gold 
held by the Bank of England shows a 
glut of available resources. The opin- 
ion of the best authorities now, how- 
ever, favors a turn in the tide of busi- 
ness ere long, which will absorb these 
unxrecedented accumulations. One of 
the leading factors is the settlement of 
the American tariff question, which prom- 
ises to have an immediate effect on in- 
ternational trade. Business continued. to 
expand and the strength of the market 
maintained, Naturally this is 
due to cheap money, All gilt-edge stock 
stands almost at prohibitive prices and 
second and third rate securities are con. 
sequently profiting thereby. 

There has been considerable invest- 
ment in the foreign markets. Home rail- 
way securities were steady with an in- 
creased demand. Low priced stocks in 
the market for American securities re- 
ceived a ¢ull share of the business. Pri- 
ces showed unexpected strength.

CURIOUS PHENOMENA. 


The Smoke from the Fires Affects 
Sunlight in Beston. 
BOSTON, Sept. 2—A peculiar atmos- 
pherical phenomenon has attracted the 
attention of Bostonians.

It was 
understood by all members and was so 


stated by Mr. Rogers in committee, that he 
was only acting temporarily. Three states 
were so represented at our meeting, 

The committee organized at Los Angeles, Mr.

Some days after the 
chairman called a meeting at San Diego by 
personal notice upon all members in that city. 
Some ten members were represented and much 
business was transacted. 

Deeming it of vital importance that the state

The extracts of letter quoted above 
prove conclusively that the ten members 
of the committee who met at San Diego 
arbitrarily and without apparent cause 
or reason and witheut notice, removed 
Mr. Rogers, and substituted Mr. Mead as 
a member of the national executive com- 
mittee for Wyoming. Mr. Alles, the 
secretary admits a whole lot ih his letter 
to Governor Osborne. First, that Mr. 
Rogers was elected by ‘the \congress 
itself; second, that a minority of the com- 
mittee only was notified of the meeting 
at San Diego; and third, that the action 
was taken without consultation with any- 
one from Wyoming or elsewhere, although 
it was known that Mr. Rogers had no- 
tified Governor Osborne of the action of 
the congress and was awaiting the name- 
ing of a Wyoming citizen before resigning 
his position. 

It was well known to Mr. Smythe, the 
president of the national executive com- 
mittee that Governor Osborne’s appoin- 
tee would be an anti-Cessionist and 
it was also well known that 
Mr. Mead was a thoroughbred cessionist. 
Here is the explanation of the illegal 
action at San Diego. In proof of this 
the following letter from William 
E. Smythe to Elwood Mead is sufficient: 

Smythe’s Letter. 
LOS ANGELES, Cala., Oct, 20, 1893. 

My Dear Mr. Mead—I sent you a few days 
ago a newspaper containing a faim report of 
the irrigation congress, but not until you re- 
celve the complete official report will you be 
able to fully understand precisely how results 
were reached. I will tell you briefly that all 
the pins were set up for the burial of the 
cession movement; that I was the only per- 
son here prominently identified with that idea; 
that the leadership involved upon me, and that 
the situation was full of perils. I devised the 
plan of the state commissions as a means of 
ascertaining the real opinions of the people of 
the various states and gathering material for 
a national and state policy. I told them that 
we would not ask the convention to pronounce 
in favor of cession, but we would insist that it 
should not pronounce against it, but would 
leave the whole matter open to patient, impar- 
tial study, without favor or prejudice. This 
plan was enthusiastically accepted, with the 
result that discord was eliminated and a 
mighty interest aroused In the future of the 
movement. Jt now remains for the state com- 
missions to do their work honestly and well. 
What Wyoming wants is reclamation and peo- 
ple. 

That was the reason that she asked for the 
lands, but if a better and surer method can 
be devised to attain the same result, I am sure 
Wyoming will support it with enthusiasm. My 
own views are changing to this extent; I do 
not believe the American people will allow the 
lands to pass from them until they know pre- 
cisely what is to be done with them. Further- 
more, I think inter-state waters that must be 
administered under federal authority, and that 
Storage works at the sources of such streams 
will have to be built as national works. But 
I still believe that all the work of practical de- 
velopment and administration of waters and 
lands lying wholly within individual states 
must be entrusted to the states themselves. 
If the states are given the power to work out 
their own problem, so that a progressive peo- 
ple may reap a greater reward than their 
slower neighbors, ,I see no harm in allowing 
the lands to remain the property of the na- 
tional government until the settler is ready to 
occupy it with the consent and encouragement 
and under the supervision of the state. I 
think the result will be wise compromises, 
great and harmonious national and state poll- 
cies and the realization of that mighty future 
which we all desire. to see under way. 

I regretted keenly your absence from the 
congress, but I feel sure that you will not re- 
gret the attitude in which I placed my friends, 
Address me at box 1019, Chicago. 

I succeeded in getting you reelected member 
of the national committee for Wyoming. It 
devolved upon you to name the commission 
called for in the ‘‘address to the people,”” The 
idea of the commission. ts to present to the 
next congress Wyoming’s view of the national 
policy that is needed. Other states will also 
deal with the local laws, but yours are al- 
ready almost fdeal and you need hardly do 
more than recommend them to the other states, 
I know you will appoint a good commission, 
and I certainly hope it will get right down to 
business and hold up your hands in the move- 
ment. I am the chairman of the new na- 
tional committee, and shall not allow it to 
lapse into a state of somnolence this year if

One of the saddest features 
of the calamity is the impossibility of 
identification in such a large proportion 
of cases. The ninety-six bodies brought 
in to this point were examined by many 
of the surviving residents of Hinckley 
and but four could be identified—Charles 
Anderson, Axel Hanson, Dennis Kiley and 
Mrs. William Ginder, he remainder will 
have to be buried together. In the in- 
definiteness of the arrangements, and it 
seemed impossible otherwise under the 
cirstances, due regard was not paid to a 
proper separate preservation of articles 
found on the bodies and tne last chances 
of identification were lost. 

Those who brought in the bodies from 
the swamp reported that there were at 
least thirty-five other bodies out there 
which cannot be brought in till morning. 

On the government road to the east 
was found the Best family of six per- 
sons, father, mother and four children. 
‘Best was a prosf*rous ‘former, living just 
out of town. Here also was recovered 
the bodies of the three unfortunate crea- 
tures who lived at the stockade. Near 
Skunk lake were found the bodies of a 
family consisting of father, mother and 
seven children. Of another family in 
which there were five children only the 
father escaped. There was a settlement 
of about thirty people near this lake, and 
but two are known to be alive. 

Marvelous escapes are numerous, 
Twelve-year-old Charles Anderson, after 
his father, mother and sister had been 
suffocated in the swamp, himself fell in 
a ditch and was too exhausted to rise. 
He lay there until this morning, when he 
was able to make his way to the town. 
Many such remarkable escapes are re- 
corded. 

This afternoon the work train from St. 
Paul reached Hinckley with an under- 
taker and thirty-two caskets. By even- 
ing the thirty-one corpses that lay beside 
the track had been wrapped up, laid away 
in the caskets and returned to Pine City, 
No attempt was made to bury the dead 
at the cemetery, 

In the woods north of town was found 
a team of gray horses harnessed to the 
remains of a burned wagon, Under the 
wagon were the bodies of a woman and 
three children, but the horses were not 
harmed in the least and were brought 
back into town. 

The body of Jim Bean was found in 
the swamp under a wagon. The wagon 
had struck a stump and the team had 
broken away. There were only a few 
fragments of Bean’s body unburned, but 
he was identified. Bean was one of the 
best lumbermen of Western Wisconsin, 

Pokegama Lake, six miles west of 
Hinckley, on the St. Cloud branch, was 
wiped out as clean as the other towns. 
It is said that about twenty lives were 
lost at that point. 

The name of Engineer Jim Root, the 
hero of the Duluth limited, is blessed on 
all sides, and Hinckley people say that he 
shall wear diamonds as long as they live. 

Lost His Reason. 

Poor Sullivan, the conductor of the 
train, has temporarily lost his reason and 
was taken back to Duluth. He rendered 
noble service in disembarking the pas- 
sengers, throwing one little girl through 
the car window. He rouses at intervals 
to say: “I threw the little girl through 
the window. Did I do right? Does any- 
one blame me?’’ and then relapses into 
merciful unconsciousness. 

There is little probability of Hinckley 
ever being rebuilt to its former prosper- 
ous proportions. The Brennan Lumber 
company is not expected to rebuild its 
plant, and without an enterprise of this 
kind, there is no future for Hinckley, ex- 
cept as a junction point. 

The total loss of life will never be 
definitely known. There were scattered 
through the woods settlers’ clearings and 
lumber camps with their watchmen, and 
many people were undoubtedly burned 
whose bodies were completely destroyed 
and will never be found. 

Appalling Losses, Ss 

In addition to forty-five bodies at Sand- 
stone, there are twenty at Kettle River 
Junction. All the settlers in the vicinity 
are probably burned to death. There are 
about eleven homeless families still at 
Mission Creek, but they have provisions 
for about twenty-four hours. 

Brook Park, two miles west of Hinck- 
ley, is burned and there are about 125 
people there, many of whom are in need 
of immediate relief,

FIGHTING FIRE. 


Half a Million Feet of Lumber 
Burned at Mission Creek, Minn.— 
Not a Life Lost in the City During 
the Conflagration. 


MISSION CREEK, Minn,, Sept. 2,—The 
little setulement of Misison Creek, peopled 
largely by the employes of the John Mar- 
tin mill, was wiped off the face of the 
earth almost as bad as Hinckley was. 
There was perhaps 500,000 feet of lumber 
burned here. The total population was 
between forty and fifty. Over on the 
west side of the railroad track, fortu- 
nately, stood an old log house, in the cen- 
ter of a large potato patch. The women 
and children were all huddled into this 
solid old structure and the men remained 
outside to fight away the fire. The house 
was a literal haven of refuge. Every- 
thing else went, but the fire could not 
run through the green potato vines and 
the solid walls resisted the waves of 
sparks and flame that rolled up against 
it. Not a life was lost at Mission Creek, 


RAVAGES OF THE FIRE. 


Railroad Bridges Along the Eau 
Claire Burned—No Telling When 
Trains Will Be Moved—Vifty Miles 
of Lumber Destroyed. 


EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Sept. 2.—Railroad 
men say the whole region from Cart- 
wright to Bashaw and Haughen has been 
on fire since yesterday afternoom Bridges 
are being burned and no one knows 
when trains will run.

Deeming it of vital importance that the state 
commissions should all be immediately organized 
and knowing that neither Mr. Rogers nor the 
other gentlemen representing the two states 
who had no delegates from within their own 
borders, could intelligently appoint commis- 
sioners, as they had no personal acquaintance 
in the states they were representing, the com- 
mittee declared their places vacant and at once 
filled them by naming Elwood Mead for Wyo- 
ming, M, F. Merchant for North Dakota and 
John H. Cotteral for Oklahoma. 

The committee was authorized by the con- 
gress to create vacancies—if any members did 
not give good service—and to fill any vacancies 
which might occur.

Arbitrary Action. 

The extracts of letter quoted above 
prove conclusively that the ten members 
of the committee who met at San Diego 
arbitrarily and without apparent cause 
or reason and witheut notice, removed 
Mr. Rogers, and substituted Mr. Mead as 
a member of the national executive com- 
mittee for Wyoming. Mr. Alles, the 
secretary admits a whole lot i® his letter 
to Governor Osborne. First, that Mr. 
Rogers was elected by ‘the \congress 
itself; second, that a minority of the com- 
mittee only was notified of the meeting 
at San Diego; and third, that the action 
was taken without consultation with any- 
one from Wyoming or elsewhere, although 
it was known that Mr. Rogers had no- 
tified Governor Osborne of the action of 
the congress and was awaiting the name- 
ing of a Wyoming citizen before resigning 
his position. 

It was well known to Mr. Smythe, the 
president of the national executive com- 
mittee that Governor Osborne’s appoin- 
tee would be an anti-Cessionist and 
it was also well known that 
Mr. Mead was a thoroughbred cessionist. 
Here is the explanation of the illegal 
action at San Diego. In proof of this 
the following letter from William 
BE. Smythe to Elwood Mead is sufficient: 

Smythe’s Letter. 
LOS ANGELES, Cala., Oct. 20, 1893. 

My Dear Mr. Mead—I sent you a few days 
ago a newspaper containing a faim report of 
the irrigation congress, but not until you re- 
eeive the complete official report will you be 
able to fully understand precisely how results 
were reached, I will tell you briefly that all 
the pins were set up for the burial of the 
cession movement; that I was the only per- 
gon here prominently identified with that idea; 
that the leadership involved upon me, and that 
the situation was full of perils. I devised the 
plan of the state commissions as a means of 
ascertaining the real opinions of the people of 
the various states and gathering material for 
a national and state policy. I told them that 
we would not ask the convention to pronounce 
in favor of cession, but we would insist that it 
should not pronounce against it, but would 
leave the whole matter open to patient, impar- 
tial study, without favor or prejudice. This 
plan was enthusiastically accepted, with the

Immediately after his appointment (?) 
Mr. Mead named his commission, Among 
the number was Rev. J. A. Johnson, nres- 
ident of the university of Wyoming. Since 
then they have been hard at work “hold- 
ing up the hands’ of the cession move- 
ment as suggested by Mr. Smythe in his 
letter to Mr Mead. They have traveled 
the state over delivering lectures on “Ag- 
ricultural Wyoming,’’ and always con- 
eluding their addresses with the statement 
that without a cession of the lands by the 
general government, Wyoming would re- 
main a desert. The Rev. J. A. Johnson 
has even gone so far as to prostitute the 
university of Wyoming, and use it as a 
machine to accomplish the purpose they 
are aiming at—to create a sentiment in 
favor of the cession of the arid lands, by 
issuing a bulletin under the auspices of 
that institution, advocating this move- 
ment, It is Bulletin No 18 of the Agricul- 
' tural Department of the State University, 
| and is a labored argument in favor of 
cession, and the conclusion reached is in 
the following language: 

“Tt, ‘therefore, follows that the arid 
region of ‘the West must remain unde- 
veloped and uninhabited unless the arid 
lands are ceded to the respective states, 
so that each state may work out its own 
destiny under wise legislation.'’ 

Your correspondent does not, in this 
article attempt to make argument for or 
against the cession of the public domain

proper separate preservation of articles 
found on the bodies and tne last chances 
of identification were lost. , 

Those who brought in the bodies from 
the swamp reported that there were at 
least thirty-five other bodies out there 
which cannot be brought in till morning. 

On the government road to the east 
was found the Best family of six per- 
sons, father, mother and four children. 
‘Best was a prosfzrous former, living just 
out of town. Here also was recovered 
the bodies of the three unfortunate crea- 
tures who lived at the stockade. Near 
Skunk lake were found the bodies of a 
family consisting of father, mother and 
seven children. Of another family in 
which there were five children only the 
father escaped. There was a settlement 
of about thirty people near this lake, and 
but two are known to be alive. 

Marvelous escapes are numerous, 
Twelve-year-old Charles Anderson, after 
his father, mother and sister had been 
suffocated in the swamp, himself fell in 
a ditch and was too exhausted to rise, 
He lay there until this morning, when he 
was able to make his way to the town. 
Many such remarkable escapes are re- 
corded. 

This afternoon the work train from St. 
Paul reached Hinckley with an under- 
taker and thirty-two caskets. By even- 
ing the thirty-one corpses that lay beside 
the track had been wrapped up, laid away 
in the caskets and returned to Pine City, 
No attempt was made to bury the dead 
at the cemetery, 

In the woods north of town was found 
a team of gray horses harnessed to the 
remains of a burned wagon, Under the 
wagon were the bodies of 2 woman and 
three children, but the horses were not 
harmed in the least and were brought 
back into town. 

The body of Jim Bean was found in 
the swamp under a wagon. The wagon 
had struck a stump and the team had 
broken away. There were only a few 
fragments of Bean’s body unburned, but 
he was identified. Bean was one of the 
best lumbermen of Western Wisconsin, 

Pokegama Lake, six miles west of 
Hinckley, on the St. Cloud branch, was 
wiped out as clean as the other towns. 
Tt is said that about twenty lives were 
lost at that point. 

The name of Engineer Jim Root, the 
hero of the Duluth limited, is blessed on 
all sides, and Hinckley people say that he 
shall wear diamonds as long as they live. 

Lost His Reason. 

Poor Sullivan, the conductor of the 
train, has temporarily lost his reason and 
was taken back to Duluth. He rendered 
noble service in disembarking the pas- 
sengers, throwing one little girl through 
the car window. He rouses at intervals 
to say: “I threw the little girl through 
the window. Did I do right? Does any- 
one blame me?” and then relapses into 
merciful unconsciousness. 

There is little probability of Hinckley 
ever being rebuilt to its former prosper- 
ous proportions. The Brennan Lumber 
company is not expected to rebuild its 
plant, and without an enterprise of this 
kind, there is no future for Hinckley, ex- 
cept as a junction point, 

The total loss of life will never be 
definitely known. There were scattered 
through the woods settlers’ clearings and 
lumber camps with their watchmen, and 
many people were undoubtedly burned 
whose bodies were completely destroyed 
and will never be found. 

Appallinge Losses, aS 

In addition to forty-five bodies at Sand- 
stone, there are twenty at Kettle River 
Junction. All the settlers in the vicinity 
are probably burned to death. There are 
about eleven homeless families still at 
Mission Creek, but they have provisions 
for about twenty-four hours, 

Brook Park, two miles west of Hinck- 
ley, is burned and there are about 125 
people there, many of whom are in need 
of immediate relief. 

Washburn had a narrow escape from 
total destruction and is still in danger. 
A spark from a forest fire south of town 
alighted in one of the piles of lumber on 
the dock and soon all was a mass of 


flames. 
DEAD BODIES. 


A Ride on a Hand-Car Through the 
Burned District Reveals A Ter- 
vrible State of Affairs—Graphie 
Stories of the Scene.

Half a dozen of the passengers, how- 
ever, secured a handcar and rode through 
the flames to Hinckley, taking the north- 
bound train this side of there and return- 
ing on it to this city. On their ride on 
the handear they encountered twenty- 
seven dead bodies along the line of the 
railroad, 

Seventeen were discovered at Hinck- 
ley during the morning and twenty-one 
others have been found up to 1 o’clock. 

They say the people of Hinckley ran 
to the woods when their houses caught 
fire, and as the timber afterwards burn- 
ed it is more than probable that great 
numbers perished. ‘he most conserva- 
tive estimate of the dead is 200. 

The whole country around Hinckley is 
on fire and the full extent of the disas- 
ter cannot be learned for a day or two, 

Towns Destroyed. 

It is feared that several other towns 
have suffered a like fate. Millaca called 
for help yesterday afternoon and the re- 
lief train from St. Cloud was unable to 
get beyond Bridgeman. Nothing further 
has yet been received from Millaca and 
how much may have been the suffering 
cannot at this time be known, 

Bridgeman was apparently safe after 
a hard fight.. The flames, however, were 
very threatening around that town, and 
as it is very dry all over that part of 
the state the worst is feared. 

The party that came through the fires 
around Hinckley on the handcar suffered 
severely from burning. Their injuries, 
however, will not prove fatal. They tell 
many sad stories of what they saw. One 
woman had evidently tried to save her 
five children and was overtaken by the 
fierce flames and the whole family per- 
ished close to the railroad track. An- 
other case was where a mother, seeing 
her house in flames, ran to save her 
child, her husband following her, and 
the walls of the house caved in before 
‘they could get out. eS 

It was so dark during the day yester- 
day that it was almost impossible for 
anyone see 100 feet away. 

The little town of Mission Creek, some 
little distance north of Hinckley, is alsu 
reported in ashes. 

Special trains were sent out, both from 
Duluth, equipped with medical forces and 
all that is possible will be done. 

Recovering Bodies. 

A private dispatch received this even- 
ing from the burned district states pos

FIGHTING FIRE. 


Half a Million Feet of Lumber 
Burned at Mission Creek, Minn.— 
Not a Life Lost in the City During 
the Conflagration. 


MISSION CREEK, Minn., Sept. 2.—The 
little setUuement of Misison Creek, peopled 
largely by the employes of the John Mar- 
tin mill, was wiped off the face of the 
earth almost as bad as Hinckley was. 
There was perhaps 500,000 feet of lumber 
burned here. The total population was 
between forty and fifty. Over on the 
west side of the railroad track, fortu- 
nately, stood an old log house, in the cen- 
ter of a large potato patch. The women 
and children were all huddled into this 
solid old structure and the men remained 
outside to fight away the fire. The house 
was a literal haven of refuge. very- 
thing else went, but the fire could not 
run through the green potato vines and 
the solid walls resisted the waves of 
sparks and flame that rolled up against 
it. Not a life was lost at Mission Creek.

Women with 
babies in arms were accompanied by from 
two to five other tots, homeless and friend- 
less.

began with the statement: ST, am 
ae to tell the truth from the bottom of 
my heart,” and went on to say that 
about the middle of February last, Kent 
came to him and told him to hitch up a 
horse and buggy aS he wanted to see 
him on important busines. It was dusk 
and the ‘two drove along a lonely highway 
near Mandan. Kent began the conversa- 
tion by asking his hired man if he wante- 
ed to earn a big pile of money. 

“Tt will make you rich if you want to 
and if you will do as I tell you,” said 
Kent. 

He then offered Swedinsky $18,000 if 
he would kill Mrs. Kent. The Bohemian 
at first declined, but at last accepted the 
offer. Everything was arranged by Kent 
and it was agreed to make the killing 
appear an accident. For this purpose 
Kent drew up a written statement to be 
memorized by Swedinsky and told to 
the coroner’s jury. This statement it 
was agreed, should be written by Swed- 
insky at the dictation of his employer. It 
is now im the pesession of Detective Eh- 
lichman. There are numerous interline- 
ations.upon the statement. These inter- 
lineations are in the handwriting of Kent. 

The day before the murder Kent left 
his home saying that he was going to 
Bngland to look after his estate. He 
went across the river to Bismarck, how- 
ever, and remained there until he heard 
that the bloody work was well done. 

Swedinsky in the meantime prepared 
for the terrible deed. On the night of 
March 13, when Mrs. Kent and her son 
Earl were asleep, Swedinsky awoke from 
his bed and awoke them, telling the 
woman that there were burglars about 
the house. He picked up a deuble-bar- 
reled shotgun and when the woman’s 
back was turned he fired at her, the 
charge tearing off the top of her head 
and scattering her blood and brains upon 
the wall. The murderer then ran to the 
house of a neighbor named Haucke and 
told him that Mrs. Kent had been killed 
by accident. At the coroner’s inquest a 
few days later Swedinsky repeated the 
story he had memorized from his written 
statement. It was believed by all who 
heard it. BHarl Kent’s testimony was of 
little value as he could not give a tan- 
gible account of the occurrence, 
Running Down ent. 

To locate Kent was the next question. 
The detective found that Attorney J. C. 
Pope of Mora, Minn., was a _ personal 
friend of Kent. He visited Mr. Pope 
and engaged that gentleman to obtain 
evidence regarding Swediénsky’s crime, 
paying him a retaining fee. Pope ac- 
cepted and incidentally Ehrlichman found 
that Pope held a correspondence with 
Kent, One day the detectives picked up 
a letter which Pope had just received 
and saw that it was written by one “J, 
€. Pope, Arlington, Colo.’’ The hand- 
writing was that of Kent. This was all 
that Ehrlichman wanted and he packed 
his grip and started West, arriving at 
Arlington last Friday night at 9:30 o’clock, 
He visited Postmaster Patton the follow- 
ing morning. The detective was under a 
new mask. He was an agent for 500 Rus- 
sian Mennonites, who desired to leave the 
eld country and start a colony in the vi- 

ty ofArlington. During the previggs 


ht, Nowever, he_ lost little)time. "ea 
c6vered that a Mr. Pope occupied a 
room in the hotel adjoining his. About 


° 


2 o'clock in the morning the detective 
arose, took a dark lantern from his grip- 
sack, stealthily entered Pope’s room, the 
door of which was open, and threw the 
light upon the sleeping figure. He was 
fully satisfied that the occupant was 
Kent, and during the remainder of the 
night kept a close watch upon the room. 
The following day the town was agog 
over the arrival of Joseph Toblinski, the 
agent for the Mennonites and by clever 
questioning the detective, gained all the 
information that he wanted about Mr. 
Pope. A deputy sheriff, Putnam, two 
stout farm hands, whose names are 
Hughes and Foster were pressed into ser- 
vice to aid in the arrest and Mr. Kent, 
alias Mr. Pope was arrested. They ex- 
pected a big fight, but there was no re- 
sistance. 

“Mr. Kent, I guess the play is over 
now,” said the detective after the hand- 
cuffs were placed on the prisoners’s 
wrists. 

“IT am as innocent of this charge as you 
are, my boy,” exclaimed Kent, who was 
very pale. He was not told what he was 
arrested for at this time. 

Long Criminal Career. 

Kent is 46 years old, 5 feet 10 inches 
high and of medium build. His eyes aro 
small, dark and sunken. He is partly 
bald and his moustache is quite gray: 
His hands were large, his neck long and 
thin and his shoulders narrow. A _re- 
markabie feature is his nose, which is 
long, thin and straight. His manners 
have been polished by a splendid edu- 
cation and his intercourse in the best 
society im the land. 

When seen at the county jail yester- 
day afternoon he spoke freely upon some 
features of the case, but regarding his 
whereabouts during the past few months 
he refused to say a word. He is a fluent 
talker. When interviewed he was en- 
tirely ignorant of the fact that Swedin- 
sky had made a confession. 

“J understand that I am charged with 
murder,” Kent said. “I cannot tell who 
is behind the prosecution: I was not at 
home when the death of my wife occur- 
red and the inquest showed that it was 
accidental. I was in Ingham county, 
parties came to my house, and my wife, 
thinking they were burglars, called to 
Tom to get a gun and fire it off to frigh- 
ten them away. By accident my wife 
was shot, and so far-as I can learn my 
son EHarl, who is only 10 years old, testi- 
fied at the inquest that the killing was 
acidental. I was in Ingham _ county, 
Michigan, at the time and was going 
through to Chicago to attend to some bus- 
iness. My law practice was large and I 
incurred the enmity of some of my neigh- 
bors as I was highly successful. They 
may be responsible for my arrest. 1 
don’t wish to say anything about my dis- 
appearance from home. That will come 
out later.” 

Phriichman has much information re- 
garding the history of Kent.. In fact, the 
detective has labored night and day since 
he undertook to find the murderers of 
Mrs.; Kent, and his success has been re- 
markable. The correct name of the pris- 
oner is Pancoast, and he was born in 
Burbank, Ohio. His parents are highly 
respectable and they still live im Bur- 
bank. His father, W. W. Pancoast, is 
86 years old, and his mother has passed 
her 80th year. 

Through a girl’s photograph found at 
Kent’s home the detective obtained much 
information: The picture was taken in 
London, and immediately upon finding 
it the detective wrote a letter to the 
Scotland Yard officials, asking them to 
find the woman and get from her such 
information as possible. There was a 
number on the photograph and although 
taken seventeen years ago the detectives 
found that the girl at one time was am 
inmate of a house of ill repute owned by 
Mrs, Mary Neville at 15 St. George's 
Row, 9..W. Her name was Ellen P. Mar- 
tin, and Kent, who then assumed the name 
of Judd CG. Lane, frequently visited her. 
Lane said he was a Canadian manufac- 
turer and spent his money freely. 

This gave the detective a clue to Kent's 
record. He discovered that Kent, alias 
Lane, was the owner of a barrel manu- 
factory in Canada. He came to Minneapo- 
lis and married a young society woman 
who soon after died, the doctors said of 
heart disease, and Kent was free once 
more. He accepted a position as cashier 
of the First National bank of Medina, 
Ohio. One morning the young cashier 
skipped, taking with him, it was chargs 
ed, all the cash in sight. x 

His next appearance was in Minneapo- 
lis, where he at once sprung into prom- 
inence. His education and elegant man- 
ners admitted him to society circles_and 
fifteem years ago he was married to Julia 
Laird, the daughter of the lumber prince, 
Kent became a lawyer, insurance agent 
and real estate man.

movement for ceding tne arid lands to 
the various states and _ territories 
which they are located, is one that has 
attracted considerable attention in this 
locality. Whether it is or whether it is 
not, there is no doubt in the minds of 
many that an attempt to pack it has 
been made, and the work was commenced 
immediately after the adjournment of 
the Los Angeles congress last fall. At 
that congress, owing to various causes, 
the state of Wyoming was unrepresented. 
Mr. Fred L, Alles, the secretary, wired 
Governor Osborne of this fact and_re- 
quested that he should appoint Mr. Wil- 
liam Penn Rogers of Messina, Cala., to 
represent the state. Governor Osborne 
promptly responded to this request and 
wired Mr. Rogers authority to do so, 

During the entire session Mr, Rogers 
continued to act as the representative 
from Wyoming. When it came to the 
election of the national executive com- 
mittee Mr. Rogers was elected as a mem- 
ber of that committee, stating at the 
time that he would serve in such capacity 
only so long a time as it would require 
to communicate with Governor Osborne 
and have him appoint a resident of the 
state to that positibn. 

Mr. Rogers was recognized as a mem- 
ber of that committe by the whole com- 
mittee. This is shown by the report of the 
proceedings of the committee, published 
in connection with the official report of 
the proceedings of the congress. This 
meeting was held at Los Angeles, Sat- 
urday, October 14. 

Rogers Deposed. 

few days later a minority of 
the committee met at San Diego, 
vala. At this minority meeting, 
without previous notice to anyone, Mr. 
Rogers, who was not present, was bounc- 
ed from the committee and Mr. Edward 
Mead of Wyoming was declared elected 
in his stead.

This duty he at once per- 
formed, and it was to head off Governor 
Osborne’s appointes which hurried the 
committeé into the action it took at San 
Diego.

Osborne Against Cession. 

Governor Osborne’s well known posi- 
tion as antagonistic to the scheme of 
ceding the arid lands rendered it neces- 
sary that this should be done, or the Wy- 
oming commission would be under the 
control of the anti-cessionists. Prof. Mead, 
who was selected by the coterie at San 
‘Diego, was, on the contrary, a well 
known cessionist, and to him would fall 
the duty of appolnting the irrigation com- 
mission of the state, all of whom would 
be members of the next congress and 
whose work in the meantime would be 
advantageous to the cession movement. 
This action naturally caused considera- 
ble dissatisfaction and especially upon 
the part of Mr. Rogers, the deposed com-

Mr. Rogers was kindly named by you as a 
delegate from Wyoming, and on my request, 
for which I thank you. Mr, Rogers was made 
a member of the national committee, by the 
congress, again at my request, because he was 
the only representative from Wyoming and it 
was desirable to have all states represented in 
the organization of that committee. It was 
understood by all members and was s0 
stated by Mr. Rogers in committee, that he 
was only acting temporarily. Three states 
were so represented at our meeting, 

The commit organized at Los Angeles, Mr. 
Rogers attending. It adjourned to meet at the 
call of the chairman. Some days after the 
chairman called a meeting at San Diego by 
personal notice upon all members in that city. 
Some ten members were represented and much 
business was transacted. 

Deeming it of vital importance that the state 
commissions should all be immediately organized 
and knowing that neither Mr. Rogers nor the 
other gentlemen representing the two states 
who had no delegates from within their own 
borders, could intelligently appoint commis- 
sioners, as they had no personal acquaintance 
in the states they were representing, the com-~- 
mittee declared their places vacant and at once 
filled them by naming Elwood Mead for Wyo- 
ming, M, F. Merchant for North Dakota and 
John H. Cotteral for Oklahoma, 

The committee was authorized by the con- 
gress to create vacancies—iIf any members did 
not give good service—and to fill any vacancies 


which might occur.

The extracts of letter auoted above 
prove conclusively that the ten members 
of the committee who met at San Diego 
arbitrarily and without apparent cause 
or reason and witheut notice, removed 
Mr. Rogers, and substituted Mr. Mead as 
a member of the national executive com- 
mittee for Wyoming. Mr. Alles, the 
secretary admits a whole lot if his letter 
to Governor Osborne. First, that Mr. 
Rogers was elected by ‘the \congress 
itself; second, that a minority of the com- 
mittee only was notified of the meeting 
at San Diego; and third, that the action 
was taken without consultation with any- 
one from Wyoming or elsewhere, although 
it was known that Mr. Rogers had no- 
tified Governor Osborne of the action of 
the congress and was awaiting the name- 
ing of a Wyoming citizen before resigning 
his position. 

It was well known to Mr. Smythe, the 
president of the national executive com- 
mittee that Governor Osborne's appoin- 
tee would be an _ anti-Cessionist and 
it was also well known that 
Mr. Mead was a thoroughbred cessionist. 
Here is the explanation of the illegal 
action at San Diego. In proof of this 
the following letter from William 
E. Smythe to Elwood Mead is sufficient: 

Smythe'’s Letter. 
LOS ANGELES, Cala., Oct, 20, 1893. 

My Dear Mr. Mead—I sent you a few days 
ago a newspaper containing a faim report of 
the irrigation congress, but not until you re- 
ceive the complete official report will you be 
able to fully understand precisely how results 
were reached, I will tell you briefly that all 
the pins were set up for the burial of the 
cession movement; that I was the only per- 
son here prominently identified with that idea; 
that the leadership involved upon me, and that 
the situation was full of perils. I devised the 
plan of the state commissions as a means of 
ascertaining the real opinions of the people of 
the various states and gathering material for 
a national and state policy. I told them that 
we would not ask the convention to pronounce 
in favor of cession, but we would insist that it 
should not pronounce against it, but would 
leave the whole matter open to patient, impar- 
tial study, without favor or prejudice, This

This afternoon the work train from. St. 
Paul reached Hinckley with an under- 
taker and thirty-two caskets. By even- 
ing the thirty-one corpses that lay beside 
the track had been wrapped up, laid away 
in the caskets and returned to Pine City, 
No attempt was made to bury the dead 
at the cemetery. 

In the woods north of town was found 
a team of gray horses harnessed to the 
remains of a burned wagon, Under the 
wagon were the bodies of a woman and 
three children, but the horses were not 
harmed in the least and were brought 
back into town. 

The body of Jim Bean was found in 
the swamp under a wagon. The wagon 
had struck a stump and the team had 
broken away. There were only a few 
fragments of Bean’s body unburned, but 
he was identified. Bean was one of the 
best lumbermen of Western Wisconsin, 

Pokegama Lake, six miles west of 
Hinckley, on the St. Cloud branch, was 
wiped out as clean as the other towns. 
Tt is said that about twenty lives were 
lost at that point. 

The name of Engineer Jim Root, the 
hero of the Duluth limited, is blessed on 
all sides, and Hinckley people say that he 
shall wear diamonds as long as they live. 

Lost His Reason. 

Poor Sullivan, the conductor of the 
train, has temporarily lost his reason and 
was taken back to Duluth. He rendered 
noble service in disembarking the pas- 
sengers, throwing one little girl through 
the car window. He rouses at intervals 
to say: ‘TI threw the little girl through 
the window. Did I do right? Does any- 
one blame me?” and then relapses into 
merciful unconsciousness. 

“There is little probability of Hinckley 
ever being rebuilt to its former prosper- 
ous proportions. The Brennan Lumber 
company is not expected to rebuild its 
plant, and without an enterprise of this 
kind, there is no future for Hinckley, ex- 
cept as a junction point. 

The total loss of life will never be 
definitely known, There were scattered 
through the woods settlers’ clearings and 
lumber camps with their watchmen, and 
many people were undoubtedly burned 
whose bodies were completely destroyed 
and will never be found. 

Appalling Losses, _ pis 

In addition to forty-five bodies at Sand- 
stone, there are twenty at Kettle River 
Junction. All the settlers in the vicinity 
are probably burned to death. There are 
about eleven homeless families still at 
Mission Creek, but they have provisions 
for about twenty-four hours. 

Brook Park, two miles west of Hinck- 
ley, is burned and there are about 125 
people there, many of whom are in need 
of immediate relief. 

Washburn had a narrow escape from 
total destruction and is still in danger. 
A spark from a forest fire south of town 
alighted in one of the piles of lumber on 
the dock and soon all was a mass of 
flames.

One of the most nojable men of the 
West has passed away in the death of 
John Arkins, one of the owners and for 
many years editor of The Rocky Moun- 
| tain News of Denver, Colo. He achieved 
success, editoriadly and financially, in 
Leadville, when the Carbonate camp Was 
in its glory, and in 188) removed to Den- 
ver and associated himself with Hon. W. 
A. H. Loveland in the ownership of The 
News. Some years ago Mr. Loveland re- 
tired, Hon. Thomas M. Patterson taking 
his interest. Later Mr, Patterson relin- 
quished what was probably the most lucra- 
tive law practice in Colorado to become the 
responsible editor of The News. There- 
after Mr. Arkins devoted himself mainly 
to the business end of the property and 
to the enjoyment of a very comfortable 
competence. He spent much of his time 
in the Hast, where he was widely known, 
and became particularly conspicuous for 
his outspoken hostility to Mr. Cleveland, 
whose nomination The News vigorously 
opposed. Colonel Arking first showed signs 
of breaking health last February and, on 
the advice of physicians, took a trip to 
the Pacific coast in the hope that rest 
and the sea air would restore him to 
health. He returned unimproved and then 
was advised to go to Excelsior Springs, 


Mo., where he spent several months with- 
out the expected beneficial results, A 
fortnight ago he was taken home. He 
leaves a widow and one son. Colonel Ar- 
kins was a native Pennsylvanian, having 
been born in Fayette county, February 
1d, 1842. While called colonel and while 
looking every inch a soldier born to com- 
mand, the title was only honorary, be- 
stowed on him by Hugene Field while an 
attache of the Denver Tribune, It was 
his pride that in the civil war he never 
got above the rank of corporal. This was 
in company A of the Fifth Minnesota 
infantry. He promptly enlisted in what 
proved a celebrated regiment and served 
three years. Its chaplain was the now 
famous Archbishop Ireland, and for him 
Private Arkins formed a strong attach- 
ment, which continued to his death, The 
West could have spared many a man 
better than John Arkins.

The county clerk’s office is fully satis- 
fied that there will be an election this fall. 
It was discovered Saturday afternoon that 
many of the registration books are filled 
and it was necessary to agree at once 
upon some plan by which the work of 
registration could be proceeded with. 

The commissioners were consulted and 
it was at first thought that the difficulty 
could be bridged over by pasting in addi- 
tional leaves. This was found, however, 
to be impractiable, as where the blank 
space was exhausted under one letter, 
another began, the page being written 
upon on both sides. An order was made 
for additional books. A great deal of the 
work of registration that has been done 
for the past few weeks is practically 
wasted, although the parties registering 
will not have to again make personal 
application at the clerk’s office. 

The names will all have to be copied 
into the new books and a force of clerks 
will be put at work transcribing as soon 
as the books can be secured. Twelve pre- 
cinect books must be copied at once. 

Since the law permitting women to vote 
went into effect, the total number of reg- 
istration has exceeded all calculation or 
expectation. he registrars, who made the 
house to house canvass secured the names 
of about 15/000 women. When So,ith 
Denver was annexed to the city the roll 
was swelled by several thousand, and 
for some time, especially during the past 
week, the applicants for registration have 
overtaxed the facilities of the office, be- 
ing at the rate of nearly 500 per day. 

Up to date the number of names reg- 
istered aggregate 40,000. In the country 
districts there are, it is estimated, 10,000 
voters who registered under the old town- 
ship law. There will probably be 8,000 to 
10,000 futher registrations, before the time 
expires, which will be ten days before 
election. According to these figures the 
whole number of qualified electors will 
be about 60,000. Of this number, County 
Clerk Le Bert thinks, from the experience 
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ing to the progress of that section. To a 
wide circle of friends, scattered through- 
out the country, the death of John Ar- 
kins has come as a personal loss and in- 
dividual sorrow.

Saturday afternoon, August 18, 1894, the 
news flashed across our state, ‘John Ar- 
kins is dead.” 

It is difficult to associate John Arkins 
with the idea of death. His genial ways, 
enviable vitality, commanding presence, 
overflowing spirit and manly, rugged fig- 
ure forbids it.

It would not be just, even in the gen- 
erous indulgence conceded to eulogy, to 
speak of John Arkins as a man without 
faults, but he had no mean faults, they 
were all on the generous and larger side 
of his nature, and he never attempted 
their concealment. Deception found no 
place in his character. He never  be- 
trayed a trust or a. friend, or were his 
hands stained with the fruit of dishonest 
fain. 

“He never sold the right to serve 
hour, 
Or paltered with eternal truth for power.” 

Individually, we shall miss John Arkins 
more than any other member of the Colo- 
rado press. Ours was a friendship un- 
disturbed by political differences or 
Strained by personal allusions or pointed 
pleasantry. Our faults were twins, our 
inclinations parallel. They may have been 
sins, but our dead friend asked no man 
to apologize for him during life, and to 
that Just Arbiter his acts are submitted 
without appeal. Immortal, now, he rests 
with One who gives supreme value to all 
that is good in life, and, what is in- 
finitely more, ‘‘He doeth all things well.” 
Glory to his memory! Peace to his ashes!

His ideas were broad and 
healthy, and his advancement from a 
poor compositor to the manager of one of 
the greatest newspapers of the United 
States was rapid and wonderful, His 
reputation as a great journalist will live 
as long aS men read, and the history of 
Colorado will be indissolubly wedded to 
the fame of John Arkins, rendering his 
name as lasting ash umanity or time.

One of the most nojable men of the 
West has passed away in the death of 
John Arkins, one of the owners and for 
many years editor of The Rocky Moun- 
tain News of Denver, Colo, He achieved 
succes editoriadly and financially, in 
Leadville, when the Carbonate camp was 
in its glory, and in 188) removed to Den- 
ver and associated himself with Hon. W. 
A. H. Loveland in the ownership of The 
News. Some years ago Mr. Loveland re- 
tired, Hon. Thomas M,. Patterson taking 
his interest. Later Mr, Patterson relin- 
quished what was probably the most lucra- 
tive law practice in Colorado to become the 
responsible editor of The News. There- 
after Mr. Arkins devoted himself mainly 
to the business end of the property and 
to the enjoyment of a very comfortable 
competence, He spent much of his time 
in the East, where he was widely known, 
and became particularly conspicuous for 
his outspoken hostility to Mr. Cleveland, 
Whose nomination The News vigorously 
opposed. Colonel Arking first showed signs 
of breaking health last February and, on 
the advice of physicians, took a trip to 
the Pacific coast in the hope that rest 
and the sea air would restore him to 
health. He returned unimproved and then 
was advised to go to Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., where he spent several months with- 
out the expected bemeficial results. A 
fortnight ago he was taken home. He 
leaves a widow and one son. Colonel Ar- 
Kins was a native Pennsylvanian, having 
been born in Fayette county, February 
14, 1842. While called colonel and while 
looking every inch a soldier born to com- 
mand, the title was only honorary, be- 
stowed on him by HMugene Field while an 
attache of the Denver Tribune. It was 
his pride that in the civil war he never 
got above the rank of corporal. This was 
in company A of the Fifth Minnesota 
infantry. He promptly enlisted in what 
proved a celebrated regiment and served 
three years. Its chaplain was the now 
famous Archbishop Ireland, and for him 
Private Arkins formed a strong attach- 
ment, which continued to his death. The 
West could have spared many a man 
better than John Arkins. He was a 
thorough Westerner, and his heart was 
enlisted in every cause and interest look- 
ing to the progress of that section. To a 
wide circle of friends, scattered through- 
out the country, the death of John Ar- 
kins has come as a personal loss and in- 
dividual sorrow. 


(Dave Day’s Durango Democrat.) 

Saturday afternoon, August 18, 1894, the 
news flashed across our state, ‘John Ar- 
kins is dead.”’ 

It is difficult to associate John 
with the idea of death. His genial ways, 
enviable vitality, commanding presence, 
overflowing spirit and manly, rugged fig- 
ure forbids it. Yet Arkins is dead. 

In Colorado, all our people who know 
the man are mourners. No party lines 
divide our citizens as we pay tribute of 
respect for a good and lovable, if not a 
great man, has fallen. 

The one great characteristic of John Ar- 
kins was his candor; his methods were as 
bold as they were vigorous; he struck 
hard, but he struck openly; if he be-

It would not be just, even in the gen- 
erous indulgence conceded to eulogy, to 
speak of John Arkins as a man without 
faults, but he had no mean faults, they 
were all on the generous and larger side 


of his nature, and, he never attempted 
their concealment. Deception found no 
place in his character. He never  be- 
trayed a trust or a. friend, or were his 
hands stained with the fruit of dishonest 
gain. 

“He never sold the right to serve the 

hour, 


Or paltered with eternal truth for power.” 

Individually, we shall miss John Arkins 
more than any other member of the Colo- 
rado press. Ours was a friendship un- 
disturbed by political differences or 
strained by personal allusions or pointed 
pleasantry. Our faults were twins, our 
inclinations parallel. They may have been 
sins, but our dead’ friend asked no man 
to apologize for him during life, and to 
that Just Arbiter his acts are submitted 
without appeal. Immortal, now, he rests 
with One who gives supreme value to all 
that is good in life, and, what is in- 
finitely more, ‘“‘He doeth all things well.” 
Glory to his memory! Peace to his ashes!

Brave, big-hearted, manly Colonel John 
Arkins, manager of The Rocky Mountain 
News, has answered the last roll call, 
and his remains now rest peacefully be- 
neath the earth of his beloved state.

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DELUGE OF BALLOTS. 


The Next Election Will See Arapa- 
hoe’s Vote More Than Doubled. 


REGISTERED ELECTORS EXPECT- 
ED TO FOOT UP 60,000.

This Means That at Least 48,000 
Votes Will Be Cast—Last Fall's 
Poll, Which Broke the Record, 
Was Only 22,423—Already Some 
of the Registration Books Are 
Filled and There Is Some Lively 


Hustling in Store About the 
County Clerk's Office—Women 
Largely Responsible for the 
Boom. 


The county clerk’s office is fully satis- 


| fled that there will be an election this fall. 


It was discovered Saturday afternoon that 
many of the registration books are filled 
and it was necessary to agree at once 
upon some plan by which the work of 
registration could be proceeded with. 
The commissioners were consulted and 
it was at first thought that the difficulty 
could be bridged over by pasting in addi- 
tional leaves. This was found, however, 
to be impractiable, as where the blank 
Space was exhausted under one letter, 
another began, the page being written 
upon on both sides. An order was made 
for additional books. A great deal of the 
work of registration that has been done 


for the past few weeks is practically 
wasted, although the parties registering 
will not have to again make personal 


application at the clerk’s office. 

The names will all have to be copied 
into the new books and a force of clerks 
will be put at work transcribing as soon 
as the books can be secured. Twelve pre- 
cinect books must be copied at once. 

Since the law permitting women to vote 
went into effect, the total number of reg- 
istration has exceeded 
The registrars, who made the 
house to house canvass secured the names 
of about 15,000 women. When Soyith 
Denver was annexed to the city the roll 
Was swelled by several thousand, and 
for some time, especially during the past 
week, the applicants for registration have 
overtaxed the facilities of the office, be- 
ing at the rate of nearly 500 per day. 

Up to date the number of names reg- 
istered aggregate 40,000. In the country 
districts there are, it is estimated, 10,000 
voters who registered under the old town- 
ship law. There will probably be 8,000 to 
10,000 futher registrations, before the time 
expires, which will be ten days before 
election, According to these figures the 
whole number of qualified electors will 
be about 60,000. Of this number, County 
Clerk Le Bert thinks, from the experience 
of past elections, 80 per cent will vote. 

Should this estimate prove correct, there 
will be cast this fall in Arapahoe county, 
48,000 votes, more than double the number 
ever before polled. Last fall broke the 
record when 22,423 votes were cast. 

It is possible also that the Commission- 
ers will be obliged to entirely rearrange 
the precincts of the city The law provides 
there shall not be to exceed 250 votes in 
any precinct, and there are faw, as the 
registration now stands, where this figure 
is not exceeded by double that number.

T. B. Stuart 
is said to be a sure winner. O. B. Lid- 
dell is forging to the front with strong 
backing and B. M. Malone is the league 
candidate, Allen is friendly with all the 
crowds, and Bentley, Burns and Graham 
will have to fight their way through the 
convention. The fact is there is to be a 
pretty little fight for the district judge- 
ships as the boys say they must have 
some new blood on the bench. Many 
lawyers and business men say there is 
no hope of having a new clerk of the 
court with candidates that are pledged 
to Matt Adams. Some of them think 
Adams more judge ‘than clerk. H. S. 
Vaughn appears to be in the nine hole. 
He went over to the McMurray side of the 
board of supervisors last winter under 
promises of nomination by the tramway 
faction. But the boys don’t think a good 
judge can be made out of a poor super- 
visor. Flodo D, Morse is not In it, and is 
preparing to retire to private life, to dwell 
among the kickers. Palmer about killed 
himself off in appointing 115 committee- 
women of the tramway faction and using 
all his influence to have them con- 
firmed by the committee. The tramway 
crowd have a full slate for the bench, 
and intend to run it through, 

Judge Blliott is hardly in the fight any 
longer, though he thinks he will have one- 
half of the Arapahoe delegation and the 
balance of the state.

The tramway candidates for the legis- 
lature looked a little sick the day after 
the committee met, but they have been 
revived and are again at work regard- 
less of whether they be acceptable to 
Wolcott or not. The business mens’ 
league is having frequent caucuses and 
it is evident that prior to each meeting 
there is a little coterie if its members, 
who want to map out just what shall 
and what shall not be done, At such a 
meeting last week it was decided that 
only Bonynge and Heisler of the Ninth 
general assembly should be renominated. 
Colonel Evans still has control of the 
managers of the business mens’ league 
and is turning it to great advantage since 
his defeat in the central committee. 

Everybody thought that the Evans-Ste- 
vey-Palmer-Eddy erowd were knocked 
out by the vote of 120 to 380 on the Pea- 
vey committee question and their being 
routed on every other test, but they went 
into conference that night and sent for 
Some of the supporters of the old citi- 
zens’ movement. These heavy recruits 
gave them new life. Why, it became plain 
that with the business men’s league, 
the support of the two daily Republican 
papers and the thorough earnestness and 
Sympathy of thea women’s clubs they 
could carry three-fourths of the precincts 
for their kind of people in the primaries.

The woman question is cutting an im- 
mense figure in the Republicam party. 
The Tramway-Helm-anti-Wolcott crowd 
is endeavoring to capture the convention 
on that issue. Wyans never fights open- 
ly or directly. He wishes the defeat of 
Wolcott more than anything else, yet he 
fears to fight him openly. So, while he 
professes friendship to Wolcott he knows 
that the county central committee is 
absolutely controlled by Wolcott, and 
he is endeavoring te create such a pre- 
judice against the committee as will result 
in knocking Wolcott out at the primaries 
and under the guise of protecting the 
women, and shielded by the business 
men’s movement, he hopes to capture the 
convention for Helm, and a complete 
legislative and judicial ticket. The com- 
mittee is willing to give the women re- 
presentation for every precinct, the women 
to be selected by the committee. This 
| proposition is rejected with scorn by the 
tramway outfit, for it wants its own tools 
on the committee. It is known that Ev- 
ans will flood the city with circulars this 
morning inciting the women to rage so 
as to have them help him out at the 
primaries, At the committee meeting the 
other day, it is said Joe Smith had a 
resolution prepared adopting the Helm 
vote as a basis of apportionment for the 
convention, and winding up with an en- 
dorsement of Helm’s candidacy, which 
was to have heen offered if their women 
committee had been seated. Evans knows 
that Burchinell and Le Fevre will do as 
Wolcott asks, and that they have a ma- 
jority of the committee, so he is trying 
to kill Le Fevre off also on the woman 
question. To show how cute they are try- 
ing to be is well shown by the last meet- 
ing, when ‘Colonel Coe turned up in the 
committee with Billy Prinn’s proxy which 
Buby Boyngne has had for some time, 
but the Evans crowd, well knowing that 
the women would not be fooled by 
Boyngne, pretending to advocate their 
cause had it transfered to Mr. Coe, as he 
was ‘the only other Evans man besides 
Prinn and Bonynge in that precinct. 

One of the old time Wolcott men re- 
marked last night that it seemed strange 
to him that while Evans and the Repunp- 
lican were howling for harmony in any 
form they were determined to incite the 
women to riot, if possible, and the sneer- 
ing remarks made about the big senator, 
as he was termed in the Brown Saturday 
night by the ladies’ champions might 
make a real Wolcott supporter a little sus- 
picious. 

It was real cunning and smart the way 
Evans had his crowd lined up to shake 
hands with the senator, but not at all 
for the purpose of impressing him with 
their strength. The procession was as 
it should be, led by Colonel Stevenson 
of the I. C., Marcus Daly, Shafroth, Jeff 
Smith and all the faithful. None ab- 
sent. Evans in the middle. They had ev- 
idently read in The News how Otto 
counted the sheep as they changed coats, 
hats and their breath and lined up again 
like well trained henchmen. 

Colonel Stevens’ friends said yester- 
day that he was not a candidate for con- 
gress or any other office this year. That 
he was away atthe time of the committee 
meeting, and they could not imagine what 
he was driving at in politics. His actions 
are bothering the Evans crowd more than 
anything else these days. 

Colonel Hartzell is also trying to make 
capital amongst the women. A few nights 
ago in a public speech he even went so 
far as to advise them to bolt the Republi- 
can ticket. The committee feel very sore 
at Colonel Hartzell, and are constantly 
referring to the letter which he wrote a 
year ago, advocating the dissolution of 
the Republican party in the state.

He spent much of his time 
in the Hast, where he was widely known, 
and became particularly conspicuous for 
his outspoken hostility’ to Mr. Cleveland, 
whose nomination The News vigorously 
opposed. Colonel Arking first showed signs 
of breaking health last February and, on 
the advice of physicians, took a trip to 
the Pacific coast in the hope that rest 
and the sea air would restore him to 
health. He returned unimproved and then 
was advised to go to Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., where he spent several months with- 
out the expected beneficial results. A 
fortnight ago he was taken home. He 
leaves a widow and one son. Colonel Ar- 
Kins was a native Pennsylvanian, having 
been born in Fayette county, February 
14, 1842. While called colonel and while 
looking every inch a soldier born to com- 
mand, the title was only honorary, be- 
stowed on him by Hugene Field while an 
attache of the Denver Tribune. It was 
his pride that in the civil war he never 
got above the rank of corporal. This was 
in company A of the Fifth Minnesota 
infantry. He promptly enlisted in what 
proved a celebrated regiment and served 
three years. Its chaplain was the now 
famous Archbishop Ireland, and for him 
Private Arkins formed a strong attach- 
ment, which continued to his death. The 
West could have spared many a man 
better than John Arkins. He was a 
thorough Westerner, and his heart was 
enlisted in every cause and interest look- 


ing to the pregress of that section. To a 
wide circle of friends, scattered through- 
out the country, the death of John Ar- 
kins has come as a personal loss and in- 
dividual sorrow.

It is difficult to associate John Arkins 
with the idea of death. His genial ways, 
enviable vitality, commanding presence, 
overflowing spirit and manly, rugged fig- 
ure forbids it.

In Colorado, all our people who know 
the man are mourners. No party lines 
divide our citizens as we pay tribute of 
respect for a good and lovable, if not a 
great man, has fallen. 

The one great characteristic of John Ar- 
kins was his candor; his methods were as 
bold as they were vigorous; he struck

ageous friend; a hard, hard hater 

It would not be just, even in the gen- 
erous indulgence conceded to eulogy, to 
speak of John Arkins as a man without 
faults, but he had no mean faults, they 
were all on the generous and larger side 
of his nature, and, he never attempted 
their concealment. . Deception found no 
place in his character. He never  be- 
trayed a trust or a friend, or were his 
hands stained with the fruit of dishonest 
gain. 

“He never sold the right to serve the 

hour, 

Or paltered with eternal truth for power.” 

Individually, we shall miss John Arkins 
more than any other member of the Colo- 
rado press. Ours was a friendship un- 
disturbed by political differences or 
strained by personal allusions or pointed 
pleasantry. Our faults were twins, our 
inclinations parallel. They may have been 
sins, but our dead’ friend asked no man 
to apologize for him during life, and to 
that Just Arbiter his acts are submitted 
without appeal. Immortal, now, he rests 
with One who gives supreme value to all 
that is good in life, and, what is in- 
finitely more, ‘‘He doeth all things well.” 
Glory to his memory! Peace to his ashes!

The 
union of the states and the constitution 
in its original use, fullness and glory, 
will grow stronger every day in the af- 
fection of the American people. Let us, 
therefore, unite in the sincere and fer- 
vent hope that the republic may endure 
forever, and never forget to honor and re- 
vere the memory of Arkins and his brave

fied that there will be am election this fall. 
It was discovered Saturday afternoon that 
many of the registration books are filled 
and it was necessary to agree at once 
upon some plan by which the work of 
registration could be proceeded with. 

The commissioners were consulted and 
it was at first thought that the difficulty 
could be bridged over by pasting in addi- 
tional leaves. This was found, however, 
to be impractiable, aS where the blank 
space was exhausted under one letter, 
another began, the page being written 
upon on both sides. An order was made 
for additional books. A great deal of the 
work of registration that has been done 
for the past few weeks is practically 
wasted, although the parties registering 
will not have to again make personal 
application at the clerk’s office. 

The names will all have to be copied 
into the new books and a force of clerks 
will be put at work transcribing as soon 
as the books can be secured. Twelve pre- 
cinct books must be copied at once. 

Since the law permitting women to vote 
went into effect, the total number of reg- 
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istration has exceeded all calculation or | 


expectation. he registrars, who made the 
house to house canvass secured the names 
of abowt 1500 women, When Soyith 
Denver was annexed to the city the roll 
was swelled by several thousand, and 
for some tire, especially during the past 
week, the applicants for registration have 
overtaxed the facilities of the office, be- 
ing at the rate of nearly 500 per day. 

Up to date the number of names reg- 
istered aggregate 40,000. In the country 
districts there are, it is estimated, 10,000 
voters who registered under the old town- 
ship law. There will probably be 8,000 to 
10,000 futher registrations, before the time 
expires, which will be ten days before 
election. According to these figures the 
whole number of qualified electors will 
be about 60,000. Of this number, County 
Clerk Le Bert thinks, from the experience 
of past elections, 80 per cent will vote. 

Should this estimate prove correct, there 
will be cast this fall in Arapahoe county, 
48,000 votes, more than double the mumber 
ever before polled. Last fall broke the 
record when 22,423 votes were cast. 

It is possible also that the Commission- 
ers will be obliged to entirely rearrange 
the precincts of the city The law provides 
there shall not be to exceed 250 votes In 
any precinct, and there are few, as the 
registration now stands, where this figure 
is not exceeded by double that number. 


BLUE BLAZES. 


Senator Woleott’s Oil Upon the 
Troubled Waters Catches Fire and 
There Is a Merry Old Time Once 
More in the Relic of the G. O. P. 


The oil Senator Wolcott poured on the 
troubled waters of the g. o. p. in Arapahoe 
county, has taken fire and blue blazes 
have again sprung up that threaten to 
annihilate some of the seven factions that 
have been engaged in a death struggle 
for control. There is a magic hand some- 
where behind the curtain that occas- 
ionally throws into the cauldron a feniny 
snake or a blind-worm sting for a charm 
of powerful trouble. The pot will continue 
to boil until the curtain is withdrawn and 
the g. o. p. will be able to judge between 
the true and the false. This’ will be 
about convention time. 

Candidates for nomination on the Re- 
publican ticket are increasing in num- 
bers daily. Jim Brown’s chances for dis- 
trict judge are getting better and Le 
Fevre’s and Palmer’s worse. T. B. Stuart 
is said to be a sure winner. O. B. Lid- 
dell is forging to the front with strong 
backing and B. M. Malone is the league 
candidate, Allen is friendly with all the 
crowds, and Bentley, Burns and Graham 
will have to fight their way through the 
convention. The fact is there is to be a 
pretty little fight for the district judge- 
ships as the boys say they must have 
some new blood on the bench. Many 
lawyers and business men say there is 
no hope of having a new clerk of the 
court with candidates that are pledged 
to Matt Adams. Some of them think 
Adams more judge ‘than clerk. H. 8. 
Vaughn appears to be in the nine hole. 
He went over to the McMurray side of the 
board of supervisors lasc winter under 
promises of nomination by the tramway 
faction. But the boys don’t think a good 
judge can be made out of a poor super- 
visor. Flodo D. Morse is not In it, and is 
preparing to retire to private life, to dwell 
among the kickers. Palmer about killed 
himself off in appointing 115 committee- 
women of the tramway faction and using 
all his influence to have’ them con- 
firmed by the committee. The tramway 
crowd have a full slate for the bench, 
and intend to run it through. 

Judge Plliott is hardly in the fight any 
longer, though he thinks he will have one- 
half of the Arapahoe delegation and the 
balance of the state. The best informa- 
tion, however, indicates that Joe Smith 
is a mill stone around the judge’s neck, 
and the latter is willing to ask for Joe’s 


that appears to be.on top. A test case 
on the public trustee act may decide the 
unconstitutionality of the law, if Joe 
does not get around a little more lively. 
Campbell of El Paso is decidedly in the 
led, with Bissell of Arapahoe a close 
second for supreme judge. 

The tramway candidates for the legis- 
lature looked a little sick the day after 
the committee met, but they have been 
revived and are again at work regard- 
less of whether they be acceptable to 
Wolcott or not. The business mens’ 
league is having frequent caucuses and 
it is evident that prior to each meeting 
there is a little coterie if its members, 
who want to map out just what shall 
and what shall not be done. At such a 
meeting last week it was decided that 
only Bonynge and Heisler of the Ninth 
general assembly should be renominated. 
Colonel Evans still has control of the 
managers of the business mens’ league 
and is turning it to great advantage since 
his defeat in the central committee. 

Everybody thought that the Evans-Ste- 
vey-Palmer-Eddy crowd were knocked 
out by the vote of 120 to 30 on the Pea- 
vey committee question and their being 
routed on every other test, but they went 
into conference that night and sent for 
some of the supporters orf the old citi- 
zens’ movement. These heavy recruits 
gave them new life. Why, it became plain 
that with the business men’s league, 
the support of the two daily Republican 
papers and the thorough earnestness and 
sympathy of tha women’s clubs they 
could carry three-fourths of the precincts 
for their kind of people in the primaries. 
There are enough women registered to 
carry the primaries and we'll make a red 
hot fight for justice to the woman voter. 
“Now,” said the speaker, ‘‘we have a 
cause and an issue, and if we don’t win 
we'll rip up the whole _ Republican 
party, and let them have Waite for an- 
other two years. We'll take in Charley 
Hartzell and have him pull Wolcott to 
help him get the nomination for con- 
gress, as Hartzell is a hold over senator. 
We'll make Wolcott come over to our 
side and the ward heelers won't be in it. 
They are only looking for dough, and the 
whole shooting match couldn't raise $25 
to run a campaign. They will be tum- 
bling over each other to get in with us.” 

After this speech from the big recruit, 
Colonel Evans decided on a short and 
aecisive campaign, and from now until 
next Saturday the barrel will be open. 
Todd, McMurray, Gird, Mrs. Peavey, Mrs. 
Shule and Morse, Bill Phillips, ‘Bob Bon- 
ynge and Hartzell are to look after the 
women’s clubs and Marcus Daly, Ed 
Chase, Joe Smith, John A. Hall and Bill 
Ingersoll are to organize the masculine 
forces to co-operate with the business 
men’s league. Shafroth has been shelved, 
ag he has no following. Burchinell and 
Le Fevre are to attend their deliberations 
no more after their betrayal in the late 
committee. A. M. Stevenson says they 
have been playing horse with them for 
six months and it is time to quit being 
played for suckers. Helm, therefgre, is 
still a candidate, with gagd chances of be- 
ing nominated. Many of tne counties have 
already chosen Helm delegates and many 
of the older politicians say that justice 
demands his nomination. Howbert_ stil) 
says he is not a candidate. Jud Brush 
will take the nomination if tendered 
unanimously, but says he entered the 
field too late ta make any contest. McIn-

CUTS A BIG FIGUDE. 


The Woman Question Is Stirring Up 
the Republican Menagerie in Great 
Shape, and Evans Proposes to Get 
In Seme Fine Work. 


The woman question is cutting an {m- 
mense figure in the Republican party. 
The Tramway-Helm-anti-Wolcott crowd 
is endeavoring to capture the convention 
on that issue, HEyans neyer fights open- 
ly or directly. He wishes the defeat of 
Wolcott more than anything else, yet he 
fears to fight him openly. So, while he 
professes friendship to Wolcott he knows 
that the county central committee is 
absolutely controiled by Wolcott, and 
he is endeavoring to create such a pre- 
judice against the committee as will result 
in knocking Wolcott out at the primaries 
and under the guise of protecting the 
women, and shielded by the business 
men’s movement, he hopes to capture the 
convention for Helm, and a complete 
legislative and judicial ticket. The com- 
mittee is willing to give the women re- 
presentation for every precinct, the women 
to be selected by the committee. This 
proposition is rejected with scorn by the 
tramway outfit, for it wants its own tools 
on the committee. It is known that Hy- 
ans will flood the city with circulars this 
morning inciting the women to rage so 
as to have them help him out at the 
primaries, At the committee meeting the 
other day, it is said Joe Smith had a 
resolution prepared adopting the Helm 
vote as a basis of apportionment for the 
convention, and winding up with an en- 
dorsement of Helm’s candidacy, which 
was to have been offered if their women 
committee had been seated. Evans knows 
that Burchinell and Le Fevre will do as 
Wolcott asks, and that they have a ma-~ 
jority of the committee, so he is trying 
to kill Le Fevre off also on the woman 
question. To show how cute they are try- 
ing to be is well shown by the last meet- 
ing, when Colonel Coe turned up in the 
committee with Billy Prinn’s proxy which 
Buby Boyngne has had for some time, 
but the Evans crowd, well knowing that 
the women would not be fooled by 
Boyngne, pretending to advocate their 
cause had it transfered to Mr. Coe, as he 
was the only other Evans man besides 
Prinn and Bonynge in thar precinct. 

One of the old time Wolcott men re- 
marked last night that it seemed strange 
to him that while Evans and the Repun-~ 
lican were howling for harmony in any 
form they were determined to incite the 
women to riot, if possible, and the sneer- 
ing remarks made about the big senator, 
as he was termed in the Brown Saturday 
night by the ladies’ champions might 
make a real Wolcott supporter a little sus- 
picious. 

Tt was real cunning and smart the way 
Evans had his crowd lined up to shake 
hands with the senator, but not at all 
for the purpose of impressing him with 
their strength. The procession, was as 
it should be, led by Colonel Stevenson 
of the I. C., Marcus Daly, Shafroth, Jeff 
Smith and all the faithful. None ab- 
sent. Byans in the middle. They had ev- 
idently read in The News how Otto 
counted the sheep as they changed coats, 
hats and their breath and lined up again 
like well trained henchmen. | 

Colonel Stevens’ friends said yester- 
day that he was not a candidate for con- 
gress or any other office this year.

whose nomination The News vigorously 
opposed. Colonel Arking first showed signs 
of breaking health last February and, on 
the advice of physicians, took a trip to 
the Pacific coast in the hope that rest 
and the sea air would restore him to 
health. He returned unimproved and then 
was advised to go to Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., where he spent several months with- 
out the expected beneficial results. A 
fortnight ago he was taken home. He 


leaves a widow and one son. Colonel Ar- 
kins was a native Pennsylvanian, having 
been born in Fayette county, February 
14, 1842. While called colonel and while 
looking every inch a soldier born to com- 
mand, the title was only honorary, be- 
stowed on him by Eugene Field while an 
attache of the Denver Tribune. It was 
his pride that in the civil war he never 
gat above the rank of corporal. This was 
in company A of the Fifth Minnesota 
infantry. He promptly enlisted in what 
proved a celebrated regiment and served 
three years. Its chaplain was the now 
famous Archbishop Ireland, and for him 
Private Arkins formed a strong attach- 
ment, which continued to his death. The 
West could have spared many a man 
better than John Arkins. He was a 
thorough Westerner, and his heart was 
enlisted in every cause and interest look- 
ing to the progress of that section. To a 
wide circle of friends, scattered through- 
out the country, the death of John Ar- 
kins has come as a personal loss and in- 
dividual sorrow.

Saturday afternoon, August 18, 1894, the 
news flashed across our state, ‘John Ar- 
kins is dead.” 

It is difficult to associate John Arkins 
with the idea of death. His genial ways, 
enviable vitality, commanding presence, 
overflowing spirit and manly, rugged fig- 
ure forbids it. Yet Arkins is dead. 

In Colorado, all our people who know 
the man are mourners. No party lines 
divide our citizens as we pay tribute of 
respect for a good and lovable, if not a 
great man, has fallen. 

The one great characteristic of John Ar- 
kins was his candor; his methods were as 
bold as they were vigorous; he struck 
hard, but he struck openly; if he be- 
lieved at all it was'with his whole great 
heart; his whole nature precluded sus- 
picion, and he despised cant, treachery 
and hypocricy. He was a loyal, cour- 
ageous friend; a hard, hard hater 

It would not be just, even in the gen- 
erous indulgence conceded to eulogy, to 
speak of John Arkins as a man without 
faults, but he had no mean faults, they 
were all on the generous and larger side 
of his nature, and, he never attempted 
their concealment. .Deception found no 
place in his character. He never  be- 
trayed a trust or a. friend, or were his 
hands stained with the fruit of dishonest 
gain. 

“He never sold the right to serve 
hour, 
Or paltered with eternal truth for power.” 

Individually, we shall miss John Arkins 
more than any other member of the Colo- 
rado press. Ours was a friendship un- 
disturbed by political differences or 
strained by personal allusions or pointed 
pleasantry. Our faults were twins, our 
inclinations parallel. They may have been 
sins, but our dead friend asked no man 
to apologize for him during life, and to 
that Just Arbiter his acts are submitted 
without appeal. Immortal, now, he rests 
with One who gives supreme value to all 
that is good in life, and, what is in- 
finitely more, “He doeth all things well.’”’ 
Glory to his memory! Peace to his ashes!

Brave, big-hearted, manly Colonel John 
Arkins, manager of The Rocky Mountain 
News, has answered the last roll call, 
and his remains now rest peacefully be- 
neath the earth of his beloved state. 

For fourteen years we have been inti- 
mately acquainted with Colonel John Ar- 
kins. His many acts of kindness, not 
only to the public at large, but to the 
rank and file of his own profession, made 
for him numerous warm friends. While 
the tombs of selfish and unscrupulous 
journalists shall remain neglected, John 
Arkins’ memory and last resting place 
will be kept green by grateful hearts and 
willing hands. 

Green grow the grass above thee 
Friend of our early days: 

None knew but to love thee, 
None knew thee but to praise, 

Colonel John Arkins by birth, educa- 
tion and travel, acquired a large compre- 
hension which took in the misfortunes of 
mankind, ignoring class, color, religion or 
nationality. His ideas were broad and 
healthy, and his advancement from a 
poor compositor to the manager of one of 
the greatest newspapers of the United 
States was rapid and wonderful. His 
reputation as a great journalist will live 
as long aS men read, and the history of 
Colorado will be indissolubly wedded to 
the fame of John Arkins, rendering his 
name as lasting ash umanity or time. 

“Lives of great men all remind us 
We can make our lives sublime, 

And, departing, leave behind us, 
Footprints on the sands of time.” 

The death of Colonel John Arkins brings 
to a close at its meridian a life devoted 
to a work of usefulness, every moment of 
which was a step of progress. It is true 
he had his faults—but where is the man 
who is faultless?—yet we believe that God 
will be kind and good to our dear friend 
and to the country he loved so well. 

Colorado’s list of journalists is not only 
shortened by the death of one of its 
brightest members, but the Grand Army 
of the Republic in the death of John 
Arkins lost a brave and worthy comrade 
and the Denver Typographical union a 
true and honest friend. 

Had John Arkins lived a few years 
longer he intended to write a book on the 
common soldiers who fought in the late 
war, but after a heroic struggle with the 
grim monster one of the bravest members 
of the union army has at last surren- 
dered. He now sleeps his last sleep and 
has fought his last battle until other 
sounds shall wake him to glory again. 

It was right and proper on last Tues- 
day afternoon, during the funeral ger- 
vices, to toll the bells, drape the flag and 
muffle drums. It is impossible to describe 
all that the valor of such men as Arking 
has done for human _ freedom. Even 
though all our great generals are dead, 
the spirit of American liberty will still 
walk abroad in the gardens of the world, 
Her hands will pluck the grapes of the 
South and warm the snow drifts of the 
North.

fied that there will be an election this fall. 
It was discovered Saturday afternoon that 
many of the registration books are filled 
and it was necessary to agree at once 
upon some plan by which the work of 
registration could be proceeded with. 

The commissioners were consulted and 
it was at first thought that the difficulty 
could be bridged over by pasting in addi- 
tional leaves. This was found, however, 
to be impractiable, aS Where the blank 
space was exhausted under one letter, 
another began, the page being written 
upon on both sides. An order was made 
for additional books. A great deal of the 
work of registration that has been done 
for the past few weeks is practically 
wasted, although the parties registering 
will not have to again make personal 
application at the clerk’s office. Z 

The names will all have to be copied 
into the new books and a force of clerks 
will be put at work transcribing as soon 
as the books can be secured. Twelve pre- 
cinct books must be copied at once. 

Since the law permitting women to vote 
went into effect, the total number of reg- 
istration has exceeded all calculation or 
expectation. ‘he registrars, who made the 
house to house canvass secured the names 
of about 15,000 women. When Soyith 
Denver was annexed to the city the roll 
was swelled by several thousand, and 
for some time, especially during the past 
week, the applicants for registration have 
overtaxed the facilities of the office, be- 
ing at the rate of nearly 500 per day. 

Up to date the number of names reg- 
istered aggregate 40,000. In the country 
districts there are, it is estimated, 10,000 
voters who registered under the old town- 
ship law. There will probably be 8,000 to 
10,000 futher registrations, before the time 
expires, which will be ten days before 
election. According to these figures the 
whole number of qualified electors will 


be about 60,000. Of this number, County 
Clerk Le Bert thinks, from the experience 
of past elections, 80 per cent will vote. 

Should this estimate prove correct, there 
will be cast this fall in Arapahoe county, 
48,000 votes, more than double the mumber 
ever before polled. Last fall broke the 
record when 22,428 votes were cast. 

It is possible also that the Commission- 
ers will be obliged to entirely rearrange 
the precincts of the city The law provides 
there shall not be to exceed 250 votes in 
any precinct, and there are faw, as the 
registration now stands, where this figure 
is not exceeded by double that number. 


BLUE BLAZES. 


Senator Wolecott’s Oil Upon the 
Troubled Waters Catches Fire and 
There Is a Merry Old Time Once 
More in the Relic of the G. O. P. 


The oil Senator Wolcott poured on the 
troubled waters of the g. o. p. in Arapahoe 
county, has taken fire and blue blazes 
have again sprung up that threaten to 
annihilate some of the seven factions that 
have been engaged in a death struggle 
for control. There is a magic hand some- 
where behind the curtain that occas- 
ionally throws into the cauldron a fenny 
snake or a blind-worm sting for a charm 
of powerful trouble. The pot will continue 
to boil until the curtain is withdrawn and 
the g. o. p. will be able to judge between 
the true and the false. This will be 
about convention time. 

Candidates for nomination on the Re- 
publican ticket are increasing in num- 
bers daily. Jim Brown’s chances for dis- 
trict judge are getting better and Le 
Fevre’s and Palmer’s worse. T. B. Stuart 
is said to be a sure winner. O. B. Lid- 
dell is forging to the front with strong 
backing and B. M. Malone is the league 
candidate. Allen is friendly with all the 
crowds, and Bentley, Burns and Graham 
will have to fight their way through the 
convention. The fact is there is to be a 
pretty little fight for the district judge- 
ships as the boys say they must have 
some new blood on the bench. Many 
lawyers and business men say there is 
no hope of having a new clerk of the 
court with candidates that are pledged 
to Matt Adams. Some of them think 
Adams more judge ‘than clerk. H. S. 
Vaughn appears to be in the nine hole. 
He went over to the McMurray side of the 
board of supervisors lasx winter under 
promises of nomination by the tramway 
faction. But the boys don’t think a good 
judge can be made out of a poor super- 
visor. Flodo D. Morse is not In it, and is 
preparing to retire to private life, to dwell 
among the kickers. Palmer about killed 
himself off in appointing 115 committee- 
women of the tramway faction and using 
all his influence to have them con- | 
firmed by the committee. The tramway 
crowd have a full slate for the bench, 
and intend to run it through. 

Judge Elliott is hardly in the fight any 
longer, though he thinks he will have one- 
half of the Arapahoe delegation and the 
balance of the state.

The tramway candidates for the legis- 
lature looked a little sick the day after 
the committee met, but they have been 
revived and are again at work regard- 
less of whether they be acceptable to 
Wolcott or not. The ‘business mens’ 
league is having frequent caucuses and 
it is evident that prior to each meeting 
there is a little coterie if its members, 
who want to map out just what shall 
and what shall not be done. At such a 
meeting last week it was decided that 
only Bonynge and Heisler of the Ninth 
general assembly should be renominated. 
Colonel Evans still has control of the 
managers of the business mens’ league 
and is turning it to great advantage since 
his defeat in the central committee. 

Everybody thought that the Hvans-Ste- 
vey-Palmer-Eddy crowd were knocked 
out by the vote of 120 to 30 on the Pea- 
vey committee question and their being 
routed on every other test, but they went 
into conference that night and sent for 
some of the supporters of the old citi- 
zens’ movement. These heavy recruits 
gave them new life. Why, it became plain 
that with the business men’s league, 
the support of the two daily Republican 
papers and the thorough earnestness and 
Sympathy of tha women’s clubs they 
could carry ‘three-fourths of the precincts 
for their kind of people in the primaries. 
There are enough women registered to 
carry the primaries and we'll make a red 
hot fight for justice to the woman voter. 
“Now,” said the speaker, “we have a 
cause and an issue, and if we don’t win 
we'll rip up the whole Republican 
party, and let them have Waite for an- 
other two years. We'll take in Charley 
Hartzell and have him pull Wolcott to 
help him get the nomination for con- 
gress, as Hartzell is a hold over senator. 
We'll make Wolcott come over to our 
side and the ward heelers won't be in it.

| Case it has a mission to perform, and this 


mission must be to redress public wrongs 
and institute serious public reforms, It 
must move by acceptable methods and ap- 
point acceptable agents for the work—else 
the people will not sustain it. 

American communities are essentially 
law-abiding and law-respecting. They ab- 
hor unlawful means for any purpose. 
Upon rare occasions good citizens have 
united outside of the law and redressed 
offences against communities by inflicting 
lawless penalties. But in nearly all such 
cases the execution of the law has been 
feeble and the extraordinary remedies 
have been adopted to supplement the in- 
efficiency of the law’s true agents. 

When citizens have united to punish 
others outside of the law it has been to 
maintain the right of person and property. 
Some woman has been outraged, horses 
or stock have been stolen, a country bank 
has been broken into and the cashier 
wounded; it may be as in the Tennessee 
case reported in yesterday’s paper, a band 
of incendiaries have been organized and 
by midnight burnings have destroyed the 
property of members of a community. 
Thus law, and community lawlessness are 
invoked at times to protect property and 
person intact from 

Every citizen with a property hold- 


injury. 


ing of any kind is in sympa- 
thy with this idea of property 
protection. The small farmer with his 


truck patch of forty acres, the dairyman 
with his herd of a dozen cows, the wood- 
worker with his chest of tools, the sec- 
tion hand with his dug-out by the rail- 
road tracks, the wage-earner of every 
grade fortunate enough to own a cabin 
or cottage in which to house his wife and 
children, are all earnest advocates of the 
sanctity of property to the use of the 
owner, and they stand ready, if necessary, 
to slay any person found invading their 
right of unqualified posession. A man’s 
house is his castle, says the law, and he 
who invades it, though it is the humblest 
cabin in the land, does go at the peril of 
his life. 

Any political party that stands for im- 
pairing the accepted rights of the owner 
of property to its undisturbed use and pos- 
session cannot survive long in this coun- 
try. It makes no difference what that 
property is—whether a shop, a ranch, a 
mill, a horse, a mine or a railway; or 
whether it is owned by an individual, a 
company or a corporation. The safety of 
all demands that the rights of each— 
however great or small—shall be main- 
tained with equal force and determina- 
tion. These are the necessities of the 
present social economic systems, 
When they shall be changed by common 
consent, or by engrafting otherwise the 
will of a majority into the fundamental 
law; if the Bellamy plan, or Plato’s or 
Moore’s Ideal Republics, or the system 
of the communist, or the destruction of 
all system, as contemplated by the vis- 
jonary not the sanguinary, anarchist, 
shall by natural development or unnat- 
ural retrogression supplant our present 
system, then, perhaps, the universal mind 
will entertain other views of the rights 
of property; but no one alive to-day will 
live long enough to witness so momen- 
tous a revolution.

All of this may seem a long road by 
which to reach the point to be enforced, 
But it leads naturally and directly to 
the threatened renomination of Governor 
Waite by the People’s party. For if he 
shall be nominated the party will, by 
that act, take ground against the right 
of the owner of property to its posses- 
sion, and stand holding the doctrine that 
any person may, because he is a work- 
man, upon a difference with his em-

owners were excluded from their use and 
their legal right to work them. When 
the owners invoked the ald of the sheriff 
to restore their property to them, the 
miners gathered in force to defeat the 
attempt. The sheriff's instruments were, 
most of them, disreputable; he enlisted 
hundreds of men who were !mpelleq by 
malice against the miners and who were 
themselves inveterate law-breakers, to 
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It is to use all the force of the 
state, if it becomes necessary, to maintain

the supremacy of the laws. 
observing this most sacred duty, he made 


himself the champion of the striking 
miners—not simply their apologist, but 
their active abettor in their unlawful 


course. When he was called upon to en- 
force the law he in effect replied: ‘I will 
do this only on conditions. Unless you 
concede to the miners the whole or part 
of their demands, the military arm of the 
state shall not be used either in aid of the 
civil authorities or to protect you in your 
rights of property. Let the battle be- 
tween the miners and the deputies be 
waged; let the hills surrounding Cripple 
Creek be crimsoned with the blood of the 
combatants; let buildings be burned and 
Shafts be blown up, the strong arm of 
the state, be lifted by 
at 
The mine-owners, more solicitous for the 
public peace than he, 
stored to them the property which was 
theirs, submitted to his terms—because he 
was the governor of the state, and de- 
clined otherwise to the duty 
that had been most imposed 
upon him by the oath he took in the pres- 
ence of the state and before he could as- 
sume a single one of the powers and 
duties of the position.

His apologists say, he secured peace at 
Cripple Creek without serious bloodshed. 
Peace without further bloodshed was se- 
cured at Cripple Creek because the mine- 
owners who urged him in person to do 
his duty by the state, accepted his alterna- 
tive of yielding to the demands of the 
miners rather than risk the destruction of 
their property and the sacrifice of hun- 
dreds of lives in the sanguinary battle that 
must have followed their refusal. 

In an open letter lately published, Gover- 
nor Waite, speaking of the Cripple Creek 
tragedy, boasts that it was the only in- 
stance in which, in all the history of the 
country, an executive had used the troops 
of the state in behalf of the rights of 
labor. What did he mean? That he had 
used the troops, not to prevent the blow- 
ing up of mines, not to prevent assaults 
upon workmen, who wished to earn a 
livelihood without the pale of a union, 
not to restore property that had been un- 
lawfully seized and held, to its rightful 
owners, but to aid those who were engaged 
in violating the law, and who did not con- 
tend that they had any lawful right to 
do what they attempted. 

The News talks plainly about this mo- 
mentous matter to organized labor, as well 
as to the Populist convention. They must 
see that they canmot afford to force an 
issue such as this into the coming can- 
vass. Upon that issue alone organized 
labor will meet an overwhelming defeat. 
What is the issue that will be presented? 
Whether or not the governor of Colorado 
—whose sworn duty it is, when he acts, to

But the chief gain is not the tariff 
itself so much as the settlement of the 
question. For two years, since the elec- 
tion of Cleveland on a revenue tariff plat- 
form and a protection circular—yide Sen- 
ator Gorman’s speech—trade and manu- 
facturing have been forced to the hand- 
to-mouth basis. Silver and the tariff 
were being debated in congress, but no 
one could guess what the outcome would 
be. The repeal of the Sherman act, when 
the trade of 1893 was practically over, 
took one mooted question out of the way 
for the time being, and the gold basis of 
values was temporarily established with 
the immense losses that followed in its 
train. But the tariff lingered, and even 
to this moment very many of its details 
are in doubt. The general trend, how- 
ever, is recognized in the resumption of 
enterprise and work by capital and labor, 
in the increase of loans to merchants and 
the decrease in the stocks of idle money 
held by the banks. 

The gold scare at the treasury is about 
over. The sacred reserve, which has been 
held to typify the credit of the country, 
is gradually increasing as prosperity in-~ 
creases, and as the movement of the crops 
calls for silver and small bills. The banks 
at the big centers are long on gold. Those 
of New York, according to last week’s re- 
port, contain over $80,000,000. In Illinois 
the banks hold $26,000,000, in Pennsyl- 
vania $21,000,000 and in Massachusetts 
over $12,000,000. Part of this must go 
to the treasury for silver and small bills, 
and in this manner the department will 
escape the issue of gold bonds. 

Colorado, as President Jeffery of the 
Denver and Rio Grande well says, is ex- 
ceptionally fortunate... We have great 
crops of alfalfa, wheat and potatoes. The 
alfalfa and wheat will be mixed for feed- 
ing on a large scale, and as our own peo- 
ple have not fully appreciated the ad- 
vantages of this form of winter work in 
an out-door climate, the Chicago packers 
have stepped in to show us how it should 
be done.

mission must be to redress public wrongs 
and institute serious public reforms, It 
must move by acceptable methods and ap- 
point acceptable agents for the work—else 
the people will not sustain it. 

American communities are essentially 
law-abiding and law-respecting. They ab- 
hor unlawful means for any purpose. 
Upon rare occasions good citizens have 
united outside of the law and redressed 
offences against communities by inflicting 
lawless penalties. But in nearly all such 
cases the execution of the law has been 
feeble and the extraordinary remedies 
have been adopted to supplement the in- 
efficiency of the law’s true agents, 

When citizens have united to punish 
others outside of the law it has been to 
maintain the right of person and property. 
Some woman has been outraged, horses 
or stock have been stolen, a country bank 
has been broken into and the cashier 
wounded; it may be as in the Tennessee 
case reported in yesterday’s paper, a band 
of incendiaries have been organized and 
by midnight burnings have destroyed the 
property of members of a community. 
Thus law, and community lawlessness are 
invoked at times to protect property and 
person intact from injury. 


Every citizen with a property hold- 


ing of any kind is in sympa- 
thy with this idea of property 
protection. The small farmer with his 


truck patch of forty acres, the dairyman 
with his herd of a dozen cows, the wood- 
worker with his chest of tools, the sec- 
tion hand with his dug-out by the rail- 
road tracks, the wage-earner of every 
grade fortunate enough to own a cabin 
or cottage in which to house his wife and 
children, are all earnest advocates of the 
sanctity of property to the use of the 
owner, and they stand ready, if necessary, 
to slay any person found invading their 
right of unqualified posession. A man’s 
house is his castle, says the law, and he 
who invades it, though it is the humblest 
cabin in the land, does so at the peril of 
his life. 

Any political party that stands for im- 
pairing the accepted rights of the owner 
of property to its undisturbed use and pos- 
Session cannot survive long in this coun- 
try. It makes no difference what that 
property is—whether a shop, a ranch, a 
mill, a horse, a mine or a railway; or 
whether it is owned by an individual, a 
company or a corporation. The safety of 
all demands that the rights of each— 
however great or small—shall be main- 
tained with equal force and determina- 
tion. These are the necessities of the 
present social systems. 
When they shall be changed by common 
consent, or by engrafting otherwise the 
will of a majority into the fundamental 
law; if the Bellamy plan, or Plato’s or 
Moore’s Ideal Republics, or the system 
of the communist, or the destruction of 
all system, as contemplated by the vis- 
jonary not the sanguinary, anarchist, 
shall by natural development or unnat- 
ural retrogression supplant our present 


and economic 


system, then, perhaps, the universal mind 
will entertain other views of the rights 
of property; but no one alive to-day will 
live long enough to witness so momen- 
tous a revolution, 

All of this may seem a long road by 
which to reach the point to be enforced.

RENEWED AOTIVITY, 

The advance of about 5 per cent which 
occurred in the market for bar silver 
during the past ten days seems to have 
carried other things with it. Grain anda 
provisions range safely higher, hoarded 
money is going into use in London ana 
in the Hast, while the new tariff, in spite 
of the foolish pop-gun bills, is accepted 
by trade as a settlement of that question 
for at least four years. Precisely what 
effect this tariff will have upon different 
branches of trade it will take some time 
to find out. Ior instance, we find by re- 
cent telegrams that 100,000 Mexican cat- 
tle, of the feeder class, are about to move 
in from Mexico. If this feature of the 
tariff was discussed in congress no one 


steel. One of our state papers—the Colo- 
rado Springs Gazette—lays the New Eng- 
land cotton mill sthilce at the door of the 
new tariff. But this can hardly be true, 
seeing that the cotton goods schedule in 
that enactment wd4s dictated by Senator 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, who described 
it on the floor of the senate in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“This schedule, which was prepared by 
a number of manufacturers of Fall River 
so far as the price of cloth is concerned, 
is perhaps the mpst scientific schedule 
which has ever been prepared upon the 
subject,” and he added that, because of 
it, ‘‘the committee deserves the thanks 
or the cotton manufacturers of the coun- 
ry. 

But the chief gain is not the tariff 
itself so much as the settlement of the 
question. For two years, since the elec- 
tion of Cleveland on a revenue tariff plat- 
form and a protection circular—vide Sen- 
ator Gorman’s speech—trade and manu- 
facturing have been forced to the hand- 
to-mouth basis, Silver and the tariff 
were being debated in congress, but no 
one could guess what the outcome would 
be. The repeal of the Sherman act, when 
the trade of 1893 was practically over, 
took one mooted question out of the way 
for the time being, and the gold basis of 
values was temporarily established with 
the immense losses that followed in its 
train. But the tariff lingered, and even 
to this moment very many of its details 
are in doubt. The general trend, how- 
ever, is recognized in the resumption of 
enterprise and work by capital and labor, 
in the increase of loans to merchants and 
the decrease in the stocks of idle money 
held by the banks. 

The gold scare at the treasury is about 
over, The sacred reserve, which has been 
held to typify the credit of the country, 
is gradually increasing as prosperity in- 
creases, and as the movement of the crops 
calls for silver and small bills. The banks 
at the big centers are long on gold. Those 
of New York, according to last week’s re- 
port, contain over $80,000,000. In Illinois 
the banks hold $26,000,000, in Pennsyl- 
vania $21,000,000 and in Massachusetts 
over $12,000,000. Part of this must go 
to the treasury for silyer and small bills, 
and in this manner the department will 
escape the issue of gold bonds. 

Colorado, as President Jeffery of the 
Denver and Rio Grande well says, is ex- 
eeptionally fortunate... We have great 
crops of alfalfa, wheat and potatoes, The 
alfalfa and wheat will be mixed for feed- 
ing on a large scale, and as our own peo- 
ple have not fully appreciated the ad- 
vantages of this form of winter work in 
an out-door climate, the Chicago packers 
have stepped in to show us how it should 
be done. In mining, the last four months 
of the year will be the best. The advance 
in silver seems fixed for some time, while 
the output of gold is increased daily by 
new discoveries, lower transportation 
rates and more effective ore treatment. 
The commercial reviews and the clear- 
ing house returns for,the past week are 
favorable in tone. But trade is not yet 
steady on its legs—it is confident one day 
and rather weak the next, asking itself 
if confidence has returned for a season 
or only to take lunch. London, which 
gives Wall street the cue, has resumed 
buying, and is inclined to the opinion 
that the cause of the Baring embarrass- 
ment, South America, will be the first to 
recover. The gold premium has fallen in 
the Argentine republic in spite of the 
low prices at which that debtor nation 
has been obliged to part with its wheat, 
wool and hides to meet gold interest in 
London.

He begins by allowing & 
very young rattler to bite him, then an 
older one, and he believes that he will 
not suffer much if, at last, the most ven- 
omous of old rattlers is allowed to un- 
load its poison into his veins. his 
demonstration is conclusive, if he does 
not die in great agony, as his friends ex- 
pect, the practical result will be inocula- 
tion against snake bites as against small 
pox. Those who submit to the opera- 
tion will be able to go with impunity 
wherever snakes abound. The experiments 
seem to be rash, especially since it is 
possible to make tests almost aS  con- 
clusive on such of the lower animals as 
are known to be susceptible to the poison 
of snakes; but they are important if there 
is any reason to believe the theory is 
sound. In the mountainous sections of 
the South, and to some degree of the 
North, life is made insecure and miserable 
by the multitudinous snakes. In Hast 
Tennessee and Kentucky, in Southern 
Virginia and in North Carolina, snakes 
invade the huts and houses and have a 
predilection for lofts and garrets. They 
conceal themselves in beds and about 
the fireplaces. Only the utmost vigilance 
prevents frequent deaths from snake 
bites. Fortunately, snakes are timid and 
not aggressive or disposed to strike un- 
less they are cornered or assaulted. The 
constant danger, however, destroys a 
good deal of the pleasure of living. It 
is not known on what ground Dr. Beyer 
assumes that the system can become habi- 
tuated to the poison of rattlers and other 
snakes. That his faith is absolute, is 
shown by the fearlessness with which he 
allows himself to we struck.

tained the first water-right always has the 
call for all the water he requires—not for 
all his license calls for—but for ail he 
needs to keep his crop in cultivation. The 
only way a corporation can get into the 
courts is to neglect to keep its ditch in 
repair. Then the judge is empoweral to 
deal out punishment summarily. In se- 
curing the right of way, the act prov-des 
for an arbitrator as does all our railway 
acts. There arbitration takes into consider- 


ation the valuation of the land before the , 


ditch was put in and the value after and 
in this way arrive at the damage done. 

“The act also specifies what is the duty 
of water laws preventing its waste and 
it also regulates the charges for water, 
which the companies impose. The £0Vv- 
ernment has a clause in the act providing 
for the expropriation of these ditches at 
any time it may see fit to place them 
under government control, capital is_ of 
course, protected by other clauses. The 
companies are allowed to bond their en- 
terprises for double the amount of their 
capital or subscribed stock and with the 
proceeds extend their ditches and laterials 
or buy arid lands, i P 

“Three years ago there was not an ir- 
rigation enterprise of any magnitude in 
Canada. This year we have about thirty 
ditches and over 25,000 acres of land un- 
der irrigation. Our arid land region ex-~ 
tends from longitude 102 degrees north- 
west until you strike latitude 51.30 and 
west to longitude 113, and southwest to 
the Rocky mountains. We get our water 
from the South Laskatchewan river and 
its tributaries. You see from the above 
what an extensive area of arid country we 
have. It covers 400 miles east and west, 
and 170 miles north and south, making a 
section of country of 68,000 square miles 
er 42,000,000 acres. 

“We have no conflict in Canada be- 
tween parties who own the land and 
parties who own the water, for with us 
the government controls both. The act 
I have spoken of also provides for an an- 
nual sworn statement from each of the 
companies giving among other things the 
amount of money expended on construc- 
tion and repairs; amount received from 
share-holders, and amount received for 
water and from other sources; amount 
of dividends declared and paid; number of 
acres irrigable and number actually irri- 
gated; names of officers and engineers; 
and for such other information as the 
governor-in-council may ask for. This is 
all done to protect the individuals, who 
are benefited by these ditches and to pre- 
, vent over-charging. 


MEXICO’S REPRESENTATIVE, 


Don J. Ramon de Ybarrola, an En- 
fineer of Wide Reputation, Here 
as an Official Representative—An\ 
Interesting Chat. 

Don J. Ramon de Ybarrola of the City 
of Mexico was one of the most promiuent 


arrivals yesterday. He is the chief engi- 
neer of Mexico and a man of national 
reputation in the republic. He comes to 
the Irrigation congress as the representa- 
tive of the government and was so ap- 
pointed by request of Secretary Gresham. 
In a like capacity he was a deegale to 
the Los Angeles congress. 

“Trrigation is a question of national im- 
portance in Mexico,’”’ he stated last even- 
ing, “but the works are entirely under 
private control. The land estates are so 


large in Mexico that a private individual 
can expend $500,000 on a dam and ‘here 
are no such thing as ditch companies. 
The canals and reservoirs are of vast 
proportions and far in advance of any- 
thing of the kind in the United States. 
They are constructed under government 
jurisdiction and in a most substantial 
manner. The floodgates and gears are 
made of the best steel and bronze and 
meade to last forever. When once com- 
pleted the government relimquishes con- 
trol, but governs the use of the water. 
Rivers passing along the borders of two 
states are entirely under federal ontrol 
and the first users have the prior right. 
No one is allowed to take water lecause 
he is enabled by position to do so, 

“In regard to the waters of tle Rio 
Grande there is some complaint in Mexi- 
co, aS you people in Colorado take all 
the water, and when the stream reaches 
El Paso is nearly dry. There is an ex- 
isting treaty between the United States 
and Mexico which provides against this, 
but it is not observed.” 

Don J. Ramon de Ybarrola is engneer in 
charge of the great tunnel which § being 
eonstructed to drain the valley it which 
the City of Mexico is situated. This: tun- 
nel is twelve miles long and fiffsen geet 
in diameter. It is one of the great engi- 
neering feats of the world. <. 


FAVORS CESSION. 


Ex-Governor Prince of New fexico 
Out for Cession of Goverment 
Lands to the States—His Vievs on 
Other Irrigation Issues. 


Ex-Governor Bradford L. Prince € New 
Mexico is a delegate fron: that teritory. 
He said last evening: 

“The people in New Mexico are ir favor 
of the cession of the government lands 
to the states and territories with ertain 
limitations. I believe that the govenment 
should hold the title to the land util the 
promised improvements ure mad and 
provisions should be made to kep the 
land from being fritteread away ad out 
of the hands of speculators. The ize of 
the tracts owned by one man shald be 
limited. The state swamp landsin the 
South were gobbled up by speculates and 
big corporations, and the state reeived 
but little in return. 

“All through the arid regions th great 
question is water storage. The atural 
fiow is not sufficient to meet the dmand, 
New Mexico also wants some prvision 
in regard to the adjacent lands, tb high 
land bordering along the territory beefited 
by irrigation ditches. This land if prac- 
tically useless. If it is cut off and mae use- 
less even for grazing purposes, puraasers 
of the land under the ditch should pimade 
to take this also. In regard to the wision 
of the water, I believe that that shald be 
under a government commission an fed- 
eral control. The practice is now ir the 
man up the stream to take everythig.”

from hot winds, t as the grass egan 
to take root agah the temperatur be- 
came more agrefble and crops Were

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 2.-The Kansas 
delegation to the national irrigation con- 
gress, which opens at Denver to-morrow, 
left to-day. The delegates are Judge J. 
S. Emery, Lawrence; D. M. Frost, Gar- 
den City; HE. E. Moses, Great Bend; E. 
B. Cowgill, Kansas Farmer; J. E. 
Frost, Topeka; W. B. Sutton, Russell; 
Prot. Robert Hay, Junction City; G. H. 
Failyer, Manhattan; F. D. Smith, Kins- 
ley; T. E. Dewey, Abilene; Mayor Gluck, 
Dodge City; Tully Scott, Oberlin; Eugene 
Tilleux, Tribune; L. M. Pickering, Ama- 
zon, and P. S. Creager, Topeka. These 
delegates were accompanied by the fol- 
lowing members of the Kansas state ir- 
rigation commission: Judge J. W. Greg- 
ory, Garden City, president; V. H. Grim- 
stead, Dighton; L. Baldwin, Great Bend; 
A. 'B. Montgomery, Goodland, and F. D. 
Coburn, Topeka, secretary. 

In discussing the question as to wheth- 
er irrigation pays, Secretary Coburn of 
the Kansas irrigation commission, said: 
“The average value of products of irri- 
gated lands ranged from $8.25 per acre in 
Wyoming to $19 per acre in California, 
making a general average throughout of 
$14.89. They also produced statistics to 
show that the average first cost of bring- 
ing water to the lands was $8.15 per acre, 
the value of the water rights thereafter 
becoming $26 per acre; that the annual 
expenditure for maintenane varied from 
10 cents to over $5 per acre with an aver- 
age of $1.07; that the first cost of the 
systems was about $30,000,000, with an 
estimated value of $100,000,000, and that 
the value of the irrigated lands had in- 
ereased from $80,000,000 to $800,000,000."" 

The members of the Kansas irrigation 
commission have formulated a genera] re- 
port, which will be presented to the con- 
gress, in which they give careful and ear- 
nest attention to the subject of the re- 
clamation of the arid lands in Kansas. 
In this report are set forth all the impor- 
tant facts, touching the subject in gen- 
eral. They treat of the necessity of fed- 
eral control of the inter-state water sup- 
ply and the mountain catchment areas, 
reservoir sites and forest reservations; of 
the establishment of systems of storage 
and conservation of surface waters; of 
the speedy recovery ou. subterranean wa- 
ters by artesian wells and the other forms 
and appliances; of the radical decrease of 
the amount of land for homesteads to the 
maximum of forty acres; of the reserva- 
tion from settlement of all lands which 
cannot be irrigated; of the creation by 
congress of a federal irrigation commis- 
sion or court with authority over inter- 
state questions and interests; of the im- 
portance of the Nicaragua and Hennepin 
canals and other means of freer inter- 
communication regarding the Gulf, the 
great lakes and the Atlantic coast; of the 


speedy restoration of silver; of the waste, 


of time, money and energies in local, dis- 
jointed, inharmouious, unsystematic at- 
tempts at the work of irrigation develop- 
ment. 


WHAWM’S DEFENSE. 


He Characterizes His Court as Offi- 
cial Persecution—His Side of the 
Story—The Charges Which Have 
Been Preferred Against Him, 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. ¥.—Major J. W. 
Wham, paymaster, U. S. A., who is to be 
tried by military court at Vancouver bar- 
racks September 11, said to-day in refer- 
ence to his trial: 

“I have much to tell the court of official 
persecution commencing immediately af- 
ter ‘I did excellently well,’ as expressed 
by the secretary of war in defense of my 
treasure box against the assaults of at 
least twice the number of my escort, un- 
til every soldier who remained with me 
but one was wounded, and my old com- 
radées of General Grant's old regiment had 
the temerity and audacity to state my 
record as made in thirteen battles and 
nearly five years’ service during the re- 
bellion, and to ask my appointment as 
paymaster-general. A soldier with a fight- 
ing record is made to feel so lonesome in 
the pay department, which is composed, 
particularly near the head of the list, of 
men who, in the languaye of my old com- 
rades, ‘did their fighting in safe and com- 
fortable offices, far removed from the 
sound of battle,’ 

“Of course I feel deeply humiliated by 
this injustice, but I could not help it any 
more than I could the orders for my trial 
on false charges soon after the robbery 
in Arizona, and of which I was acauitted 
without the introduction of a particle of 
testimony in my defense. 

“In my judgment, the result of the forth- 
coming trial will be eactly similar. The 
second leave of absence ever obtained by 
me in a period of thirty years’ service 
was revoked after having been granted by 
a board of officers convened to determine 
whether it should be granted or not, and 
I was ordered back to my station, there 
to be held for three months subject to a 
secret espionage to determine my sanity, 
but Dr. Bryne, the medical director, hav- 
ing, I presume, grown thoroughly indig- 
nant at the humiliating duty thus unlaw- 
fully imposed upon him, tried to terminate 
the unlawful, cruel and unjust action of 
the assistant secretary of war, Grant, 
by at once reporting on my return to my 
station that there was nothing whatever 
the matter. 

“As to the charge that I am in debt, I 
will say yes; and I am just about as much 
responsible for it as I would be for the 
accidental killing of my mother; it having 
occurred through the unprecedented floods 
in Arizona in 1891." 

Major Wham was appointed paymaster 
by President Grant, in whose regiment 
he served. The charges against Major 
Wham are many and cover a long series 
of years.

MEXICO’S REPRESENTATIVE. 


Don J. Ramon de Ybarrola, an En- 
@Zineer of Wide Reputation, Here 
as an Official Representative—An\ 
Interesting Chat. 


Don J. Ramon de Ybarrola of the City 
of Mexico was one of the most promivent 
arrivals yesterday. He is the chief engi- 
neer of Mexico and a man of national 
reputation in the republic. He comes to 
the Irrigation congress as the represéiita- 
tive of the government and was so 4p- 
pointed by request of Secretary Gresiam. 
In a like capacity he was a deegale to 
the Los Angeles congress. ¥ 

“Trrigation is a question of national im- 
portance in Mexico,”’ he stated last éven- 
ing, “but the works are entirely uwder 
private control. The land estates are so 
large in Mexico that a private individual 
can expend $500,000 on a dam and ‘ere 
are no such thing as ditch compalles, 
The canals and reservoirs are of Vast 
proportions and far in advance of 4uy- 
thing of the kind in the United States, 
They are constructed under government 
jurisdiction and in a most subststial 
manner. The floodgates and gears are 
made of the best steel and bronze and 
made to last forever. When once COM- 
pleted the government relimquishes Con- 
trol, but governs the use of the water.

Secretary Alles on the Outlook. 

“At the last congress,’ said Secretary 
Alles of the executive committee, ‘‘what 
is known as the national committee was 
organized by the appointment of one man 
from each state, wno in turn appointed 
four more from his state to act with him 
and suggest laws demanded by these 
sections. Heretofore we had to contend 
in our congresses with many individuals 
who had theories to advance which were 
not applicable in all the states. To-mor- 
row the committee on resolutions, which 
is in reality the heart of the convention, 
will receive these reports of national 
committeemen and amalgamate them into 
@ recommendation for legislation which 
will aim to benefit all arid lands. 

‘In California we have what is known 
as the Wright act, which, I think, will 


be endorsed in its main points by the 
congress, It provides for the formation 


of water districts by the farmers bonding 
their land and with the proceeds of the 
sale of these bonds, bringing the water 
to the land, or buying it from some ditch 


company. The constitutionality of the act 
is being tested and is now before the 
United States supreme court. It has 


been carried through district courts, our 
supreme court and the United States 
district court, all of which have declared 
it constitutional. 

“The Carey bill, which, when modified, 
provided fer the cession of arid lands 
to the states for the purposes of im- 
provement, will be accepted, I think, as 
a compromise measure. The states will 
take this million acres of land, bond it 
at its increased value, irrigate it and 
make the land worth from $10 to $20 an 
acre. it is not called on to spend any 
money on it, the revenue from the sale 
of bonds covering all expenses. Millions 
of 2cres will in this way be reclaimed 
and I do not think it will be, as the antl- 
eessionists claim, gobbled up by corpora-

e Dominion Sends Two Delegafes 

the Congress—Delegate Pearce 
Tells of the Canadian Irrigation 
Law Which Is Commended. 


The Dominion of Canada sends two dis- 
tinguished gentlemen to the congress, both 
of whom are connected with the Dominion 
interior department, under the minister of 
the interior, Hon. T. M. Daly. One is J. 
S. Dennis of Ottawa, who is chief inspec- 
tor of surveys and irrigation. He is a 
young Englishman of recognized ability. 
His companion is Mr. William Pearce, 
Canada’s superintendent of mines, who 
fs located at Calgary, the center of a mag- 
nificent country in the northwest terri- 
tory on the line of the Canadian Pacific 
Be eaten in Canada is not as old as 
the national congress, which we are here 
to attend,”’ said Mr. Pearce, but we have 
had an irrigation act passed through our 
house of cammons and senate which is 
at once the pride and admiration of our 
own country, as well as others. I will 
try and explain what this act is. 

“The initlatory move for a man or cor- 
poration to make is to take out a license 
to make a survey, which is filed with the 
{nterior department, and advertised in the 
sections affected to enable any who wish 
to contest it. This survey and plans 
show where the water is taken from and 
where applied with all traces of ditches 
and laterals. After a certain time the ap- 
plication comes up before the governor-in- 
council, and is approved or disapproved. 
If there are no serious objections the sur- 
vey is approved and the act stipulates 
that work must be commenced in two 
months, providing, of course, that the sea- 
gon is favorable, A time limit for comple- 
tion of the work is also made. A provis- 
fon is made for disputes arising between 
parties claiming that they are not getting 
enough rails. An officer appointed by the 
minister of the interior is empowered to 
settle all disputes and his decision is

Ex-Governor Bradford L. Prince € New 
Mexico is a delegate from that teritory. 
He said last evening: ; 

“The people in New Mexico are ir favor 
of the cession of the government lands 
to the states and territories with ertain 
limitations. I believe that the govenment 
should hold the title to the land util the 
promised improvements ure mad and 
provisions should be made to kep the 
land from being frittered away ad out 
of the hands of speculators. The fize of 
the tracts owned by one man shaid be 
limited. The state swamp landsin the 
South were gobbled up by speculates and 
big corporations, and the state received 
but little in return. 

“All through the arid regions th great 
question is water storage. The atural 
flow is not sufficient to meet the dmand. 
New Mexico also wants some ppvision 
in regard to the adjacent lands, th high 
land bordering along the territory baefited 
by irrigation ditches. This land it prac- 
tically useless. If it is cut off and mae use- 
less even for grazing purposes, puraasers 
of the land under the ditch should bimade 
to take this also, In regard to the wision 
of the water, I believe that that shald be 
under a government commission ar fed- 
eral control. The practice is now ir the 
man up the stream to take everythig.”

They Will Be of the Past 
Judge J. W. Gregory of Kansas 5 one 
of the wide awake Western men yhose 
eyes are open when he travels though 
the country and whose  observtions 
would make a volume as big as WeSter’s 
dictionary. The visitor is remarkab! well 
informed on every phase of the Tiga- 
tion question. Last night he advated a 
theory concerning the hot winds vhich 
satisfied every listener that heknew 
what he was talking about. The jdge’s 
idea is that the staked plain of Jexas 
and the Panhandle has nothing { do 
with hot winds, and the winds yould 
blow just as hot eve though the creary 
waste of sand were changed into asmil- 

ing orchard. 

“T have seen the héttest wind I ew ex- 
perienced,’”’ said the irrigationist, ii ans- 
wer to an inquiry, ‘‘turned into : de- 
lightful breeze by a forty-acre path of 
alfalfa. The hot vind is manufatured 
right where it is fat and not in tp far 
away desert of Texas. Ten or velve 
Myears ago great fires swept over the 
prairies of Western Kansas. Millias of 
acr were burned over and the jaked 
earth for miles in all directions ralated 
the heat until the earth appeared anost 
like the top of a sheet iron stove. For 
several years the firmers suffered peatly 
from hot winds, hit as the grass egan 
to take root agah the temperatur be- 
came more agre@ble and crops were 
able to mature. [he hot wind is cused 
by a bare surfac: being exposed { the 
rays of the summer sun, and expedence 
has shown that aj the earth is cult'ated 
the climate ha changed. Whdever 
Western Kansas is occupied and *ulti- 
vated the hot wilds will have praccally 
disappeared.”

“The average value of products of irri- 
gated lands ranged from $8.25 per acre in 
Wyoming to $19 per acre in California, 
making a general average throughout of 
$14.89. They also produced statistics to 
show that the average first cost of bring- 
ing water to the lands was $8.15 per acre, 
the value of the water rights thereafter 
becoming $26 per acre; that the annual 
expenditure for maintenane varied from 
10 cents to over $5 per acre with an aver- 
age of $1.07; that the first cost of the 
systems was about $30,000,000, with an 
estimated value of $100,000,000, and that 
the value of the irrigated lands had in- 
creased from $80,000,000 to $300, 000,000.”" 

The members of the Kansas irrigation 
commission have formulated a general re- 
port, which will be presented to the con- 
gress, in which they give careful and ear- 
nest attention to the subject of the re- 
clamation of the arid lands in Kansas. 
In this report are set forth all the impor- 
tant facts, touching the subject in gen- 
eral. They treat of the necessity of fed- 
eral control of the inter-state water sup- 
ply and the mountain catchment areas, 
reservoir sites and forest reservations; of 
the establishment of systems of storage 
and conservation of surface waters; of 
the speedy recovery o. subterranean wa- 
ters by artesian wells and the other forms 
and appliances; of the radical decrease of 
the amount of land for homesteads to the 
maximum of forty acres; of the reserva- 
tion from settlement of all lands which 
cannot be irfigated; of the creation by 
congress of a federal irrigation commis- 
sion or court with authority over inter- 
state questions and interests; of the im- 
portance of the Nicaragua and Hennepin 
canals and other means of freer inter- 
communication regarding the Gulf, the 
great lakes and the Atlantic coast; of the 
speedy restoration of silver; of the waste 
of time, money and energies in local, dis- 
jointed, inharmouious, unsystematic at- 
tempts at the work of irrigation develop- 
ment, 


WHAM’S DEFENSE. 


He Characterizes His Court as Offi- 
cial Persecution—His Side of the 
Story—The Charges Which Have 
Been Preferred Against Him. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 4.—Major J. W. 
Wham, paymaster, U. S. A., who is to be 
tried by military court at Vancouver bar- 
racks September 11, said to-day in refer- 
ence to his trial: 

“T have much to tell the court of official 
persecution commencing immediately af- 
ter ‘I did excellently well,’ as expressed 
by the secretary of war in defense of my 
treasure box against the assaults of at 
least twice the number of my escort, un- 
til every soldier who remained with me 
but one was wounded, and my old com- 


radés of General Grant’s old regiment had | 


the temerity and audacity to state my 
record as made in thirteen battles and 
nearly five years’ service during the re- 
bellion, and to ask my appointment as 
paymaster-general, A soldier with a fight- 
ing record is made to feel so lonesome in 
the pay department, which is composed, 
particularly near the head of the list, of 
men who, in the language of my old com- 
rades, ‘did their fighting in safe and com- 
fortable offices, far removed from the 
sound of battle.’ 

“Of course I feel deeply humiliated by 
this injustice, but I could not help it any 
more than I could the orders for my trial 
on false charges soon after the robbery 
in Arizona, and of which I was acauitted 
without the introduction of a particle of 
testimony in my defense. 

“In my judgment, the result of the forth- 
coming trial will be eactly similar. The 
second leave of absence ever obtained by 
me in a period of thirty years’ service 
was revoked after having been granted by 
a board of officers convened to determine 
whether it should be granted or not, and 
I was ordered back to my station, there 
to be held for three months subject to a 
secret espionage to determine my sanity, 
but Dr. Bryne, the medical director, hay- 
ing, I presume, grown thoroughly indig- 
nant at the humiliating duty thus unlaw- 
fully imposed upon him, tried to terminate 
the unlawful, cruel and unjust action of 
the assistant secretary of war, Grant, 
by at once reporting on my return to my 
station that there was nothing whatever 
the matter. 

“As to the charge that I am in debt, I 
will say yes; and I am just about as much 
responsible for it as I would be for the 
accidental killing of my mother; it having 
occurred through the unprecedented floods 
in Arizona in 1891.” 

Major Wham was appointed paymaster 
by President Grant, in whose regiment 
he served. The charges against Major 
Wham are many and cover a long series 
of years. It is understood that the prin- 
cipal charge against him is his failure 
to meet legal judgments against him for 
several thousand dollars growing out of 
a scheme for the irrigation of Arizona 
lands many years ago.

Feeling in Rome Against the Land 
Ovwmers. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—A dispatch from 
Rome says affairs in that city have again 
assumed a grave aspect. Agrarian crimes 
are frequent and the ill-feeding of the 
pesantry against the land-owners, which 
was dormant during the state of selge, 
is now found in seditious proportions. 
The government is asked to take stren- 
uous measures to improve the relation be- 
tween the land owners and the tenants.

WRECKED THE OFFICE. 


Officers and Soldiers of the Grecian 


Army Demolish the Office of a 
Newspaper That Had Severely 
Criticised Them. 

ATHENS, Sept. 2—Much excitement 


has been occasioned here by a summary 
act of vengeance against a newspaper 
published in this city. For some time 
past the Akropolis has been publishing a 
series of articles derogatory to the army. 
The articles excited much indignation in 


the army and the matter was heatedly 
discussed. Finally it was decided to put 
a stop to further adverse criticism on the 
part of the paper. One hundred and thir- 
ty officers and men of all arms proceeded 
to the newspaper office yesterday and 
wrecked the place. Nearly all the attack- 
ing party were armed with axes, with 
which the press and type and type cases 
were destroyed. The library was then at- 
tacked, the books therein being torn to 
pieces and everything of value hacked to 
bits. The debris was thrown into the 
street. Inflamed with their success at the 
office, it was proposed to attack the edifice 
of the editor of the paper. This proposal 
was immediately acted upon, the soldiers 
marching in a body to their objective 
point. Arriving at the house the men 
burst in the doors and destroyed all the 
household effects. Twenty soldiers have 
been arrested. The outrage is everywhere 
denounced.

Confidence Has Not Yet Returned 
from the Sea Side  Resorts—

An Impetus Given to Mining About 
Georgetown That Makes Every- 
body’s Heart Up There Feel the 


Lighter—Mill Runs from Old 
Workings Give Satisfactory Re- 
sults — Improvements at the 
Seven-Thirty Mine—Other Mining 
News. 
Special to The News. 
GEORGETOWN, Colo., Sept. 2,—The 


rise in the price of silver in the last few 
days has caused an impetus in mining in 
this section. Several sets of lessees have 
taken hold of blocks of ground on the 
Corry City mine, situated on Republican 
mountain, and all have good showings in 
sight. 

A recent mill run of some surface 
material from the old workings on the 
Tenth Legion mine, at Empire, returned 
two and one-half ounces gold to the ton. 
Another mill run from the 125-foot level, 
east, returned over four ounces gold to 
the ton. 

Bonomine & Co., lessees on the Illinois 
mine, have a vein of solid galena in their 
workings which ranges from four to 
twelve inches. A recent mill run of about 
twenty tons returned 214 ounces silver to 
the ton. 

A new boiler house, ore house, black- 
smith shop and new office building have 
just been completed at the Seven-Thirty 
mine, the cost of which has probably not 
been less than $5,000. A new wire rope is 
now in use at the main shaft. The ma- 
chinery has undergone a thorough over- 
hauling. Everything is now in much bet- 
ter condition than for several years pre- 
vious and the different workings continue 
to improve as developments progress. A 
shipment of about fifteen tons of ore 
mined on the eighty-foot level east and 
675-foot level west was recently shipped 
to W. J. Chamberlain & Co.’s mill at 
Georgetown. 

The following information was gleaned 
from Prof. R. O. Old in reference to his 
several mining claims, situated on Sher- 
man mountain. The gross output of the 
Mendota mine for the month of August is 
$4,005, a decrease of several thousand dol- 
lars as compared with the same period of 
last year. The total gross output from 
the Mendota group during the seven 
months of this year is $30,258.45, a falling 
off of about 200 per cent when compared 
with the same period of last year. Four- 
teen months ago his mines were giving 
employment to 100 men; now forty only 
are employed. Present development work 
is extending the Frostburg tunnel to in- 
tersect with the Frostburg, Coombs and 
Captain Wells veins, also extending the 
West level from the Sherman mountain 
tunnel to reach a point underneath the 
Frostburg discovery and extending the so- 
called Tyler level east from the Turpin 
shaft in order to make a connection with 
this shaft. When this work is completed 
development will go forward. The work 
of prosecuting the Victoria tunnel is be- 
ing vigorously pushed. When all the de- 
velopment work now under way is com- 
pleted the different properties can be 
worked with a good profit, not only to 
the owner, but to the lessees.

LESSEES TAKE HOLD OF GROUND 
AND BEGIN DEVELOPMENT.

An Impetus Given to Mining About 
Georgetown That Makes Every- 
body’s Heart Up There Feel the 
Lighter—Mill Runs from Old 
Workings Give Satisfactory Re- 
sults — Improvements at the 
Seven-Thirty Mine—Other Mining 
News. 


Special to The News. 

GEORGETOWN, Colo., Sept. 2.—The 
rise in the price of silver in the last few 
days has caused an impetus in mining in 
this section. Several sets of lessees have 
taken hold of blocks of ground on the 
Corry City mine, situated on Republican 
areca and all have good showings in 
Sight. 

A recent mill run of some surface 
material from the old workings on the 
Tenth Legion mine, at Empire, returned 
two and one-half ounces gold to the ton. 
Another mill run from the 125-foot level, 
east, returned over four ounces gold to 
the ton. 

Bonomine & Co., lessees on the Illinois 
mine, have a vein of solid galena in their 
workings which ranges from four to 
twelve inches. A recent mill run of about 
twenty tons returned 214 ounces silver to 
the ton. 

A new boiler house, ore house, black- 
smith shop and new office building have 
just been completed at the Seven-Thirty 
mine, the cost of which has probably not 
been less than $5,000. A new wire rope is 
now in use at the main shaft. The ma- 
chinery has undergone a thorough over- 
hauling. Everything is now in much bet- 
ter condition than for several years pre- 
vious and the different workings continue 
to improve as developments progress. <A 
shipment of about fifteen tons of ore 
mined on the eighty-foot level east and 
675-foot level west was recently shipped 
to W. J. Chamberlain & Co.’s mill at 
Georgetown. 

The following information was gleaned 
from Prof. R. O. Old in reference to his 
several mining claims, situated on Sher- 
man mountain. The gross output of the 
Mendota mine for the month of August is 
$4,005, a decrease of several thousand dol- 
lars aS compared with the same period of 
last year. The total gross output from 
the Mendota group during the seven 
months of this year is $30,258.45, a falling 
off of about 200 per cent when compared 
with the same period of last year. Four- 
teen months ago his mines were giving 
employment to 100 men; now forty only 
are employed. Present development work 
is extending the Frostburg tunnel to in- 
tersect with the Frostburg, Coombs and 
Captain Wells veins, also extending the 
West level from the Sherman mountain 
tunnel to reach a point underneath the 
Frostburg discovery and extending the so- 
called Tyler level east from the Turpin 
shaft in order to make a connection with 
this shaft. When this work is completed 
development will go forward. The work 
of prosecuting the Victoria tunnel is be- 
ing vigorously pushed. When all the de- 
velopment work now under way is com- 
pleted the different properties can be 
worked with a good profit, not only to 
the owner, but to the lessees.

Crum has purchased Frank McCabe's in- 
terest in the Gladstone and McCabe prop- 
erties, located in the Big Bug district. 
This group of excellent mining property 
is now owned by Judge Wells, Hugh Mc- 
Crum and Mr, Parson, who will at once 
proceed to work them on a business. basis.

A recent strike in the Golden Fleece 
mine on Lynx creek shows up two feet 
of $100 sulpherette gold ore. 

Recent arrivals from the Santa Maria 
district report great activity in mining 
matters in that section and a number of 
strangers are pouring in and vigorously 
prospecting the district. Dan Thorne with 
a force of men is pushing work on his 
properties. Thomas Fitch and Judge 
Silent have leased the Pocohontas mine 
and put a force of men to work.

FULFORD DISTRICT. 
An Immense Strike of Rich Ore in 
the Polar Star Mine. 
Special to The News. 

FULFORD, Colo, Sept. 2.—The Polar 
Star is keeping the interest here up to a 
good healthy point by its new strikes and 
ore disclosures. The estimate of ore in 
sight running as high as $300 per ton is 
not less than 2,000 tons. Another body is 
also opened up fifty feet wide and two 
feet thick which assays from $50 to $75 
per ton. The new strikes are in different 
sections of the mine and in a different 
stratum from the original pay streak, 
and development each week adds to the 
property’s greatness. Mr. Keeper of 
Grand Junction has a mill man _ there 
who will start up the mill this week and 
make a test rum He is well satisfied with 
the value of the rich smelting ore and 
will in all probability purchase an interest 
in the property. 

Thomas and Streumne have secured a 
two-years’ lease on the Rocky Point and 
will at once erect several arastras to handle 
the free milling product of the vein.

Attention is called to the extension of 
franchise to women since our last state 
convention and their right as delegates 
in our state and county conventions and 
their right to hold office. 

It is récommended that no proxies be 
allowed, but that the regularly elected 
delegates and alternates only shall rep~ 
resent the county that selected them. 

In judicial districts that have not orga- 
nized or selected a judicial committee 
the chairmen of the county committees 
are urged to act as temporary commit~ 
teemen and arrange for judicial conven- 
tions and have delegates elected. 

Reforms are not brought about by the 
edict of state conventions, but must first 
be established in the hearts of the people; 
hence the necessity for sending good men 
and women to the convention who are 
thoroughly in sympathy with the desires 
of the masses, as expressed at the pri- 
maries. We urge every true member of 
the People’s party to attend the primar- 
ies, that a full expression of the party 
may be reflected in the work of the con- 
vention.

A 
shipment of about fifteen tons of ore 
mined on the eighty-foot level east and 
675-foot level west was recently shipped 
to W. J. Chamberlain & Co.’s mill at 
Georgetown. 

The following information was gleaned 
from Prof. R. O. Old in reference to his 
several mining claims, situated on Sher- 
man mountain. The gross output of the 
Mendota mine for the month of August is 
$4,005, a decrease of several thousand dol- 
lars as compared with the same period of 
last year. The total gross output from 
the Mendota group during the seven 
months of this year is $30,258.45, a falling 
off of about 200 per cent when compared 
with the same period of last year.

A Swarm of Cormorants About the 
Executive Chambers from Morn- 
ing Till Night—Plans Laid to Be 
Carried Out at the Reassembling 
of the Convention This Morning 
—Childs Is Dispatched to Hasten 
Beill’s Nomination—All Night Ses- 
Sion of the Credentials Commit- 
tee. 


Governor Waite’s appointees and their 
immediate satellites kept one elevator 
busy yesterday at the Equitable building, 
From 9 o’clock in the morning until a 
late hour last night the corridor leading 
to the governor’s office resounded to the 
tread of excited politicians. Secret cau- 
cuses succeeded one another in the gov- 
ernor’s private office. The erowd that 
hung over the iron banisters of the stair- 
ways knew little of the proceedings, but 


it was whispered that the governor was | 


issuing orders for the continuance of the 
battle in the county convention. He was 
also instructing his field lieutenants as 
to the programme which they will be ex- 
pected to carry out at Pueblo. 

At 5 p. m. Secretary Childs of the land 
board rushed out of the building, grip- 
sack in hand, and caught a street car 
on its way to the depot. Mr. Childs was 
on his way to Colorado Springs to set up 
the pegs at the congressional convention 
of the Second district. It Was reported 
that his instructions were to rush the 
nomination of Bell so as to remove a 
threatened danger to his gubernatorial 
highness. With Bell out of the way and 
& noisy delegation of Waite boomers on 
hand, it was prophesied that the renomi- 
nation of “‘the man of destiny’’ could be 
hurried through by acclamation. Some 
of the cooler heads argued strenuously 
against crowding such an important mat- 
ter as the selection of the head of the 
ticket at a breakneck Speed, but the 
govenor’s voice prevailed and it was con- 
fidently prophesied last night that Waite 
would be nominated by acclamation, 

The procession that filed into the gov- 
ernor’s room included state and city ap- 
pointees, members of the board of public 
works and police board and shouters from 
the convention, whose voices were still 
hoarse from the efforts of Saturday. The 
governor met all comers with a hearty 
Shake of the hand and frequently repeated 
during the day, “I will be nominated and 
elected!” The words seemed as a sweet 
morsel in the governor’s mouth. Office- 
holders then and there reiterated the sen- 
timent, one enthusiast declaring that, in 
an experience of twenty years in Colo- 
rado, he had never known a man whg 
could command as many votes as Gov 
ernor Waite. The flattery pleased the 
governor immensely. He smiled and ac~ 
tually appeared to blush. The one thing 
which the governor most admires, is to 
be told that he is the greatest politician 
in Colorado, 

Decent Men Disgusted. 

“It disgusts me,” exclaimed a@ well- 
known citizen, as he emerged from the 
Equitable building, “‘to see the greedy 
cormorants gathering in the governor's 
Office. It is a disgraceful spectacle and 
demands the condemnation of every well 
thinking citizen. The governor acts as 
if he had gone daft. He is setting every 
principle of the Populist Party at de- 
fiance in his appetite for perpetuating 
himself and his tamily in office, T cannot 
think that the people of Colorado will 
endorse such a man for the highest office 
in the state.” 

Hon. EB. A. Bromley was seen on the 
lower floor of the Equitable building ana 
expressed himself emphatically on the 
political situation. Mr. Bromley, it is 
unnecessary to state, is a member of the 
county convention. 

“The convention,” 


said he, “was con- 
trolled yesterday 


by office-holders from 
the city hall. The voice of the people is 

Stifled. It is a shame and a disgrace and 
it is probable that a contesting delegation 
will be sent to Pueblo to ask for admis- 
sion according to the principles of the 
Omaha platform. Governor Waite has 
made use of his patronage to secure a 
‘delegation in his individual interest. It {s 
impossible to re-elect Governor Waite and 
if he is placed at the head of the ticket 
the load will be too heavy to carry. If 
the state ticket is to be made up by such 
men as Childs, Callicotte and Hegwer, 
please excuse me from taking any active 
part in the campaign.” 

The point which Mr. Bromley  re- 
ferred to is one which is already begin- 
ning to worry the Waite faction. If the 
governor is renominated, they have al- 
ready received notice that the leading 
speakers of the party and those who have 
hitherto borne the brunt of the fight, will 
retire from active service until after the 
party has returned to its true principles. 
The loss of the better element will be one 
which cannot fail to have a marked ef- 
fect on the result. 

All Night Committee Session. 

The credentials committee of the coun- 
ty convention continued in session all 
night and adjourned at 6 a. m. yesterday. 
Seven out of eight contested delegations 
were passed upon and one delegation re- 
mains to be considered. The committee 
will meet at 8 o’clock this morning, the 
same time set for the reassembling of the 
convention. The convention is perma- 
nently organized and the only work of 
importance to be undertaken by the con- 
vention this morning is the sélection of 
delegates to the state convention. There 
will be _ fifty-four delegates chosen. 
Whether the delegates are to be named 
by the convention as a whole or by the 
separate districts will be decided to-day. 
The admission of South Denver to the 
city makes eighteen districts, instead ot 
seventeen, as heretofore. 

The all night session of the credentials 
committee created a great deal of com- 
ment yesterday. According to statements 
of members of the committee, the meet- 
ing was highly exciting. The Bachtel 
delegation was the only anti-Waite dele- 
gation acted on favorably. Bachtel got 
in his argument early in the evening, but 
from that time the Waite element car. 
ried everything before it and even the 
strongest and most convincing evidence 
on the part of anti-Waite contestants 
failed to have any effect on the commit- 
tee. The vote was in each instance cast 
in favor of a continuance of the Waite 
regime, although two committeemen pro- 
tested in the most vigorous terms. 

It is probable there will be a majority 
and a minority report submitted to-day. 

Dr. Coleman, chairman of the Popu- 
list state committee, and C. B. Stone, 
secretary of the committee, left yester- 
day afternoon for Pueblo, to be on the 
ground in time to meet the delegates. Dr. 
Coleman expressed a strong belief that 
Waite will be‘sidetracked by levelheaded 
delegates from all parts of the state,

A Resounding Smack Expected To-

WAITE’S WEAKNESS. 


The Boulder County Delegation Is 
Not a Waite Outfit, for the Fail- 
ings of the Governor Are Recog- 
nized—The Vote May Go Elsewhere. 


Editor Paddock of the Boulder Camera 
is in the city on his way to the Pueblo 
convention. Mr. Paddock is an active and 
wideawake Populist and he goes to Pueblo 
to do what he can in placing a safe man 
at the head of the Populist ticket. 

“The Boulder county delegation to the 
state convention,’’ said he, “is not a Waite 
delegation. The delegation is divided on 
the subject of Waite’s fitness for the posi- 
tion of governor and if Pence or Bell 
is named in the convention, my impression 
is the entire delegation would support 
either one of them as against. Waite. The 
people of Boulder are not opposed to Waite 
on account of the acts of his administra- 
tion, but they do not like the character of 
his appointees. He has a remarkable fa- 
cility for picking out the wrong man when 
several individuals are presented for the 
Same position This is almost a fatal 
Weakness in a position of such responsi- 
bility as that occupied by the governor of 
a great state like Colorado. With Pence 
or Bell at the head of the cicket, the ma- 
jority this fall would be simply surprising 
to the old parties.’’ 

“Then you do not think the Populist 
cause has been losing adherents during 
the past two years?’ remarked a listener. 
ar from it. On the contrary, the ac- 
cessions to the party have been tremend- 
ous. Two years ago the Knights of La- 
bor was the only labor organization that 
had thrown off the traditions and an- 
nounced itself for a political party. The 
example once set, other labor organiza- 
tions fall into line, and to-day you cannot 
name a labor organization of prominence 
that has not openly espoused the Omaha 
platform. The Populist party has prac- 
tically absorbed the labor vote and the 
Democratic party of Colorado scarcely 
lives in Colorado outside of Arapahoe 
county, and perhaps Las Animas. The 
Democrats did not go tu their ancient 
enemy, the Republican party. They are 
in the Populist ranks and their presence 
will be shown in the coming election.” 

“If the party is harmonious,” said Mr. 
Paddock, “Boulder county may be de- 
pended upon to roll up a majority of 1,500 
for the Populist ticket. Hyen under un- 
favorable circumstances, Boulder coun- 
ty will send a solid delegation of three 
Populists to the state 1egislature. The 
Populist party has come to stay in Colo- 
rado. Republican majorities will be found 
clustering: around national banks, but the 
farther you get away from the banks, the 
larger will be the Populist majority.” 

Speaking of other countiesi in Northern 
Colorado, Mr, Paddock said that the farm- 
ers are just as enthusiastic and true in 
their adherence to the Populist principles 
as the miners. Mr, Paddock is emphatic 
in the belief that the outside counties can 
be depended upom to come to Arapahoe 
county with overwhelming Populist mia- 
jorities if the Populist ticket is not sad- 
dled down with Governor Waite. 

Boulder county has a candidate for state 
auditor in the person of Stanton F. Lin- 
coln, who is now clerk of the county court 
of Boulder county.

DEAD IN BED. 


John Berry, Presumably from Bax- 
ter Springs, Kan., Found Dead in 
the Vincent Block and the Suppo- 
sition Is Suicide. 


John Berry, a mechanic, was found dead 
in a room in the Vincent bleek, corner of 
Nineteenth and Curtis streets, at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The circumstances 
indicated that he killed himself. The 
man’s home was in Baxter Springs, Kan., 
and little is known yet of his life in Den. 
ver. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday morning the land- 
lady of the Vincent block, Mrs. Johnson, 
was aroused by Berry, who knocked at 
her door and said that he wanted a room. 
He acted in a rather peculiar manner and 
seemed to be somewhat dazed. He was 
shown to room No. 6, and he at once 
rolled over on the bed and went to sleep. 
Not a sound was heard from. the room, 
At 5 o'clock a chambermeid knocked at 
the door and upon receiving no answer 
unlocked the door. Berry was found 
stretched out on the bed dead. The cor- 
oner was notified and the body was re- 
moved to the morgue. Upon investigation 
little could be learned. The man’s name 
was discovered by means of a letter ad- 
dressed to his sister. He had $30 in money 
and the only thing besides letters found 
in his rough clothing was a pair of brass 
knuckles.

THE BNAI BRITH. 


Jacob Furth of St. Louis Talked of 
the Great Jewish Order to a Large 
Congregation at Temple Emman- 
uel Last Night. 


Jacob Furth of St. Loufs, a well-known, 
member of the B’nai Brith, who has been 
long and prominently associated with that 
order, delivered an address upon its work- 
ings at the Temple Emmanuel last even. 
ing. The B’nai Brith is the oldest and 
greatest Jewish order in the United States. 
Founded fifty-one years ago in New York 
City, it has spread all over the United 
States and has lodges in nearly all the 
countries of Europe and in Asia and 
Africa. Denver is included in district No, 
2, which comprises Ohio, Kentucky, In- 
diana, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado and 
New Mexico. Louis Anfenger of this city 
is commander of District Grand Lodge No. 
2, and Mr. Furth is his guest. 

Mr. Furth explained in his address lasit 
night that the objects. of the B’nai Brith 
are educational and benevolent. It was 
organized when Jewish immigration first 
began to pour into the country, bringing 
members of different races to be welded 
into a homogenous people. It taught them 
to forget the mannerisms of Germany 
Bohemia, Austria, Hungary, and become 
American Jews. History is naw repeat- 
ing itself, and the B’nia Brith once more 
ealled upon tobe an educational institute 
for thousands of Jews who for their faith 
have been driven from Russia. Life in- 
surance and sick benefit features have 
been added. Great libraries and orphan 
asylums have been founded, the most cele- 
brated of which is the great orphan asy- 
lum at Cleveland, O. Within the lodge 
room of this great order Jews: from every 
race on the globe meet on the common 
ground of Judaism,

The crowd that 
hung over the iron banisters of the stair- 
Ways knew little of the proceedings, but 
it was whispered that the governor was 
issuing orders for the continuance of the 
battle in the county convention. He was 
also instructing his field lieutenants as 
to the programme which they will be ex- 
pected to carry out at Pueblo. 

At 5 p.-m. Secretary Childs of the land 
board rushed out of the building, grip- 
sack in hand, and caught a street car 
on its way to the depot. Mr. Childs was 
on his way to Colorado Springs to set up 
the pegs at the congressional convention 
of the Second district. It was reported 
that his instructions were to rush the 
nomination of Bell so as to remove a 
threatened danger to his gubernatorial 
highness. With Bell out of the way and 
a noisy delegation of Waite boomers on 
hand, it was prophesied that the renomi- 
nation of “the man of destiny’’ could be 
hurried through by acclamation. Some 
of the cooler heads argued strenuously 
against crowding such an important mat- 
ter as the selection of the head of the 
ticket at a breakneck speed, but the 
govenor’s voice prevailed and it was con- 
fidently prophesied last night that Waite 
would be nominated by acclamation. 

The procession that filed into the gov- 
ernor’s room included state and city ap- 
pointees, members of the board of public 
works and police board and shouters from 
the convention, whose voices were still 
hoarse from the efforts of Saturday. The 
governor met all comers with a hearty 
Shake of the hand and frequently repeated 
during the day, “I will be nominated and 
elected!’’ The words seemed as a Sweet 
morsel in the governor’s mouth. Office- 
holders then and there reiterated the sen- 
timent, one enthusiast declaring that, in 
an experience of twenty years in Colo- 
rado, he had never known a man who 
could command as many votes as Gov 
ernor Waite. The flattery pleased the 
governor immensely. He smiled and ac- 
tually appeared to blush. The one thing 
which the governor most admires, is to 
be told that he is the greatest politician 
in Colorado, 

Decent Men Disgusted. 

“It disgusts me,” exclaimed a well- 
known citizen, as he emerged from the 
Equitable building, “‘to see the greedy 
cormorants gathering in the governor’s 
office. It is a disgraceful Spectacle and 
demands the condemnation of every well 
thinking citizen. The governor acts as 
if he had gone daft. He is setting every 
principle of the Populist Party at de- 
flance in his appetite for perpetuating 
himself and his tamily in office. I cannot 
think that the people of Colorado will 
endorse such a man for the highest office 
in the state.” 

Hon. E. A. Bromley was seen on the 
lower floor of the Equitable building ana 
expressed himself emphatically on the 
political situation. Mr. Bromley, it is 
unnecessary to state, is a member of the 
county convention. 

“The convention,” said he, “was con- 
trolled yesterday by office-holders from 
the city hall. The voice of the people is 
stifled. It is a shame and a disgrace and 
it is probable that a contesting delegation 
will be sent to Pueblo to ask for admis- 
sion according to the principles of the 
Omaha platform. Governor Waite has 
made use of his patronage to secure a 
* delegation in his individual interest. It ig 
impossible to re-elect Governor Waite and 
if he is placed at the head of the ticket 
the load will be too heavy to carry. If 
the state ticket is to be made up by such 
men as Childs, Callicotte and Hegwer, 
please excuse me from taking any active 
part in the campaign.” 

The point which Mr, Bromley  re- 
ferred to is one which is already begin- 
ning to worry the Waite faction. If the 
governor is renominated, they have al- 
ready received notice that the leading 
speakers of the party and those who have 
hitherto borne the brunt of the fight, will 
retire from active service until after the 
party has returned to its true principles. 
The loss of the better element will be one 
which cannot fail to have a marked ef- 
fect on the result. 

All Night Committee Session. 

The credentials committee of the coun- 
ty convention continued in session all 
night and adjourned at 6 a. m. yesterday. 
Seven out of eight contested delegations 
were passed upon and one delegation re- 
mains to be considered. The committee 
will meet at 8 o'clock this morning, the 
same time set for the reassembling of the 
convention. The convention is perma- 
nently organized and the only work of 
importance to be undertaken by the con- 
vention this morning is the selection of 
delegates to the state convention. There 
will be fifty-four delegates chosen.

The all night session of the credentials 
committee created a great deal of com- 
ment yesterday.

THE KISS OF PEACE. 


A Resounding Smack Expected To- 
Day When the White Wings and 
Silver Democrats Will Probably 
Meet and Bury the Hatchet. 


Unless all signs fail, the two wings of 
the Democratic party in Colorado will 
lock arms to-day and enter upon the fall 
campaign in peace and harmony. The 
resolution introduced by Senator Mc- 
Kinley and endorsed Saturday night by 
the White Wings at the Greystone club, 
is pointed out as the first public an- 
nouncement that the hatchet is to be 
buried. Delegates to the state conven- 
tion from outside counties are emphatic 
in their utterances that discord must 
cease. Nearly all the delegates are ac- 
eredited to the silver wing of the party. 
From this fact and the fact that the 


Silver Democrats have the offices, the 
first advances came from the minority. 
Chairman Arbuckle and A. B. McKin- 


ley will therefore not be in a position to 
longer postpone the love feast. The Dem- 
ocratic women, with their new power of 
franchise, have been a powerful element 
in settling the old scores. It is rumored 
that if the leaders hesitate in the course 
which the women of the party have ad- 
vised, the women will assume the respoi* 
sibility and nominate a state ticket them- 
selves. 

Hon, Adair Wilson came in from Du- 
Trango yesterday. Mr. Wilson is a dele- 
gate to the convention. ‘‘These quarrels 
must come to an end,” said he. ‘The 
great state of Caqlorado is not concerned 
in a factional fight in Denver and we 
will all get together to-morrow, when 
there will be a complete Democratic state 
ticket in the field this year which all 
g00d Democrats can support.’’ 

Frank Adams arrived from Gunnison as 
a delegate. He carries credentials to 
both conventions, but prophesies that the 
wounds will be healed to-day.

The Populist party has prac- 
tically absorbed the labor vote and the 
Democratic party of Colorado scarcely 
lives in Colorado outside of Arapahoe 
county, and perhaps Las Animas.

They are 
in the Populist ranks and their presence 
will be shown in the coming election.’’ 

“Tf the party is harmonious,’ said Mr.

DEAD IN BED. 


John Berry, Presumably from Bax- 
ter Springs, Kan., Found Dead in 
the Vincent Block and the Suppo- 
sition Is Suicide.

At 5 o'clock a chambermaid knocked at 
the door and upon receiving no answer 
unlocked the door. Berry was found 
stretched out om the bed dead. The cor- 
oner was notified and the body was re- 
moved to the morgue, Upon investigation 
little could be learned. The man’s name 
was discovered by means of a letter ad- 


dressed to his sister. He had $30 in money 
and the only thing besides letters found 
in his rough clothing was a pair of brass 
knuckles. 

The supposition is that Berry took some 
kind of poison before he went to the Vin- 
cent, but no traces of any drug were found 
in the room or on his person. From his 
dress he must have been in very poor 
circumstances, The brass knuckles woud 
indicate that he was not of a very peace- 
able character.

The Trades and Labor Assembly 
Thinks It Finds a Scheme. 

A special meeting of the trades and 
labor assembly was held yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of discussing the 
trouble among the employes of the West- 
ern, brewery. According to the statements 
made by members of the brewers’ union 
a machinist by the name of Cabel, a non- 
union man, is employed at the Western 
brewery at wages below the scale. The 
company justifies itself by stating that 
Cabel is a stockholder and the brewers 
believe that a scheme is on foot to dis-. 
rupt the union by distributing stock 
among the employes and then reducing | 
the scale of wages. The question was 
discussed at some length by the assembly 
and then referred to the arbitration com- 
mittee for further investigation. 


THE B’NAI BRITH. 


Jacob Furth of St. Louis Talked of 
the Great Jewish Order to a Large 
Congregation at Temple Emman- 
uel Last Night. 


Jacob Furth of St. Louis, a well-known 
member of the B’nai Brith, who has been 
long and prominently associated with that 
order, delivered an address upon its work- 
ings at the Temple Emmanuel last even- 
ing. The B’nai Brith is the oldest and 
greatest Jewish order in the United States. 
Founded fifty-one years ago in New York 
City, it has spread all over the United 
States and has lodges in nearly all the 
countries of Europe and in Asia and 
Africa. Denver is included in district No. 
2, which comprises Ohio, Kentucky, In- 
diana, Missouri, Kansas, Colorado and 
New Mexico. Louis Anfenger of this city 
is commander of District Grand Lodge No. 
2, and Mr. Furth is his guest. 

Mr. Furth explained in his address last 
night that the objects of the B’nai Brith 
are educational and benevolent. It was 
organized when Jewish immigration first 
began to pour into the country, bringing 
members of different races to be welded 
into a homogenous people, It taught them 
to forget the mannerisms of Germany, 
Bohemia, Austria, Hungary, and become 
American Jews. History is now repeat- 
ing itself, and the B’nia Brith once more 
called upon tobe an educational institute 
for thousands of Jews who for their faith 
have been driven from Russia. Life in- 
Surance and sick benefit features have 
been added. Great libraries and orphan 
asylums have been founded, the most cele- 
brated of which is the great orphan asy- 
lum at Cleveland, O. Within the lodge 
room of this great order Jews from every 
race on the globe meet on the common 
ground of Judaism.

Political News of Interest Gathered 
from Warious Points in the 
State Yesterday.

PUEBLO, Colo., Sept. 3—John C. Bell 
Was nominated for congress to-day by the 
Populists of the second district. 

There was no opposition and Mr. Bell 
will have the unbroken support of the par- 
ty. The convention was wildly enthusias- 
tic and cheered for several minutes when 
Bell was carried into the hall and placed 
on the platform on the shoulders of a 
crowd of his supporters, Men, women and 
children yelled and cheered until they 
were hoarse. The manner of nominating 
was significant of the temper of the con- 
vention. A delegate from Hinsdale sug- 


gested that the day being a legal holiday 
adjournment should be taken till to-mor- 
row. He was shouted 


down with cries 


of “go on.’”’ Dolores county moved a roll 
call for nominations, but a man from 
Sa'guache demanded that a standing vote 
be taken to the name of the convention 
on the nomination of Bell by acclamation. 
They couldn’t stand high enough on the 
floor to suit them, so they climbed not 
only on the chairs, but on the backs of 
chairs and hurrahed and yelled until their 
noise-making apparatus collapsed of their 
exhaustion. If there was uny one opposed 
to Bell he neglected to place himself in 
evidence. 

Then the congressman was carried in 
and made a speech after the uproar abated 
enough to allow him to be heard. He said 
he would not try to even faintly express 
his gratification and surprise at the recep- 
tion. During all his service in Washington 
he had never forgotten that he was mere- 
ly the servant of the people. He had not 
solicited a renomination, nor had he writ- 
ten a letter or asked any one to vote for 
him. He was consequently the prouder of 
the way in) which he had been received. 
He related the history of the silver fight, 
in which he believed he had done his duty 
so far as was in his power. He said they 
should make their servants come to their 
work on public duty, and when they did 
so, honor them, and when they failed, to 
throw them aside. 

Bell’s Speech. 


He praised the income tax as a Povnu- 
list measure, forced by Populist votes, 
and went into the public policy of New Zea- 
Jand, where railroads, telegraphs, etc., are 
public property and woman suffrage in 
full sway, with most satisfactory results 
in spite of the croakings of financial pilots 
before these measures were adopted. He 
advocated conservative measures by the 
Populist party. Secure in the possession 
ef the vote of the masses, it held the 
future of the country in its hands and 
should wisely speed its steps. The indus- 
trial classes have the majority of the 
votes and cam do as they will at the ballot 
box if they will mass their strength. 

A significant feature of the meeting was 
the adoption unanimously of a brief reso- 
lution commending Myron W. Reed for 
his stand on behalf of the people. There 
was no resolution concerning Davis H. 
Waite or his administration. Instead of 
bothering with a set of resolutions, which 
could scarcely avoid referring to the gov- 
ernor’s administration, the convention by 
acclamation adopted as its platform the 
Omaha platform, “planks, splinters and 
shavings.”’ 

Growth of the Party. 

The convention met in the Columbia the- 
ater. with District Chairman I. G. Berry 
of Montrose presiding. After reading the 
call he made a speech on the growth of 
the Populist party and the services ren- 
dered by Bell, whose name was received 
with cheers. J. D. Hooper of Pitkin and 
E. F .Richardson of Montrose were named 
for temporary chairman, -but so many 
secends came for Hoover that Richardson 
withdrew and the choice was made unan- 
imous. 

Hooper also eulogized Bell and predicted 
his election by a majority greater than 
that of last time. Marion Cook of Clear

After a vote of thanks to the 
people of Pueblo for their hospitality, the 
convention adjourned sine die, after dis- 
patching its work in a little over two 
hours. 

The congressional committee met imme- 
diately. John M. Cook of El Paso was 
made temporary chairman and Mrs. Flora 
M.-Green of Pitkin temporary secretary. 
It was voted that no proxies be allowed. 
Cc. S Conant and J. D. Hooper were nomi-

nated for permanent chairman, but ad- 
journment was taken until 1 o'clock to- 
morrow to learn if Mr. Bell had any_pre- 
ference as to the officers who will direct 
his campaign. 


PEARCE A CANDIDATE, 


The Colorado City Man Announces 
Himself an Independent Candidate 
in the Second District—His Note 
for Publication.

COLORADO CITY, Colo., Sept. 3,—Giles 
Otis Pearce, candidate for the congression- 
al nomination from the second congress- 
ional district on the Populist ticket, re- 
turned from Pueblo this evening and 
handed the following to The News re- 
presentative for publication: 

To the Voters of the Second Congressional Dis- 

trict: 4 

I announce myself as an independent candi- 
date for the office of congressman from the 
Second congressional district of Colorado, 

GILES OTIS PEARCE. 

Colorado City, Sept. 8, 1894. 

In an interview Mr. Pearce gave the 
follwing as his reason for this action. 

“The cause of this is, that before the 
People’s party congressional convention 
there was not permitted my candidacy, 
and the nomination of John C. Bell was not 
made by the ballot vote of the convention 
according to the time-horored custom and 
the requirements of the Omaha platform. 
I had the pledged support of sixty-five 
delegates in the convention, including 


eleven from El Paso county, and one of 
our delegates had agreed to present my 
name in due form. I also had a paper 


from the typographical union showing that 
I was a member of that union and was 
what I claimed to be, a workingman., 
The first part of the convention was en- 
tirely orderly, but when the congressional 
nomination came up, then trouble began. 
The motion for the calling of the roll of 
counties for nominations was _ carried. 
When the roll was caleid, Montrose coun- 
ty was one of the first, although entirely 
out of its alphabetical order, and El Paso 
county was not given a show Judge Bell 
was nominated and a delegate rose and 
moved to close the nominations and elect 
Bell by acclamation. The delegates from 
the south-west immediately jumped _ to 
their feet and commenced shouting to 
drown the protests of the other delegates. 
Had I been fairly beaten I would have 
accepted defeat, but I feel that the cause 
of organized labor, whose representative 
I was, was wantonly snubbed and _ in- 
sulted.”’

Yesterday morning between the hours of 
1 and 8 o'clock, Lena Tapper, a woman 
of ill-fame, was strangled to death in a 
horrible manner in the house occupied by 
herself alone at 1911 Market street. At 
12 o’clock noon the remains of the woman 
were discovered. During the afternoon

three persons, Richard Demady, known 
on the row as ‘Dick;” his brother, Ed- 
mond Dermady, and sister, Diana Der- 
mady, commonly known as Madame Fou- 
chet, were placed under arrest and charged 
with the murder. Thus far there is only 
circumstantial evidence, but the detectives 
claim that circumstances point strongly 
to the guilt of “Dick’’ Dermady. It was 
found that Edmond Dermady had nothnig 
to do with the case and last evening he 
was released from custody by order of 
Chief Armstrong. 

“Dick” Dermady soon after his arrest 
retained Attorney Caypless to defend 
hm and last night the prisoner under in- 
structions, refused to give an account of 
his whereabouts yesterday morning. 

The murder is one of the most revolting 
ever committed in Denver. The house at 
1911 is half of a double house built two 
years ago by Richard Dermady. This 
house, jnumbered 1909 and 1911, is a one- 
story structure, and in each division there 
are three adjoining bedrooms, a little re- 
ception parlor and a kitchen. The apart- 
ments in 1909 were vacated a few days 
age by the inmates, two young women, 
and the reams in 1911 were occupied by 
Lena Tapper. Her lover was Richard 
Dermady. Lena occupied the first bed- 
room in the rear of the front parlor and 
Dermady slept in the room adjoining. The 
bedroom in the rear was unoccupied. It 
was an ideal place for a dark and mur- 
derous deed. The house at 1913 is a two 
story structure and the inmates sleep 
upstairs. Between 1911 and 1918 there is 
a thick wall. All this accounts for the 
fact that no sounds of the terrible struggle 
which must have taken place were heard 
by neighbors or passersby. The bloody 
walls, the position of the body when dis- 
covered and the marks upon the wall, told 
a terrible story. 

A Terrible Sight. 


The body of the woman was found lying 
upon the bed. Her head lay near the wall 
at the foot of the bed. Only a thin calico 
gown enveloped the body. The feet were 
bare and reached several inches over the 
edge of the bed. A pillow had been 
placefT under the head and the hands 
were clutched at her throat. A muslin 
waist, twisted into the shape of a rope 
and tled about her neck with a reef knot 
showed the manner of the woman’s death, 
Her tongue protruded, ‘her eyes were 
wide open and her face was almost 
black. The pillow case upon which her 
head lay bore only a few spots of blood, 
but at the head of the bed there was an- 
other pillow which was covered with 
blood. The body had been moved or a 
new pillow had been placed under the 
victim's head before it was found. 

The instrument of death was not tied 
very tightly around the woman’s neck. 
There was an object in this and every 
evidence showed that the strangler haa 
pursued a scientific method. After render- 
ing the woman nearly unconscious by 
blows, the murderer procured the muslin 
waist, which he quickly slipped about 
her neck and tied. Between the woman’s 
neck and the cord there was a space in 
which a man’s hand would fit. Hvyery 
evidence showed that after the struggle 
the assassin succeeded in forcing the 
woman on the bed, face downward, her 
head upon the pillow. The strangler then 
proceeded to tighten the cord, twisting it 
with his hand until it entered the flesh

STRANGLED IN HER BED. 


A Twisted Dress Waist Formed the 
Deadly Noose.

At 1911 Market Street Yesterday 
Morning Was Committed 2 
Frightful Crime, Lena Tapper, a 
Woman of Ill Fame, Being Heart- 
Jessly Strangled to Death Upon 
Her Bed—Evidences That She 
Struggled Terribly Against the 
Strangler—Richard Den/ady, the 
Woman’s Lover, Is Held Upon 
Suspicion of Being the Strangler, 
Although Detectives Are Also 
Working Upon Another Clue— 
Letters Which May Show a Mo- 
tive. 


Yesterday morning between the hours of 
1 and 8 o'clock, Lena Tapper, a woman 
of ill-fame, was strangled to death in a 
horrible manner in the house occupied by 
herself alone at 1911 Market street. At 
12 o’clock noon the remains of the woman 
were discovered. During the afternoon

The Murdered Woman. 


three persons, Richard Demady, known 
on ithe row as “Dick;’ his brother, Ed- 
mond Dermady, and sister, Diana Der- 
mady, commonly known as Madame Fou- 
chet, were placed under arrest and charged 
with the murder. Thus far there is only 
circumstantial evidence, but the detectives 
claim that circumstances point strongly 
to the guilt of ‘“Dick’’ Dermady. It was 
found that Edmond Dermady had nothnig 
to do with the case and last evening he 
was released from custody by order of 
Chief Armstrong. 

“Dick” Dermady soon after his arrest 
retained Attorney Caypless to defend 
hm and last night the prisoner under in- 
structions, refused to give an account of 
his whereabouts yesterday morning. 

The murder is one of the most revolting 
ever committed in Denver. The house at 
1911 is half of a double house built two: 
years ago by Richard Dermady. This 
house, numbered 1909 and 1911, is a one- 
story structure, and in each division there 
are three adjoining bedrooms, a little re- 
ception parlor and a kitchen, The apart- 
ments in 1909 were vacated a few days 
ago by the inmates, young women, 
and the reoms in 1911 were oceupied by 
Lena Tapper. Her lover was Richard 
Dermady. Lena occupied the first bed- 
room in the rear of the front parlor and 
Dermady slept in the room adjoining. The 
bedroom in the rear was unoccupied. It 
was an ideal place for a dark and mur- 
derous deed. The house at 1913 is a two 
Story structure and the inmates sleep 
upstairs. Between 1911 and 1913 there is 
a thick wall. All this accounts for the 
fact that no sounds of the terrible struggle 
which must have taken place were heard 
by neighbors or passersby. The bloody 
walls, the position of the body when dis- 
covered and the marks upon the wall, told 
a terrible story. 

A Terrible Sight. 

The body of the woman was found lying 
upon the bed. Her head lay near the wall 
at the foot of the bed. Only a thin calico 
gown enveloped the body. The feet were 
bare and reached several inches over the 


fowo 


edge of the bed. A pillow had been 
placef under the head and the hands 
were clutched at her throat. A muslin 
waist, twisted into the shape of a rope 
and tiled about her neck with a reef knot 
showed the manner of the woman’s death 
Her tongue protruded, ‘her eyes were 
wide open and her face was almost 
black. The pillow case upon which her 


head lay bore only a few spots of blood, 
but at the head of the bed there was an- 


other pillow which was covered with 
blood, The body had been moved or a 
new pillow had been placed under the 


victim’s head before it was found. 

The instrument of death was not tied 
very tightly around the woman's neck. 
There was an object in this and every 
evidence showed that the strangler had 
pursued a scientific method. After render- 
ing the woman nearly unconscious by 
blows, the murderer procured the muslin 
waist, which he quickly slipped about 
her neck and tied. Between the woman's 
neck and the cord there was a space in 


which a man’s hand would fit. Hvery 
evidence showed that after the struggle 
the assassin succeeded in forcing the 
woman on the bed, face downward, her 
head upon the pillow. The strangler then 


proceeded to tighten the cord, twisting: it 
with his hand until it entered the flesh 


Dick Demady put in an appearance 
from the rear of the house. Mullady no- 
tified the policeman on the beat, who sent 
in a “riot’’ call. Sergeant Tarbox, with 
Detectives Griffith and Leyden, responded 
and in a few minutes the house was 
crowded. 

Demady claimed last night that he was 
the first to find the body, but this state- 
ment does not agree with that of Mul- 
lady and Dailey, who say that Borgatti 
was the first to come from the house. 

Demady’s agitation in the presence of 
the officers was the cause of his arrest, 
which took place soon after the murder 
was discovered. He first said, state the 
police, that he found the body at 9:35 
o'clock, and then that he arose at 
o’clock. He also said he had not stayed 
in the house all night.. 

Two Theories of Murder. 

At a late hour last night the detect- 
ives had not succeeded in clearing the 
case of the mystery which surrounds it. 
Much was learned, however, of the re- 
lations between Richad Domady, the 
prisoner, and the dead woman. The 
prisoner was seen in his cell by a News 
reporter last night. He absolutely re- 
fused to go into the details of the mur~ 
der or his discovery of the body of the 
woman. Regarding himself and the aa 
man, he spoke freely. According to his 
story, Lena Tapper was the correct epee 
of the deceased, who was a German by 
birth. She was 87 years old. She came 
to this country eee fifteen years ago.

Fifteen years ago 
I lived in the city of New York, and kept 
a rooming house in Cleveland Place.

Demady claims that he was never mar- 
ried to the woman, although such is com- 
mon report. + 

Detective Leyden has in his possession 
a number of letters written in German 
to Demady by a woman who signed her 
name ‘Laura.’ Some of these are oft re- 
cent date, and it is thought that Demady 
desired to rid himself of Lena, and go 
to Albuquerque, where his new love lives. 

The detectives are also working on an- 
other theory. A man who visited Lena 
Tapper on Saturday night, went again to 
the house again Sunday night. His iden- 
tity is -unknown. A son of “Mother 
Ryan claims that he saw this man leave 
1911 Market street through the rear yard 
early yesterday morning. This clue may 
lead to important developments 

At an early hour this morning Demady 
made a full statement to Detective Ley- 
den. He said that at midnight Sunday he 
entered the Casa Bianca saloon and play- 
ed cards with six others until daylight, 
when he returned to 1912 Market street, 
Without going into her room or awak- 
ing his mistress he took a basket from 
the kitchen and went to a grocery store 
where he purchased some fruit and bread, 
returning with it to the house and leav- 
ing soon after. At 12 o'clock he discover- 
ed the body. The statement is in writ- 
ing and is signed by Demady.

The most conservative estimates of 
deaths in the six towns of Pine county is 
362 and from that figures go up to 1,000. 

Although the exact number of dead 
will never be known, enough is known 
to make this one of the most appal- 
ling disasters in American history. More 
have perished, but never so many in so 
terrible a manner, 

As to the property loss, all thoughts 
have been of death, and few could be 
made to talk about their business losses 
It is probable the loss at and around 
Hinckley will exceed $2,000,000, although 
no careful estimates have yet been made, 
nor can they be made where all papers 
and records have gone up in the same 
flames that so quickly devoured all the 
houses, the vegetation and almost the 
land in a large section of the pine coun- 
try. : 

Rains to-day cleared the air somewhat 
from smoke, but were not heavy enough 
to entirely quench the fires, which would 
break out on slight provocation if they 
aught to feed on. 

Of the fires acres in Wisconsin, less 
is here known up to midnight, but there 
has been no loss of life reported, and it 
is hoped that it is, over.

He expressed re- 
gret at the split in Arapahoe county, but 
did not care to say anything concerning 
its merits until further details are known 
to him. The governor, who has been 
here since last night, has headquarters

Waite’s Strength. 

The condition of things at 11 o’clock 
to-night indicates that Waite will be nom- 
inated without opposition. His friends 
claim that if all who are against him 
were united on a canidate he would have 
a clear majority of seventy-five to 100. 
This may be an over estimate. It is even 
said on the other side that if Pence even 
now were to consent to allow his name 
to be used he could get tue nomination, 
but Pence has declined.

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At 1911 Market Street Yesterday 
Morning Was Committed @ 
Frightful Crime, Lena Tapper, & 
Woman of Ill Fame, Being Heart- 
lessly Strangled to Death Upon 
Her Bed—Evidences That She 
Struggled Terribly Against the 
Strangler—Richard Den/ady, the 
Woman’s Lover, Is Held Upon 
Suspicion of Being the Strangler, 
Although Detectives Are Also 
Working Upon Another Clue— 
Letters Which May Show a Mo- 
tive. 


Yesterday morning between the hours of 
1 and 8 o'clock, Lena Tapper, a woman 
of ill-fame, was strangled to death in a 
horrible manner in the house occupied by 
herself alone at 1911 Market street. At 
12 o’clock noon the remains of the woman 
were discovered. During the afternoon

three persons, Richard Demady, known 
on the row as “Dick;’’ his brother, Ed- 
mond Dermady, and sister, Diana Der- 
mady, commonly known as Madame Fou- 
chet, were placed under arrest and charged 
with the murder. Thus far there is only 
circumstantial evidence, but the detectives 
claim that circumstances point strongly 
to the guilt of ‘Dick’? Dermady. It was 
found that Edmond Dermady had nothnig 
to do with the case and last evening he 
was released from custody by order of 
Chief Armstrong. 

“Dick” Dermady soon after his arrest 
retained Attorney Caypless to defend 
hm and last night the prisoner under in- 
structions, refused to give an account of 
his whereabouts yesterday morning. 

The murder is one of the most revolting 
ever committed in Denver. The house at 
1911 is half of a double house built two 
years ago by Richard Dermady. This 
house, numbered 1909 and 1911, is a one- 
story structure, and in each division there 
are three adjoining bedrooms, a little re- 
ception parlor and a kitchen. The apart- 
ments in 1909 were vacated a few days 
by the inmates, two young women, 
and the reom® in 1911 were occupied by 
Lena Tapper. Her lover was Richard 
Dermady. Lena occupied the first bed- 
room in the rear of the front parlor and 
Dermady slept in the room adjoining. The 
bedroom in the rear was unoccupied. It 
was an ideal place for a dark and mur- 
derous deed. The house at 1913 is a two 
story structure and the inmates sleep 
upstairs. Between 1911 and 1913 there is 
a thick wall. All this accounts for the 
fact that no sounds of the terrible struggle 
which must have taken place were heard 
by neighbors or passersby. The bloody 
walls, the position of the body when dis- 
covered and the marks upon the wall, told 
a terrible story. 

A Terrible Sight. 

The body of the woman was found lying 
upon the bed.’ Her head lay near the wall 
at the foot of the bed. Only a thin calico 
gown enveloped the body. The feet were 
bare and reached several inches over the 
edge of the bed, A pillow had been 
place® under the head and the hands 
were clutched at her throat. A muslin 
waist, twisted into the shape of a rope 
and tied about her neck with a reef knot 
showed the manner of the woman’s death 
Her tongue protruded, her eyes were 
wide open and her face was almost 
black. The pillow case upon which her 
head lay bore only a few spots of blood, 
but at the head of the bed there was an- 
other pillow which was covered with 
blood. The body had been moved or a 
new pillow had been placed under the 
victim’s head before it was found. 

The instrument of death was not tied 
very tightly around the woman’s neck. 
There was an object in this and every 
evidence showed that the strangler had 
pursued a scientific method. After render- 
ing the woman nearly unconscious by 
blows, the murderer procured the muslin 
waist, which he quickly slipped about 
her neck and tied. Between the woman’s 
reck and the cord there was a space in 
which a man’s hand would fit. Every 
evidence showed that after the struggle 
the assassin succeeded in forcing the 
woman on the bed, face downward, her 
head upon the pillow. The strangler then 
proceeded to tighten the cord, twisting it 
with his hand until it entered the flesh

and choked life out of the woman. The 
blood upon the pillow all came from the 
woman’s mouth and nose and she must 
have been held there a considerable time. 
There were a few stray blotches of red 
upon the walls and bed. 

It was evident that the flend who com- 
mitted the act had some object in re- 
moving the bloody pillow and placing an- 
other in its place, and this feature may 
have an important bearing in the case. 
An examination at the morgue showed 
that the woman’s face was badly swollen 
and there was a large contusion above 
the right eye. The arms of the deceased 
were badly discolored and the nails on the 
fingers of the right hand were torn. 

Discovery of the Crime. 

John Borgatti, a driver for the Casa 

Bianca saloon on Larimer street, was the 


first to discover and give the alarm. 
Borgatti called at the house to collect 60 
cents for beer and get orders. He 
knocked at the back door, but received no 
answer. He opened the kitchen door 
and went imto the woman’s room. The 
doors to all the rooms were unlocked, 
but closed. After seeing the dead wo- 
man, Borgatti ran into the street and 
gave the alarm. Frank Mullady and

PAUL, Sept. 3.—Later details sim- 
ply confirm the reports received yesterday 
as ta the magnitude of the Hinckley dis- 
aster. 

The most conservative estimates of 
deaths in the six towns of Pine county is 
362 and from that figures go up to 1,000. 

Although the exact number of dead 
will never be known, enough is known 
to make this one of the most appal- 
ling disasters in American history. More 
have perished, but never so many in so 
terrible a manner, 

As to. the property loss, all thoughts 
have been of death, and few could be 
made to talk about their business losses 
It is probable the loss at and around 


Hinckley will exceed $2,000,000, although 


no careful estimates have yet been made, 


nor can they be made where all papers 
and records have gone up in the same 
flames that so quickly devoured all the 
houses, the vegetation and almost the 
land in a large section of the pine coun~ 
try. 


Rains to-day cleared the air somewhat 


from smoke, but were not heavy enough 
to entirely quench the fires, which would 
break out on slight provocation if they 
aught to feed on. 


Of the fires acres in Wisconsin, less 


is here known up to midnight, but there 
has been no loss of life reported, and it 
is hoped that it is, over.

THE GREAT FIRE. | 
Scenes at Hinckley, Where the 


Fire Claimed Most of Its Victims) 
—Dead Bodies Found Everywhere—_ 
The Relief Workers. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 3.—A Pine City 
special to the Pioneer Press says: 

Words cannot tell the story of death 
and destruction that is revealed to the 
traveler in the St. Paul and Duluth re- 
lief train from Mission Creek to two 
miles above the little town of Miller or 
Sandstone Junction. The awfulness of 
the desolation which strikes upon the 
eye of the observer as he reaches the 
camp which was once the town of Hinck- 
ley is still more strongly impressed upon 
the mind as he journeys northward. This 
morning the smoke had lifted, revealing 
a landscape bare and black, the few 
standing trees being charred tb a height 
of forty feet, while the ground was of 
that peculiar tint of brown sand mixed 
with gunpowder, for the grass had been 
burned even to the roots. And here and 
there in the bleak and dreary stretches 
of country in what is now a great lone 
land, was seen the body o?f a deer, whose 
fleet, feet had not been able to outrun 
the flames, or of a human being, who 
had been absolutely powerless against 
the grim destroyer. 

A Pioneer Press man accompanied 
Judge Nethaway of Stillwater, and the 
members of a relief party which started 
on a hand car loaded with provisions, 
to relieve the people of, Sandstone, who 
were reported in great distress. Two 
miles above Hinckiey they found lying by 
the trunk of a tree, the body of a man, 
which was evidently that of a lumber- 
man, The relief party proceeded as far 
as Shunk Lake, where the Duluth lim- 
ited train was burnea. Here they found 
Engineer Williams in charge of a gang 
of men rebuilding the burned bridges. 
From them it was learned the people 
living at Sandstone had been taken to 
Duluth by special trains Sunday night 
and their pressing necessities relieved 
so the help from Pine City was not 
pie’?

Burned to Death, 
The house of John Robinson w. 
Shunk Lake in the edge of the woods the 
family sought refuge in the cellar, There 
was no escape from uie fire and the par- 
ty found the bodies of John Robinson 
and his wife and Mary, their eldest 
daughter, and two small children, All 
the clothing was burned from the bod- 
ies, but the victims had evidently been 
suffocated before the flames reached 
them. The hands of the eldest daughter 
were uplifted, with the palms together 
in an attitude of prayer. x 

Within 600 yards of the spot where Ein- 
gineer Root stoppeu his train was a 
long trench, running from the little body 
of water which proved a place of safety 
for the passengers on the limited, to a 
swamp on the lake. Following along this 
trench the party came upon the par- 
tlally clothed body ,of a man, who in 
personal appearance corresponded to the 
description of General Passenger and 
Freight Agent Rowley, of the Duluth 
and Winnipeg railroad.

The Number Dead.

In fact, that estimate {s proving re- 
markably exact, considering the confus- 
ion of the first day. One element that 
makes close figuring very difficult ig 
the facet bodies seen in the woods and 
along the track are not infrequently re- 
ported to two points and sent out from 
each as among its dead. Then, too, the 
tendency of the occasion, bad as it is 
is toward exaggeration. owever, elim— 
inating those doubtful elements ‘as far 
as possible from its approximation, tha 
Pioneer Press is convinced that the total 
is as nearly exact as possible.

He Says Bell Was Not Nominated 
by Ballot—His Announcement 
to the Voters: 


Political News of Interest Gathered 
from Various Points in the 
State Yesterday.

PUEBLO, Colo., Sept. 3.—John C. Bell 
was nominated for congress to-day by the 
Populists of the second district. 

There was no opposition and Mr. Bell 
will have the unbroken support of the par- 
ty. The convention was wildly enthusias- 
tic and cheered for several minutes when 
Bell was carried into the hall and placed 
on the platform on the shoulders of a 
crowd of his supporters. Men, women and 
children yelled and cheered until they 
were hoarse. The manner of nominating 
was significant of the temper of the con- 
vention. A delegate from Hinsdale sug- 
gested that the day being a legal holiday 
adjournment should be taken till to-mor- 
row. He was shomted down with cries

of “go on.’’ Dolores county moved a roll 
eall for nominations, but a man from 
Saguache demanded that a standing vote 
be taken to the name of the convention 
on the nomination of Bell by acclamation. 
They couldn’t stand high enough on the 
floor ta suit them, so they climbed not 
only on the chairs, but on the backs of 
chairs and hurrahed and yelled until their 
noise-making apparatus collapsed of their 
exhaustion. If there was uny one opposed 
to Bell he neglected to place himself in 
evidence. 

Then the congressman was carried in 
and made a speech after the uproar abated 
enough to allow him to be heard. He said 
he would not try to even faintly express 
his gratification and surprise at the recep- 
tion. During all his service in Washington 
he had never forgotten that he was mere- 
ly the servant of the people. He had not 
solicited a renomination, nor had he writ- 
ten a letter or asked any one to vote for 
him. He was consequently the prouder of 
the way ini which he hada been received. 
He related the history of the silver fight, 
in which he believed he had done his duty 
so far as was in his power. He said they 
should make their servants come to their 
work on public duty, and when they did 
so, honor them, and when they failed, to 
throw them aside. 

Bell’s Speech. 

He praised the income tax as a Povu- 
list measure, forced by Populist votes, 
and went into the public policy of New Zea- 
land, where railroads, telegraphs, etc., are 
public property and woman suffrage in 
full sway, with most satisfactory results 
in spite of the croakings of financial pilots 
before these measures were adopted. He 
advocated conservative measures by the 
Populist party. Secure in the possession 
ef the vote of the masses, it held the 
future of the country in its hands and 
should wisely speed its steps. The indus- 
trial classes have the majority of the 
votes and cam do as they will at the ballot 
box if they will mass their strength. 

A significant feature of the meeting was 
the adoption unanimously of a brief reso- 
lution commending Myron W. Reed for 
his stand on behalf of the people. There 
was no resolution concerning Davis H. 
Waite or his administration. Instead of 
bothering with a set of resolutions, which 
could searcely avoid referring to the gov- 
ernor’s administration, the convention by 
acclamation adopted as its platform the 
Omaha platform, “planks, splinters and 
shavings.” 

Growth of the Party. 

The convention met in the Columbia the- 
ater, with District Chairman I. G. Berry 
of Montrose presiding. After reading the 
call he made a speech on the growth of 
the Populist party and the services ren- 
dered by Bell, whose name was received 
with cheers. J. D. Hooper of Pitkin and 
E. F .Richardson of Montrose were named 
for temporary chairman, but so many 
secends came for Hoover that Richardson 
withdrew and the choice was made unan- 
imous. 

Hooper also eulogized Bell and predicted 
his election by a majority greater than 
that of last time. Marion Cook of Clear 
Creek and O. C. Marble of Pueblo were 
made secretaries.

The murder is one of the most revolting 
ever committed in Denver. The house at 
1911 is half of a double house built two 
years ago by Richard Dermady. This 
house, numbered 1909 and 1911, is a one- 
story structure, and in each division there 
are three adjoining bedrooms, a little re- 
ception parlor and a kitchen. The apart- 
ments in 1909 were vacated a few days 
azo by the inmates, two young wemen,- 
and the reams in 1911 were occupied by 
Lena Tapper. Her lover was Richard 
Dermady. Lena occupied the first bed- 
room in the rear of the front parlor and 
Dermady slept in the room adjoining. The 
bedroom in the rear was unoccupied. It 
was an ideal place for a dark and mur- 
derous deed. The house at 1913 is a two 
story structure and the inmates sleep 
upstairs, Between 1911 and 1913 there is 
a thick wall. All this accounts for the 
fact that no sounds of the terrible struggle 
which must have taken place were heard 
by neighbors or passersby. The bloody 
walls, the position of the body when dis- 
covered and the marks upon the wall, told 
a terrible story. 

A Terrible Sight. 

The body of the woman was found lying 
upon the bed.’ Her head lay near the wall 
at the foot of the bed. Only a thin calico 
gown enveloped the body. The feet were 
bare and reached several inches over the 
edge of the bed. A pillow had been 
placef under the head and the hands 
were clutched at her throat. A muslin 
waist, twisted into the shape of a rope 
and tied about her neck with a reef knot 
showed the manner of the woman’s death 
Her tongue protruded, ther eyes were 
wide open and her face was almost 
black. The pillow case upon which her 
head lay bore only a few spots of blood, 
but at the head of the bed there was an- 
other pillow which was covered with 
blood. The body had been moved or a 
new pillow had been placed under the 
victim’s head before it was found. 

The instrument of death was not tied 
very tightly around the woman’s neck. 
There was an object in this and every 
evidence showed that the strangler had 
pursued a scientific method. After render- 
ing the woman nearly unconscious by 
blows, the murderer procured the muslin 
waist, which he quickly slipped about 
her neck and tied. Between the woman’s 
reck and the cord there was a space in 
which a man’s hand would fit. Every 
evidence showed that after the struggle 
the assassin succeeded in forcing the 


woman on the bed, face downward, her 
head upon the pillow. The strangler then 
proceeded to tighten the cord, twisting it 
with his hand until it entered the flesh

and choked life out of the woman. The 
blood upon the pillow all came from the 
woman’s mouth and nose and she must 
have been held there a considerable time. 
There were a few stray blotches of red 
upon the walls and bed. 

It was evident that the fiend who com- 
mitted the act had some object in re- 
moving the bloody pillow and placing an- 
other in its place, and this feature may 
have an important bearing in the case. 
An examination at the morgue showed 
that the woman’s face was badly swollen 
and there was a large contusion above 
the right eye. The arms of the deceased 
were badly discolored and the nails on the 
fingers of the right hand were torn. 

Discovery of the Crime. 

John Borgatti, a driver for the Casa 
Bianca saloon on Larimer street, was the 
first to discover and give the alarm. 
Borgatti called at the house to collect 60 
cents for beer and get orders. He 
knocked at the back door, but received no 
answer, He opened the kitchen door 
and went into the woman’s room. The 
doors to all the rooms were unlocked 
but closed. After seeing the dead wo- 
man, Borgatti ran into the street and 
gave the alarm. Frank Mullady and

LOSS OF LIFE FEARED. 


Everything inflammable at Sandstone 
was destroyed and to-day’s investigation 
brought the numebr of dead at that place 
up to sixty-two, with twenty-one people 
missing. Mr. Webster, the father of 
Mayor Lee Webster of this town, was 
among the dead, and this afternoon Mr. 
Webster went to Sandstone to bury his 
father and mother. The scene at Sand- 
stone as discovered by Mr. Webster was 
heartrending. 

Decomposing Bodies. 

The streets of the town were only lines 
of sand between heaps of ashes. Within 
these lines lay forty bodies scattered at 
random and twenty-one more were after- 
wards found in the outskirts of the town 
and along the hollows and marshes to- 
wards the river banks. The bodies were 
lying exposed to the sun and rain alike, 
and were rapidly decomposing. They were 
identified so far as possible and will be 
buried to-morrow. The people of Duluth 
are looking after the care and relief of 
the people on the line north of Hinckley. 
They are doing their work well and will 
see that no one of the living is allowed 
to suffer for food or clothing. 

One of the marvelous circumstances of 
the occasion of the escape of so many cat- 
tle and horese. Many were absolutely un- 
Scathed, though no one can tell how they 
escaped the ordeal of the fire. Others 
were pitifully burned and steps are tardi- 
ly being taken to put them out of their 
misery. A squad of militiament went out 
this afternoon and killed an ox. ‘The an- 

. imals .were without food until late this 

ae afternoon, whem the relief train brought 
up some hay. The cows were in great 
suffering, not having been milked for two 
days. To-morrow morning the carcasses 
of the dead animals, which are becoming 
very offensive, will be put out of the way 
by burial or burning. 

Everything Burned. 

In the afternoon, following the train, a 
strong breeze swept up from the south, 
and soon the flames, which had been 
quenched to smouldering by the morning 
showers, were again fanned to a blaze 
and, hundreds of columns, of smoke began 
to ascend from the woods. The fire will 
not be out for many days, unless there 
are heavy rains, but there is no danger, 
as the underbrush is burned out clean and 
there is no possibility of any spread. The 
intensity and) insatibility of the fire can 
be seen from the fact that corduroy fills 
where the logs were buried under several 
feet of earth are entirely eaten out, the 
fire eating its way through under the en- 
tire width of the road. 

No one of the citizens of Pine City who 
volunteered their aid in the work of relief- 
did more than Mr. F. C. Weber. He took 
entire charge of the work at the ceme- 
tery and kept*‘at the hideous work until 
all that could be done was accomplished. 
Not until nightfall were his labors- over,

secretary. The day was spent in effect- 


ing an organization, and last night the | 


chairmen of the various state committees 
presented interesting reports. At 
o’clock this morning the members of the 
convention will leave upon an excursion 
through the great agricultural belt of 
Northern Colorado, returning at 6 p. m., 
and this evening addresses will be de- 
livered at the Broadway theater by dele- 
gates from Canada and Mexico, 

The evening’s programme is as follows: 
Senior Ybarolla of Mexico, ‘Irrigation in 


Mexico and International Relations;’” 
William Pearce of Canada, “Irrigation in 
the Canadian Northwest;’’ Mr. Dennis of 
Canada, ‘‘Irrigation Laws..of Canada.’’ 


President’s Address. 

At 11 o’clock Chairman Smythe rapped 
the convention to order and proceeded 
without delay to deliver the opening ad- 
dress. He called attention to the fact

that after 300 years of settlement on the 
American continent, only 5 per cent of 
the American people own. the land on 
Which they dwell. He startled the con- 
vention by exclaiming: “Is it any won- 
der that a great employer of labor who 
holds dividends more precious than hu- 
manity, can starve his workmen into sub- 
mission?’ He declared that the arid re- 
gion possesses the capability of supporting 
the entire present population of the 
United States. Mr. Smythe was greeted 
with prolonged applause at the conclusion 
of his address. 

Secretary Alles read the official call. 
Colonel Lorenz was introduced and read 
a welcome address from Governor Waite. 

In the address the governor called at- 
tention to the greed of corporations and 
suggested that the title snould remain in 
the state or nation. The address con- 
cluded with an eloquent eulogy of Colo- 
rado and a hearty welcome to the irriga- 
tion delegates. 

Mayor Van Horn extended a cordial 
greeting in behalf of the city of Denver, 
calling attention to the fact that the city 
stands on what was once an arid plain. 

The next speaker was President Byers 
of the chamber of commerce. He dwelt 
upon the great importance of the irriga- 
tion movement and prophesied that the 
congress would have a marked effect on 
national legislation in the reclamation of 
the arid ains. The first systematic 
efforts for irrigation on the continent 
were made in Colorado. In concluding, 
Mr. Byers said: “Again I bid you wel- 
come, thrice -welcome.”’ 

Every Delegate Has a Vote. 

Ex-Governor Prince of New Mexico was 
the first speaker from the floor. He in- 
troduced a resolution granting equal vot- 
ing powers to all members present under 
the official call of the national committee. 
In speaking on the resolution Governor 
Prince took the position that there should 
be no figureheads in the convention and 
every delegate should have a vote. 

Colonel R. J. Hinton of Nevada followed 
in earnest advocacy of granting full privi- 
leges to every delegate, regardless of the 
limitations placed by the Los Angeles 
convention. 

Judge Gregory of Kansas thought that 
the change should not be made until after 
the report of the committee on credentials. 
A delegate who had attended fifteen irri- 
gation conventions favored throwing the 
gates open. He wanted the merchants and 
business men to become interested. Sen- 
ator Boyd of Colorado advocated the reso- 
lution. 

Delegate Lee of Nebraska raised the 
point of order that it was not time to vote 
on the resolution. 

The resolution was finally referred to 
the committee on credentials. 

By unanimous vote, George Q. Cannon 
of Utah was elected temporary chair- 
man. Mr. Cannon was introduced as the 
great representative of the most illus- 
trious irrigators on the continent. 

President Cannon delivered a highly 
interesting address. He related the ex- 
periences of the early irrigationists in 
Utah and the introduction of a practical 
system of irrigation in 1848.

Irrigation bonds are a drug 
upon the market and good districts suffer 
because of the existence of worthless dis- 
tricts. The author of the paper took the 
position that the state board should fix 
the amount of bonds to be issued for im- 
provements in any district and the state 
should stand ready to buy the bonds. 
The schemes practiced by district pro- 
moters were exposed and the ownership 
of the water supply by the people them- 
selves was endorsed, 

A delegate from New Mexico called for 


a change in the programme.and it was’ 


decided to allow each state ten minutes 
for verbal reports. 

Colorado: failed to respond, owing to the 
absence of the chairman. 

Idaho handed in a manuscript. Nebras- 
ka produced a printed pamphlet of thirty- 
three pages, heartily endorsing: national 
aid in reclamation. The report demands 
the immediate repeal of the desert land 
law and presents in a concise form many 
recommendations upon the problem. It 
recommends an amended homestead law, 
the abrogation of the commutation clause, 
the amount of Jand to be limited to eighty 
acres where one crop is raised annually 
and residence to be required for ten years. 
The report also favors the leasing of gov- 
ernment pasturage Jands and rental of 
waters from reservoirs and canals built 
by the government. The report concludes 
with the recommendation that interstate 
waters be controlled by the general gov- 
ernment. L 

Kansas responded through Judge Greg- 
ory. He told his hearers that at least one- 
half of the state of Kansas, comprising 
fifty-four counties and 25,000,000 acres, 
must have irrigation.. The future of this 
region depends on water supply. In the 
course of his remarks the judge said that 
the rainfall in Western Kansas amounts 
to twenty inches annually. The preven- 
tion of prairie fires and the growth of 
trees, in the opinion of the speaker, would 
work a remarkable change in the agri- 
cultural conditions. We fayored the exten- 
sion of the district system.

| “BEER SMELLING’ COUNTY COM- 
MITTEE CROWD HAS REVENGE. 


—EEEEEE 


By a Vote of 98 to 23 the Republican 
County Committee Decides That 
Women Can Have No Voice in the 
Conduct of the Campaign—A Red- 


Hot Argument Follows the Re- 
port of the Committee—The 


Names of Some of Those Who 
Voted to Down the Women. 


The Republican County Central com- 
mittee held a meeting last evening, and by 
a vote of 98 to 23 decided to allow wo- 
men no yote or voice whatever in the 
conduet of the present campaign. 

A majority report or the committee ap- 
pointed to drart rules by which the newly 
enfranchised voters could ‘‘work in har- 
mony’’ with the men, favored allowing 
eighteen district captains recommended 
by Mrs. Peavy to serve upon the com- 
mittee, Grant Hudson offered a minority 
report that the ‘‘captains’’ be allowed to 
see that women are registered and do 
other work for the ticket, but that they 
should have no vote on the committee. 1. 
H. Webb offered a substitute approving 
of the appointment of the women as made 
at the suggestion of the state central com- 


mittee, and fully recognizing them as 
members of the county central committee, 

Then the fun began, and the fight that 
followed was a bitter one. The minority 
was led by G. W. Thompson and John BH. 
Leet. They protested that the adoption 
of Hudson’s report meant the disinte- 
gration of the party,-and that it was un- 
fair. Mr. Leet made a long speech. He 
didn’t propose to let a tot of people make 
a scapegrat of him. “We can’t afford,” 
he said, ‘‘to get up a row with those la- 
dies. There is a disposition on the part 
of certain politicians to make the women 
think we're a lot of scrubs.” 

County Attorney Grant Hudson cham- 
pioned the cause of the court house 
crowd. He said that the majority of the 
committee, barring Leet, knew what it 
was doing. ‘tne women had not been 
elected by the voters, but, he declared, 
vehemently, ‘tus people were elected by 
the people.” The young barrister advised 
the women to wait till they could be 
elected. All the talk of admitting women, 
was, to his mind, “rot, buncombe and 
demagoguery.’’ The women of his pre- 
cinct would be all right, but nothing went 
with them but J. C. Helm. All the com- 
mittee wanted was to be let alone, and 
eight-tenths of the women would be will- 
ing to be advised—they did not desire to 
dictate. Besides, Hudson didn’t know 
whether the women were Republicans. It 
took a vote to decide that. For instance, 
Wolcott’s enemies six months ago now 
sald, ‘‘Come to our hearts.’’ That was all 
right. ‘‘But,” continued Hudson, ‘you 
can't fool Ed. He knows who his friends 
are.” This last statement was received 
with tremendous cheers by the heelers. 

G. W. Thompson wished to speak in be- 
half of the women, but Joe Williams 
said he must insist on Thompson’s keep- 
ing still, as he had had the floor once. 
This and all future efforts of Mr Thomp- 
son to secure recognition failed, and he 
was finally yelled down. 

John Rush said the proposition to have 
women on the committe was absurd. They 
had no more right there than the Irish 
or Germans, or negroes or Catholics. He 
didn’t want any machine work. This 
break of the kindergarten statesman made 
Mose Viancourt, who sat near him, smile 
audibly. 

Thompson tried to speak once more 
but was advised to “lay down and soak 
your head.” 

Webb's substitute to give the women 
equal rights on the committe was then de- 
feated, receiving 283 votes to 98 nays. The 
votes against [Ine women were cast by the 
following well-known patriots: John 
Voght, clerk in the assessor’s office; B.

He declared that the arid re- 
gion possesses the capability of supporting 
the entire present population of the 
Jnited States. Mr. Smythe was greeted 
with prolonged applause at the conclusion 
of his address. 
Secretary Alles read the official call. 
Colonel Lorenz was introduced and read 
a welcome address from Governor Waite. 
In the address the governor called at- 
tention to the greed of corporations and 
suggested that the title should remain in 
the state or nation. The address con- 
cluded with an eloquent eulogy of Colo- 
rado and a hearty welcome to the irriga- 
tion delegates. 

Mayor Van Horn extended a cordial 
greeting in behalf of the city of Denver, 
calling attention to the fact that the city 
stands on what was once an arid plain, 


of the chamber of commerce. He dwelt 
upon the great importance of the irriga- 
tion movement and prophesied that the 
congress would have a marked effect on 
national legislation in the reclamation of 
the arid pJains. The first systematic 
efforts for irrigation on the continent 
were made in Colorado. In concluding, 
Mr. Byers said: “Again I bid you wel- 
come, thrice -welcome.’”’ 
Every Delegate Has a Vote. 

Ex-Governor Prince of New Mexico was 
the first speaker from the floor. He in- 
troduced a resolution granting equal vot- 
ing powers to all members present under 
the official call of the national committee. 
In speaking on the resolution Governor 
Prince took the position that there should 
be no figureheads in the convention and 
every delegate should have a vote. 

Colonel R. J. Hinton of Nevada followed 
in earnest advocacy of granting full privi- 
leges to every delegate, regardless of the 
limitations placed by the Los Angeles 
convention. 

Judge Gregory of Kansas thought that 
the change should not be made until after 
the report of the committee on credentials. 
A delegate who had attended fifteen irri- 
gation conventions favored throwing the 
gates open. He wanted the merchants and 
business men to become interested. Sen- 
ator Boyd of Colorado advocated the reso- 
lution. 

Delegate Lee of Nebraska raised the 
point of order that it was not time to vote 
on the resolution. 

The resolution was finally referred to 
the committee on credentials. 

By unanimous vote, George Q. Cannon 
of Utah was elected temporary chair- 
man. Mr. Cannon was introduced as the 
great representative of the most illus- 
trious irrigators on the continent. 

President Cannon delivered a highly 
interesting address. He related the ex- 
periences of the early irrigationists in 
Utah and the introduction of a practical 
system of irrigation in 1848. Black 
crickets came down from the mountains 
and ¢ystroyed the crops. Food was weigh- 
ed out to every family by the ounce. “‘T 
was continually hungry during the win- 
ter of *47 and 748,” said the speaker. 
Many a day he gathered thistle tops and 
boiled them for food. There was no 
thought of abandoning the settlement 
and when great flocks of gulls visited the 
region and devoured the insects that 
threatened the crops the people looked 
upon the visitation as an act of Provi- 
dence. The speaker said that in Utah 
it has been proven that small holdings 
are best for the people. His. people 
dreaded monopolies above everything else 
and are fully convinced that large tracts 
of land under one ownership are opposed 
to the public good. On behalf of Utah, 
Mr. Gannon thanked the convention for 
the honor of being selected as temporary 
shei of the congress. 2 
SEuoratry Alles nominated T. L. Smith 
of Denver, as temporary secretary. Mr. 
Smith was elected by acclamation. —

STATE COMMISSIONS. 


Condition of Local 
and Irrigation Enterprises. 
Arizona was the first state to present its 
report at the evening session. The report 
centained a ringing argument for the ces- 
sion of the arid lands to the states. Gov- 
ernment appropriations for reclamation 
were characterized as the tombstone of 
buried hope. The report was written by 
J. C. Vanderweicker ana was read by 

Secretary West. 

L. M. Holt submitted an able paper on 
California irrigation. He argued in favor 
of a state board of supervisors whose ap- 
proval should be necessary before an irri- 
gation district is organized. California, 
according to the report, is strewn with 
wrecked irrigation enterprises. Owing to 
the slowness of the United States supreme 
court large districts are lying idle until 
the constitutionality of the district is 
passed upon. Irrigation bonds are a drug 
upon the market and good districts suffer 
because of the existence of worthless dis- 
tricts. The author of the paper took the 
position that the state board should fix 
the amount of bonds to be issued for im- 
provements in any district and the state 
should stand ready to buy the bonds. 
The schemes practiced by district pro- 
moters were exposed and the ownership 
of the water supply by the people them- 
selves was endorsed. 

A delegate from New Mexico called for 
a change in the programme.and 
decided to allow each state ten minutes 
for verbal reports. 

Colorado failed to respond, owing to the 
absence of the chairman. 

Idaho handed in a manuscript. Nebras- 
ka produced a printed pamphlet of thirty- 
three pages, heartily endorsing: national 
aid in reclamation. The report demands 
the immediate repeal of the desert land 
law and presents in a concise form many 
recommendations upon the problem. It 
recommends an amended homestead law, 
the abrogation of the commutation clause, 
the amount of land to be limited to eighty 
acres where one crop is raised annually 
and residence to be required for ten years. 
The report also favors the leasing of gov- 
ernment pasturage lands and rental of 
waters from reservoirs and canals built 
by the government. The report concludes 
with the recommendation that interstate 
waters be controlled by the general gov- 
ernment. 

Kansas responded through Judge Greg- 
ory. He told his hearers that at least one- 
half of the state of Kansas, comprising 
fifty-four counties and 25,000,000 acres, 
must have irrigation.. The future of this 
region depends on water supply. In the 
course of his remarks the judge said that 
the rainfall in Western Kansas amounts 
to twenty inches annually. The preven- 
tion of prairie fires and the growth of 
trees, in the opinion of the speaker, would 
work a remarkable change in the agri- 
cultural conditions, He favored the exten- 
sion of the district system. 

Through Judge Gregory the Kansas dele- 
gation presented an additional report on 
the national aspect of the question, which 
embraces many points of great interest to 
the people of the West. The report in- 
dorses the plan of the government's grant- 
ing irrigable land in forty-acre tracts and 
to citizens of the United States only. It 
concludes with a recommendation for the 
establishment of a national irrigetion 
commission and the restoration of silver 
to its time-honored position. 

Nevada favored 160 acres as the amount 
of irrigable land to be granted to settlers, 
Government control cf waterways and 
irrigation improvements were severely cen- 
sured n the report, Any act of congress 
looking toward controlling the water in 
non-navigable streams wus looked upon 
by the delegation as an unwarrantable 
ise unconstitutional usurpation of author- 

y. 

New Mexico's report in printed form was 
handed in with a few brief remarks by 
Gevernor Prince. ¢ 

Delegate Alfred Dickey of North Da- 
kota aroused the convention with a stir-

A majority report or the committee ap- 
pointed to drart rules by which the newly 
enfranchised voters could ‘“‘work in har- 
mony’? with the men, favored allowing 
eighteen district captains recommended 
by Mrs. Peavy to serve upon the com- 
mittee. Grant Hudson offered a minority 
report that the ‘‘captains’ be allowed to 
see that women are registered and do 
other work for the ticket, but that they 
should have no vote on the committee. D. 
H. Webb offered a substitute approving 
of the appointment of the women as made 
at the suggestion of the state central com- 


mittee, and fully recognizing them as 
members of the county central committee, 

Then the fun began, and the fight that 
followed was a bitter one. The minority 
was led by G. W. Thompson and John E. 
Leet. They protested that the adoption 
of Hudson’s report meant the disinte- 
gration of the party, and that it was un- 
fair. Mr. Leet made a long speech. He 
didn’t propose to let a iot of people make 
a scapegrat of him. ‘‘We can’t afford,” 
he said, ‘‘to get up a row with those la- 
dies. There is a disposition on the part 
of certain politicians to make the women 
think we're a lot of scrubs.” 

County Attorney Grant Hudson cham- 
pioned the cause of the court house 
crowd, He said that the majority of the 
committee, barring Leet, knew what it 
was doing. ‘ae women had not been 
elected by the voters, but, he declared, 
vehemently, ‘“‘us people were elected by 
the people.’? The young barrister advised 
the women to wait till they could be 
elected. All the talk of admitting women, 
was, to his mind, “rot, buncombe and 
demagoguery.’” The women of his pre- 
cinct would be all right, but nothing went 
with them but J. C. Helm. All the com- 
mittee wanted was to be let alone, and 
eight-tenths of the women would be will- 
ing to be advised—they did not desire to 
dictate. Besides, Hudson didn’t know 
whether the women were Republicans. It 
took a vote to decide that. For instance, 
Wolcott’s enemies six months ago now 
said, “‘Come to our hearts.’’ That was all 
right. ‘But,’ continued Hudson, “you 
can’t fool Ed. He knows who his friends 
are.” This last statement was received 
with tremendous cheers by the heelers. 

G. W. Thompson wished to speak in be- 
half of the women, but Joe Williams 
said he must insist on Thompson’s keep- 
ing still, as he had had the floor once. 
This and all future efforts of Mr Thomp- 
son to secure recognition failed, and he 
was finally yelled down. 

John Rush said the proposition to have 
women on the committe was absurd. They 
had no more right there than the Irish 
or Germans, or negroes or Catholics. He 
didn’t want any machine work. This 
break of the kindergarten statesman made 
Mose Viancourt, who sat near him, smile 
audibly. 

Thompson tried to speak once more 
but was advised to “lay down and soak 
your head.’’ 

Webb's substitute to give the women 
equal rights on the committe was then de- 
feated, receiving 28 votes to 98 nays. The 
votes against Ine women were cast by the 
following well-known patriots; John 
Voght, clerk in the assessor’s office; B.

Saved Scores. 

Yardmaster Dave Philups of Duluth 
jas proved himself a hero. He is the man 
who grasped the situation, acted on his 
knowledge and promptly relieved the peo- 
ple of Sandstone. He received a message 
from Miller last night, which said: 7 

“There are 150 people at Sandstone with- 
out food or shelter. For God's sake get 
them out of here.”’ : 

Within an ingredibly short time an en- 
gine in charge of Yardmaster Williams 
was on the way to Sandstone. The entire 
road after the burned district was reached 
was patrolled and the engine kept up a 
continual whistling, so that any persons 
who might be near the railway would 
come at once to the track. 

When the train arrived at Sandstone 
Junction, or Miller, as_it is generally 
called, it was met by nearly the entire 
populaton of Sandstone and Miller. The 
depot platform at Miiler had been burned 
and there was not a house left standnig 
anywhere in view. About 170 people were 
taken on board and a, messenger was sent 
to Sandstone, who informed the people of 
the arrival of the relief. Very few re- 
mained and they were those with loved 
ones lying dead. No one was burned seri- 
ously who was not fatally injured. There 
was no attempt to care for the dead, who 
were scattered through the streets of the 


town. 

Everything inflammable at Sandstone 
was destroyed and to-day’s investigation 
brought the numebr of dead at that place 
up to sixty-two, with twenty-one people 
missing. Mr. Webster, the father .of 
Mayor Lee Webster of this town, was 
among the dead, and this afternoon Mr. 
Webster went to Sandstone to bury his 
father and mother. The scene at Sand- 
stone as discovered by Mr. Webster was 
heartrending. 

Decomposing Bodies. 

The streets of the town were only lines 
of sand between heaps of ashes. Within 
these lines lay forty bodies scattered at 
random and twenty-one more were after- 
wards found in the outskirts of the town 
and along the hollows and marshes to- 
wards the river banks. The bodies were 
lying exposed to the sun and rain alike, 
and were rapidly decomposing. They were 
identified so far as possible and will be 
buried to-morrow. The people of Duluth 
are looking after the care and relief of 
the people on the line north of Hinckley. 
They are doing their work well and will 
see that no one of the living is allowed 
to suffer for food or clothing. 

‘One of the marvelous circumstances of 
the occasion of the escape of so many cat- 
tle and horese. Many were absolutely un- 
Scathed, though no one can tell how they 
escaped the ordeal of the fire. Others 
were pitifully burned and steps are tardi- 
Ty being taken to put them out of their 
misery. A squad of militiament went out 
this afternoon and killed an ox. The an- 
imals ,were without food until late this 
afternoon, when the relief traim browsht 
up some hay. The cows were ja great 
suffering, not having been mi/ked for two 
days. To-morrow morning the carcasses 
of the dead animals, which are becoming 
very offensive, will be put out of the way 
by burial or burning. 

Everything Burned. 

In the afternoon, following the train, a 
strong breeze swept up from: the south, 
and soon the flames, which had been 
quenched to smouldering by the morning 
showers, were again fanned to ablaze 
and, hundreds of columns of smoke began 
to ascend from the woods. The fire will 
not be out for many days, unless there 
are heavy rains, but there is no danger, 
as the underbrush is burned out clean and 
there is no possibility of any spread. The 
intensity and) insatibility of the fire can 
be seen from the fact that corduroy fills 
where the logs were buried under several 
feet of earth are entirely eaten out, the 
fire eating its way through under the en- 
tire width of the road. 

No one of the citizens of Pine City who 


volunteered their aid in the work of relief: 


did more than Mr. F. C. Weber. He took 
entire charge of the work at the ceme- 
tery and kept*at the hideous work until 
all that could be done was accomplished. 
Not until nightfall were his labors: over, 
and. during that time he had a succession 
of relays of men under him, for many 
sickened and had to give it up. The work 
progressed slower than need have been 
the case had Mr. Weber’s working’ force 
been adequate. As it was sixty-five un- 
identified dead were interred in the 
trenches; fifty-six more were put in boxes, 
and thirteen were buried by their friends, 
making a total of 134 bodies handled at 
the cemetery. 

Mr. Weber says he has reports of fifty- 
one bodies already for burial to-morrow, 
and this number will grow every hour. 
The bodies found after to-morrow must be 
burned where found, as they will be too 
badly decomposed for removal. 


THE BURNED DISTRICT. 


Caring for the Homeless at Pine 
City—Ninety Dead Bodies Piled in 
a Ghastly Heap in the Graveyard 
at Hineckiey. 


PINE CITY, Minn., Sept. 3.—The little 
cemetery of Hinckley presented a ter- 
rible scene to-day. At best the little spot 
would be-as dreary as could be imagined. 
It is on top of a rough, sandy knoll, 
where nature is seen at her worst and 
absolutely no attempt toward artificial 
embellishment has ever been made, 
There were only a few little, sandy, un- 
sodded mounds before. Now the black- 
ened, fire-scarred stumps of fallen trees 
all about it present an appearance of des- 
olation hard to describe. 

But in the center of the open was the 
crowning piece. In an indiscriminate 
heap lay more than ninety corpses, men, 
women and children. Some burned to a 
erisp, others only browned by the heat 

‘and none with a fragment of clothing 
larger than a man’s hand to conceal their 
awful nakedness. Some were mere trunks, 
their extremities having been burned off. 
Some were bloated until the abdomen 
had cracked open and intestines were 
protruding. Skulls were burned open and 
brains escaping, and all were twisted and 
cramped in the agony of the death that 
had overtaken them. 

A force of men were quickly at work 
digging a shallow trench along the south 
end of the cemetery. The sandy soil 
was as hard as flint. It had been baked 
to a crust by weeks of drouth and al- 
most solidified by the fire. 

In retrospection, the most sorrowful 
feature of the terrible fatality at Hinck- 
ley is the thought that had the situation 
been realized in time not a single life 
among the residents of the town need 
have been lost. The Great Northern 
gravel pit, where only 100 sought safety, 
is about ten acres in extent, broad enough 
and long enough and deep enough to 
have sheltered every soul in Hinckley 
with their domestic animals, There is a 
pool of water of considerable depth. -The 
banks are bare of grass or shrubbery 
and there was no inflammable material 
on the side from which the fire came. 
Those who did seek this have passed the 
hours of their enforced imprisonment in 

acomparative comfort. 

A particularly strenuous effort was 
made to-day to identlfy a number of 
corpses of men who were known to carry 
oe insurance, 

ere is a strong suspicion that amon 
those who have been in Hinckley bition 
Sibly for relief purposes, there have been 
a lawless few who have played the part 
of ghouls and vandals. Many of the 
bodies had money and valuables on them 
and in several cases they were robbed. 

The local physicians were nearly ex- 


ee ene ee ee ee oS a 2 ea 
provisions to look after the destitute peo- | 
ple. After passing the Hastern Minnesota | 
tracks and just before coming to the 
glowing coals and ashes that marked all 
that remained of Sandstone, several bod- | 
ies were seen, the victims apparently hav- 
ing been overtaken by the flames as they 
were fleenig to safety. 

On reaching the quarry below the town 
wher the people saved were waiitng 
aid, they were given provisions and 
those who were uninjured were sent for- 
ward to the relief train about four or five 
miles. Those who were burned and a 
number of children were left in the office 
building until to-day, when they will be 
cared for by another relief train. 

All those saved at Sandstone were in 
the river while the cyclone of flames pass- 
ed and only managed to escape by wad- 
ing in the water a far as p sible and 
then throwing water over each others’ 
heads. The coming of the flames sound- 


ed like thunder and with such rapidity did 
they come that the people who lingered 
to save property or neglected to seek safe- 
ty in the river, perished in the avalanche 
of fire. As far as could be learned be- 
tween forty and fifty bodies were scat- 
tered about the streets burned to a crisp. 

The relief committee had paid but little 
attention to bodies, as the living required 
immediate attention. The town boasted 
of a water works, but, as one of the citi- 
zens remarked, “the whole of Kettle river 
would not have had an effect on the solid 
sheet of flames that advanced on the 
town and swept it out of existence in less 
than an hour.’’ 

The relief train took back 245 people to 
Duluth for aid. 

At Sandstone Junction H. 
and five children have perished. Lind 
was fatally burned, but is still alive. Mr. 
Greenfield’s wife and six children of the 
same place were burned. The bridge 
watchman, Denmuth of Sandstone, was 
so badly burned that he committed suicide 
before the rescuing party arrived. 
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FIRE EVERYWHERE. 


People of Norway, Wis., Have a 
Terrible Time Fighting the Mlames 
So Het That Wegetables Were 
Cooked in the Ground.

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 3.—A special to 
the Wisconsin from Iron Mountain says 
the whole north and eastern country is a 
mass of ruins, and the loss will amount 
to thousands of dollars. Yesterday the 
people of Norway had to fight the fire for 
ten hours to save their town from de- 
struction. The intense heat may be judg- 
ed from the fact that vegetables were 
cooked in the ground, Captain John Per- 
kins losing 10,000 bushels of turnips in 
this manner. On the Ontagona division 
of the Milwaukee and St. Paul the fire 
belt extends from Channing to Rock 
Island on both sides of the road, and the 
damage is chiefly to standing pine. It is 
estimated that 200,000,000 feet of timber 
has been scorched. The railroad is badly 
warped in many places and it is not con- 
sidered safe to operate trains on that di- 
vision. One train was derailed by warped 
rails, and the engineer, named Almquist, 
a resident of Ontagona, was instantly 
killed. A brakeman whose name is un- 
known, was so badly injured that he can 
not live. Conductor Hill, who came down 
from the fire belt last night, says the 
flames have attacked the road bed and 
the ties are burning. Unless rain comes 
within the next ten hours, of which there 
is not the slightest indication, all trains 
on the division will be abandoned. In the 
direction of Watersmet on the Chicago 
and Northwestern there are fires of the 
Same nature. Many trains are being 
abandoned. The passenger trains due 
here Saturday night did not arrive until 


this morning. 
NELSON’S PROCLAMATION. 


The Governor of Minnesota Appeals 
to the People of the State to Aid 


the Survivors of the Awtul Dis- 
aster, 
ST. PAUL, Sept. 3.—Governor Nelson 


to-night issued the following proclama- 
tion: 
To the People of Minnesota: 

Information of an official character has 
reached me that the villages of Hinck- 
ley, Sandstone, Mission Creek and _ the 
neighboring towns and farms have been 
destroyed by forest fires; that hundreds 
ef lives have been sacrificed and suffering 


and destitution are on every hand; that 
the survivors of this terrible devastation 
are in immediate need of food, clothing, 
shelter and everything that makes ex- 


istence possible. This appalling disaster 
appeals to every heart of generous im- 
pulses and the case is one that demands 
the immediate and liberal assistance of 
all good citizens of this state. 

Now, therefore, I, Knute Nelson, gov- 
ernor of the state of Minnesota, in view 
of this awful calamity which has befallen 
our people, and by virtue of the authority 
liberal and public spirited citizens, to all 
liberal and public minded citizens, to all 
municipalities and to all religious and be- 
nevolent institutions of this state, to take 
immediate action toward securing con- 
tributions toward the prevailing distress, 
I hereby appoint the following state com- 
mission, authorized to receive contribu- 
tions of money and supplies, and to ex- 
pend and disburse the same; 

Cc. A. Pillsbury, Minneapolis; Kenneth 
Clark, St. Paul; Matthew G. Morton, Wi- 
nona; Hastings Hart, St. Paul; and a Du- 
luth man yet to be named. 


BLOWING A GALE. 


The Kane Oil Vield in Pennsylva- 
nia Threatened by a Great Forest 
Fire—Millions of Feet of Lumber 
Burning. 


KANE, Pa., Sept. 3.—A stiff. gale from 
the southeast has freshened up and to- 
night the flames of destructive fires are 
visible in all directions. Railroad traffic 
is badly interrupted by the fires along 
the tracks. Tle fire which threatened 
the south end of the Kane field on Martin 
Run a week ago is again burning’ fierce- 
ly and covers a very large scope of oil 
territory extending from Martin to Crane 
Run. Oil operators are making prepa- 
rations to put a large force of men out, 
The fire is particularly dangerous to the 
entire oil production in this, the Kane 
field. A heavy fire near Johnsonburg is 
destroying millions of feet of lumber. Au- 
thentic reports say fires along the line of 
the Pittsburg and Western road in Blk 
and Forrest counties have destroyed sev- 
eral saw mills and a large amount of 
sawed lumber and timber in the last few 


days. 
TOWN IN DANGER. 


Rib Lake, Wis., in Danger of Being 
Wiped Out at Any Moment by the 
Advance of the Raging Torest 
Fires. 


EAU CLAIRE, Wis., Sept. 3.—It is fear- 
ed this little town of Rib Lake, in Tabor 
county, population 520, will be destroyed 
to-night, although a fire engine and crew 
from Chippewa Falls have gone to fight 
the fire. Rib Lake Lumber company, with 
mills and immense tannery, is located at 
that point. 

The danger at Cartwright and Rice 
Lake is thought to be over. 

At Long Lakes a summer resort, the 
cottage of the late General Ginty, was 
destroyed this afternoon, At least sey- 
enty railroad bridges on the north divis- 
ion of the Omaha, between Chippewa 
Falls and Superior have been destroyed.

President’s Address, 

At 11 o’clock Chairman Smythe rapped 
the convention to order and proceeded 
without delay to deliver the opening ad- 
dress. He called attention to the fact

that after 300 years of settlement on the 
American continent, only 5 per cent of 
the American people own. the land on 
which they dwell. He startled the con- 
vention by exclaiming: “Is it any won- 


der that a great employer of labor who 
holds dividends more precious than hu- 
manity, can starve his workmen into sub- 
mission?’ He declared that the arid re- 
gion possesses the capability of supporting 
the entire present population of the 
United States. Mr. Smythe was greeted 
with prolonged applause at the conclusion 
of his address. 

Secretary Alles read the official call. 
Colonel Lorenz was introduced and read 
a welcome address from Governor Waite, 

In the address the governor called at- 
tention to the greed of corporations and 
suggested that the title should remain in 
the state or nation. The address con- 
cluded with an eloquent eulogy of Colo- 
rado and a hearty welcome to the irriga- 
tion delegates. 

Mayor Van Horn extended a cordial 
greeting in behalf of the city of Denver, 
ealling attention to the fact that the city 
stands on what was once an arid plain. 

The next speaker was President Byers 
of the chamber of commerce. He dwelt 
upon the great importance of the irriga- 
tion movement and prophesied that the 
congress would have a marked effect on 
national legislation in the reclamation of 
the arid plains. The first systematic 
efforts for irrigation on the continent 
were made in Colorado. In concluding, 
Mr. Byers said: ‘‘Again I bid you wel- 
come, thrice welcome.” 

Every Delegate Has a Vote. 

Ex-Governor Prince of New Mexico was 
the first speaker frem the floor. He in- 
troduced a resolution granting equal vot- 
ing powers to all members present under 
the official call of the national committee. 
In speaking on the resolution Governor 
Prince took the position that there should 
be no figureheads in the convention and 
every delegate should have a vote. 

Colonel R. J. Hinton of Nevada followed 
in earnest advocacy of granting full privi- 
leges to every delegate, regardless of the 
limitations placed by the Los Angeles 
convention. 

Judge Gregory of Kansas thought that 
the change should not be made until after 
the report of the committee on credentials. 
A delegate who had attended fifteen irri- 
gation conventions favored throwing the 
gates open. He wanted the merchants and 
business men to become interested. Sen- 
ator Boyd of Colorado advocated the reso- 
lution. 

Delegate Lee of Nebraska raised the 
point of order that it was not time to vote 
on the resolution. 

The resolution was finally 
the committee on credentials. 

By unanimous vote, George Q. Cannon 
of Utah was elected temporary chair- 
man. Mr. Cannon was introduced as the 
great representative of the most illus- 
trious irrigators on the continent. 

President Cannon delivered a highly 
interesting address. He related the ex- 
periences of the early irrigationists in 
Utah and the introduction of a practical 
system of irrigation in 1848. Black 
crickets came down from_the mountains 
and «stroyed the crops. Food was weigh- 
ed out to every family by the ounce. ‘“‘T 
was continually hungry during the win- 
ter of ’47 and ’48,” said the speaker. 
Many a day he gathered thistle tops and 
boiled them for food. There was no 
thought of abandoning the settlement 
and when great flocks of gulls visited the 
region and devoured the insects. that 
threatened the crops the people looked 
upon the visitation as an act of Provi- 
dence. The speaker said that in Utah 
it has been proven that small holdings 
are best for the people. His. people 
dreaded monopolies above everything else 
and are fully convinced that large tracts 
of land under one ownership are opposed 
to the public good. On behalf of Utah, 
Mr. Cannon thanked the convention for 
the honor of being selected as temporary 
chairman of the congress. 

SS eny Alles nominated T. L. Smith 
of Denver, as temporary secretary.

STATE COMMISSIONS. 


Condition of Local Improvements 
and Irrigation Enterprises. 
Arizona was the first state to present its 
report at the evening session. The report 
cecntained a ringing argument for the ces- 
sion of the arid lands to the states. Gov- 
ernment appropriations for reclamation 
were characterized as the tombstone of 
buried hope. The report was written by 
J. C. Vanderweicker ana was read by 

Secretary West. 

L. M. Holt submitted an able paper on 
California irrigation. He argued in favor 
of a state board of supervisors whose ap- 
proval should be necessary before an irri- 
gation district is organized. California, 
according to the report, is strewn with 
wrecked irrigation enterprises. Owing to 
the slowness of the United States supreme 
court large districts are lying idle until 
the constitutionality of the district is 
passed upon. Irrigation bonds are a drug 
upon the market and good districts suffer 
because of the existence of worthless dis- 
tricts. The author of the paper took the 
position that the state board should fix 
the amount of bonds to be issued for im- 
provements in any district and the state 


should stand ready to buy the bonds. 
The schemes practiced by district pro- 


moters were exposed and the ownership 
of the water supply by the people them- 
selves was endorsed. 

A delegate from New Mexico called for 
a change in the programme.and it was 
decided to allow each state ten minutes 
for verbal reports. 

Colorado failed to respond, owing to the 
absence of the chairman. 

{daho handed in a manuscript. Nebras- 
ka produced a printed pamphlet of thirty- 
three pages, heartily endorsing national 
aid in reclamation. The report demands 
the immediate repeal of the desert land 
law and presents in a concise form many 
recommendations upon the problem. It 
recommends an amended homestead law, 
the abrogation of the commutation clause, 
the amount of land to be limited to eighty 
acres where one crop is raised annually 
and residence to be required for ten years. 
The report also favors the leasing of gov- 
ernment pasturage lands and rental of 
waters from reservoirs and canals built 
by the government. The report concludes 
with the recommendation that interstate 
waters be controlled by the general govy- 
ernment. 

Kansas responded through Judge Greg- 
ory. He told his hearers that at least one- 
half of the state of Kansas, comprising 
fifty-four counties and 25,000,000 acres, 
must have irrigation. The future of this 
region depends on water supply. In the 
course of his remarks the judge said that 
the rainfall in Western Kansas amounts 
to twenty inches annually. The preven- 
tion of prairie fires and the growth of 
trees, in the opinion of the speaker, would 
work a remarkable change in the agri- 
cultural conditions. He favored the exten- 
sion of the district system. 

Through Judge Gregory the Kansas dele- 
gation presented an additional report on 
the national aspect of the question, which 
embraces many points of great interest to 
the people of the West. The report in- 
dorses the plan of the government's grant- 
ing irrigable land in forty-acre tracts and 
to citizens of the United States only. It 
concludes with a recommendation for the 
establishment of a national irrigation 
commission and the restoration of silver 
to its time-honored position. 

Nevada favored 160 acres as the amount 
of irrigable land to be granted to settlers, 
Government control of waterways and 
irrigation improvements were severely cen- 
sur d n the report. Any act of congresis 
looking toward controlling the water in 
non-navigable streams was looked upon 
by the delegation as an unwarrantable 
ee unconstitutional usurpation of author- 
ity.

A CUTTING AFFRAY THAT WILL 
PROBABLY PROVE MURDER.

Giovanna Calafa nnd Franco Arza- 
ritto Had Alyways Been Bosom 
Friends, but Last Nisht They 


Drank and Quarreled—Now Cal- 
afa Lies at the Point of Death, 
While Arzaritio, in Jail, Says to 
Kill Him if He Has Killed His 
Friend. 


Giovanna Calafa, an Italian laborer, 
living under the Sixteenth street via- 
duct, near the Burlington and Missouri 
freight depot, was horribly cut last night 
with a razor in the hands of Franco Arz- 
aritto, with whom he was quarreling. 
The two men have lived together for the 
last five months. Calafa was taken to 
the county hospital, where he lies at the 
point of death. Officer Booth arrested 
Arzaritto and he is booked at the city 
jail on the charge of murder. 

The only witnesses to the carving were 
Vito Fruscella and Antonio Monaco. 
They were taken to the city hall and 
later released. 

Guiseppe Rizutta, a young Italian, who 
was in the house when Calafa and Arz- 
arillo began to quarrel, saw the razor in 
the hands of the latter. He ran ont to 
call a policeman and sent Charles Pilo 
and Angelo Gavio to whe house. They 
found the two men im each  other’s 
clutches and separated them. 'They held 
Arzarillo until the polife arrived, and as 
their hands and clothing were covered 
with blood they were at first thought 
concerned. . 

Arzaritto came to America from Italy, 
where he has a wife and two children 
still living. His eldest is a girl of 15 and 
the other a boy of 18, The arrested man 
has been in this country seven years. He 


and Calafa have been good friends and 
were never known to quarrel before last 
night. Both had been drinking all evening. 

“They say I killed my friend,’’ said Arz- 
aritto to a News reporter through an in- 
terpreter. ‘If I did, send me to my 
death, for I don’t want to live if I killea 
the best friend I ever had. We slept to- 
gether, lived together, but last night we 
were drinking. We said hard things to 
each other and got mad. They say I 
killed him, do they? Well, take me to 
my death.’ 


SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Auditor Goodykoontz Answers the 
Statements of the Manngement, 
Which Appeared in a Communica- 
cation in Sunday’s “News.” 


To The Rocky Mountain News. 

Dear Sir—Will you allow me a smal! 
space to make a statement of fact rela- 
tive to the balance of an appropriation 
made by the Ninth gemeral assembly to 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ home, in reply 
to a letter that appeared in your Sunday 
issue, September 2, 1894. 

This letter contains so many false and 
misleading statements that I would not 
dare to encroach upon your valuable 
space to answer them all. 

First—The Ninth general assembly did 
appropriate $40,000 to this worthy insti- 
tution. 

Second—The Ninth gemeral assembly 
also appropriated between $40,000 and 
$50,000 more than the estimated revenue 
for the years 1893 and 1894. 

Third—The actual revenue for 1893 fell 
short some $60,000 from the estimate rey- 
enue. 

Fourth—There is a constitutional pro- 
hibition on the auditor of the state is- 
suing any warrant or warrants in excess 
of the actual revenue for any year. 

The appropriation was made out of the 
general revenue fund, which fund is an 
anticipated amount of money to be col- 
lected by taxation, so that the means of 
paying this appropriation and all maide 
on or out of this general fund is not 
collected for twelve .months or longer, 
after the appropriationsis made, so war- 
rants, interest-bearing, are issued to meet 
the emergency; but, as stated above, any 
warrant issued in excess of the actual 
revenue will be an excess or illegal war- 
rant and void. 

Some time in April, 1893, two warrants 
were issued to the treasurer of this home 
for $10,000 each, or $20,000. As the valua- 
tion of the assessable’ property of the 
state did not reach this office until Sep- 
tember of that year,’ the revenue for 
1893 was an unknown quantity, and to be 
just to all interested in appropriations, 1 
deemed it advisable to pay only one-half, 
or $20,000.. This plan 4 pursued with the 
insane asylum, penitentiary building and 
other state institutions; and from the in- 
vestigation made a few months since of 
the management of the home, it looks as 
if it were very fortunate that the old 
board did not obtain the full appropria- 
tion at that time. 

The commissioners have never been re- 
fused, but I have stated to them that 
owing to the financial condition of the 
state and the uncertainty of the amount 
of revenue to be collected for the year 
1894, and a further fact that the entire 
revenue for the year 1898 was exhausted, 
{ could not promise them anything until 
after the returns from the various county 
assessors throughout the state were re- 
ceived, when I could know for a certainty 
what the amount to be collected for the 
year 1894 would be. These returns would 
be all in by the first week in September. 
(This latter statement Mr. Root perverts 
to read until after the convention). 

I also stated to thém that after the 
returns are in the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
home will receive just the same treatment 
as the insane asylum and kindred instI- 
tutions, and that I am in hearty sym- 
pathy and accord with our veterans, and 
anything that I ean do for them, that will 
not jeopardize the interests of other 
equally as deserving, I stand ready and 
willing to do. 

When the statement js made that I re- 
fuse to pay or issue warrant or war- 
rants for the home, and by implication 
charge it as an act of meanness or cus- 
sedness om my part, I say such is false 
and without foundation; in fact why war- 
rants haye not been drawn is stated be- 
fore, and to protect myself and my bonds- 
men, I propose to go as directed by law. 
If my interpretation of the law be wrong, 
then it is an error of judgment and not 
of the heart.

It is 
the direct and inevitable consequence of 
the legislation referred to, by which a 
money-lending class was given the con- 
trol of our money system, a class that 
was interested in giving to money the 
utmost limit of purchasing power that 
could be acquired by human device, 
which of necessity implies the propor- 
tionate cheapening of labor by cheapen- 
ing the products of labor.

Auditor Goodykoontz Answers the 
Statements of the Management, 
Which Appeared in a Communica- 
cation in Sunday’s “News.” 

To The Rocky Mountain News. 

Dear Sir—Will you allow me a smal) 
space to make a statement of fact rela- 
tive to the balance of an appropriation 
made by the Ninth general assembly to 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ home, in reply 
to a letter that appeared in your Sunday 
issue, September 2, 1894. 

This letter contains so many false and 
misleading statements that I would not 
dare to encroach upon your valuable 
Space to answer them all. 

First—The Ninth general assembly did 
appropriate $40,000 to this worthy insti- 
tution. 

Second—The Ninth general assembly 
also appropriated between $40,000 and 
$50,000 more than the estimated revenue 
for the years 1893 and 1894, 

Third—The actual revenue for 1893 fell 
short some $60,000 from the estimate rey- 
enue. 

Fourth—There is a constitutional pro- 
hibition on the auditor of the state  is- 
suing any warrant or warrants in excess 
of the actual revenue for any year. 

The appropriation was made out of the 
general revenue fund, which fund is an 
anticipated amount of money to be col- 
lected by taxation, so that the means of 
paying this appropriation and all maide 
on or out of this general fund is not 
collected for twelve .months or longer, 
after the appropriation; is made, so war- 
rants, interest-bearing, are issued to meet 
the emergency; but, as stated above, any 
warrant issued in exgess of the actual 
revenue will be an excess or illegal war- 
rant and void. 

Some time in April, 1898, two warrants 
were issued to the treasurer of this home 
for $10,000 each, or $20,000. As the valua- 
tion of the assessable’ property of the 
state did not reach this office until Sep- 
tember of that year, the revenue for 
1893 was an unknown quantity, and to be 
just to all interested in appropriations, I 
deemed it advisable to pay only one-half, 
or $20,000.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 
Answers the 


Auditor Goodylkoontz 
Statements of the Manngement, 
Which Appeared in a Communica- 
eation in Sunday’s “News.” 


To The Rocky Mountain News. 

Dear Sir—Will you allow me a smal! 
space to make a statement of fact rela- 
tive to the balance of an appropriation 
made by the Ninth general assembly to 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ home, in reply 
to a letter that appeared in your Sunday 
issue, September 2, 1894. 

This letter contains so many false and 
misleading statements that I would not 
dare to encroach upon your valuable 
space to answer them all. 

First—The Ninth general assembly did 
appropriate $40,000 to this worthy insti- 
tution. 


Second—The Ninth general assembly 
also appropriated between $40,000 and 
$50,000 more than the estimated revenue 
for the years 1893 and 1804. 

Third—The actual revenue for 1893 fell 
short some $60,000 from the estimate rey- 
enue, 

Fourth—There is a constitutional pro- 
hibition on the auditor of the state is- 
suing any warrant or warrants in excess 
of the actual revenue for any year. 

The appropriation was made out of the 
general revenue fund, which fund is an 
anticipated amount of money to be col- 
lected by taxation, so that the means of 
paying this appropriation and all made 
on or out of this general fund is not 
collected for twelve - months or longer, 
after the appropriation: is made, so war- 
rants, interest-bearing, are issued to meet 
the emergency; but, as stated above, any 
warrant issued in exgess of the actual 
revenue will be an excess or illegal war- 
rant and void. 

Some time in April, 1898, two warrants 
were issued to the treasurer of this home 
for $10,000 each, or $20,000. As the valua- 
tion of the assessable property of the 
state did not reach this office until Sep- 
tember of that year, the revenue for 
1893 was an unknown quantity, and to be 
just to all interested in appropriations, I 
deemed it advisable to pay only one-half, 
or $20,000. This plan I pursued with the 
insane asylum, penitentiary building and 
other state institutions; and from the in- 
vestigation made a few months since of 
the management of the home, it looks as 
if it were very fortunate that the old 
board did not obtain the full appropria- 
tion at that time. 

The commissioners have never been re- 
fused, but I have stated to them that 
owing to the financial condition of the 
state and the uncertainty of the amount 
of revenue to be collected for the year 
1894, and a further fact that the entire 
revenue for the year 1898 was exhausted, 
I could not promise them anything until 
after the returns from the various county 
assessors throughout the state were re- 
ceived, when I could know for a certainty 
what the amount to be collected for the 
year 1894 would be. These returns would 
be all in by the first week in September. 
(This latter statement Mr. Root perverts 
to read until after the convention). 

I also stated to them that after the 
returns are in the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
home will receive just the same treatment 
as the insane asylum and kindred instl- 
tutions, and that I am in hearty sym- 
pathy and accord with our veterans, and 
anything that I can do for them, that will 
not jeopardize the interests of other 
equally as deserving, I stand ready and 
willing to do. 

When the statement jis made that I re- 
fuse to pay or issue warrant or war- 
rants for the home, and by implication 
charge it as an act of meanness or cus- 
sedness om my part, I say such is false 
and without foundation; in fact why war- 
rants have not been drawn is stated be- 
fore, and to protect myself and my bonds- 
men, I propose to go as directed by law, 
If my interpretation of the law be wrong, 
then it is an error of judgment and not 
of the heart. 

Mr, Root failed to state that during the 
year 1898, besides receiving the $20,000 in 
warrants, the home received $4,112.71, 
which account is the per capita allowance 
made by the United States government, 
and up to date something over $2,000 has 
Lae paid to the treasurer for the year 
1894. 

The intent and purpose of the letter is 
apparent, and if I can obtain support 
(should I be a candidate for any office in 
the future) from the many friends I have 
in the Grand Army and among the vet- 
erans, only by doing an injustice to other 
institutions equally worthy, I believe I 
had better be without the support, but I 
have the highest respect for my veteran 
friends and their justice, and I know full 
well that they neither desire or would 
they allow me, in my official capacity, to 
do anything but what is strictly in con- 
formity to the laws laid down in - the 
state constitution, the statutes and equal, 
fair and honest treatment to all institu- 
tions.

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Auditor Goodykoontz Answers ihe 
Statements of the Management, 
Which Appeared in a Communica- 
cation in Sunday’s “News.” 


To The Rocky Mountain News. 

Dear Sir—Will you allow me a 
space to make a statement of fact rela- 
tive to the balance of an appropriation 
made by the Ninth general assembly to 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ home, in reply 
to a letter that appeared in your Sunday 
issue, September 2, 1894. 

This letter contains so many false and 
misleading statements that I would not 
dare to encroach upon your valuable 
space to answer them all. 

First—The Ninth general assembly did 
appropriate $40,000 to this worthy insti- 
tution. 

Second—The Ninth general assembly 
also appropriated between $40,000 and 
$50,000 more than the estimated revenue 
for the years 1893 and 1804. 

Third—The actual revenue for 1893 fell 
short some $60,000 from the estimate rey- 
enue. 

Fourth—There is a constitutional pro- 
hibition on the auditor of the state is- 
suing any warrant or warrants in excess 
of the actual revenue for any year. 

The appropriation was made out of the 
general revenue fund, which fund is an 
anticipated amount of money to be col- 
lected by taxation, so that the means of 
paying this appropriation and all maide 
on or out of this general fund is not 
collected for twelve , months or longer, 
after the appropriation is made, so war- 
rants, interest-bearing, are issued to meet 
the emergency; but, as stated above, any 
warrant issued in exgess of the actual 
revenue will be an excess or illegal war- 
rant and void. 

Some time in April, 1893, two warrants 
were issued to the treasurer of this home 
for $10,000 each, or $20,000. As the valua- 
tion of the assessable property of the 
state did not reach this office until Sep- 
tember of that year,|) the revenue for 
1893 was an unknown quantity, and to be 
just to all interested in appropriations, 1 
deemed it advisable to pay only one-half, 
or $20,000. This plan 1 pursued with the 
insane asylum, penitentiary building and 
other state institutions; and from the in- 
vestigation made a few months since of 
the management of the home, it looks as 
if it were very fortunate that the old 
board did not obtain the full appropria- 
tion at that time. 

The commissioners have never been re- 
fused, but I have stated to them that 
owing to the financial condition of the 
state and the uncertainty of the amount 
of revenue to be collected for the year 
1894, and a further fact that the entire 
revenue for the year 1898 was exhausted, 
I could not promise them anything until 
after the returns from the various county 
assessors throughout the state were re- 
ceived, when I could know for a certainty 
what the amount to be collected for the 
year 1894 would be. These returns would 
be all in by the first week in September. 
(This latter statement Mr, Root perverts 
to read until after the convention). 

I also stated to thém that after the 
returns are in the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
home will receive just the same treatment 
as the insane asylum and kindred insti- 
tutions, and that I am in hearty sym- 
pathy and accord with our veterans, and 
anything that I can do for them, that will 
not jeopardize the interests of other 
equally as deserving, I stand ready and 
willing to do. 

When the statement is made that I re- 
fuse to pay or issue warrant or war- 
rants for the home, and by implication 
charge it as an act of meanness or cus- 
sedness om my part, I say such is false 
and without foundation; in fact why war- 
rants have not been drawn is stated be- 
fore, and to protect myself and my bonds- 
men, I propose to go as directed by law, 
If my interpretation of the law be wrong, 
then it is an error of judgment and not 
of the heart. 

Mr, Root failed to state that during the 
year 18938, besides receiving the $20,000 in 
warrants, the home received $4,112.71, 
which account is the per capita allowance 
made by the United States government, 
and up to date something over $2,000 has 
ee paid to the treasurer for the year 

The intent and purpose of the letter is 
apparent, and if I can obtain support 
(should I be a candidate for any office in 
the future) from the many friends I have 
in the Grand Army and among the vet- 
erans, only by doing an injustice to other 
institutions equally worthy, I believe I 
had better be without the support, but I 
have the highest respect for my veteran 
friends and their justice, and I know full 
well that they neither desire or would 
they allow me, in my official capacity, to 
do anything but what is strictly in con- 
formity to the laws laid down in — the 
state constitution, the statutes and equal, 
fair and honest treatment to all institu- 
tions.

Waite. There was abundant evidence to 
be picked up yesterday of trickery being 
substituted for Populism in the makin 
up of the office-holding delegation. Dele- 


gates and alternates of ome district would 
vote for state convention delegates ifrom 
other districts. In many cases entire del- 
esations went over from the Waite crowd 
to th® anti-Waite convention. 

Chairman ‘Bachtell’s arraignment of the 
office-holding contingent was terrific and 
was received with cheers which indicated 
the temper of the convention. Jn the 
Session.which followed resolutions were 
offered condemning Governor Waite for 
his disregard of the principles of Pop- 
ulism in seeking an office instead of 
having the office seek the man. Another 
resolution which barred  office-holders 
from the true-blue convention was adopt- 
ed with enthusiasm. Great care was 
taken in the selection of the delegation 
which will present the claims of the 
anti’s at the Pueblo convention.

H. Bryant, John McAndrews, Ben Staun- 
ton, Mrs. Frost, Mrs. Stansbury, Dr. Min- 
nie T. Love, Mrs. Dora Buell, Miss Rey- 
nolds, Miss Patrick, Miss Burt.and many 
others who are enthusiastic Populists, 
whose loyalty to the party has never 
been questioned. 

Quickly Organized. 

Immediately after the bolt from the of- 
fics holding convention over 100 delegates 
marched over to Plummer’s hall in a body 
and were followed by many others, till 
the entire body of the hall was filled. 
“This is a Populist convention, not a Re- 
publican one,” said one lady in a ringing 


voice, and everybody cheered. 
County Chairman McConaughy called 
the meeting. to.order, amid applause. 


Said he: “After two days of unavailing 
struggle for the commonest rights of man 
it has become necessary to come to an- 
other hall and hold a genuine Populist 
convention, free from interference. Let us 
get down to business et once (Cheers) and 
elect delegates to the state convention. 
(Cheers). When they get there they will 
be seated. Mr. McConaughy proceeded to 
read the call for the regular Populist 
county convention. The reading of the 
eall was frequently interrupted with ap- 
plause as party after party of persons 
from the other hall came in. 

After the reading was concluded N. B. 
Bachtell was unanimously elected tem- 
porary chairman and took his seat amid 
cheers and cries of ‘We're with you.” 

“Members of the People’s party conven- 
tion,’”” he began, and great applause fol- 
lowed. He said that for the first time in 
three days he was before a convention 
that would not shackle free speech. They 
well knew how the genuine 


holders met. 
Machine Methods Exposed. 
“If Davis H. Waite had been placed at 


the head of the ticket by  honor- 
able means,” said he, ‘no man 
would support him more fully than 
Ain But when it sought to place 


him there by foul means it is better that 
his banner, and if necessary, that of the 
People’s party, should trail in the dust 
rather than the party feed on carrion.” 
He cited the methods by which the office- 
holding machine had packed the conven- 
tion, men for whom he had obtained 
places in order that they might have 
food for their children, had stood over 
him and threatened his life. He scored 
the machine and said that the party was 
greater than any man, It was not a 
party of the officeholders, for the office- 
holders and by the officeholders, and 
when the time came that a man used 
his patronage to bind the party, then it 
was time that he should be buried so 
deeply that he would never be heard of 
again. It was right that they should 
have such a convention and endeavor to 
place before the people a ticket which 
would command respect. 

Mr. Bachtell’s remarks were a forcible 
arraignment of the Waite machine and 
were punctuated with frequent applause. 
Miss Minnie Reynolds was then made 
secretary and Mr. Breidenthal assistant 
secretary. County Chairman McConaughy 
was seated as a delegate at large. Messrs, 
Collins and George and Mrs. Forrest were 
appointed a committee on credentials 
and went into session at once on the 
stage. 

The announcement was made that the 
Denver and Rio Grande road would place 
a special at the service of the Pueblo 
delegates at any time at a low rate. 
“We'll all go,’’ was the shout. The dis- 
tricts at once went into caucus to pre- 
pare their lists of delegates. 

Cheered “The News.” 

Chairman Bachtell announced that The 
Rocky Mountain News had sent its con- 
gratulations and the promise of its hear- 
ty support. This was greeted by contin- 
ued loud applause and cheering which 
echoed through the building for several 
minutes.

Third—To place in nomination ecandi- 
dates for the various county offices enu- 
merated in the call of the chairman of 
the county central committee.

To 
him, more than to any other individual, 
is due the fact that the present congress 
meets in Denver and in Colorado. For 
whatever benefits may follow to this state 
the public will be much indebted to him. 
He has canvassed the state in the in- 
terest of the congress and has the support 
of the people very generally in his work. 
These opinions of Mr. Rocho’s public ser- 
vice have been gathered from conversa- 
tions from the most prominent members 
of the national committee. They are, 
perhaps, in a better position to know what 
they are taking about than the editor of 
the Greeley Tribune. Mr. Rocho’s friends 
from all over the arid region are interest- 
ed in the fact that his name will probab- 
ly be considered at the Pueblo convention 
for the important office of auditor of 
state, and he has their hearty good wishes 
for successs in the race. Mr. Rocho is 
not only strong, with the friends of ir- 
rigation, but equally so with the members 
of railway and other labor unions, to 
whom he has rendered effective services, 
and to whom he has always been loyal 
and true.

The Parade Was Admirably Man- 
aged and One of the Most Suc- 
cessful to Which Citizens of 
Denver Were Ever Treated— 
Over 2,000 Sturdy Men in Line— 
In the Afternoon There Was a 
Monster Pienic at Manhattan 
Beach with Games and Sports— 
List of Prize Winners. 


The Labor day parade of yesterday was 
an exceedingly well managed affair. It 
moved promptly at 10 o’clock and every 
labor organization was in the place allot- 
ted to it, and there, too, in goodly num- 
bers. Over 2,000 men were in line. It 
was the most successful parade the citi- 
zens of Denver have ever turned out to 
witness, and the principal streets were 
lined from Larimer to Broadway from 
early morning until noon by expectant 
crowds. 

The fire and police departments present- 
ed a splendid appearance. The patrol- 
men, all men of good stature, were a 
fine looking body that marched with a 
precision scarcely expected of a compara- 

They led by 
Lieutenant Mahoney, 
Acting Lieutenant Reeves, and the sev- 
eral companies were captained by Ser- 
geants Tarbox, Jones, McPhee, Keane, 
Webb and Chandler. The fire department 
with Chief Roberts and Assistant Chiefs 
Lon Bates and Skinner in the lead, made 
an equally good showing. The entire 
department was on the street. At every 
box along the line of march Mose Stern, 
the capable electrician of the department, 
had men stationed to take from the box 
any alarm which might be turned in 
from any part of the city. Another man 
with a horse and buggy followed the 
chief and kept in touch with these boxes. 
Had a fire broken out during the parade 
the department was in better condition to 
make the run than it would have been in 
the houses. =

Appearance of the Parade. 

The BPlitch garden band had the place 
of honor at the head of the parade. The 
tradets assembly, with 100 or more City 
Cable employes and their own band fol- 
lowed, leading the granite cutters, who 
made a most ereditable display. They 
all wore white shirts and long aprons. 
In a wagon, drawn by four white. horses, 
was a huge block of granite with two 
cutters at work. The plumbers, steam 
fitters and helpers were out in force, and 
with several banners. One of these read, 
“Don't pay 75 cents for a 15-cent man.” 
The bricklayers and plasterers also had 
a big and splendid looking lot of men in 
line. 

Satriano’s military band led the clerks, 
who turned out 150 strong... The painters 
and decorators were followed by the bak- 
ers and confectioners, who were dressed 
in white, even to the belts and caps they 
wore. The carpenters and joiners and 
the amalgamated society of carpenters 
had a big following in the parade, as had 
also the machinists and barbers of unions 
Nos. 47 and 17. 

The Denver Typographical union, better 
known as ‘‘old 49,” led the third division 
and the allied callings of stereotypers, 
pressmen, bookbinders, etce., followed. 
The stone masons and the cigar makers’ 
unions had a big representation ‘each, the 
latter indulging in fragrant weeds of Col- 
orado manufacture. 

The First infantry band led the fourth 
division, in which were the beer drivers, 
the well dressed tailors, the waiters, the 
cooks and the brewers, the latter being 
decorated with hops galore, The express- 
men had thirty wagons in the parade, 
each being decorated with flags. The 
horse shoers had a six-horse dray on 
which were a grey horse, a meek mule, 
an anvil, forge and six horse shoers and 
helpers. 

The fifth division, composed of Knights 
of Labor, had tacked on a very consid- 
erable part of the Populist convention. 
Twenty men in the lead carried a huge 
American flag. The delegates carried 
banners showing the district to which 
they belonged. Herb George and Wditor 
Cc. W. Long led this section of the pa- 
rade. The sixth division was made up 
of the steam engineers, carriage 
and wagon makers, the tin, sheet 
iron and cornice workers, all with tin 
umbrellas; the core and pattern makers 
and the machine wood workers. 

The Silver State Drum Corps, twenty 
strong, led the seventh division, which 
was made up of theatrical stage employes, 
electrical workers, lathers, blacksmiths 
and helpers. The most showy part of the 
parade came last, that of the fire de- 
partment. 

At Manhattan Beach. 

The afternoon celebration and picnic was 
at Manhattan Beach. There was a big 
crowd. The out-door sports were keenly 
enjoyed. There was music in the pavilion 
where dancing was indulged in, the lake 
was dotted with boats, and in the theater 
a triple comedy bill was presented. The 
Trades assembly contributed for the use 
of the resort and a handsome sum was 
realized from the gate receipts. 

The committee on games was represent- 
ed by M. J. Moriarity, chairman; Ted 
Shugrue, M. Schloss and Robert Giddis. 
These gentlemen, despite the usual dif- 
ficulties experienced in handling a large 
throng, had a comparatively easy time 
until the baby show feature was reached. 
It was a difficult matter arriving at a con- 
clusion among so many youngsters, but 
this was finally done, and the prize 
awarded to Edna Fopes, nine months old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs, E. J. Fobes. The 
prize was a dozen cabinet photos.

Chicago and Omaha Markets Show 
Lower Figures. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—There was a big 
run of cattle to-day, about 26,000 showing 
up. Of that number 2,900 came off the 
ranges. Not many ripe native steers were 
offered and although the demand for 
that grade was not nearly as sharp as they 
were last week and the preceding week, 
it was strong enough to prevent any fur- 
ther weakening of prices. Common to na- 
tive steers sold lower and so did westerns. 
The decline in the latter was quite 10@15c 
and the former suffered almost as much. 
Trade was quiet in all branches of the 
market and a good many of the cattle 
were left in sellers’ hands. Natives sold 
principally at $1.75@2.50 for cows, heifers 
and bulls, and was $4.00W5.25 for steers, 
with $1.25@5.80 the extreme range of quo- 
tations. Sales of westerns were on a basis 
of $1.50@4.65 for very common to extra. 
Texans were quoted at $1.25. The late 
market was the worst, the receipts large- 
ly exceeding estimates and causing buy- 
ers to demand big concessions when the 
quality was not prime. 

There was a sale of heavy hogs at $6.30, 
and light-weights sold up to $6.10. This 
indicates an advance in prices of 5@10c. 
The gain in common grades was still more 
pronounced. Secarcely anything that is fit 
to come on the market went below $5.85, 
and the bulk of the offerings were above 
$5.90. There wasi a good demand for ship- 
ments from local packers and the supply 
soon closed out. Averages of less than 200 
pounds sold at $5.90@6.05 and from $6.00@ 
6.25 were the popular prices for medium 
and heavy weights. Choice stuff sold at 
$5.50@5.75. 

Comparative steadiness is noted in the 
sheep market. The receipts were moderate 
and the demand fair-at $3.00@3.30 for 
poor to choice. The range of prices for 
lambs was $1.50@4.25. f 


Sales at Omaha. 

OMAHA, Sept. 3.—Receipts, 2,300. The 
large offerings of cattle enabled the buy- 
ers to be rather particular and their bids 
were generally lower. It would be safe to 
quote the market 15@25c lower than the 
high point a week ago. There were quite 
a good many stockers and feeders in the 
yards, though the offerings in first hands 
were not large. 

Receipts, 1,900 hogs. Very common light 
mixed stuff sold down to $4.85 and only 
fair heavies brought $5.85 and other grades 
scattered along between these extremes.

No Change in the New York Lead 
Market.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—There has been 
no change since Friday in the condition 
of the local lead market.

Synopsis of weather conditions from observa- 
tions taken at 6 p. m., local time: A low area 
of atmospheric pressure is central to-night over 
Minnesota and extends southwestward to Okla- 
homa. ‘Comparatively low pressure prevails 
over the region east of the mountains, A high 
area is apparently approaching from the north- 
west. The temperature has fallen 10 to 20 de- 
grees over Bastern Montana, the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, the extreme eastern part of Mis- 
souri and Illinois, and is higher over Western 
Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Northern Colorado and 
a greater portion of Wyuming.

WELL TO HIS FAMILY.

Sudden Termination of the Career 
of H. R. Bodwell by His Own 
Hand—Suffering Was Too Much 
for Him and He Committed Sui- 
cide in His Own Oftice—An Estate 
Appraised at $35,000 Remaining 
for Wife and Children. 


H. R. Bodwell fired a bullet through his 
heart late Sunday night or early yester- 
day morning, at his office, room 1, Union 
block, corner of Sixteenth and Arapahoe 
streets 4 

The suicide was a well-to-do commis- 
sion merchant and for a number of years 
has. been actively engaged in business 
pursuits in this city. The fact that de- 
ceased was an invalid caused him to end 
his suffering by taking his own life. 

Sunday evening Bodwell left his home, 
2724 Gilpin street, after kissing his wife 
and children good bye. This was an un- 
usual expression on the part of Bodwell,

but he was in high spirits. He said he 
would return after he had visited the fam- 
ily doctor. About an hour later his bro- 
ther Oliver met him at the corner of Six- 
teenth and Arapahoe streets. After a 
greeting and a few pleasant words, H. 
R. Bodwell entered his office and was 
never again seen alive. No one heard the 
shot that ended his life. 
Finding the Body. 

Sunday morning Oliver Bodwell and 
Charles McCann were told of the absence 
of Bodwell and they went to the office. 
They knecked at the door, but received 
no answer. They procured a step ladder 
and looked over the transom, but saw 
nothing of Bodwell, as the room was 
darkened by closely drawn blinds. Yes- 
terday morning they called again and 
forced the door open. 

The suicide was. setting calmly in 
his chair with his arms hanging at his 
side, and his head upon his breast. His 
legs were crossed and resting upon the 
writing desk. At first the visitors thought 
him asleep, but a moment’s examination 
showed that he was dead. A 82 calliber 
revolver of the bulldog pattern, upon 
which was marked the words, ‘safety 
hammer, double action,” was found upon 
the floor near the chair. It was a cheap 
weapon, and evidently was recently pur- 
chased. 

The bullet penetrated the heart. The 
following letter was found upon the desk. 
It is given verbatum: 

Letter of the Deceased. 
My dear loving wife, Ella, 

How I do hate to leave you and sweet 
little Ethel and Noble. It is too bad to 
leave those bright children, but my heart 
is gone and it is better to go. You will 
find almost money enough on hand to. pay 
all bills, which attend to at once. Have 
your father to come at once and save all 
property which I could do if I had my 
health. Mr. Purchase will tell you ail 
about my papers, such as deeds, etc. In 
regard to future Ella, wiil leave it all 
with you to do what you think best. 
Noble be a good boy, help and mind ma- 
ma, she will lead yau right. Ethel, I 
know you will be good to mama, and try 
and help her. (Wire ma). 

Your loving husband, 
; J H. R. BODWELL. 

It is said that the value of the estate 
of the deceased is about $35,000. When he 
arrived in Denver some years ago, he 
engaged, in the commission business, es- 
tablishing a house at Sixteenth and Mar- 
ket streets. Last year he fell into trouble 
through complaints made by his customers 
to the chamber of commerce. They charg- 
ed that he sent them false price lists, 
and after receiving the goods returned 
them only nominal prices for their pro- 
duce. He was about 38 years of age and 
of pleasant address and appearance. Cor- 
oner Martin will hold an inquest.

The Labor day parade of yesterday was 
an exceedingly well managed affair. It 
moved promptly at 10 o'clock and every 
labor organization was in the place allot- 
ted to it, and there, too, in goodly num- 
bers. Over 2,000 men were in line. It 
was the most successful parade the citi- 
zens of Denver have ever turned out to 
Witness, and the principal streets were 
lined from Larimer to Broadway from 
; early morning until noon by expectant 
crowds. 

The fire and police departments present- 
ed a splendid appearance. The patrol- 


men, all men of good stature, were a 
fine looking body that marched with a 
precision scarcely expected of a compara- 
tively new force. They were led by 
Chief Armstrong, Lieutenant Mahoney, 
Acting Lieutenant Reeves, and the sev- 
eral companies were captained by Ser- 
geants Tarbox, Jones, McPhee, Keane, 


Webb and Chandler. The fire department 
with Chief Roberts and Assistant Chiefs 
Lon Bates and Skinner in the lead, made 
an equally good showing. The entire 
department was on the street. At every 
box along the line of march Mose Stern, 
the capable electrician of the department, 
had men stationed to take from the box 
any alarm which might be turned in 
from any part of the city. Another man 
with a horse and buggy followed the 
chief and kept in touch with these boxes. 
Had a fire broken out during the parade 
the department was in better condition to 
make the run than it would have been in 
the houses. ; 

The parade was divided into seven di- 
visions. In the reviewing stand at Six- 
teenth and Broadway were Mayor Van 
Horn and city officials, the board of 
supervisors and board of aldermen, mem- 


bers of the fire, and police board and 
the board of public works, several of 
the district judges and many of the 


county officials, 
Appearance of the Parade. 

The Elitch garden band had the place 
of honor at the head of the parade.. The 
tradets assembly, with 100 or more City 
Cable employes and their own band fol- 
lowed, leading the granite cutters, who 
made a most creditable display. They 
all wore white shirts and long aprons 
In a wagon, drawn by four white horses, 
was a huge block of granite with two 
eutters at work. ‘The plumbers, steam 
fitters and helpers were out in force, and 
with several banners. One of these read, 
“Hon’t pay 75 cents for a 15-cent man.” 
The bricklayers and plasterers also had 
a big and splendid looking lot of men in 
line. 

Satriano’s military band led the clerks, 
wh» turned out 150 strong.. The vainters 
and decorators were followed by the bak- 
ers and confectioners, who were dressed 
in white, even to the belts and caps they 
wore. The carpenters and joiners and 
the amalgamated society of carpenters 
had a big following in the parade, as had 
also the machinists and barbers of unions 
Nos. 47 and 17. 

The Denver Typographical union, better 
known as “‘old 49,” led the third division 
and the allied callings of stereotypers, 
pressmen, bookbinders, etc., followed. 
The stone masons and the cigar makers’ 
unions had a big representation ‘each, the 
latter indulging in fragrant weeds of Col- 
orado manufacture. 

The First infantry band led the fourth 
division, in which were the beer drivers, 
the well dressed tailors, the waiters, the 
cooks and the brewers, the latter being 
decorated with hops galore, The express- 
men had thirty wagons in the parade, 
each being decorated with flags. The 
horse shoers had a six-horse dray on 
which were a grey horse, a meek mule, 
an anvil, forge and six horse shoers and 
helpers. 

The fifth division, composed of Knights 
of Labor, had tacked on a very consid- 
erable part of the Populist convention. 
Twenty men in the lead carried a huge 
American flag. The delegates carried 
banners showing the district to which 
they belonged. Herb George and Editor 
Cc. W. Long led this section of the pa- 
rade. The sixth division was made up 


of the steam engineers, carriage 
and wagon makers, the tin, sheet 
iron and cornice workers, all with tin 
umbrellas; the core and pattern makers 
and the machine wood workers. 

The Silver State Drum Corps, twenty 
strong, led the seventh division, which 


was made up of theatrical stage employes, 
electrical workers, lathers, blacksmiths 
and helpers. The most showy part of the 
parade came last, that of the fire de- 
partment. 

At Manhattan Beach. 

The afternoon celebration and picnic was 
at Manhattan Beach. There was a big 
crowd. The out-door sports were keenly 
enjoyed. There was music in the pavilion 
where dancing was indulged in, the lake 
was dotted with boats, and in the theater 
a triple comedy bill was presented. The 
Trades assembly contributed for the use 
of the resort and a handsome sum was 
realized from the gate receipts. 

The committee on games was represent- 
ed by M. J. Moriarity, chairman; Ted 
Shugrue, M. Schloss and Robert Giddis. 
These gentlemen, despite the usual dif- 
ficulties experienced in handling a large 
throng, had a comparatively easy time 
until the baby show feature was reached. 
It was a difficult matter arriving at a con- 
clusion among so many youngsters, but 
this was finally done, and the prize 
awarded to Edna Fopes, nine months old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Fobes, The 
prize was a dozen cabinet photos. Mr. 
Fobes is a letter carrier of the Denver 
postoffice.

SCARCITY OF GAS. 


It Was Due to Disturbance at the 
Gas Works and Not the Extra De- 
mand for the Five Conventions in 
Session Here. 

There was wailing and gnashing of 
teeth last night in the dwellings and of- 
fices supplied with gas. Some obstruction 
occurred in the Pipe between the gener- 
ator and the gas holder at the gas works, 
and after the gas was exhausted in the 
sas holder the supply all over the cit 
ceased. The restauramt proprietors « 
pecially, which changed from electricity 
to gas at the time of the great electric 
Strike, anathemized themselves as they 
gazed at the brilliant windows of their 


electric lighted neighbors and then at 
their own tables sulking beneath the 
flickering light of a tallow dip. In pri- 


vate residences lamps were again brought 
into play. The newspaper Offices felt the 
ineonvenience most severely. In the 
new typesetting machines, which are 
now used in all the offices, the melting 
pot is heated by gas, and before night 
the gas was too much exhausted to melt 
the metal. The evening paper with dif- 
ficulty got out its edition and the two 
morning papers had arranged to call In 
compositors once more and set up the 
paper by hand, but the evil was reme- 
died before 8 o’clock and businesS pro- 
ceeded as usual.

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Chicago and Omaha Markets Show 
Lower Figures. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—There was a big 
run of cattle to-day, about 26,000 showing 
up. Of that number 2,900 came off the 
ranges. Not many ripe native steers were 
offered and although the demand for 
that grade was not nearly as sharp as they 
were last week amd the preceding week, 
it was strong enough to prevent any fur- 
ther weakening of prices. Common to na- 
tive steers sold lower and so did 1 
The decline in the latter was quite 10@15c 
and the former suffered almost as much. 


Trade was quiet in all branches of the 
market and a good many of the cattle 
were left in sellers’ hands, Natives sold 


principally at $1.75@2.50 for cows, heifers 
and bulls, and was $4.00W5.25 for steers, 
with $1.25@5.80 the extreme range of quo- 
tations. Sales of westerns were on a basis 
of $1.50@4.65 for very common to extra. 
Texans were quoted at $1.25. The late 
market was the worst, the receipts large- 
ly exceeding estimates and causing buy- 
ers to demand big concessions when the 
quality was not prime. 

There was a sale of heavy hogs at $6.30, 
and. light-weights sold up to $6.10. This 
indicates an advance in prices of 5@10c. 
The gain in common grades was still more 
pronounced. Scarcely anything that is fit 
to come on the market went below $5.85, 
and the bulk of the offerings were above 
$5.90. There was a good demand for ship- 
ments from local packers and the supply 
soon closed out. Averages of less than 200 
pounds sold at $5.90@6.05 and from $6.00@ 
6.25 were the popular prices for medium 
and heavy weights. Choice stuff sold at 
$5.50@5.75. 

Comparative steadiness is noted in the 


sheep market. The receipts were moderate 
and the demand fair-at $3.00@8.30 for 


poor to choice. The range of prices for 
lambs was $1.50@4.25. / 
Sales at Omaha. 

OMAHA, Sept. 3.—Receipts, 2,300. The 
large offerings of cattle enabled the buy- 
ers to be rather particular and their bids 
were generally lower. It would be safe to 
quote the market 15@25c lower than the 
high point a week ago. There were quite 
a good many stockers and feeders in the 
yards, though the offerings in first hands 
were not large. 

Receipts, 1,900 hogs. Very common light 
mixed stuff sold down to $4.85 and only 
fair heavies brought $5.85 and other grades 
scattered along between these extremes.

Normal 
September rainfall, 0.81; no rain occurred dur- 
ing the past 24 hours; total deficiency in pre- 
cipitation since Sept. 1, 0.12; total excess since 
Jan. 1., 0.93; total rainfall from Sept 1 to 
date, trace; from Jan. 1 to date, 12.44. Mean 
dew point, 35; mean relative humidity, 86 per 
cent. Light to fresh south and _ southeast 
winds prevailed, with clear weather. 

Synopsis of weather conditions from observa~ 
tions taken at 6 p. m., local time: A low area 
of atmospheric pressure is central to-night over 
Minnesota and extends southwestward to Okla- 
homa. ‘Comparatively low pressure prevails 
over the region east of the mountains. A high 
area is apparently approaching from the north- 


west. The temperature has fallen 10 to 20 de- 
grees over Wastern Montana, the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, the extreme eastern part of Mis- 


souri and Illinois, and is higher over Western 
Missouri, Kansas, Iowa, Northern Colorado and 
a greater portion of Wyoming. Rains occurred 
in Nebraska, Minnesota, Hastern Kansas, Iowa, 
Eastern Texas, Missouri, , Illinois and lower 
Michigan. Clear over the mountain region;

A Commission Man Puts a Bullet 
Through His Heart. 


HE BADE AN AFFECTIONATE FARE- | 


WELL TO HIS FAMILY. 
So 
Sudden Termination of the Career 
of HW. R. Bodwell by His Own 
Hand—Suffering Was Too Much 
for Him and He Ce mitted Sui- 
cide in His Own Oftice—An Estate | § 


Appraised at $35,000 Remaining 
for Wife and Children. 


H. R. Bodwell fired a bullet through his 
heart late Sunday night or early yester- 
day morning, at his office, room 1, Union 


block, corner of Sixteenth and Arapahoe 
Streets j 
The suicide was a well-to-do commis- 


sion merchant and for a number of years 
has. been actively engaged in business 
pursuits in this city. The fact that de- 
ceased was an invalid caused him to end 
his suffering by taking his own life. 
Sunday evening Bodwell left his home, 
2724 Gilpin street, after kissing his wife 
and children good bye. This was an un- 
usual expression on the part of Bodwell,

but he was in high spirits. He said he 
would return after he had visited the fam- 
ily doctor. About an hour later his bro- 
ther Oliver met him at the corner of Six- 
teenth and Arapahoe streets. After a 
greeting and a few pleasant words, H. 
R. Bodwell entered his office and was 
never again seen alive. No one heard the 
shot that ended his life. 
Finding the Body. 

Sunday morning Oliver Bodwell and 
Charles McCann were told of the absence 
of Bodwell and they went to the office. 
They knecked at the door, but received 
no answer. They procured a step ladder 


and looked over the transom, but saw 
nothing of Bodwell, as the room was 
darkened by closely drawn blinds. Yes- 
terday morning they called again and 
forced the door open. 

The suicide was setting calmly in 


his chair with his arms hanging at his 
side, and his head upon his breast. His 
legs were crossed and resting upon the 
writing desk. At first the visitors thought 
him asleep, but a moment’s examination 
showed that he was dead. A 82 calliber 
revolver of the bulldog pattern, upon 
which was marked the words, “safety 
hammer, double action,’’ was found upon 
the floor near the chair. It was a cheap 
weapon, and evidently was recently pur- 
chased. 

The bullet penetrated the heart. The 
following letter was found upon the desk. 
It is given verbatum: 

Letter of the Deceased, 
My dear loving wife, Ella, 

How I do hate to leave you and sweet 
little Ethel and Noble. It is too bad to 
leave those bright children, but my heart 
is gone and it is better to go. You will 
find almost money enough on hand to pay 
all bills, which attend to at once. Have 
your father to come at once and save all 
property which I could do if I had my 
health. Mr. Purchase will tell you all 
about my papers, such as deeds, ete. In 
regard to future Ella, wiil leave it all 
with you to do what you think best. 
Noble be a good boy, help and mind ma- 
ma, she will lead yau right. Ethel, I 
know you will be good to mama, and try 
and help her. (Wire ma). 

Your loving husband, 
H. R. BODWELL. 

It is said that the value of the estate 
of the deceased is about $35,000. When he 
arrived in Denyer some years ago, he 
engaged, in the commission business, es- 
tablishing a house at Sixteenth and Mar- 
ket streets. Last year he fell into trouble 
through complaints made by his customers 
to the chamber of commerce. They charg- 
ed that he sent them false price lists, 
and after receiving the goods returned 
them only nominal prices for their pro- 
duce. He was about 38 years of age and 
of pleasant address and appearance. Cor-

ted to it, and there, too, in goodly num- 
bers, Over 2,000 men were in line. It 
was the most successful parade the citi- 
zens of Denver have ever turned out to 
witness, and the principal streets were 
lined from Larimer to Broadway from 
early morning until noon by expectant 
crowds. 

The fire and police departments present- 
ed a splendid appearance. The patrol- 
men, all men of good stature, were a 
fine looking body that marched with a 
precision scarcely expected of a compara- 
tively new foree, They were led by 
Chief Armstrong, Lieutenant Mahoney, 
Acting Lieutenant Reeves, and the sev- 
eral companies were captained by Ser- 
geants Tarbox, Jones, McPhee, Keane, 
Webb and Chandler. The fire department 
with Chief Roberts and Assistant Chiefs 
Lon Bates and Skinner in the lead, made 
an equally good showing. The entire 
department was on the street. At every 
box along the line of march Mose Stern, 
the capable electrician of the department, 
had men stationed to take from the box 
any alarm which might be turned in 
from any part of the city. Another man 
with a horse and buggy followed the 
chief and kept in touch with these boxes. 
Had a fire broken out during the parade 
the department was in better condition to 
make the run than it would have been in 
the houses. 

The parade was divided into seven di- 
visions. In the reviewing stand at Six- 
teenth and Broadway were Mayor Van 
Horn and city officials, the board of 
supervisors and board of aldermen, mem- 
bers of the fire, and police board and 
the board of public works, several of 
the district judges and many of the 
county officials, 

Appearance of the Parade. 

The Elitch garden band had the place 
of honor at the head of the parade.. The 
tradets assembly, with 100 or more City 
Cable employes and their own band fol- 
lowed, leading the granite cutters, who 


made a most ereditable display. They 
all wore white shirts and long aprons. 
In a wagon, drawn by four white. horses, 
was a huge block of granite with two 
cutters at work. The plumbers, steam 


fitters and helpers were out in force, and 
with several banners. One of these read, 
“Don’t pay 75 cents for a 15-cent man.” 
The bricklayers and plasterers also had 
a big and splendid looking lot of men in 
line. 

Satriano’s military band led the clerks, 
who turned out 150 strong.. The nainters 
and decorators were followed by the bak- 
ers and confectioners, who were dressed 
in white, even to the belts and caps they 
wore. The carpenters and joiners and 
the amalgamated society of carpenters 
had a big following in the parade, as had 
also the machinists and barbers of unions 
Nos. 47 and 17. 

The Denver Typographical union, better 
known as “old 49,” led the third division 
and the allied callings of stereotypers, 
pregsmen, bookbinders, etc., followed. 
The stone masons and the cigar makers’ 
unions had a big representation ‘each, the 
latter indulging in fragrant weeds of Col- 
orado manufacture. 

The First infantry band led the fourth 
division, in which were the beer drivers, 
the well dressed tailors, the waiters, the 
cooks and the brewers, the latter being 
decorated with hops galore, The express- 
men had thirty wagons in the parade, 
each being decorated with flags. The 
horse shoers had a six-horse dray on 
which were a grey horse, a meek mule, 
an anvil, forge and six horse shoers and 
helpers. 

The fifth division, composed of Knights 
of Labor, had tacked on a very consid- 
erable part of the Populist convention. 
Twenty men in the lead carried a huge 
American flag. The delegates carried 
banners showing the district to which 
they belonged. Herb George and Editor 
Cc. W. Long led this section of the pa- 
rade. The sixth division was made up 


of the steam engineers, carriage 
and wagon makers, the tin, sheet 
iron and cornice workers, all with tin 
umbrellas; the core and pattern makers 
and the machine wood workers. 

The Silver State Drum Corps, twenty 
strong, led the seventh division, which 


was made up of theatrical stage employes, 
electrical workers, lathers, blacksmiths 
and helpers. The most showy part of the 
parade came last, that of the fire de- 
partment. 

At Manhattan Beach. 

The afternoon celebration and picnic was 
at Manhattan Beach. There was a big 
ectowd. The out-door sports were keenly 
enjoyed. There was music in the pavilion 
where dancing was indulged in, the lake 
was dotted with boats, and in the theater 
a triple comedy bill was presented. The 
Trades assembly contributed for the use 
of the resort and a handsome sum was 
realized from the gate receipts. 

The committee on games was represent- 
ed by M. J. Moriarity, chairman; Ted 
Shugrue, M. Schloss and Robert Giddis. 
These gentlemen, despite the usual dif- 
ficulties experienced in handling a large 
throng, had a comparatively easy time 
until the baby show feature was reached. 
It was a difficult matter arriving at a con- 
clusion among so many youngsters, but 
this was finally done, and the prize 
awarded to Edna Fopes, nine months old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. J. Fobes. The 
prize was a dozen cabinet photos. Mr. 
Fobes is a letter carrier of the Denver 
postoffice.

There was a sale of heavy hogs at $6.30, 
and light-weights sold up to $6.10. This 
indicates an advance in prices of 5@10c. 
The gain in common grades was still more 
pronounced. Scarcely anything that is fit 
to come on the market went below $5.85 
and the bulk of the offerings were above 
$5.90. There was a good demand for ship- 
ments from local packers and the supply 
soon closed out. Av es of less than 200 
pounds sold at $5.90@6.05 and from $6.00@ 
6.25 were the popular prices for medium 
and heavy weights. Choice stuff sold at

They procured a step ladder 
and looked over the transom, but saw 
nothing of Bodwell, as the room was 
darkened by closely drawn blinds. Yes- 
terday morning they called again and 
forced the door open. 

The suicide was setting calmly in 
his chair with his arms hanging at his 
side, and his head upon his breast. His 
legs were crossed and resting upon the 
writing desk. At first the visitors thought 
him asleep, but a moment’s examination 
showed that he was dead. A 32 calliber 
revolver of the bulldog pattern, upon 
which was marked the words, “safety 
hammer, double action,’ was found upon 
the floor near the chair. It was a cheap 
weapon, and evidently was recently pur- 
chased. 

The bullet penetrated the heart. The 
following letter was found upon the desk. 
It is given verbatum: 

Letter of the Deceased, 
My dear loving wife, Ella, 

How I do hate to leave you and sweet 
little Ethel and Noble. It is too bad to 
leave those bright children, but my heart 
is gone and it is better to go. You will 
find almost money enough on hand to. pay 
all bills, which attend to at once. Have 
your father to come at once and save all 
property which I could do if I had my 
health. Mr. Purchase will tell you all 
about my papers, such as deeds, etc. In 
regard to future Ella, wiil leave it all 
with you to do what you think best. 
Noble be a good boy, help and mind ma- 
ma, she will lead yau right. Ethel, I 
know you will be good to mama, and try 
and help her. (Wire ma). 

Your loving husband, 
H. R. BODWELL. 

It is said that the value of the estate 
of the deceased is about $35,000. When he 
arrived in Denver some years ago, he 
engaged, in the commission business, es- 
tablishing a house at Sixteenth and Mar- 
ket streets. Last year he fell into trouble 
through complaints made by his customers 
to the chamber of commerce. They charg- 
ed that he sent them false price lists, 
and after receiving the goods returned 
them only nominal prices for their pro- 
duce. He was about 38 years of age and 
of pleasant address and appearance.

“We could not re true Popwists and 
do anything else but bolt that crowd,” 
said Herb George, “our convention has 
been harmonious, and we have assurances 
from Dr, Coleman that our delegates will 
be recognized in the temporary organi- 
zation. Even should both delegations be 
thrown out, there would still be a ma- 
jority ‘of from twenty to thirty antl 
Waite Populists in tne convention” 

Since the completion of the organization 
of this: branch many Assurances, lave 
been received from Jelexmtes on the cther 
side that they will support «an anti- 
Waite There was abundant evidence to 
be picked up yesterday of trickery beir 
substituted for Populism in the makir 
up of the office-holding delegation. Dele- 
gates and alternates of one district would 
vote for state convention delegates ifrom 
other districts. In many cases entire del- 
egations went over from the Waite crowd 
to. th® anti-Waite convention. 

Chairman 'Bachtell’s arraignment of the 
office-holding contingent was terrific and 
was received with cheers which indicated 
the temper of the convention. Jn the 
Session_which followed resolutions were 
offered condemning Governor Waite for 
his disregard of the principles of Pop- 
wliism in seeking an office instead of 
having the office seek the man. Another 
resolution which barred  office-holders 
from the true-blue convention was adopt- 
ed with enthusiasm. Great care was 
taken in the-selection of the delegation 


which will present the claims of the 
anti’s at the Pueblo convention. Behind 
this movement are good Populists like 
Ed R. Holden, Herb George, Judge 
Glynn, J. D. Hays, N. B. Bachtell, E. 
H. Parks, J. Cook, Jr., J. Colburn, W. 


H. Bryant, John McAndrews, Ben Staun- 
ton, Mrs. Frost, Mrs. Stansbury, Dr. Min- 
nie T. Love, Mrs. Dora Buell, Miss Rey- 
nolds, Miss Patrick, Miss Burt and many 
others who are enthusiastic Populists, 
whose loyalty to the party has never 
been questioned. 

Quickly Organized. 
_Immediately after the bolt from the of- 
fice holding convention over 100 delegates 
marched over to Plummer’s hall in a body 
and were followed by many others, till 
the entire body of the hall was filled. 
“This is a Populist convention, not a Re- 
publican one,’’ said one lady in a ringing 


yoice, and everybody cheered, 
County Chairman McConaughy called 
the meeting. to order, amid applause. 


Said he: “After two days of unavailing 
struggle for the commonest rights of man 
it has become necessary to come to an- 
other hall and hold a genuine Populist 
convention, free from interference. Let us 
get down to business at once (Cheers) and 
elect delegates to the state convention. 
(Cheers). When they get there they will 
be seated. Mr. McConaughy proceeded to 
read the call for the regular Populist 
county convention. The reading of the 
call was frequently interrupted ‘with ap- 
plause as party after party of persons 
from the other hall came in. 

After the reading was concluded N. B. 
Bachtell was unanimously elected tem- 
porary chairman and took his seat amid 
cheers and cries of ‘‘We’re with you.” 

“Members of the People’s party conven- 
tion,” he began, and great applause fol- 
lowed. He said that for the first time in 
three days he was before a convention 
that would not shackle free speech. They 
well knew how the genuine Populists 
stood. That is why these ravenous office 
holders met. 

Machine Methods Exposed. 
‘Tf Davis H. Waite had been placed at 


the head of the ticket by  honor- 
able means,” said he, “no man 
would support him more fully than 
ne But when it sought to place 


him there by foul means it is better that 
his banner, and if necessary, that of the 
People’s party, should trail in the dust 
rather than the party feed on carrion.” 
He cited the methods by which the office- 
holding machine had packed the conven- 
tion, men for whom he had obtained 
places in order that they might have 
food for their children, had stood over 
him and threatened his life. He scored 
the machine and said that the party was 
greater than any man, It was not a 
party of the officeholders, for the office- 
holders and by the officeholders, and 
when the time came that a man used 
his patronage to bind the party, then it 
was time that he should be buried so 
deeply that he would never be heard of 
again. It was right that they should 
have such a convention and endeavor to 
place before the people a ticket which 
would command respect. 

Mr. Bachtell’s remarks were a forcible 
arraignment of the Waite machine and 
were punctuated with frequent applause. 
Miss Minnie Reynolds was then made 
secretary and Mr. Breidenthal assistant 
secretary. County Chairman McConaughy 
was seated as a delegate at large. Messrs, 
Collins and George and Mrs. Forrest were 
appointed a committee on credentials 
and went into session at once on the 
stage. 

The announcement was made that the 
Denver and Rio Grande road would place 
a special at the service of the Pueblo 
delegates at any time at a low rate, 
“We'll all go,’’ was the shout. The dis- 
tricts at once went into caucus to pre- 
pare their lists of delegates. 

Cheered “The News.” 

Chairman Bachtell announced that The 
Rocky Mountain News had sent its con- 
gratulations and the promise of its hear- 
ty support. This was greeted by contin- 
ued loud applause and cheering which 
echoed through the building for several 
minutes.

Permanent organization—Ed Holden, 
Dr. Minnie T. Love and F. L. McGrew. 

2esolutions—John McAndrew, E. Brom-~ 
ley, E. H. Park and Mrs. Helen Dixon, 

Order of business—J. D. Hill, Mrs. Mc- 
Conaughy, Mr. Ben Staunton. 

The committee on credentials reported 
a roll showing an attendance of 149 duly 
accredited delegates. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion brought in a report recommending 
that the temporary organization be made 
permanent. 

The committee on order of business re. 
ported as follows: 

First—The selection of fifty-one dele- 
gates to the People’s party state conven- 
tion. 

Second—The selection of seventy-four 
delegates to the First Congressional dis- 
trict convention called to meet Septem- 
ber 8, 1894, at Denver. 

Third—To place in nomination candi- 
dates for the various county offices enu- 
merated in the call of the chairman of 
the county central committee. 

Fourth—To elect a new county central 
committee. 

Fifth—By your delegates to capture 
the Pueblo convention and snow under the 
Waite delegation beyond the possibility 
of resurrection. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The committee on resolutions introduced 
the following, and their report was unan- 
imously adopted: 

The People’s party in convention: assem- 
bled hereby reaffirm our allegiance to the 
Omaha platform and the platform adopted 
by the state convention of the People’s 
party held at Denver July 18, 1892. 

Resolved, That while we commend the 
Populist administration of the state as 
a whole for the efficiency, economy and 
effective work in putting a stop to rob- 
bery and plunder of the state treasury, 
school fund and land grabbing, yet we 
deplore that the head of the administra- 
tion should forget the doctrine of this 
great party ‘that the office should seek 
the man and not the man the office,’”’ and 
use the power of his office to effect his 
renomination by packing conventions by 
his appointees and hirelings for that pur- 
pose, 

Resolved, That Representatives Bell and 
Pence have the hearty approval of the 
People’s party of Arapahoe county in their 
public actions in showing themselves to be 
fearless enemies of monopoly and firm 
friends of the masses. 

Resolved, That we endorse ‘he initiative 
and referendum as the true method of 
legislation and demand that the next legis- 
lature submit the question to the people 
in the form of a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Resolved, That Colorado as an individ- 
ual state can never attain the fullest 
measure of prosperity untl there is a 

larger volume of full legal tender money,

J. F. ROCHO’S ACTION. 


Reioinder of Leading Irrigation Offi- 
cials to an Attack Upon the Colo- 
rado Member of the Executive 
Committee by the Greeley Tribune.

He served on 
the important committee on resolutions 
and for the first time cast the sentiment 
of his state in favor of national control 
of public lands and a tolerant policy on 
the subject of interstate streams. He 
invited the congress to meet next at Den- 
ver, and enforced his invitation with a 
speech which was very well received. He 
has been one of the faithful and efficient 
members of the national committee. To 
him, more than to any other individual, 
is due the fact that the present congress 
meets in Denver and in Colorado. For 
whatever benefits may follow to this state 
the public will be much indebted to him. 
He has canvassed the state in the in- 
terest of the congress and has the support 
of the people very generally in his work. 
These opinions of Mr. Rocho’s public ser- 
vice have been gathered from conversa- 
tions from the most prominent members 
of the national committee. They are, 
perhaps, in a better position to know what 
they are taking about than the editor of 
the Greeley Tribune. Mr. Rocho’s friends 
from all over the arid region are interest- 
ed in the fact that his name will probab- 
ly be considered at the Pueblo convention 
for the important office of auditor of 
state, and he has their hearty good wishes 
for successs in the race. Mr. Rocho is 
not only strong, with the friends of ir- 
rigation, but equally so with the members 
of railway and other labor unions, to 
whom he has rendered effective services, 
and to whom he has always been loyal 
and true.

good faith and have complied with the 
law; and more, J have spent over $1,000 
in improving my land and home and pro- 
tecting myself against the assaults of 
the ‘‘Wildcat Regulators.”’ As to re- 
spectability, let any interested person 
search the records of myself and Mr. and 
Mrs. Griggs, the representatives of the 
same ‘‘Wildcats” in the city hall of the 
city. The reason of this persecution is, 
I am not one of them.

The Denver Typographical union, better 
known as “old 49,”’ led the third division 
and the allied callings of stereotypers, 
pressmen, bookbinders, etc., followed, 
The stone masons and the cigar makers 
unions had a big representation ‘each, the 
latter indulging in fragrant weeds of Col- 
orado manufacture. 

The First infantry band led the fourth 
division, in which were the beer drivers, 
the well dressed tailors, the waiters, the 
cooks and the brewers, the latter being 
decorated with hops galore, The express- 
wagons in the parade, 
decorated with flags. The 
horse shoers had a six-horse dray on 
which were a grey horse, a meek mule, 
an anvil, forge and six horse shoers and 
helpers.

The Silver State Drum Corps, twenty 
strong, led the seventh division, which 
was made up of theatrical stage employes, 
electrical workers, lathers, blacksmiths 
and helpers. The most showy part of the 
parade came last, that of the fire de- 
partment.

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Chicago and Omaha Markets Show 
Lower Figures: 

CHICAGO, Sent, 3.—-There was a big 
run of cattle to-day, about 26,000 showing 
up. Of that number 2,900 came off the 
ranges. Not many ripe native steers were 
offered and although’ the demand for 
that grade was not nearly as sharp as they 
were last week and the preceding week, 
it was strong enough to prevent any fur- 
ther weakening of prices, Common to na- 
tive steers sold lower and so did westerns. 
The decline in the latter was quite 10@1vc 
and the former suffered almost as much. 
Trade was quiet in all branches of the 
market and a good many of the cattle 
were left in sellers’ hands. Natives sold 
principally at $1.75@2.50 for cows, heifers 
and bulls, and was $4.00W5.25 for steers, 
with $1.25@5.80 the extreme range of quo- 
tations. Sales of westerns were on @ basis 
of $1.50@4.65 for very common to extra. 
Texans were quoted at $1.25. The late 
market was the worst, the receipts large- 
ly exceeding estimates and causing buy- 
ers to demand big concessions when the 
quality was not prime. 

There was a sale of heavy hogs at $6.30, 
and light-weights sold up to $6.10. This 
indicates an advance in prices of 5@10c. 
The gain in common grades was still more 
pronounced. Scarcely anything that is fit 
to come on the market went below $5.85, 
and the bulk of the offerings were above 
$5.90. There was a good demand for ship- 
ments from local packers and the supply 
soon closed out. Averages of less than 200 
pounds sold at $5.90@6.05 and from $6.00@ 
6.25 were the popular prices for medium 
and heavy weights, Choice stuff sold at 
$5.50@5. 75.

It is said that the value of the estate 
of the deceased is about $35,000.

Proposed amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Colorado.—Public notice is hereby 
given that at the general election to be held in 
the several wards and precincts in the state 
of Colorado on the sixth day of November, A, 
D. 1894, there will be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors the question of amending the 
constitution of this state. The authority for 
submitting this question is found in House 
Bill No. 198, which is, in the words and fig- 
ures, following, viz.: 

‘An act to submit to the qualified electors of 
the state of Colorado, an amendment to article 
eleven (11), section three (3), of the constitu- 
tion of the state of Colorado, and to provide 
for the creation of a bonded {indebtedness on 
behalf of the state to the amount of fifteen 
hundred thousand ($1,500,000) dollars, to fund 
the outstanding obligations of the state. Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Colorado: 

Section 1. There shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state of Colorado, at 
the next general election of members of the 
general assembly, for their approval or rejec- 
tion, the following amendment to the constitu 
tion of the state of Colorado, which, when 
ratified by a majority of those voting thereon, 
shall be valid as a part of the constitution, 
to-wit: Section three (8) of article eleven (11) 
of the constitution of the state of Colorado 
shall be amended to read as follows: Sec. 3. 
The state shall not contract any debt by loan, 
or in any form, except to erect public build- 
ings for the use of the state, suppress insur- 
rection, defend the state. or in time of 
war assist in defending the United States. 
The debt incurred in any one year for the 
erection of public buildings shal: not exceed 
one-half (4) mill on each dollar of 
valuation © taxable property within 
the state. as shown by the _ assess- 
ment last preceding the creation of the debt. 
{Tt shall not be lawful for any general assem- 
bly to authorize any appropriations in excess 
of the actual revenue of the state of Colorado 
for the preceding two years, except to suppress 
insurrection, defend the state, or..in time of 
war, to assist in defending the United States;

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MACHINE CRIPPLED. 


Wheels Get Out of Whack With the 
Waite Officeholders. 


REBUKE THAT SHOULD SHAME THE 
MOST CORRUPT ADMINISTRATION. 


—— 


They Are Deserted by the Respecta- 
ble Element of the Populist 
Party in Arapahoe County and 
Ave Left to Hustle for Them- 
selves—Decent Voters Decline to 
Indorse the Political Outrage as 
the Doings of Respectable Peo- 
ple. 


The Waite machine completed their 
work yesterday of appointing delegates 
representing them to the Pueblo conven- 
tion and in driving all of those who do 
not think as they do from their meeting. 
It was the most noisy, uncontrollable and 
disgraceful affair ever held in Denver, 
and put to shame the wildest Republican 
affair ever known in the county. It was 
5:35 last evening when the farce was 
finally completed and the so-called county 
convention adjourned without even having 
announced the list of delegates they were 
supposed to have selected to the state 
and congressional conventions. Some of 
the more unsophisticated delegates asked 
to shave the list read but were told by 
Boss Pratt that they would hear who the 
delegates were when they got to Pueblo, 
that the delegates appointed would know 
all about it, 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning, ‘the 
hour the convention was supposed to 
meet, there were not.100 delegates in the 
nall. Half an hour later the credentials 
eommittee commenced work again behind 
closed doors. It Was evident that the op- 
posing factions could not get together 
very early in the day. ‘The report that 
the Waite people had met and made up 
their slate was not denied by the Waite 
machine, and, though the strongest kind 
of argument was brought to bear on them 
not to attempt to split the party in this 
way, they were deaf to reason and an- 
nounced that the convention was theirs 
and they proposed to do with it as they 
pleased. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Boss Pratt caleld 
the convention to order and announced 
that the credentials committee would not 
be able to report before noon, and on mo- 
tion it was decided to adjourn and ac- 
cept the invitaiton to march in th eLabor 
day parade.. A recess was taken to 12 
o’clock, and, at that hour, the delegates 
were all on hand, but it was a half hour 
later before they were called to order. 

Familiar Faces There. 
When the convention came to order, 


there was a visible change in the per- 
sonnel, of the convention. This was the 
result of the work of the credentials com- 


mittee, which had been busy unseating 
ey RCT aA dren) kD inte Boe ee) en Mo ins Ah Ere 8s 


until all questions in dispute had been set- 
tled and he could do as he pleased. 

Mrs. Forrest was then recognized. 
also wanted to withdraw. She had been 
recognized as for Mr. Waite, but after 
the disgraceful scenes at the caucusses, 
she wanted nothing more to do with this 
affair. She had seen money used in her 
district by officers of the law to secure 
the appointment of delegates who were 
favorable to Waite. ‘‘ I am willing to 
fight for the Populist party, but I will not 
fight for any man,"’ concluded Mrs. For- 
rest amid a storm of cheers and hisses. 
Several efforts wer made by the chair 
and others to choke Mrs, Forrest off, but 
she persisted in being heard and after 
boldly defying the machine politician, she 
withdrew. 

Mr. Bromley was the next who succeed- 
ed in getting the floor on a question of 
privilege. He said that he had thought 
that his resignation, which had been in 
ihe hands of the governor for the last ten 
days, had been accepted. The chair in- 
formed him that it had not, so he wished 
to also withdraw. 

Everything was now in pandemonium. 
It was some moments before the chair 
could get order and announce that the re- 
port of the committee on _ credentials 
would be read. He said there were two 
reports. 

Mr. McAndrews objected to either of 
the two reports being read and asked that 
they be laid on the table. 

The chalr declared him 
The reports were not before the con- 
vention ‘until they were read. The report 
of the committee was then taken up and 
the majority report was read 
Leary. It was long, and finally it was 
eut short by simply reading the result of 
the contests. As everybody already knew 
what the results were, very little atten- 
tion was paid to them. 

The minority report was read by Mr. 
Short. It indorsed the majority except in 
two precincts, F-1 and Western-13. He 
explained the reasons that the majority 
favored the seating of these regular dele- 
gations, but his explanation was lost in 
an attempt to put out J. Cook, Jr., who 
some delegate wanted put out, as he had 
been fired by the credential committee re- 
port. 

The chair proposed that the other side 
be heard on the minority report, but 
there was objection, and Mr. McAn- 
drews moved that the majority report be 
laid on the table. There was great con- 
fusion, but the motion was declared out 
of order by the chair, and Mr. McAn- 
drews appealed from the decision of the 
chair amid great confusion, yells, cheers 
and hisses. The chair was sustained and 
after comparative quiet had been  se- 
cured, Mr. Ed Holden took the floor on a 
question of privilege. 

There were objections to his ‘talking at 
all, but the chair decided that he be 
heard, and though frequently interrupted 
and most of his speech being lost in the 
1oar of hisses and cheers from the op- 
position, Mr. Holden struggled through 
with what he had to say, 

Ed Holden Withdraws. 

“Mr. Chairman, I am a Populist, and 
have the best interests of the party at 
heart. I have never stood on the floor 
of any convention in my life where things 
were conducted in such a lawless man- 
ner as they have been here. (Storm of

body. I blame myself alone for having 
come into this convention and seeing the 
proceedings that have been carried on 
here for the past two days, learning of 
the manner in which the alleged organiza- 
tion of this convention has been brought 
together, believing that the Populists of 
this county will sustain me, and being 
absolutely certain that the convention as 
it exists here to-day is not a legally or- 
ganized body representing the People’s 
party of Arapahoe county, I desire now to 
announce, thet I, whether I be alone in 
this move or not, will undertake to leave 
this hall, with such as may choose to join 
me, and go to another, where we will try 
to hold a legal convention, one that will 
represent the voters of this county.” 

The conclusion of Mr, Holden’s address 
was almost lost in the rising tumult, and 
as he suited his actions to his words, 
seized his hat and started to the door, 
the confusion became terrific. The whole 
convention sprang to its feet, and as the 
disgusted delegates walked to the door 
from every part of the room, the frenzied 
office-holders and sympathizers, standing 
on chairs and platforms hurled all kinds of 
jeers, taunts and epithets after them. 

“That's right, get out! We don’t want 
you here! Boodlers! You're not Popu- 
lists! Hurrah for Waiter You will get 
Waite all right, anyhow!” 

These were only a few of the shouts that 
followed the retreating Populists, who haa 
refused to be dominated by the Waite 
machine. Some of the epithets would 
have disgraced even an old party conven- 
tion in the heights of frenzy after Spoils. 

It was some time before quiet could be 
restored, In the meanwhile there was a 
little comedy being enacted upon the plat- 
form by Boss Pratt, Frank Leary and 
several office holders, who had rushed to 
the platform during the confusion. 

Begring for a Motion. 

“Put a motion, some one, quick!’ shout- 
ed Pratt, pale with excitement. 

Someone evidently did put a motion, or 
Mr. Pratt made believe they did, but, 
though a reporter stood only five feet 
away he could not hear what was said, 

“Now put the other one!” yelled Pratt 
to Leary, and in obedience to the com- 
mand, Leary struck a theatrical attitude 
and yelled: ‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I move 
that the temporary organization be made 
the permanent one!’’ 

The chair put the motion double quick 
and it was declared carried, though not 
over twenty knew what it was about. Then 
the chair sat about restoring order, and 
in the course of a quarter of an hour 
business was resumed, the many vdcant 
seats in the hall seemingly having no ef- 
fect upon the ardor of the Waiters. The 
chair announced that there was no one 
ther now but Populists, and all ewer la- 
dies and gentlemen. He asked the conven- 
tion to prove that he was right by main- 
taining order. The convention took him 
at his word and became even more noisy 
and unmanageable. 

Mrs. Jones of Chicago took the platform 
to speak, but it was some time before 
the convention would consent to listen to 
her. Finally she was heard and made a 
brief appeal to the body to allow their 
better judgment to rule and not be car- 
ried away with mad and insane actions. 
She appealed on behalf of the People’s 
party of the United States, which was de- 
pending upon Colorado to lead them. Her 


suggested that the list presented by Mr. 
McMichael was a wholesale nomination. 
Another said that, as McMichael refused 
to father ths list, that it could not be con- 
sidered. Another wanted.to know where 
it came from. 

Boss Pratt finally agreed to tell all 
about it, if they would hear him. He 
said that, after the meeting Saturday, it 
being understood that the convention was 
for Waite by an overwhelming majority, 
a caucus was held in a certain place on 
Sunday morning. There not being many 
present, it adjourned until the afternoon, 
when there were more present. They 
then selected the list of delegates that 
had been presented, not as a slate, but as 
a list of proper people to send. The gov- 
ernor did not select the list, but it had 
been presented to Mr, Waite, as the man 
most interested, for his approval, and he 
had approved it. 

At this frank declaration that the’ gov- 


| ernor was really running the machine, as 


had been claimed by those who had left 
the convention in disgust, a murmur ran 
through the meeting. It was hard for 
some of those present to swallow and 
one delegate grumbled out something 
about too much slate business. ‘No slate 
at all,” repeated Boss Pratt, growing 
slightly uneasy, “only a suggestion, and 
it is all right.” 

J. Warner Mills took the floor and said 
that it was not fair to either side that a 
slate should be placed before the conven- 
tion, a slate that had the supreme sane- 
tion of the executive. While there were 
many there who were in favor of Waite, 
they did not approve of Waite running 
the convention. ; 

Mr. Pratt replied that Governor Waite 
did not pick out the names on the list, 
but that he had only approved them, a 
fine distinction that many were unable to 


grasp, and the convention proceeded to 
get into a wrangle that lasted for on 
hour. In th emeantime, during the confu- 


sion, Mr. McMichael introduced a resolu- 
tion instructing the delegation to the state 
convention to fight for Waite first, last 
and all the time, and it went through 
without objection, ithe machine alone yot- 
ing on it. 

After a long wrangle as to the right 
way to select the delegates at large, the 
western district agreed to be satisfied 
witb paty twa delegates, and this left just 

ree delegates from i 
convention took a "Sink Oay ene bee 
trict decided upon its three delegates to 
both the state and county conventions, 

The list of delegates was handed up to 
the secretary, but was not announced, 
as Boss Pratt wanted time to look it over 
first. He told the convention that he 
would have the credentials ready at the 
convention to-day. 

Before taking a recess another and final 
row was sprung on the body in the shape 
of the following resolution, presented by 
Mr. J. T. Henderson, who had great dif- 
ficulty in being recognized: 

Resolved, That the delegates to the 
state convention be instructed to vote in 
favor of a plank denouncing all proscrip- 
tive organizations which make religious 
belief a test for public office.

| come into this convention and seeing the 
| proceedings that have been carried on 
here for the past two days, learning of 
| the manner in which the alleged organiza-

it exists here to-day is not a legally or- 
ganized body representing the People’s 
party of Arapahoe county, I desire now to

The conelusion of Mr. Holden's address 
was almost lost in the rising tumult, and 
as he suited his actions to his words, 
seized his hat and started to the door, 
the confusion became terrific. The whole 
convention sprang to its feet, and as the 
disgusted delegates walked to the door 
from every part of the room, the frenzied 
office-holders and sympathizers, standing 
on chairs and platforms hurled all kinds of 
jeers, taunts and epithets after them. 

“That's right, get out! We don’t want 
you here! Boodlers! You're not Popu- 
lists! Hurrah for Waiter You will get 
Waite all right, anyhow!” 

These were only a few of the shouts that 
followed the retreating Populists, who had 
refused to be dominated by the Waite 
machine. Some of the epithets would 
have disgraced even an old party conven- 
tion in the heights of frenzy after spoils. 

It was some time before quiet could be 
restored. In the meanwhile there was a 
little comedy being enacted upon the plat- 
form by Boss Pratt, Frank Leary and 
several office holders, who had rushed to 
the platform during the confusion. 

Begging for a Motion. 

“Put a motion, some one, quick!’ shout- 
ed Pratt, pale with excitement. 

Someone evidently did put a motion, or 
Mr. Pratt made believe they did, but, 
though a reporter stood only five feet 
away he could not hear what was said. 

“Now put the other one!” yelled Pratt 
to Leary, and in obedience tto the com- 
mand, Leary struck a theatrical attitude 
and yelled: ‘‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I move 
that the temporary organization be made 
the permanent one!’’ 

The chair put the motion double quick 
and it was declared carried, though not 


over twenty knew what it was about. Then 
the chair sat about restoring order, and 
in the course of a quarter of an hour 
business was resumed, the many vacant 
seats in the hall seemingly having no ef- 
fect upon the ardor of the Waiters. The 
chair announced that there was no one 
ther now but Populists, and all ewer la- 
dies and gentlemen.

suggested that the list presented by Mr. 
McMichael was a wholesale nomination. 
Another said that, as McMichael refused 
to father ths list, that it could not be con- 
sidered. Another wanted. to know where 
it came from. 

Boss Pratt finally agreed to tell all 
about it, if they would hear him. He 
said that, after the meeting Saturday, it 
being understood ‘that the convention was 
for Waite by an overwhelming majority, 
a caucus was held in a certain place on 
Sunday morning. There not being many 
present, it adjourned until the afternoon, 
when there were more present. They 
then selected the list of delegates that 
had been presented, not as a slate, but as 
a list of proper people to send.

body. I blame myself alone for having 
come into this convention and seeing the 
carried on 
here for the past two days, learning of 
the manner in which the alleged organiza- 
tion of this convention has been brought 
together, believing that the Populists of 
this county will sustain me, and being 
absolutely certain that the convention as 
it exists here to-day is not a legally or- 
ganized body representing the People’s 
party of Arapahoe county, I desire now to 
announce, thet I, whether I be alone in 
this move or not, will undertake to leave 
this hall, with such as may choose to join 
me, and go to another, where we will try 
to hold a legal convention, one that will 
represent the voters of this county.’’ 

The conclusion of Mr. Holden's address 
was almost lost in the rising tumult, and 
as he suited his actions to his words, 
seized his hat and started to the door, 
the confusion became terrific. The whole 
convention sprang to its feet, and as the 
disgusted delegates walked to the door 
from every part of the room, the frenzied 
office-holders and sympathizers, standing 
on chairs and platforms hurled all kinds of 
jeers, taunts and epithets after them. 

“That’s right, get out! We don’t want 
you here! Boodlers! You're not Popu- 
lists! Hurrah for Waiter You will get 
Waite all right, anyhow!” 

These were only a few of the shouts that 
followed the retreating Populists, who had 
by the Waite 
machine. Some of the epithets would 
have disgraced even an old party conven- 
tion in the heights of frenzy after spoils. 

It was some time before quiet could be 
restored. In the meanwhile there was a 
little comedy being enacted upon the plat- 
form by Boss Pratt, Frank Leary and 
several office holders, who had rushed to 
the platform during the confusion. 

Begging for a Motion. 

“Put a motion, some one, quick!’ shout- 
ed Pratt, pale with excitement. 

Someone evidently did put a motion, or 
Mr. Pratt made believe they did, but, 
though a reporter stood only five feet 
away he could not hear what was said. 

“Now put the other one!’ yelled Pratt 
to Leary, and in obedience to the com- 
mand, Leary struck a theatrical attitude 
and yelled: ‘‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I move 
that the temporary organization be made 
the permanent one!’’ 

The chair put the motion double quick 
and it was declared carried, though not 
over twenty knew what it was about. Then 
the chair sat about restoring order, and 
in the course of a quarter of an hour 
business was resumed, the many vdcant 
seats in the hall seemingly having no ef- 
fect upon the ardor of the Waiters. The 
chair announced that there was no one 
ther now but Populists, and all ewer la- 
dies and gentlemen. He asked the conven- 
tion to prove that he was right by main- 
taining order. The convention took him 
at his word and became even more noisy 
and unmanageable. 

Mrs. Jones of Chicago took the platform 
to speak, but it was some time before 
the convention would consent to listen to 
her. Finally she was heard and made a 
brief appeal to the body to allow their 
better judgment to rule and not be car- 
ried away with mad and insane actions. 
She appealed on behalf of the People’s 
party of the United States, which was de- 
pending upon Colorado to lead them. Her 
appeal fell upon. deaf ears. It was some 
time before the convention could proceed. 
The chair announced that next in order 
was the appointing of delegates to the 
state convention. There was inquiry as 
to what had become of the report of the 
committee on credentials. The chair said 
that it had been disposed of. The con- 
vention insisted upon knowing about the 
matter, so finally it was necessary to put 
the motion over again, and the majority 
report was adopted after some wrangle 
and once more the motion was put to 
make the temporary organization perma- 
nent. 

Waite Named the Delegates. 

The next job was to elect delegates to 
the convention. Leary made a motion 
that sixteen delegates be elected at large 
from the county and that each precinct 
be allowed to name two delegates. This 
was adopted. There was another half 
hour of confusion and Mr. McMichael 
took the floor to present the slate list of 
candidates. He said that it was a little 
list that had been handed to him with 
the request that he present it. It was not 
a slate, only a suggestion of the names 
of the proper men to be sent as delegates 
at large. 

Some of the delegates did not like this 
idea and a motion was made that no more 
than three delegates be allowed from any 
district. This was declared out of order, 
and great confusion ensued, <A delegate

suggested that the list presented by Mr. 
McMichael was a wholesale nomination. 
Another said that, as McMichael refused 
to father ths list, that it could not be con- 
sidered. Another wanted to know where 
it came from. 

Boss Pratt finally agreed to tell all 
about it, if they would hear him. He 
said that, after the meeting Saturday, it 
being understood ‘that the convention was 
for Waite by an overwhelming majority, 
a caucus was held in a certain place on 
Sunday morning. There not being many 
present, it adjourned until the afternoon, 
when there were more present. They 
then selected the list of delegates that 
had been presented, not as a slate, but as 
a list of proper people to send. The gov- 
ernor did not select.the list, but it had 
been presented to Mr. Waite, as the man 
most interested, for his approval, and he 
had approved it. 

At this frank declaration that the gov- 
ernor was really running the machine, as 
had been claimed by those who had left 
the convention in disgust, a murmur ran 
through the meeting. It was hard for 
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some of those present to swallow and 
one delegate grumbled out something 
about too much slate business. ‘‘No slate 
at all,” repeated Boss Pratt, growing 


slightly uneasy, ‘‘only a suggestion, and 
it is all right.” 

J. Warner Mills took the floor and said 
that it was not fair to either side that a 
slate should be placed before the conven- 
tion, a slate that had the supreme sanc- 
tion of the executive. While there were 
many there who were in favor of Waite, 
they did not approve of Waite running 
the convention. 

Mr. Pratt replied that Governor Waite 
did not pick out the names on the list, 
but that he had only approved them, a 
fine distinction ‘that many were unable to 
grasp, and the convention proceeded to 
get into a wrangle that lasted for sn 
hour. In th emeantime, during the confu- 
sion, Mr. McMichael introduced a resolu- 
tion instructing the delegation to the state 
convention to fight for Waite first, last 
and all the time, and it went through 
without objection, the machine alone yot- 
ing on it. 

After a long wrangle as to the right 
way to select the delegates at large, the 
western district agreed to be satisfied 
with only two delegates, and this left just 
three delegates from each district, so the 
convention took a recess and each dis- 
trict decided upon its three delegates to 
both the state and county conventions. 

The list of delegates was handed up to 
the secretary, but was not announced, 
as Boss Pratt wanted time to look it over 
first. He told the convention that he 
would have the credentials ready at the 
convention to-day. 

Before taking a recess another and final 
row was sprung on the body in the shape 
of the following resolution, presented by 
Mr. J. T. Henderson, who had great dif- 
ficulty in being recognized: 

Resolved, That the delegates to the 
state convention be instructed to vote in 
favor of a plank denouncing all proscrip- 
tive organizations which make religious 
belief a test for public office. 

There was a big and hot fight over the 
resolution by the A. P. A. delegates pres- 
ent, but it was carried finally by a rising 
vote of 75 to 286. The convention then 
took a recess to Monday next.

At any time to-day Waite 
would thave been nominated by acclama- 
tion because the opposition had no one 
who would consent to eniter the breach 
in a hopeless cause, After the convention 
had been called to order it looked as if 
fit would be all over but the shouting as 
the delegates settled down ‘to business in 
a determined manner and the great ma- 
jority wanted the Waite matter disposed 
of at once. But the Arapalhoe county bolt- 
ers succeeded in getting their case before 
a Committee on Credentials, which will 
not report until to-morrow. 

The election of Mayor Nicholson of 
Leadville, as temporary chairman of the 
convenition and the selection of the com- 
mittee was all that was accomplished. 

Delay Their Only Hope. 


Delay was the only hope of the opposi- 
tion. To-night ithe anti-Waites claim they 
have made a slight inroad on the Waite 
entrenchment but it is not noticeable to 
the naked eye. They seem 'to be more 
hopeful than they were last night, how- 
ever. 

Thomas M. Patterson is om the scene 
leading the forlorn hope against the gov- 
ernor’s. renomination.

Credentials was not ready to report. The 
Arapahoe county bolters thad its atten- 
tion and intended to keep it all night if 
possible. Delay ‘was in ‘their favor, they 
claimed. The chairman of the convention 
appointed a committee of three to wait 
on the committee and find out when it 
would be ready to report. In the mean- 
time a Larimer county delegate wanted to 
introduce a resolution but the chair would 
not have it. The delegate said it was a 
harmless’ resolution, but that made no dif- 
ference to the chairman. He was there 
to transact business and would not hear 
of any resolution until after the commit- 
tee reported. 

Tt was later announced that the com- 
mittee would not be ready to report un- 
til 9 o’clock to-morrow morning. On the 
recommendation of the chairman the con- 
vention adjourned untill that time. There 
were calls for speeches. The convention 
was divided between Phoebe Couzins and 
Lafe Penee. The calls for the latter were 
the leaders but a delegate announced that 
the congressman had gone down tthe Ar- 
kansas river. 

Miss Couzins appeared on the platform 
and playfully remarked that she was go- 
ing to stay until the party moved up the 
river of success. She complimented the 
Populists on the Omaha platform and 
on the suecess of woman suffrage. The 
speaker said she had been at Creede and 
after loolting down ‘the shafts of the (dark 
mines she was more than ever in favor 


of the issuance of greenbacks by the 
government. The men should be re- 
leased from delving in the ground, She 


also favored the remonetization of silver. 
Miss Couzins hoped the dissensions in the 
party would not lead to its defeat in 
Colorado. The great battle against the 
monied powers should be fought out and 
won by the ballot. ‘But,’’ sald Miss 
Couzins, “I am not sure but what the 
bullet may be required, Sacrificial blood 
‘has ‘been spent in all the great reforms 
for the human family. If England was 
going to dominate this country, the cry 
should be, ‘To arms! Mreedom for us 
alll’? 

Miss Couzins then announced that she 
had been let into the secrets of the Re- 
publican party. She had occupied a room 
next door to several leading Republicans 
who were out turning their plan, Orders 
had come all the way from England, Miss 
Couzins gravely remarked, who should be 
the nominee for .governor on the Repub- 
ican ticket; she had the secret, but was 
going to disprove that a woman could 
not keep a secret by refusing to tell, 

“Oh, tell it, Phoebe; please do,” said a 
male delegate, 

Phoebe was coy and would not do it, 

Lafe Pence was then introduced by the 
ehairman as the man who had so much 
fun with Bynum of Indiana. Mr. Pe 
was insan unusually facetious mood and 
attacked some of the politicians in Den- 
ver.

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FUNERALS BY THE RUMORED 


Minnesota Fire Victims Buried in Un- 
marked Boxes, 


SCORES OF UNIDENTIFIED BODIES 


At Hinckley Two Hundred and 
Twenty-Five of the Dead Are In- 
terred in Four Long Trenches, in 
Many Cases Two and Three 
Corpses Being Placed in the Same 
Rough Pine Box—Latest Estimate 
of the Fatalities—Stories Told by 
Survivors. 


ST. PAUL, Minn, Sept. 4.—A Pioneer 
Press special from Pine City says: 

Buried at Hinckley and vicinity, 225. 

At Sandstone, 67. 

At Pokegama, 25. 

At Miller, 12. 

Hstimate of dead not found, 50. 

Total, 379. : 

The Hinckley horror is dawning in its 
awful magnitude. 

There are now lying in the desolate cem- 
etery, under a shallow covering of sand, 
or in the rude rough ‘boxes which take 
the places of caskets, 216 bodies. F. J. 
Weber, of Pine City, who has had entire 
eiitiee © interment, has had his work 
well in hand and has kept most accurate 
accounts of the bodies. These figures are 


r the 


his and inelude those buried ‘by their 
friends. Four trenches in all have been 
opened, separated by about four feet. 


Commencing on the south, in the first 
trench, are 45 unboxed corpses, In the 
trench No, 2 are 20 boxes, many contain- 
ing from two to five bodies. In the third 
are 27 boxes like the others. The fourth 
trench is not yet, in use, but there are 
piled up 19 boxes which will be put in 
to-morrow morning. 
More Bodies Being Found. 

The foreman of the Duluth construction 
train reported to Coroner Cowan this af- 
ternoon that on the hill at the north end 
of the bridge across the Grindstone were 
nine bodies, so completely incinerated that 
the sex could not be distinguished. A few 
rods west of where the Duluth depot stood 
was found the body of a woman, To this 
must be added the few bodies shipped out, 
the two buried by Jim Hunt's party of 
eruisers, four interred by another explor- 
er, making the total of about 225 account- 
ed for in Hinckley and vicinity, Amaz- 
ingly large estimates are being made, but 
there is no foundation for them. There 
were undoubtedly settlers and men in the 
lumber camps whose bodies have not, yet 
been discovered. A search for them will 
be prosecuted with vigor and they will 
be ‘buried where tthey lie, There is an 
unknown number of dead in the mill pond. 
It is as yet unapproximated. The bank 
was covered with sawdust and edgings, 
and not far away was the Brennan mili 
and lumber yard. A number of persons 
were seen to go to the pond. No one came 
out alive, and so hot is the fire still burn- 
ing there it may be a day or two before 
this pool of death can be examined. 

At Pokegama the dead have been near- 
ly all accounted for and will not run over 
2. At Miller were buried 12, at Sand- 
stone 67. These figures with an estimate 
of 50 bodies not yet found bring the total 
up to 379. The latter estimate may be too 
low, but it is a matter of absolute con- 
jecture and it is here,that the widely 
different totals are found. Some think at 
eaet ae settlers in camps are yet to be 
ound,

A Hinckley Man Granted a Very 
Happy Surprise. 

ST. PAUL, Sept. 4.—-One of the hhap-

| well in hand and has kept most accurate 
accounts of the bodies. These figures are 
his and include those buried ‘by their 
friends. Four trenches in all have been 
opened, separated by about four feet. 
Commencing on the south, in the first 
trench, are 45 unboxed corpses. In the 
trench No. 2 are 20 boxes, many contain- 
ing from two to five bodies. in the tard 
are 27 boxes like the others. The fourth 
trench is not yet, in use, but there are 
piled up 19 boxes which will be put in 
to-morrow morning. 

More Bodies Being Found. 

The foreman of the Duluth construction 
train reported to Coroner Cowan this af- 
ternoon that on the hill at the north end 
of the bridge across the Grindstone were 
nine bodies, so completely incinerated that 
the sex could not be distinguished. A few 
rods west of where the Duluth depot stood 
was found the body of a woman. To this 
must be added the few bodies shipped out, 
the two buried by Jim Hunt’s party of 
eruisers, four interred by another explor- 
er, making the total of about 225 account- 
ed for in Hinckley and vicinity. Amaz- 
ingly large estimates are being made, but 
there is no foundation for them. There 
were undoubtedly settlers and men in the 
lumber camps whose bodies have not, yet 
been discovered. A search for them will 
be prosecuted with vigor and they will 
be ‘buried where they lie. There is an 
unknown number of dead in the mill pond. 
It is as yet unapproximated. The bank 
was covered with sawdust and edgings, 
and not far away was the Brennan mili 
and lumber yard.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Mrs. Carrie 
Brady Glasscock, the defendant in the di- 
vorce suit im which Senator Stewart of 
Nevada is ithe corespondent, has written 
@ statement of her case for the Raleigh, 
N. C., News and Observer. 

She gives im detail the stgry of ‘her al- 
leged relations with the Nevada senator, 
beginning with her officeseeking attempts 
in Washington, and of the senator prom- 
ising her a position and loaning her mon- 
ey when the position had not been ob- 
tained. Her statement, after narrating the 
senator's absence from the city, then goes 
on as follows: 

“He (Senator Stewart) was very cordial 
and friendly, "even»xrauneriyy toward x20, 
His venerable face prevented his demon- 
strations of affecition from being as offens- 
ive as they otherwise would have been. 
He seated me on his sofa and inquired 
after my health, As I was still afflicted 
with malaria, ‘he said he had a sure rem-" 
edy, which the took himself. He made up a 
dose in a glass and gave it to me to drink. 
It put me to sleep, Wien I came to my- 
self I found he had taken advantage of 
me, I accused him of his crime and sitart- 
ed ito leave this office. He pleaded with me 
not to make a scene; that he had a fam. 
ily at home; ‘that he had been overcome 
with his attachment for me; that he had 
obliged me so long; had worked so hard 
to get me a position; had given me money 
when my tamily were sick and I was in 
great distress; that Lougiht not to do him 
the great linjury of ef&posure. 

Promises and Filattery. 

“Fe assured me certain and immediate 
prospects of securjng a permanent posit 
tion for me at a lafbe salary, which would 
place me ana my children in comfort and 
beyond all wamt in the future. His prom- 
ises and flattery finally overcame my in- 
dignation and I consented to accept the 
permanent position he was soon to have 
ready for me, 

Wihen I called again to receive the ap- 
pointment iit was not ready, but this prom- 
ises and flattery were. He had now ac- 
quired power over me, as I had not ex- 
posed thim, he could expose me; besides, 
I owed: him money I could not pay. He 
persuaded me to submit ito him. I was 
now ‘at his mercy and he could command 
me as he pleased.”’ 

Then follows details of money paid, 
promises to obtain the position and fre- 
quent calls at the seyator’s office. 

“One of his bank Checks,’’ Mrs. Glass- 
cock says, “which was found in my pocket 
by my husband aroused his suspicions, 
and then he followed me when I went 
out and had others watch me. He met me 
soon afterward coming out of the sena- 
tor’s room, He created a stormy scene 
with me-and I realized the great, shadows 
into which I had been led, and life no 
longer appeared worth living, and but for 
my children I think I would have drowned 
myself.’’ 

Mrs. Glasscock then narrates the bring- 
ing of a suit for divorce by her husband, 
and her fruitless appeals to Senator Stew- 
art for relief for herself and family. She 
says the story was sent, for her, to the 
News and Observer ‘by Frank Daniels, 
chief clerk of the Interior department, 
who is part owner of the paper. t 

Senator Stewart's Secretary, 

To a reporter for the Washington Isven- 
ing Star she te-day reiterated the state- 
meies made in the Raleigh paper, saying 
her husband had been going down hill 
through drink and added: “Senator Stew- 
art’s secretary could verify what I have 
said if he would tell the truth.

The Hinckley horror. is dawning in its 
awful magnitude. 

There are now lying in the desolate cem- 
etery, under a shallow covering of sand, 
or in the rude rough boxes which take 
the places of caskets, 216 bodies. F. J. 
Weber, of Pine City, 
h of the ’ had his W i 
well in hand and has kept most accurate 
accounts of the bodies. These figures are 
his and include those buried ‘by their 
friends. Four trenches in all have been 
opened, separated by about four feet, 
Commencing on the south, in the first 
trench, are 45 unboxed corpses. In the 
trench No. 2 are 20 boxes, many contain- 
ing from two to five bodies. in the tard 
are 27 boxes like the others. The fourth 
trench is not yet, in use, but there are 
piled up 19 boxes which will be put in 
to-morrow morning. 

More Bodies Being Found. 

The foreman of the Duluth construction 
train reported to Coroner Cowan this at- 
ternoon that on the hill at the north end 
of the bridge across the Grindstone were 
nine bodies, so completely incinerated that 
the sex could not be distinguished. A few 
rods west of where the Duluth depot stood 
was found the body of a woman. To this

RELIEF PARTIES AT WORK., 


Searchers Going to Districts Yet Not 
Heard From, 

PINE CITY, Minn., Sept. 4.—A searching 
party of five experienced timber cruisers 
and seven assistants was started out to- 
day along tthe government road to the 
east.

SCORES OF UNIDENTIFIED BODIES 


At Hinckley Two Hundred and 
Twenty-Five of the Dead Are In 
terred in Four Long Trenches, in 
Many Cases Two Three 
Corpses Being Placed in the Same 
Rough Pine Box—Latest Estimate 
of the Fatalities—Stories Told by 
Survivors.

More Bodies Being Found. 

The foreman of the Duluth construction 
train reported to Coroner Cowan this af- 
ternoon that on the hill at the north end 
of the bridge across the Grindstone were 
nine bodies, so completely incinerated that 
the sex could not be distinguished. A few 
rods west of where the Duluth depot stood 
was found the body of a woman. To this 
must be added the few bodies shipped out, 
the two buried by Jim Hunt's party of 
eruisers, four interred by another explor- 
er, making the total of about 225 account- 
ed for in Hinckley and vicinity. Amaz- 
ingly large estimates are being made, but 
there is no foundation for them. There 
were undoubtedly settlers and men in the 
lumber camps whose bodies have not, yet 
been discovered. A search for them will 
be prosecuted with vigor and they will 
be ‘buried where they lie. There is an 
unknown number of dead in the mill pond. 
It is as yet unapproximated. The bank 
was covered with sawdust and edgings, 
and not far away was the Brennan mili 
and lumber yard. A number of persons 
were seen to go to the pond. No one came 
out alive, and so hot is the fire still burn- 
ing there it may be a day or two before 
this pool of death can be examined. 

At Pokegama the dead have been near- 
ly all accounted for and will not run over 
25. At Miller were buried 12, at Sand-

IT IS A QUIET GUNNING PARTY 


Whe Game Sought in This Instance 
Are the Republican County Com- 
mitteemen Who Threw the Wo- 
men Out in the Cold—The Business 
Men’s League Joins With the La- 
dies in the Scalp Matinee—Com- 
bined, They Think They Can 
Teach a Valuable Lesson. 


There will be some strong electioneering 
Gone at the Republican primaries to-mor- 
row.

The County Central committeemen are 
anxious to get themselves and their 
friends elected as delegates to the county 
convention on Saturday, and the Business 
Men’s league and the women are opposed 
to a number of them. Where the last two 
mamed forces do not agree with the com- 
mitteemen of the precinct, a new primary 
ticket is to be put in the field, and the 
scenes at the polling places to-morrow 
will contain all the elements of the old 
electioneering and button-holing times. 
Committees of six, three from the wom- 
an’s organization and three from the Busi- 
mess Men’s league, will be present at each 
polling place. These will carry with them 
the anti-committeeman tickets, where con- 
tests exist, and will be decorated with a 
badge. The mark of the badge will not 
ibe made public until this afternoon, so 
that the enemy may not encroach upon it. 
It will be plain enough, so the women 
say, to be understood by all, and thus

Lucky Committeemen, 

Not all committeemen, are being fought. 
County Commissidner ‘Thomas Nichol, 
himself a committeeman, found his great- 
est difficulty in getting the women of his 
precinct to name a woman ress Ss and del- 
egate for him. They wanted him to name 
them himself. There are about 40 com- 
mitteemen who are meeting with no oppo- 
sition, but in almost all the rest ofthe 
city precincts there will be two tickets in 
the field, one being engineered by the 
committeeman and ‘tthe other by the peo- 
ple wearing badges. 4 

Each side is confident of victory, al- 
though the, women are frank to confess 
they may ve to go before the conven- 
tion on contest, They do not like the per- 
sonnel of the Credentials committee. At 
@ recent meeting of the County Central 
committee, a committee was appointed to

catitle and horses could be seen on the 
uplands, and Mr, Angier of the Union Pa- 
cific, ‘who taccompaniied the. excursion, 
pointed out the distant spots where fine 
horses are bred on ‘the ranches. ‘There 
were few barren ‘tracts along here. The 
country about Greeley iis the oldest, that 
is to Say the first farming land setitled 
in Colorado, and it bas acquired an as- 
pect more like Bastern agricultural re- 
gions than any other part of ithe state. 

Fort Collins was reached shortly after 
12 o’clock. ‘The delegates were met at the 
‘train by a committee of citizens, who 
escorted them ito thhe two hotels for din- 
ner. Everything was free. ‘The people of 
Fort Collins diid their part in making tthe 
‘trip a pleasant one. Dwo hours time was 
given to see tthe town and the Agricul- 
‘tural college. Most of the visitons were 
‘taken to the college in carriages. Tihere 
Presidenit Alstion Ellis escorted them over 
the grounds and ‘the farm and through 
‘the ‘buildings. i 

The college grounds looked beautiful iin- 
deed, They are Jaid off in grass plots amd 
flower beds amd smooth, graveled walks, 
all kept trim and neat and fresh 'by care- 
ful, constant ‘alttention. The ‘building's are 
small, but pretty and finely appoinited. 
Tt is one of Dr, Ellis’ prides that the Ag- 
nicultural college has made mhore scientific 
appanatus ‘than all ‘the other institutions 
of the state combined. The laboratories, 
miadhine shops, workshops and all others 
are fully equipped with the best instru- 
menits that money can buy. A new thior- 
ticultural all is being built. The old ome 
will be converted initio a library, for the 
stocking of which a recent legacy ‘of $5,000 
will soon be available. The college thas a 
farm connected wiith it, It consists of 
240 acres, anid while it is nioit ag good llamd 
as might be found in ‘the vicinity, some 
very successful experiment work iis done, 
The farm ‘is not operated for revenue, but 
merely flor experimenitall work. The vis- 
itors yesterday saw conn growing ‘there 
‘over 10 feet thigh. 

The Students’ Work. 

The students do not work the farm. Dr. 
Ellis told his visitors that it would hardly 
be wise policy to take young men from 
the plow at home and put them at the 
plow at college. He explained that the 
scientific agricultural training was theo- 
retical in part and experimental for the 
rest, the work consisting of chemical, bo- 
taniecal and physical studies, besides the 
regular classical training. A young man 
‘who has graduated from this department 
of the institution knows a great deal of 
selentific farming, much about machinery, 
much about the use of all sorts of tools 
and considerable about: Latin and litera- 
ture and other classical. things. 

One of the visitors was inclined to turn 
up his nose and ask what right farmers 
had to know anything about science and 
Latin. Dr. Ellis merely remarked that 
the difference between a poor farmer and 
a wealthy one generally could be found 
along the line of education. He pointed to 
the broad fields about Fort Collins as evi- 
dence of scientific farming. The subject 
leads up to the farmer of the future with 
his farm of ten to forty acres living com- 
fortably and getting rich with half the 
toil and none- of the uncertainty of the 
poor old-time farmer, who scorns Latin. 
But _this has only a remote connection 
with the excursion, 

"i A Diversion. 

Dr. Ellis took the visitors through all 
the buildings and they marveled much 
at what they saw. The class rooms are 
pright and airy, the appointments every- 
where are complete and the institution is 
in every way a model. : 

In the course of inspection the visitors 
were shown the armory in the basement, 
of one of the large buildings. 

Rows of guns line the room, all kept 
peautifully clean and shining. Every able- 
podied male student learns how to handle 
a gun. In one end of the room. are two 
small Rodman rifles, the artillery of the 
military department. 

Dr. Bllis put his hand on one of the big 
iron tubes and said: 

“This fellow would soon ‘have battered 
down the eity hall if-it had been used in 
Denver; Governor Waite wanted these 
guns when that trouble was on... 

The blunt delegate from North Dakota, 
J. F. Wallace, stepped out of the crowd, 
tapped the cannon lightly with his 
knuckle, and said: 

“Yes, Governor Waite would use these 
to enforce his whims, but he makes an 
awful roar when President Cleveland uses 
guns to put down insurrection!” 

There was a storm of applause and 
laughter and Dr. Hillis hurriedly led the 
way to another room. 

The train left Fort Collins at 2 o’clock. 
The road ran from that town through 
fields of harvested grain and alfalfa, the 
golden stacks of wheat alternating ar- 
tistically with the grey, green heaps of 
Here and there a big cornfield: va- 


hay. 
ried the picture, while a small but »Dros- 
perous looking farm house, added } the 
necessary hint of home 'to the shifting 
scene, 


All in Good Time. 


It was the remark of more than one 
delegate that all the farm houses were 
small and much unlike, the big white 
houses in the East, with the red barns 
looming up in the rear, But they were 
reminded that the country is new, com- 
paratively, and that the farm houses will 
come with age. There are already many 
pretty places, generally cottages of one 
story, but with wide verandas and sur- 
rounded by shade trees, 4 

‘A California delegate expressed surprise 
when told that the farmers raise alfalfa 
as much for fertilizing purposes as any 
other. Ine last crop of iit is generally 
plowed under and allowed ito lie there rot- 
ting ito make ithe soil micher for wheat 
or potatoes the next year, 

The prospect.of green and golden fields 
began ‘to marrow as ithe mountains were 
approached, and when Boulder was 
reached ‘there was mot much tto,be seen 
outside the town except towering mount- 
ains. A stop of one hour was made at 
Boulder to allow the delegates to see the 
charming place with tits college om ithe 
crawn of ithe foot hill.and tits pretty homes 
get in ithe clusters of shade trees, Ow- 
ing 'to a misunderstanding the people of 
Boulder did not make preparations for 
eniteritainmenit as ithe other towns did, but 
a few carriages were gathered up and as 
many as possibie were carried around the 
town and the outskirts. 

A Colorado Sunset. 

The train started to return at 6:10 
o’clock and tthe tmp to Denver was made 
finely. The sun dropped behind tthe mounit- 
ains in a ‘bed of omange and red and pur- 
ple, and, as ‘the finishing touch of a hap- 
py day, gave the visitors: a.splended spec- 
imen of a Colorado su The. falling 
sihadows settled down over the fields and 
a little chill crept omt of ithe wesit to give 
a hint of auitumm’s cool. nighits, So the ‘trip 
was ended and the train came into the 
Union depot at 6:45—alhead of ttime, 

The delegates were immensely pleased 
wilth their outing, It was a surprise to 
ithem in many ways, for they had no defi- 
nite idea, of what irrigation ‘had done for 
Colorado or of what waiter skillfully dis- 
tributed could do for apparenitly barren 
land They saw, and seeing, learned. There 
was more or tess discussion of the con- 
gress on the ‘trip when ithey were ‘tired 
of looking ait the acres. The most absorb- 
ing topic after ithe cession of the, arid 
lands ito tthe states was ithe next meeting 
place of the congress. The fight iis be- 
tween Albuquerque, N. M., Atlanta, Ga, 
Carson City, Nev., and Spokane, Wash, Iit 
seemed ‘to be the sentiment, that Atibu- 
querque should thave it, as New Mexico 
is one of the regions im which irrigation 
is just now getting a boom,

He explained that the 
scientific agricultural training was theo- 
retical in part and experimental for the 
rest, the work consisting of chemical, bo- 
tanical and physical studies, besides the 
regular classical training.

BUT ONE AMBITION THIS YEAR 


All He Wants Out of Politics Is the 
Opportunity ‘to Help Defeat the 
Populists, and Although a Strong 
Democrat He Will Vote the Re- 
publican Ticket if That Promises 
to Bring About the Much-Desired 
Result—Firm in That Resolve.

shall be cast ito defeat the Populists, and 
Where it will have its full moiety of 
strength.”

ace Car Company. Mr, Maloney has served 
notice upon ithe counsel for the Pullman 
company that he will appear before Judge 
Gibbons at the Criminal court to-morrow 
afternoon and ask leave to file 'the amend- 
ed petition and also the imformation 
against the company which follows the 
petition according tto the law governing 
quo warranito proceedings. 

The main additional charges made in the 
amended petition are in relation to the 
Pullman company having without charter 
‘authority operated a gas plant and brick 
works. The court is also told that the 
Pullman company realizes a large profit 
iby selling water to ithe Pullman residenits. 
The company also, it is said, supplies 
steam heat to many of the business 
houses and apartment houses for pecun- 
iary profit. The maintenance of a “truck 
farm’ by the company is charged, and 
this the court ds told cannot be covered 
by ‘a charter to manufacture railroad cars. 
The sale of liquors by the Pullman com- 
pany on its cars while in transit is also 
deemed by the petitioner to be a direct 
violation of its charter rights. The own- 
ership of 17 acres of unoccupied land south 
of Lake Calumet -by the Pullman com- 
pany is attacked. The petiltion says that 
this amounts to a real estate speculation.

' @ RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA. 


One of the first fruits of the new tariff 
law is seen im tthe decree issued by the 
government of Spain abrogating the spe- 
cial tariff privileges enjoyed by certain 
American products in Cuba, This has 
re-established the heavy duty which pre- 
vailed in Cuba before the McKinley act 
with its neciprocity clause became a law, 
and already American exports to that 
island ‘have begun’ to fall off. 

Before the reciprocity treaty with Spain 
was negotiated, American exports to Cuba 
averaged albout | $10,000,000 annually, but 
when, in consideration of the removal of 
ithe duty on sugar by Congress, Spain 
agreed to modify its duties on certain 
American products, our exports to Cuba 
began to grow rapidly. For the three 
years during which that itreaty was in 
effect these exports averaged over $20,- 
000,000 anmually, 

Nothing could better illustrate the wis- 
dom of the reciprocity policy than our 
trade relations with the ‘island of Cuba. 
There was an enormous gain under ‘that 
policy for American exports, ‘the profit 
of which inured ito our manufacturers and 
farmers. At the same time, sugar ‘be- 
ing admitted free of duty, the cost of that 
article to American consumers was cor- 
respondingly less ‘than it would thave 
been if a duty had been imposed. So that 
the benefit of reciprocity worked both 
ways, lowering the price of sugar, while 
it increased our exports. 

In relation to the Cuban trade the new 
law also operates both ways. The duty on 
sugar will increase the price of that ar- 
ticle to American consumers, while at 
the same ‘time it has caused Spain to ab- 
rogate the reciprocity treaty, and ‘thus 
it cuts down our exports. It is so evident 
that this is an injury ito the people of the 
United States ‘that there seems ‘to be no 
way whatever by which it can be defend- 
ed, It is one among many illustrations of 
the evil effects of Democratic tariff legis- 
lation. . : 


MISSOUREL AND WLETCHER, 


It is an interesting fact that at the 
recent meeting in Washington to consider 
the subject of developing the resources 
of the South, ex-Governor Thomas C., 
Fletcher of Missourl was the representa- 
‘tive of that state upon the Committee on 
Scope and Plan. In this connection it 
should be remembered that Mr. Fletcher 
is a Republican and that it was as a 
member of that party that he was elect- 
ed governor of Missouri shortly after the 
war. - 

The St. Louis Republic makes the fact 
that he served on this committee an 
excuse for saying that Governor Fletcher 
thas repented, and that he looks back with 
regret upon his administration. It claims 
that ‘that administration retarded ‘the 
progress of Missouri and ‘that therefore 
it is evidence of repentance on this part 
to do anything for the development of ‘this 


ot beatin 


to the convention for Southern develop- 
ment, evidence that the people of that 
state are turning at last to the men who 
are the most capable of promoting its 
material welfare. rom ‘this we may ‘hope 
that Missourl will’ turn away from the 
Bourbon Democracy and listen to coun- 
sel which points the way to enterprise 
and development. We should like to look 
upon it as an indication that the old state 
is going to accept the rule of the Re- 
publican party, convihced that thereby 
the investment of capital and the growth 
of a large immigration would be encour- 
agied. 

Just as the Republican party is the party 
of progress, so Republican men, as a rule, 
are found among the most enterprising 
of ‘the population. The, Democrats: are 
conservative by nature. In a great mieas- 
ure it is this natural conservatism which 
makes ‘them Democrats. Therefore, if a 
state would progress, it should put 
Democrats but Republicans in power, for 
they are progressive and enterprising, 
both as party men and as individuals. 
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ARID REGION AGRICULTURE. 


While the Irrigation congress is in ses- 
sion it may be well to consider a phase 
of the great question of agriculture in 
the arid region which is not altogether 
dependent upon irrigation. Although the 
chief reliance for agriculture in this part 
of the United States must always be ir- 
there ‘are possibilities of 
provement along lines in which irrigation 
is not directly inyolved. 

Although irrigation has been practiced 
in some parts of ‘the world for centuries, 
agriculture im those regions has been 
subjected to but little experiment. Year 
after year the old methods have been fol- 
lowed, and the main effort has been mere- 
ly ‘to supply by irrigation the lack of 
moisture. No attempt has been made to 
develop varieties of plants that, being 
adapted to arid conditions, would thrive 
with but little irrigation or none at all, 
Consequently the world knows little about 
what may be practicable in that direction. 

The establishment of agricultural ex- 
periment stations in the arid region of the 
United States opens the way for experi- 
ments of the kind suggested, and it may 
be hoped ithat in ‘the course of time it will 
be discovered that some varieties of grains 
and grasses will ‘thrive under very arid 
conditions. It may even ‘be possible, by 
judicious seed selection, to develop varie- 
ties that would come ‘to maturity with 
only the natural precipitation. 

Experiments of this sort, if successful, 
would prove very valuable, for tit is evi- 
dent that it is impracticable to reclaim 
‘the whole of the arid region. There al- 
ways will be a vast quantity of land 
which cannot be irrigated, either from 
running streams or from storage reser- 
voirs. This land could be made produc- 
tive, if varleties, of grain and grasses were 
developed which would thrive under the 
ordinary rain and snow fall. Thus, ‘the 
productive capacity of the arid region 
would be greatly increased, while at the. 
same ttime there would be no interference 
with agriculture in irrigated localities. 
The subject is one to which men en- 
gaged in agricultural experiments should 
give attention in all parts of the arid 
West. 
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‘A delegate from Texas stated in ‘the 
Trrigation congress on Monday that the 
people of his state are opposed to a grant 
of the arid lands to the states and terri- 
tories. It Is somewhat difficult to see why 
the people of Texas should itake any in- 
terest in this subject, when it is consid- 
ered that the national government owns 
no jand im Texas, except what little it 
may thave purchased as sites for federal 
buildings and military posts. Texas has 
control of all its lands and it can adopt 
whatever method it may choose for the 
reclamation of its arid sections, This is 
a comdition in which all ‘the states should 
be placed in relation to the arid lands 
within itheir limits. Probably no one 
would for a moment think of saying that 
Congress ought to enact a law regulating 
‘the distribution of water for the purposes 
of irrigation in Texas. The question of 
irrigation is a local one ‘to Dexas, and 
there is mo reason why it should not be 
local to all the other states. Congress 
owns a great deal of land im Colorado, 
but it does mot own ithe water, and it 
has no more authority over the distribu- 
tion of water there than it ‘has in Texas, 
‘he people of Texas would resent con- 
gressional interference tin their irrigation 
matters and ‘the people of Colorado are 
entitled to the same liberty. 


It would be folly for any Democrat who 
sincerely desires good government in Colo- 
rado to vote for the ‘ticket which the 
Democracy has put in nomination, A 
vote for that ticket would be a vote 
thrown away, for the fight will be be- 
tween the Republicam ticket and the one 
nominated by the Pueblo convention, It 
looks very much as though some of the 
Democrats were ‘trying to help the Popu- 
list party by drawing votes away from 
the Republican ticket. This is what they 
did in 1892, and the disastrous result of 
that experiment is apparent now to every- 
body.

and grasses will thrive under very arid 
conditions. It may even be possible, by 
judicious seed selection, to develop varie- 
ties that would come ‘to maturity with 
only the natural precipitation. 

Experiments of this sort, if successful, 
would prove very valuable, for iit is evi- 
dent that it is impracticable to reclaim 
the whole of the arid region. There al- 
ways will be a vast quantity of land 
which cannot be irrigated, either from 
running streams or from storage reser- 
voirs. This land could be made produc- 
tive, if varieties of grain and grasses were 
developed which would thrive under the 
ordinary rain and snow fall. Thus, ‘the

Consequently the world knows little about 
what may be practicable in that direction. 
The establishment of ‘agricultural ex- 
periment stations in the arid region of the 
United States opens the way for experi- 
ments of the kind suggested, and it may 
be hoped ithat in 'the course of time it will 
be discovered ‘that some varieties of grains 
and grasses will thrive under very arid 
conditions. It may even ‘be possible, by 
judicious seed selection, to develop varie- 
ties that would come ‘to maturity with 
only the natural precipitation, 
Experiments of this sort, if successful, 
would prove very valuable, for lit is evi- 
dent that it is impracticable to reclaim 
the whole of the arid region. There al- 
ways will be @ vast quantity of land 
which cannot be irrigated, either from 
running streams or from storage reser- 
voirs. This land could be made produc- 
tive, if varieties of grain and grasses were 
developed which would thrive under the 
ordinary rain and snow fall. Thus, ‘the 
productive capacity of the arid region 


same ‘time there would be no interference 
with agriculture in irrigated localities. 
The subject is one to which men en- 
gaged in agricultural experiments should 
give attention in all parts of the arid 
West. . 


‘A delegate from Texas stated in ‘the 
Irrigation congress on Monday that the 
people of his state are opposed to a grant 
of the arid lands to the states and terri- 
tories. It Is*sSomewhat difficult to see why 
the people of Texas should itake any in- 
terest in this subject, when it is consid- 
ered that the national government owns 
no land im Texas, except what Httle it 
may thave purchased as sites for federal 
buildings and military posts. Texas has 
control of all its lands and it cam adopt 
whatever method it may choose for the 
reclamation of its arid sections. This is 
a ‘comdition in which all the states should 
be placed in relation to the arid lands 
within itheir limits. Probably no one 
would for a moment think of saying that 
Congress ought to enact a law regulating 
‘the distribution of water for the purposes 
of irrigation in Texas. The question of 
irrigation is a local one ‘to Texas, and 
there is no reason why it shoyld not be 
local to all the other states.

ARID REGION AGRICULTURE. 


While the Irrigation congress is in ses- 
sion it may ‘be well to consider a phase 
of the great question of agriculture in 
the arid region which is not altogether 
dependent upon irrigation, Although the 
chief reliance for agriculture in this part 
of the United States must always be ir- 
there of 


rigation, are. possibilities im- 


| provement along lines in which irrigation 
| is not directly involved. 


| 


Although irrigation fhas been practiced 
in some parts of the world for centuries, 
agriculture in those regions has been 
subjected to but little experiment. ‘Year 
after year the old methods have been fol- 
jowed, and the main effort has been mere- 
ly to supply by irrigation the lack of 
moisture. No attempt has been made to 
develop varieties of plants that, being 
adapted to arid conditions, would thrive 
with but little irrigation or none at all. 
Consequently thie world knows little about 
what may be practicable in that direction. 

The establishment of ‘agricultural ex- 
periment stations in the arid region of the 
United States opens the way for experi- 
ments of the kind suggested, and it may 
be hoped that in 'the course of time it will 
be discovered 'that some varieties of grains 
and grasses will thrive under very arid 
conditions. It may even ‘be possible, by 
judicious seed selection, to develop varie- 
ties that would come to maturity with 
only the natural precipitation, 

Experiments of this sort, if successful, 
would prove very valuable, for lit is evi- 
dent that it is impracticable to reclaim 
the whole of the arid region. There al- 
ways will be @ vast quantity of land 
which cannot be irrigated, either from 
running streams or from storage reser- 
voirs. This land could be made produc- 
tive, if varieties,of grain and grasses were 
developed which would thrive under the 
ordinary rain and snow fall..Thus, ‘the 
productive capacity of the arid region 
would be greatly increased, while at the. 
same time there would be no interference 
with agriculture im irrigated localities. 
The subject is one to which men en- 
gaged in agricultural experiments should 
give attention in all parts,of the arid 
West. 


‘A’ delegate from Texas stated in ‘the 
Irrigation congress on Monday ‘that the 
people of his state are opposed to a grant 
of the arid lands to the states and terri- 
tories. It [is somewha't difficult to see why 
the people of Texas should itake any in- 
terest in this subject, when it is consid- 
ered that the national government owns 
no land im Texas, except what little it 
may thave purchased as sites for federal 
buildings and military posts. Texas has 
control of all its lands and it cam adopt 
whatever method it may choose for the 
reclamation of its arid sections. This is 
a condition in which all the states should 
be placed in relation to the arid lands 
within itheir limits. Probably no one 
would for a moment think of saying that 
Congress ought ito enact a law regulating 
‘the distribution of water for the purposes 
of irrigation in Texas. The question of 
irrigation is @ local one ‘to Texas, and 
there is mo reason why it should not be 
local to all the other states. Congress 
owns a great deal of land im Colorado, 
but it does mot own the water, and it 
has no more authority over the distribu~ 
tion of water there than it has in Texas, 
The people of Texas would resent con- 
gressional interference tin thelr irrigation 
matters and ‘the people of Colorado are 
entitled to the same liberty. - 


Tt would be folly for any Democrat who 
sincerely desires good government in Colo- 
rado ‘to vote for the ‘ticket which the 
Democracy has put in nomination, A 
vote for that ticket would be a vote 
thrown away, for the fight will be be- 
tween the Republicam ticket and the one 
nominated by the Pueblo conyention, It 
looks very much as though some of the 
Democrats were ‘trying to help the Popu- 
list party by drawing votes away from 
the Republican ticket. This is what they 
did in 1892, and the disastrous result of 
that experimenit is apparent now ‘to every- 
body. Patriotism demands that the Dem- 
ocrats throw aside party obligations ‘this 
year and join tthe Republicans in an 
effort ito secure good government. 


The Irrigation congress will resume its 
work to-day, and it is probable that the 


question as to the policy which should 
control in the reclamation. of the arid 
lands will be discussed. It is a subject 


which should be considered very carefully, 
for the decision reached will ‘have great 
weight upon public opinion generally. 
Nothing should be done which would re- 
tard the reclamation of the arid region, 
and this is one reason why no attempt 
ghould be made to induce Congress to 
undertake ‘the construction of irrigating 
reservoirs and ditches, The time spent in 


such an effort would be wasted, for 
Eastern Opposition would prevent Con- 
gress from making anything like ade- 


quate appropriations. 


No better selection than that of Albu- 
querque as the next meeting place for the 
Irrigation congress could be made. Albu- 
querque is one of ‘the most enterprising 
cities of the Southwest, and the people 
would neglect nothing to make the con- 
vention a success, For a number of rea- 
sons it would be well ito hold the next 
congress in New Mexico, and among ‘them 
may be mentioned the fact that it 
would bring the people of that territory 
more in touch with the inhabitants of ‘the 
rest of tthe country. It would also give 
ithe visiting delegates an opportunity to 
inform themselves in regard to one of 'the 
least understood parts of the (United 
States, 


The excursion into Northern Colorado 
yesterday gave the delegates to the Irri- 
gation congress an opportunity to see 
something of what ‘has ‘been done in the 
way of irrigation in ‘this state. Before 
the final adjournment similar excursions 
will be made to other parts of Colorado, 
and we hope that as many as possible 
of the delegates will participate.

the State Central Committee of 
Nevada and Announces That He 
Shall Henceforth Act and Vote 
With Whatever Party Brings the 
Silver Issue to the Front—Reasons 
for the Change. E 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—-The Evening 
Star says: To-day furnished a  gen- 
uine sensation in political circles ‘by 
‘the statement that Senator John P. 
Jones of Nevada, who has: represented 
his state in the United States Senate for 
over twenty-one years, has formally. re- 
nounced his allegiance to ‘the Republican 
party and easts his lot with the Populists. 

Senator Jones thas written.a letter to his 
constituency which will be published in 
Nevada ‘to-morrow and will be the first 
intimation to the people of that staite that 
he has doffed thie political garment which 
he has worn with such distinction for so 
many years and will don the garb of the 
t?rd party. His intentions have been kept 
secret from all but his most intimate as- 
sociates and it was his intention to have 
the first public announcement of this ac- 
tion made in the letter which will be 
published in ‘his political home, With this 
end in view Senator Jones declined to-day 
to speak of the contents of his letter, but 
lit is understood this change of policy is 
based almost entirely upon the question 
of_ silver. 1 

Senator Jones left Washington to-day 
for New. York. His ‘bolt makes the Ne- 
vada congressional delegation solidly Pop- 
ulistic, Senator Stewart shaving left tthe 
Republican party some time ago and 
Representative Newlands ‘having been 
elected as_a_silverite, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Senator Jones ar- 
rived in ‘this city this evening and when 
interviewed said he had not changed his 
politics. The views he advocated now were 
the same he had been upholding in _Con- 
gress since the first entered ‘that body. 

Senator Jones’ Letter. 

Late to-night the senator authorized the 
publication of his letter. 

It is dated Washington, Aug. 29, 1894, 
and is addressed to Hon. Enoch Strother, 
chairman of the Staite Central committee 
of Nevada. It opens by saying: 

“Having become fully convinced the Re- 
publican party organczation is unalterably 
opposed to the free coinage of silver at 
the American ration of 16 ito 1, or at all, 
except with the consent of foreign gov- 
ernmenits, and at a ratio ito be dictated 
by them, I thave to announce I can no 
longer act with this party.’’ 

He protests that he “‘abates not one iota 
of his eonviction with reference to the 
beneficient influence on American indus- 
‘ries of the policy of protection, but he 
thinks protection will do us no good un- 
less ithe supply of money is made to keep 
pace with the demand. Scareity of money 
is accompanied by an artificial fall in the 
price of commodities. « 

The Republican party, he claims, has. up 
to this ‘time, been moving in the direction 
of increased currency. But the repeal of 
the purchase clause of tthe Sherman law 
was the parting of the ways. While the 
Democrats must share in the responsibil- 
ity for that repeal, dit is only the action 
of ‘the Republicans with which he is con- 
cerned. The Republican party, he says, 
repealed a law of its own making om the 
demand of a Democratic president. 

International Bimetallists. 

Senator Jones scoffs with bitterness ait 
what he calls ithe international ) biimetal- 
lists. A nemedy by international confer- 
ence he pronounces as impracticable amd 
cites Brijtish ‘testimony to uphold the 
claim. The money quesition, he protests, 
is one of ‘those great issues justifying. a 
new formaition of parties. If ali free sil- 
ver men voted ‘together, he says, thiere is 
no doubt that a free silver president would 
be elected im 1896. It can only be done 
through a new party. The opponents 
of wilver have poimted out to us what they 
would do. When tihey da@termiined ito me- 
peal 'the purchasing clause of the law lof 
1890 ‘they ignored for the nonce all other 
issues, forgot tthe struggies and animosi- 
ties of a third of ma century, shut ttheir 
eyes ‘to tariff campaigns amid to exhansit- 
ing struggles wiith foree bills, together 
with all ithe bitterness such occasions 
recall, amid jolimed hands ‘without jhesita- 
tion for the iccompiliishmentt of their 
common —plrpidisic abandoning but 
i re ‘their differences. 
In other words they forced for the pur- 
pose, and for ‘the time, a ‘third paty. That 
purpose accomplished, ithey ' immediately ; 
restored the statu_quo and returned to 
their 4.Yerences. Tihe; vorelt in 'Corngstess 
vs one party iim ‘their representative ca- 
pacity. We showid vote at the polls as 
one purty in our individual capacity. 

Should Come Together. 

“All who believe in the predominance 
of monometallism reform should, in my | 
opinion, come together on that issue and 
for the time being hold in abeyance their 
convictions upon other questions—resery- 
ing to themselves the right -to readjust 
their party relations when the monetary 
question is settled and other issues come 
to the front. 

‘History teaches that while reform of a 
minor character may be accomplished 
through parties formed for the achieve- 
ment of other purposes, no question of the 
first magnitude, no question, involing a 
great fundamental principle operating in 
the interest of the masses of mankind 
was ever settled without the creation of 
a new party to achieve it.” 

The senator closes as follows: 

“In the immovable conviction that the 
progress, the prosperity and happiness of 
not only the people of Nevada, but those 
of the entire country are more immedi- 
ately dependent on monetary reform than 
upon any other issue that can be pre- 
sented for political action, I shall hence- 
forth vote and act with the party that 
brings this overmastering issue to the 
front. Yours truly,

Wholesale Drugsgists Confer With

SENATOR JONES GOES OVER 


Notifies His Constituency That He Has 
Become a Populist, 


LETTER GIVEN OUT LAST NIGHT 


It Is Addressed to the Chairman of 
the State Central Committee of 
Nevada and Announces That He 
Shall Henceforth Act and Vote 
With Whatever Party Brings the 
Silver Issue to the Front—Reasons 
for the Change. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—The Bvening 


Star says: To-day furnished a gen- 
uing sensation in political circles ‘by 
the statement that Senator John P. 


Jones of Nevada, who has represented 
his state in the United States Senate for 
over twenty-one years, ‘thas formally re- 
nounced ‘his allegiance to the Republican 
party and casts this lot with ithe Populists. 

Senator Jones has written .a letter to ‘his 
constituency which will be published in 
Nevada ‘to-morrow and will be the first 
intimation to the people of that state that 
he thas doffed ‘thie political garment which 
he has worn with such distinction for so 
many years and will don the garb of the 
tTiwd party. His intentions have been kept 
secret from all but this most intimate as- 
sociates and it was his intention to have 
the first public announcement of this ac- 
tion made in the letter which will be 
published in his political home. With this 
end in view Senator Jones declined to-day 
to speak of the contents of his letter, but 
it is understood lhis change of policy is 
based almost entirely upon the question 
of_ silver. i 

Senator Jones left Washington to-day 
for New. York. His ‘bolt makes the Ne- 
vada congressional delegation solidly Pop- 
ulistic, Senator Stewart thaving left tthe 
Republican party some time azo and 
Representative Newlands ‘having been 
elected a Silverite, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Senator Jones ar- 
rived in ‘this city this evening and when 
interviewed said he had not changed his 
politics. The views he adyocated now were 
the same he had been upholding in Con- 
gress since he first entered ‘that body. 

Senator Jones’ Letter. 

Late to-night the senator authorized the 
publication of his letter. 

It is dated Washington, Aug. 29, 1894, 
and is addressed to Hon. Enoch Strother, 
chairman of the State Central committee 
of Nevada. It opens by saying: 

“Having become fully convinced the Re- 
publican party organization is unalterably 
opposed to the free coinage of silver at 
the American ration of 16 ito 1, or at all, 
except with the consent of foreign gov- 
ernments, and at a rattio ito be dictated 
by them, I have to announce I can no 
longer act with this party.” 

He protests that he “‘abates not onle fota 
of his eonyiction with reference to the 
beneficient dnfluence on American indus- 
‘tries of the policy of protection, but he 
thinks protection will do us no good un- 
less ithe supply of money is made to keep 
pace with the demand. Scarcity of money 
is accompanied by an ‘artificial fall in the 
price of commodities. 

The n ‘party, he claims, has.up 


sed currency. But the repeal of 
se clause of ithe Sherman law 
was the parting of the ways. While the 
Democrats mu share in the responsibil- 
ity for that repeal, it is only the action 
of tthe Republicans with which he is con- 
cerned. The Republican party, he says, 
repealed a law of its own making on the 
demand of a Democratic president.

The senator closes as follows: 

“In the Immovable conviction that the 
progress, the prosperity and happiness of 
not only the people of Nevada, but those 
of the entire country are more immedij- 
ately dependent ’on monetary reform than 
upon any other issue that can be pre- 
sented for political action, I shall hence- 
forth vote and act with the party that 
brings this overmastering issue to the

elected as a silverite, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4—Senator Jones ar- 
rived in ‘this city this evening and when 
interviewed said he had not changed his 
politics. The views he advocated now were 
the same he had ‘been upholding in Con- 
gress since he first entered ‘that body. 

Senator Jones’ Letter. 

Late to-night the senator authorized the 
publication of his letter. 

Tt is datted Washington, Aug. 29, 1894, 
and is addressed to Hon. Enoch Strother, 
chairman of the State Central committee 
of Nevada. It opens by saying: 

“Having become fully convinced the Re- 
publican party organization is unalterably 
opposed to the free coinage of silver at 
the American ration of 16 ‘to 1, or at all, 
except with the consent of foreign go0v- 
ernments, and at a ratio ito be dictated 
by them, I have to announee I can no 
longer act with this party.’’ 

He protests that he “‘abates not one fota 
of his conviction with reference to the 
beneficient influence on American indus- 
‘tries of the policy of protection, but he 
thinks protection will do us no good un- 
less ithe supply of money is made to keep 
pace with the demand.

He protests that he ‘‘abates not one fota 
of his eonviction with reference to the 
beneficient influence on American indus- 
‘tries of the policy of protection, but he 
thinks protection will do us no good un- 
less ithe supply of money is made ito keep 
pace with the. demand. Scarcity of money 
jis accompanied iby an artificial fall in the 
price of commodities. « 

The Republican party, he claims, has.up 
to this ‘time, been moving in the direction 
of increased currency, But the repeal of 
the purchase clause of tthe Sherman law 
was the parting of the ways. While the 
Democrats must share in the responsibill- 
ity for that repeal, Wt is only the action 
of ‘the Republicans with which he is con- 
cerned. The Republican party, he says, 
repealed a law of its own making om the 
demand of a Democratic president. 

International Bimetallists. 

Senator Jones scoffs with bitterness at 
what he calls ithe dmibernational ) biimetal- 
lists. A memedy by international confer- 
ence he promounces as impracticable and 
cites Brijtish ‘testimony to uphold the 
claim. The money quesition, he protests, 
is one of ‘those great issues justifying. a 
new formaitiion of parties. If ali free sil- 
yer men voted ‘together, he says, there is 
no doubt that a free silver president would 
be elected im 1896. It can only be done 
through a new parity. The opponents 
of silver have poimted out to us what they 
would do, Wien ‘they datermined ito me- 
peal ‘the purchasing clause of the law lof 
1890 they ignored for the nonce all other 
issues, forgot the struggtes and animosi- 
ties of a third of a century, shut their 
eyes to tariff campaiignis and ‘to exhausit- 
ing struggles with force bills, together 
with all ithe bitterness such occasions 
recall, amid jolmed hands -wilthout jhesita- 
tion for the accomplishment of their 
common purpose, not abandoning but 
hdldingiholding in reserve their differences. 
In other words they forced for the pur- 
pose, and for the time, a ‘third paty. That 
purpose accomplished, ithey ' immediately ; 
restored the statu quo and returned to 
rheir d.%erences. The; viel in 'Corisress 
vs one party im ‘their representative ca- 
pacity. We shomd vote at the polls as 
one party in our individual capacity. 

Should Come Together. 

“All who believe in the predominance 
of monometallism reform should, 
opinion, come together on that issue and 
for the time being hold in abeyance their 
convictions upon other questions—resery- 
ing to themselves the right to readjust 
their party relations when the monetary 
question is settled and other issues come 
to the front. 

“History ‘teaches that while reform of a 
minor character may be accomplished 
through parties farmed for the achieve- 
ment of other purposes, no question of the 
first magnitude, no question involing a 
great fundamental principle operating in 
the interest of the masses of mankind 
was ever settled without the creation of 
a new party to achieve it.” 

The senator closes as follows: 

“In the immovable conviction that the 
progress, the prosperity and happiness of 
not only the people of Nevada, but those 
of the entire country are more immedi- 
ately dependent on monetary reform than 
upon any other issue that can be pre- 
sented for political action, I shall hence- 
forth vote and act with the party that 
brings this overmastering issue to the

Judge Morrow Does Not Hesitate 
About Jurisdiction. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 4.—Gener- 
al Antonio zeta and his four fellow refu- 
gees from San Salvador were brought into 
the United States District court _ this 
morning for examination on extradition. 
Judge Beatty sat with Judge Morrow, Tihe 
court room was crowded with Spanish~- 
Americans, among them being many la- 
dies. 

Counsel for the defense at once raised 
the question of the court’s jurisdiction and 
urged that the testimony of the officers 
of the gunboat Bennington be taken in 
order that it might be shown that the 
prisoners had ‘been practically kidnapped 
into this-country. It was argued that 
while the prisoners thad asked and been 
granted temporary protection on board 
the Bennington, they had subsequently 
demanded to be permitted to leave the 
gunboat at La Libertad and also at Aca- 
pulco, and these demands having been re- 
fused they had tbeen forcibly and un- 
jawfully brought to within ‘three leagues 
of this city and there held merely to 
make ‘the present case for extradition. 
Thus, it was claimed, the prisoners were 
not lawfully within the jurisdiction of the 
court. By the Bennington’s officers the de- 
fense hoped to prove these facts, If ne- 
cessary, the prisoner’s lawyers declared,

Similar outrages are 
reported at Kalaha, Sadierahel, Tanal and 
Tanilat. The Kabyls are also beseiging 
Morocco cities, and it is feared that the 
garrison may be unable to resist much 
longer, in which case terrible scenes may 
be witnessed when the Kabyls loot the 
city. 


Statue to Emperor. William I. 

KOENIGSBURG, Sept. 4.—Hmperor 
William, accompanied by the empress, 
arrived here this morning and unveiled 
the monument erected to the memory of 
the grandfather of the present emperor, 
Emperor William I. The mayor read_an 
address of welcome from the people Koe- 
nigsburg. HWmperor William replying, said 
it was well said that the country had 
been won by the sword, but he. had 
pledged his word as an emperor that it 
should be kept by works of peace, The 
imperial party then proceeded to the 
Sh square, where the unveiling took 
place, 


Lieutenant Peary Heard Krom. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 4.—The Peary re- 
lief expedition has been heard from. The 
Danish vessel Tjalfe, commanded by Cap- 
tain Brick, has arrived here from Green- 
land and reports from the expedition at 
Godhaven on July 17. All were well. Cap- 
tain Brick states the winter_in the Arc- 
tic regions has been extraordinarily long 
and severe, and he thinks the chances 
of finding Bjorling and Kalstennius, the 
Swedish explorers, who started in 1892, 
alive are very remote. 


Coast Stations Recruited. 

LONDON, Sept. 4—A dispatch, from 
Shangihai says mamy recruits are arriving 
aid Tien Tsim. A small proportion of them 
are sent 'to Clea, but the majority are 
ondered to sitaitions alomg tthe coast. The 
mnaitives of tthe province of Shang Lung 
are dlow to enlist, declaring that war has 
Heen declared against the government of 
‘Chima anid not agaiimst ithe people of China, 


Yrenty With Spanish Colonies. 

MADRID, Sept. 4.—Negotiations have 
been opened here for a modus vivendi, or 
for a new commercial treaty between the 
Spanish colonies and the United States. 
One of these agreements being necessary, 
in view of the cancellation of the re- 
ciprocity treaty between Spain and the 
United State. 


Prince Bismarck Depressed. 

BERLIN, Sept. 4—Prince Bismarck's 
healith tis said to be jeopardized by his 
anxiety over the condition of his wife, 
who has been dll for several weeks. The 
ex-chianicellor is much depressed and in a 
sttalte of menital agitation that threwtens 
Serious consequences, 


Elections in Japan. 
YOKOHAMA, Sept. 4.—The Japanese 
elections passed off quietly. Large num- 
bers of Japanese troops are going to Co- 
rea. All the available merchantment have 
been chartered by the government for use 
as transports.

court. By the Bennington’s officers the de- 
fense hoped to prove these facts, If ne- 
cessary, the prisoner’s lawyers declared, 
‘they could bring up the issue ‘by suing 
out writs of habeas corpus and having the 
refugees taken before another court. Hlay- 
ing the right, under that method of pro- 
cedure, they argued that ‘they ought cer- 
‘ttanly to have the right to the same de- 
fense under court proceedings. 

Judge Morrow did not hesitate to pass 
upon the question of his jurisdiction. He 
declared that the warrants returned ‘by 
the United States marshal showed that 
the arrests could be made within ‘the 
jurisdiction of the court and that for the 
purposes of the present proceeding the 
men were fully within its jurisdiction. It 
would hardly do, he said, for the court to 
examine into the conduct of naval offi- 
cers, Even had the defendants ‘been 
wrongfully detained and brought into 
United States territory on an American 
man-of-war, that was a question for the 
government at Washington to deal with 
nnd not a question before the court. How- 
ever, Judge Morrow stated that it might 
be within the authority of ithe court to 
examine into the conduct of the Bennimg- 
ton’s officers, and on that point he would 
reserve this decision. 

In an answer to a question from the 
bench, Captain Thomas. stated that the 
Bennington would remain at Mare Island 
until the middle of Ooctober. The taking 
of testimony on behalf of the government 
of San Salvador was then ordered to pro- 
ceed. The offering of several depositions 
by residents of San Salvador resulted in 
many technical objections on ‘the part of 
the defense and a series of long argu- 
ments by counsel.

IN MATABELELAND, 


An English Soldier’s Experiences 
While Fighting in North Africa. 
One of the most provoking things about 

this war was the way.one /had to reluc- 

tantly leave one’s food to the tender 
mercies of the fire on a sudden alarm, 
says a British soldier writing in the Na- 
tional Review. It was heart-rending, after 
a long and hungry march, to have to rush 
away to your station empty, only to re- 
turn after the fight and find your food 
burned to a cinder. It may easily be 
guessed how wretched this makes one 
when constantly repeated, as it was on 
this particular march, The enemy never 
left us alone, We became adepts 
in the art of concealing the person. It is 
a fact that when once we gained our sta- 
tions on an attack not a man of us could 
be seen except when he raised his head 
to fire, so close did we le, and this, no 
doubt, saved us many casualities, though 
all of us had numerous narrow escapes. 

I had a pipe cut in two. On a sudden 

alarm we used to drop down just as we 

were, smoking or not, and on this oc- 
casion I happened to have it in my mouth. 

I forgiot all about it until a bullet knocked 

it out. The constant wet—it rained nearly 

all the time during our return march, i. 

e,, twenty-one days—rotted our boots, and 

we were reduced to tying leather round 

our feet to protect ‘them, In the hurry and 
scurry of leaving camp, too, one left 
overcoats, tunics, etc., behind; throwing 
them off in heat of the day, they got 
lost, and we arrived ultimately at Bullu- 
wayo in rags. To show the care with 
which we husbanded our ammunition, I 
may mention that we had on an 
average thirty rounds per man 
still left though we hhad = start- 
ed three weeks before with only 
eighty, and had countless opportunities 
meanwhile of shooting it away. Wwe 
never fired a shot unless we were ‘dead 
on’ a Matbabele, amd the naitural conse- 
quence was that they gradually became in 
mortal terror of showing even a wisp of 
hair, To jump up and rush us would have 
been ttheir best plan, and this we con- 
stanitly heard their Indunas calling on 
them to do. “Throw away your guns 
and take up your assagais’’ was their 
constant exihombation, but fortunately for 
us, tthey hadn’t the pluck tbo dio it.

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LEMA THPPER'S MURDERER 


The Police Think They Have Fastened 
the Crime on Demedy. 


EVIDENCE POINTING THAT WAY 


One Man Found Who Told: John 
Kelly That He Saw the Murder 
Committed Between 8 and 9 
O’Clock Monday Morning, and 
That He Recognized Richard Dem- 
edy as the Slayer—The Marks on 
Her Throat Compared With the 
Hands and Fingers of the Accused. 


Richand Demedy lies in cell No. 6 im ‘the 
city jail, cnarged with the murder of his 
paramour, Lena Tapper, who was found 
strangled in her bed on Monday. Ovutsidie 
@ contest is going om between the police 
and the friends of the accused. The for- 
mer are slowly gathering about the man 
the net of evidence which may land him 
on the gallows while his friends are said 
to be out with plenty of money trying to 
stop up all unpleasant beds. 

The police, maintaining their theory that 
Demedy is 'the murderer, secuned evidence 
yesterday wihich polmts to him as the as- 
sassin. Looking about for a cause for 
tthe deed, they unearthed: his connection 
with a woman nvho had supplanted Lena 
in his affections and who, it is believed, 
was to supplamt her in his house. This 
is Laura Johnson, fonmerly a member of 
of the Denver demi-mionde, but now in 
Albuquerque, N. M. Demiedy’s relatives 
and friends thaid urged thim to throw over 
hils clad connection for one who is younger, 
more beautiful, and more lucrative. This, 
tthe police think, was provocation enough 
for ‘the deed, and combined ‘with his con- 
tradictory statements and those of certain 
of his frilends, and other evidence obtained 
make ithe case against him. The theory 
of robbery has been abandoned, every- 
tthing pointing toward Demedy. - The in- 
quest on the body of tthe woman was be- 
gun yesterday and «was held-in secret, It 
iis Caimed that evidence will be presented 
to-day which will effectually place the 
nesponsiibility where it belongs. 

Testimony at the Inquest. 

At ithe iinquest yesterday Peter Daléy, 
(tthe special officer who was the first man 
to discover 'the murder, was ‘the first wit- 
ness. He and Frank. Mullady.were pas- 
sing the fhouse at 1911 Market street 
shortly before noon, Daley mniotieed the 
front door open and. went in. ~The doors 
trom front td rear of ithe house were wide 
open. In ithe second room, the bed-room, 
Ihe found the body. _Mullady aso: testified 
to tthe same effect. Both said there: was 
no one in the thouse and all the doors 
were wide open. 

The only other witness examined. was 
Henry Kappes, a carpenter wiho claimed 
fto be working on a house for Edmond 
Demedy near by. He said Richard came 
running up tthe alley and said his woman 
was dead. Demedy was crying and 
could ‘hardly speak. They went together 
back to (the house. Kappes’ story con- 
flicted with a statement made by him on 
Monday, im which the said that he: went 
aillone to tthe woman’s housie. 

Att ithils point the hearing was adjourned 
for ‘the day, to allow furither investigation. 
In tthe evening the jury visitled the scene 
of the murder and took note of the sur- 
roundings, which had remained un- 


ohanged, 
Laura Johnson. 

Demedy had lived with tthe woman for a 
number lof yearns and iit was said began to 
grow tired of her as she grew old amd 
fost ther good looks. Some time ago he 
became acquainted with a young girl 
oamed Laura Johnson, who had a room 
near ithe corner of Sixteenth amd Welton 
Streets. The two became quite intimate 
and Demedy made her many presents. 
Last winter he jwenlt on a trip ito Califor- 
‘nia ostensibly for this hiealith, taking her 
with ihim. Tey were away some time and 
during ‘their absence the Tipper woman 
fis said ‘to’ have Jearned who Demedy’s 
companion was. She made such a stir 
over ithe matter that Demedy judged it 
beet not to bring Lauma back with him, 
and efit her iin Albuquergue,-N. M.,; winere 
fhe esitalblishied her comfortably.

THE CROP BULLETIN. 


Harvesting Progressing Winely 
the Yield Generally Good, 
Following is the weekly weather crop 
bulletin of the Colorado weather service, 
United States Department of Agriculture: 
The temperature and sunshine were gen- 
erally above the normal, but, little change 
is noted in the crop conditions for the past 
week, The weather has been generally 
dry and warm, except over the southwest- 
ern portion of the state, where rain fell 
nearly every day. Harvesting is prog- 
ressing finely and is mostly finished, the 
yield of grain where threshed being gener- 
ally good. The third crop of alfalfa in 
Some localities has already been cut, and 
in others is ready for cutting. Range 
grass is in good condition and curing nice- 
ly. Corn is filling well and promises an 
exceptionally good yield. Fruits in’ the 
west-central portion of the state are rip- 
ening rapidly and large shipments are be- 
ing made daily.

Park was polnited out to them and when 
approached refused ito say anything. He 
was arresitied and remained in jail over 
mighit and iit is expecited the will be ready 
to repeat his story to the jury to-day, 
Theory of His Movements.

Looking alout for a-cause for 
tthe deed, they unearthed: his connection 
with a woman nvho had supplanted Lena 
in his affections and who, it is believed, 
was to supplant her in his house. Tihiis 
is Laura Johnson, formerly a member of 
of ‘the Denver demizmionde, but mow in 
Albuquerque, N. M. Demedy’s relatives 
and friends thad urged ‘him to throw over 
his clad connectlon for one who is younger, 
more beawtiful, iand more lucrative. This, 
ithe police think, was provocation enough 
for the deed, and combined With his con- 
tradictory statements and those of certain 
of his friends, and other evidence obtained 
make ithe case against him,’ The theory 
of robbery has been abandoned, ‘every- 
itthing pointing toward Demedy, The im- 
quest on the body of tthe woman was ‘be- 
gun yesterday amd«was heldiin secret. It 
is Claimed that evidence will be presented 
to-day whilch will effectually place the 
mesponsiibility where it belongs. 

Testimony at the Inquest. 

Att tthe inquest yesterday Pever Daléy, 
tthe special officer who was the first man 
to discover tthe murder, was ‘the first wi 
ness. He amd Frank Mullady.were pas- 
sing the fhouse at 1911 Market street 
shortly before noon, Daley motieed the 
front door opem and went in. The doors 
from fironit to rear of the house were wide 
open. In ithe second room, the bed-room, 
fhe found the body. Mullady ais tesititfied 
to tthe same effect. Both said there was 
mo one in the thouse and all thé doors 
were wide open. 

The only other witness examined. was. 
Henry Kappes, a carpenter who claimed 
fto be working on a house for Edmond 
Demedy near by. He said Richard came 
running up the ‘alley and said his woman 
was dead. Demedy was crying and 
could ‘hardly speak. They went together 
back ito ithe house. Kappes’ story con- 
flicted with a statement made by him on 
Monday, im which he said that he, went 
alone to tthe woman's house, 

Att ithis point the hearing was adjourned 
for ‘the day, to allow furither investigation. 
In tthe evening the jury vi'sitled the scene 
of the murder and took note of the sur- 
moundings, which had memained un- 
changed. 


Laura Johnson. 

Demedy had lived with the woman for a 
number of years. and iit was said began to 
grow itined of her as she grew old amd 
Gost her good Wooks. Some time ago he 
became acquainited with a young girl 
mamed Laura Johnson, who had a room 
near ithe cormer of Sixteenth amd Welton 
streets. The two became quilte intimate 
and Demedy made her many presents. 
Last winter he went on a trip ito Califior- 

“mia ostensibly for this health, taking her 
with lhim, They were away some time and 
during ‘their absence the Tiapper woman 
tis said ito’ have fearned who Demedy’s 
companion was. She made such a stir 
over ithe matter that Demedy judged it 
best not to bring Lauma back with him, 
and Gefit her iin Albuquerque, N. M., whiere 
fhe established her comfortably. 

turaing ito this city he smoothed matt- 

terS over with tthe Tapper woman and 

things went on as usual. But he was not 

contenited and ‘his brother and ter con~= 

tinied ito urge him to 2g id of Lena amd 

pring the olther ‘to take ‘her place. A few 
weeks ago he made a visit to Laura John- 

fon in Albuquerque and on his return 

brought with thim a number of letters he 

had written to her, These Lena is salid 

‘ito “have found among his effects and an- 
other row resulted. On top of this came 
meniewed appeals from this relatives to dis- 
cand 'the woman and it is thought that he 
finally yielded amd took a speedier course 
than any wne had anticipated. 

Testimony Yet to Come. 

A good deal of ‘their evidence the police 
decline ito make public. They have the 
mame of a witness ‘whio claims to have 
seen Demedy come out of tthe front door 
of the house early in the monning. Deme- 
dy comtends ithait he did mot get up until 
nearly 9 o'clock. Pdward Brexis is a wiit- 
ness who will be callled tto-day. He is said 
to have seen Demedy mialtrealting ithe wo- 
man on several different occasions, + 

The most importamit witness is a man 
named James Park. He -was arresited 
abowt 6 o'clock lasit might by Sergeant 
Tarbox amid Detective Griffiths at the 
corner of Twenilieth and Market streets. 
He refused to make any statement and 
was locked up for safe keeping. John 
Kelly, a laborer in the employ of F. O, 
Blake, ‘the Larimer street paving con- 
bracitior, says Park came up ito him on 
Monday afternoon where he was at work 
Bind ‘told him he knew who killed ‘Dutch 
Lena.” Kelly asked hia who it was and 
he said; “Tt was Dick Demeldy.”’ Thie 
other askéd thiim ‘how the knew. Park said 
he was passing ithe place ‘between 8 and 9 
o’ Hock in the morning amd heard a row 
going ion iinside. He sitcipped and peeped 
through ‘the shutiters. He satid fhe saw ‘the 
woman struggling with a@ man whim he 
recognized as Demedy. ‘The latter had her 
iby ‘the throat and was chiokimg her. Her 
face was covered with blood and she was 
stmegiing desperately. As he looked the 
man dragged her across ‘the room, sitll 
holding iher by ‘the ‘throat and forced her 
imit> the bed rojiom in ihe rear. This was 
all he saw. He-salid he did not wam(t to 
timterfere im family quarrels and passed 
on, hearing no further outcry. He. re- 
pealted this story ‘to several others and fit 
finally came to the ears of ‘the officers, 
Park was poinited owt to them and when 
approached refused to say anything. He 
was arresiied and remained in jail over 
mighit and it is expecited the will be ready 
to repeat his story to the jury to-day. 

Theory of His Movements. 

The polloe tthimk Demedy got up and 
went to the market, as he said he did. Iit 
mwas found that the had made purchases at 
“the German National market and other 
places and returned ‘to tthe house at 8 
o'clock. Tt is beMeved ‘that it was 
efter this return, as Park says, that 
he killed !the womlam. He ‘then went ont 
and up town, presumiatbly \bo view the pa- 
rade. He has made several statemeit%s 
sinee ‘bis arrest and ‘the officials claim 
contradicted ‘himself on a number of 
pois. He was ‘taken ito the morgue yes-~ 
terday and measurements made of the 
finger marks found on \the woman’s throat 
where ‘the assassin had thiraitltled ther. Tt 
was floumnd ‘that the measuremesits corre. 
sponded in every particular wiitlh 'the size 
pf Demedy's fingers and hand, During 
the proceedings he exhibited evidences of 
terror, nicltwilthsitanvding hits efforts ‘to con- 
trol himself. +

SILVER CANNOT BE DOWNED 


_Baron von Richthofen Tells How Bi- 
metallism Is Gaining. 


THE, WORLD WAITING ON LONDON 


Englishmen of All Classes Are Study- 
ing the Subject Through League 
Lectures, and the Foree of Cir- 
eumstances Is Steadily Tmpelling 
the World to Remonetizatiou— 
France and Germany Willing to 
Declare for It When the VFinan- 
cial Magnates Say the Word. 


Baron and Baroness von Richthofen ar- 
rived in Denver on Sunday from London 
and.are the guests of Mr. T. S. Clayton, 
at 1245 Sherman avenue. 

This is the baron’s first visit to Denver 
since last year, and the trip is as much 
for pleasure as for business. He has 
large property interests in Colorado and 
although making his home in London, he 
manages to spare time every year to come 
to Colorado and enjoy a hunting trip in 
the intervals of business, The visit will 
be no exception, as he expects to indulge 
in a hunt before his return to London. 
Speaking of the progress of bimetallism 
in England, the baron says: 

“All Dngland is suffering under the sil- 
ver depression the same as the rest of the 
civilized world, bub in London the Bime- 
tallic league is making a valiant campaign 
of education wyh marked results. They 
are holding metings two and three times 
a week in London which are attended by 
the bankers aiid prominent men of the 
city. Lectures jn bimetallism are deliv- 
ered by university professors and others 
who have made the subject a study, and 
the number of those who are interested 
listeners is constantly increasing. 

Taking a Firm Hold. 


“This shows that the subject is begin- 
ning to take hold of those who have 
hitherto remained in ignorance of it, but 
whose interests have been vitally affected 
through the blow given to silver. In this 
way the educating process is going on 
all the time and in my opinion it is not 
difficult to forecast the ultimate result. 

“The remonetization of silver depends 
upon London. The people of the manu- 
facturing districts are bimetallists to a 
man, They see how the present position 
of silver affects their interests. Their 
business is practically dead and they do 
not believe it will revive until silver is 
restored to its true place in the circulation 
of the world. If London would say the 
word, bimetallism would be operative at 
once. France and Germany are ready for 
it and with the United States and Eng- 
land in favor of silver, bimetallism would 
be a fact. Hitherto the London financiers 
have been monometallists through force 
of education, and they have been utterly 
indifferent to the silver question; but now 
their pockets are effected by the universal 
depression and they are forced to look at 
the attitude of the country toward silver 
as one of the causes of this depression, 
and are thus set to thinking. It is only 
a question of time when they will recog- 
nize silver. 

_ “The new government, when it comes 
in, which may be this year or next, or 
the year after, will undoubtedly make a 
change. The present government itself is 
not ‘by any means united in its financial 
policy, The landed interests, represented 
more particularly im the House of Lords, 
have suffered so much from ithe existing 
conditions that they will favor bimetallism 
when the matter comes up. 

A Forced Valuation. 

“In India they have had to establish an 
anbitrary value for the rwpee, the silver 
unit of currency in that country; but they 
will not be able to maintain it. They have 
tried to fix the valuation alt 1 shilling and 
4 pence tio government officials im order 
that their remittances to England may 
approximate face amounts, but a system 
of this kind cannot last, when the real 
value of tthe rupee ds but slightly above 
@ shilling. So somethiing will thave to be 
done with ‘tthe question very soon. 

Germany is largely an agricultural 
country, and ithe people are ardent bimet- 
allists, France, itoo, is the same, amd they 
would all hail with joy the international 
declaration of the mestoration of silver to 
its true place im the money of the world. 

“Before leis London I endeavored to 
interest a number of English capitalists 
in American enterprises, but found them 
somewhat averse to putting any more 
money here at tthe present' time. They 
have received so little return the past 
year for investmenits already made that 
they are rather wary of sending what 
they regard as good money after bad. 
However, it is my intention, when I re- 
turn, to organize an investment company 
for the purpose of buying inside prop- 
erty in Denver. [ find, however, that, even 
with the depression of ithe pasit year, this 
class of property has suffered much less 
than was expected and ‘that 't has held up 
in prices wonderfully well. I hope to get 
‘a number of good options on desirable 
propenty, and will take them back with 


me.”

Baron von Richthofen Tells How Bi- 
metallism Is Gaining. 


THE, WORLD WAITING ON LONDON 


Englishmen of All Classes Are Study- 
ing the Subject Through League 
Lectures, and the Force of Cir- 
cumstances Is Steadily Impelling 
the World to Remonetization— 
France and Germany Willing to 
Declare for It When the Finan- 
cial Magnates Say the Word. 


Baron and Baroness von Richthofen ar- 
rived in Denver on Sunday from London 
and.are the guests of Mr. T. S. Clayton, 
at 1245 Sherman avenue. 

This is the baron’s first visit to Denver 
since last year, and the trip is as much 
for pleasure as for business. He has 
large property interests in Colorado and 
although making his home in London, he 
manages to spare time every year to come 
to Colorado and enjoy a hunting trip in 
the intervals of business. The visit will 
be no exception, as he expects to indulge 
in a hunt before his return. to London. 
Speaking of the progress of bimetallism 
in England, the baron says: 

“All England is suffering under the sil- 
ver depression the same as the rest of the 
civilized world, bub in London the Bime- 
tallic league is making a valiant campaign 
of education wyh marked results. They 
are holding meetings two and three times 
a week in London which are attended by 
the ‘bankers atjd prominent men of the 
city. Lectures jin bimetallism are deliy- 
ered by university professors and others 
who have made the subject a study, and 
the number of those who are interested 
listeners is constantly increasing. 

Taking a Firm Hold. 

“This shows that the subject is begin- 
ning to take hold of those who have 
hitherto remained in ignorance of it, but 
whose interests have been vitally affected 
through the blow given to silver. In this 
way the educating process is going on 
all the time and in my opinion it is not 
difficult to forecast the ultimate result. 

“The remonetization of silver depends 
upon London. The people of the manu- 
facturing districts are bimetallists to a 
man, They see how the present position 
of silver affects their interests, Their 
business is practically dead and they do 
not believe it will revive until silver is 
restored to its true place in the circulation 
of the world. If London would say the 
word, bimetallism would be operative at 
once. Hrance and Germany are ready for 
it and with the United States and Eng- 
land in favor of silver, bimetallism would 
be a fact. Hitherto the London financiers 
have been monometallists through force 
of education, and they have been utterly 
indifferent to the silver question; but now 
their pockets are effected by the universal 
depression and they are forced to look at 
the attitude of the country toward silver 
as one of the causes of this depression, 
and are thus set to thinking. It is only 
a question of time when they will recog- 
nize silver. 

_ “The new government, when it comes 
in, which may be this year or next, or 
the year after, will undoubtedly make a 
change. The present government itself is 
not by any means united in its financial 
policy, The landed imterests, represented 
more particularly in the House of Lords, 
have suffered so much from ithe existing 
conditions that they will favor bimetallism 
when the matter comes up. 

A Forced Valuation. 

“In India they have had to establish an 
arbitrary value for the rupee, the silver 
unit of currency in that country; but they 
will not be able to maintain it. They have 
tried to fix the valuation alt 1 shilling ana 
4 pence tio government officials tim order 
that their remittances to England may 
approximate face amounts, but a system 
of this kind cannot last, when the real 
value of tthe rupee is but slightly above 
a Shilling. So something will have to be 
done with the question very soon. 

Germany is largely an agricultural 
country, and the people are ardent bimet- 
allists. France, itoo, is the same, and they 
would ‘all hail with joy the international 
declaration of the mestoration of silver to 
tts true place im tthe money of the world. 
—Beforsetleiy London I endeavored to 


interest a number of English capiitalists 
in American enterprises, but found thiem 
somewhat averse to putting any more 
money here at tthe present’ time. They 


have received so little return the past 


year for investmenits already made (that 
they are rather wary of sending what 


they regard as good money after bad. 
However, it is my intention, when I re- 
turn, to organize an investment company 
for the purpose of buying inside prop- 
erty in Denver. I find, however, that, even 
with the depression of ithe past year, this 
class of property has suffered much less 
than was expected and ‘that ‘tt has held up 
in prices wonderfully well. I hope to get 
‘a number of good options on desirable 
property, and will take them back with 


me,”

McLean and Nichol- 
son, the new professors, and by ‘the new 
librarian, Professor Whipple. The Hale 
scientific building’ was used for the first 
time to-day, and several classes will be 
heard there henceforth.

‘allists. France, ittoo, is the same, and they 
would all hail with joy the international 
declaration of the westoration of silver to 
its true place im ‘the money of the world.

“The remonetization of silver depends 
upon London. The people of the manu- 
facturing districts are bimetallists to a 
man, They see how the present position 
Their 
business is practically dead and they do 
not believe it will revive until silver is 
restored to its true place in the circulation 
of the world. Jf London would say the 
word, bimetallism would be operative at 
once. France and Germany are ready for 
it and with the United States and Eng- 
land in favor of silver, bimetallism would 
be a fact. Hitherto the London financiers 
have been monometallists through force 
of education, and they have been utterly 
indifferent to the silver question; but now 
their pockets are effected by the universal 
depression and they are forced to look at 
the attitude of the country toward silver
